5 ſonne Clitophon (whole loſſegiues the cauſerothisdiſtourſe,and yer gives me cauſe 
to begin with /rga/as, ſince hislofle procceds from Argalus)beinga young Gentle: 
man,as of greac birth ( being our kings ſiſters ſoone ) fo truly of good nature,andohe 
that can ſee goodandloueir, haunted more che companie of this worthy Argelas, 
then of any other : ſoas if there were nota friendſhip ( which isfo rare, asitisro be 

10 doubred whether it be a thing indeede, or buta word) ar (caſt there wasſuchaliking 
and frendlineſle, as hath brought forth'the effe@s which you ſhall heare: About 
two yeares (incc, itlofell our, thar hee brought him to a great Ladies houſe, fi- 
ſterto my maiſter, who had with herheroneliedaughter , the faire Parthewis ; faire 
indeed ( fame I chinkeir (elfe daring not rocallanie fairer, if ir be not Helens Queene 
i5 of. Corinth, & che two incomparableliſters of 4r6adia)&that which made her faire- 
nefle much che fairer, was, thar it was bura faire Embaſlador of a moſt fajre mind; 
full of wit, anda wit which delighted moreto iudge itlelfe , thenro ſhewirſelfe: 
her ſpeech being as rare as precious; her ſilence without ſullenneſle 3 her mode-- 
ſie withour affeRation;her ſhamefaſtneſſe wichour ignorance +in famme, one that 
20 fo praiſe well, one muſt firſt ſet downe wich himſelf; whar'it is co be exccllent; for 
ſoſhe is. _ ys 
Ichinke youthink, that theſe perfeQions meeting, could nor chooſe bur find one 
another, and delight in that they found ; forlikeneſle of maners is likely in reaſon 
rodraw liking with affetion : mens ationsdo notalwaies crolſe with teaſoni:tobe 
25 ſhorr, ic did ſo indeed. They loued,akhough for a while the firethereof ( hopes wings 
being cutoff) were blowne by the bellowes of deſpairevponthis occaſion, © 
There had beene a good while before,and ſocontinued,a ſurer rothis ſamie Ladie, 
a great noble man, though of Laconia, yerneare neighbour to Parthenias mother, 
named Demagoras:a man mighty in riches and power and proud thereof, ſtubbornlie 
30 ſtour, loving no body but himſelfe,and for his owne delights ſake Parthenia:andpurs 
ſuing vchementlie hisdeſire,his riches had ſo gildedouer al his other imperfeQions, 
that theolde Lady (though contrarieto my [ord her brochors mind )had giuen her 
conſent; and vſinga mothers authority vpon her faire daughter, hadmadeher yecld 
thereunto,nar becauleſhe liked her choiſe, bur becauſe her obedient mind had not 
35 yertakenvpon irro makechoiſe ;and the day of their aſſurance drew neare, whetimy 
young Lord Clitephon brought this noble {rgalss, perchance prineipallie roſte 10 
rarea ſight,as Parthenia by all well judging eyes was iudged. a 
Butihough few dayes were beforethe time of aſſurance pponns yer loue char 
ſaw he-had a great iourney ro make in ſhort time, haſted ſohimſeife, that before 
40 her word could tie her ro Demageres, her heart hath vowed herto 4/galas, wirkr 
ſo gratefull a receipt in mucuall affe&tion , that if ſhe deſired aboue all rhings to 
haue 4rgalus, Argalus fearcd nothing bur to mille Parthenia. And now Parthe- 
zis had lcarncd both liking and miſliking, louingand foaching , and ove of paſsiof 
began to rake theauthoritie of judgement ; in ſo much}, thar when the timeeame 
45 that Demageras (full of proud ioy ) thoughttoreceiuethe gifrof her lelfe, ſheewich 
words of reſolute refuſal(though with teares ſhewing the wisſorie ſhe muſt refuſe) 
aſſured her mocher , ſheewould firſt bebeddedin her graue ,' then wedded/to Demne- 
oras. The chaunge wasno more ftraunge og vnpleaſant ro che mother :+who' 
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beiggdenrwienety (leaſt IThould ay, of a-great Lady, wilfullic ) bem to marie her 
to Demageras, tried all wayes which a wittie and hard-harred mother could vie, vp- 

ſohumblea daughter ; in whom the only reſiſting power was lone. Bur the more 
ſheaſlaulted, the more ſhe raught Parthenia to defend ; and the more Partheniade- 
fended, the more ſhe made her mother obſtinace in the aſſault : whoar lengrhfin- 5 
ding, that 4Argalss ſtanding betweene them , was it that moſt eclipſed her affe- 
ion from ſhining vpon Demagores , ſhe ſought all meanes how ro remoue him, 
ſomuch the more as he manifeſted himſelfe an varemoueable ſuter ro her daugh- 
ter: firſt, by employing him in as many dangerous enterpriſes, aseucrtheeuill Rep- 
mother. azo recommendcd to the famous Herceles: but the more hisvertue was 10 
tried, the more pure it grew, while all therhings ſhe did to overthrow him , did ſer 
himvp vpontheheight of honour z enough to haue moued her hearr , cſpecially 
to a man euerie way ſo worthie as 4rgalss : Bur ſhe firugling againſt all reaſon, 
becauſe ſhee would Rnekiy will, and ſhew her authoritiein matching her with De- 
wagorass, the more vertuous Argalias was, the more ſhe hatred him , thinking her- 1 5 
ſelte conquered'in his conqueſts, and therefore ſtillimploying himin moreand more 
dangerous attempts: in themeane while, ſhe vſed all extremities poſsiblevpon her 
fairedaughter, ro make her giueouer her (elfe to her direQion. Burt it was hard ro 
iudge, whether he indoing, or ſhe in ſuffring,ſhewed greater conſtancy of affeion: 
for, as to Argalssthe world ſooner wanted occaſions, then he valourto gothrough 2 © 
them: ſo to Parthenis, malice ſooner ceaſed then her vnchanged patience. Laſtly, 
by creaſons, Demageras and ſhe would haue madeaway CArgalss; but he with pro- 


- uidenceand courage & paſt ouerall, that the mother tooke {uchapicefullgriete at 


it, that her heart brake withall, and ſhe died. - 
Burtchen, Demagorasaſſuringhimlſelfe, that now Parthenia was herowne ſhe 25 
would neuerbe his , and receiuing as much by her owne determinate anſwer, nor 
moredeliring hisowne happincſle, then enuying 4rgalss, whome he ſaw with nar- 
row eyes, cucn ready toentoy the perteQtion of his deſires, ſtrengthening his con- 
ceit with all the miſchievous counſels which diſdained loue, and envious pride 
could giuc vnto him ; the wicked wretch (takinga time chat Argalus was gone to 30 
his countrie, to fetchſome of his principall friends ro honour the mariage, which 
Parthenia bad moſt ioyfullicconſented vnto) the wicked Demagoras (I fay ) deſiring 


' Toſpeake with her, with vamercifull force ( her weake armesin vaine reſiſting) rubd 


all ouer her face a moſt horrible poyſon : the effeX whereof was ſuch , tharneuer 
leaperlookt morevgly then ſhe did : which done , hauinghis men and horſes ready, 35 
departedaway in pice of herſeruancs, as ready to reuenge asthey could be, in ſuch 
an vnexpetted miſchicfe. But the abhominableneſle of this fat being come comy 
L.K«ander, hemade ſuch means, both by our kings interceſsion, and hisowne, that 
by the King and Senatcof Lacedzmon, Demageras was vpon paineof dearhbaniſhed 
checountrie : who hatingche puniſhment, where he ſhould haue hated the fault, 40 


toyned himlclfe, wichallthe powers he could make, vntothe Helots, lately in rebel- 


lionagainſtrhar ſtare : and they (glad cohauea manof ſuch authoririeamong them ) 
madehim their General:and vnder him hauecommirted diverſerhe moſt outrageous 
villanies, that a baſe mulcicude (full of deſperatereuenge) can imagine. 

But withina while after chis picifull fat committed vpon Parthenia, Argalus rerur 45 
ned ( poore Gentleman ) hauing herfaire image in his hart,and already promiſing his 


eyesthevrrermoſt of hisfelicicie, when chey (no body elledaring to tell it him) were 


firſt meflengers cochemſclues of their owne misfortune. I meane nor —_ 
ions 


paions with celling you the griefe of both, when hee knew her; forar firſt hgedid 
nor, norat firſt knowledge could polgibly haue vertues aide fo ready , as hor then 
weakely ro lament the lofle of ſuchaiewell, ſo much the more, as:rharskilfill then 
intharart aſſured it was varecouerable : bur wichina while, cruth of loue(whick ſtiff 
5 heldthe firſt face in his memorie) a vertuous conftancic, and cuena delight robee 
conſtant, faich giuen, and inward worthineſle ſhinirig chroughthe fouleſt tniſtes;; 
rooke (o full hold of the noble Argalss, that nor onely in ſuch comfort which wit 
arguments may beſtow vpon aduerſitie,but even wich the moſtaboundanr kindneſle 
chatan eye rauiſhed louercanexpreſle, hee laboured both to drivethe extremiry of 
10 ſorrow from her, and ro haſten the celebration of their marriage: whereunto bee vn- 
fainedly ſhewed himſelfe nolefle cheerefully earneſt, then if ſhe had never been diſins 
bcriced of that goodly portion, which nature had foliberally bequearhed varoher:& 
for that cauſe deferred his incended reuengevpon Demagoras, becauſe hemight con» 
rinually be in her preſence; ſhewing more humble ſeruiceablencfle, and ioy rocon- 
15 tenther, theneaer before. | 
Buras.he gaue this rareexample, notro be hoped for ofany other, but of another 
Argalss: (oof cheother (ide, ſhe rookeasftrangea courſe jn affeftion:for, where (lee 
deſired toenioy him, morethento liue; yet did ſheouerthrowe both her owrie deſire 
and his, and in no fort would _ to marry him; with a ſtrange encounter of loves - 
20 affes, and effetts, char he by an affeion ſprong from cxcefive beauty ,: ſhould 
delightin horrible foulneſſe; & ſhe,ofavehement deſire to have hitn, ſhould kindlie 
builda reſolucion never co haue himsfor truth is, that ſo in heartſhe loued tm, as ſhe 
could not findein her heart he ſhould betied to whartwas vnworrhy of his preſence. 
T ruely Sir, a very good Orator mighchaueca faire field ro viectoquence in, if hee 
25 did but onlicrepeate the lamentable, and truely affetionared ſpeeches, while hecon- 
iured her by remembrance of her affeQion, & true oathes of his owne affeQtion, nof 
ro make him ſo vahappy as tothinke he had notonly loſt her fgce,bur her hearrz that 
her face, when it was faireſt, had beene but asa rharſhall, ro lodge che louc of herin 
his mind;which now was ſo well placed, as if needed no further help ofany onrward 
30 harbinger:beſeeching her, even withteares, to knowe, rhar his loue was nor __ 
ficiall,as ro gono furtherthencheskin; which yer now co him was moſt faire, {inc 
it was hers: how could he be ſo vngratefull, as roloue her the tefle for that whichſhe 
had only receiued for his ſake ? chat he neuer beheld ir, burtherein he ſaw theloue- 
lincſſe of her loue toward him : proteſting vnto her , that he would nener take toy of 
35 hislife,ifhe might notenioy her, for whom principally he was glad he had life.

And hehathlikewiſe hicherro kept my young Lord Clizephonaliue, who (tore-

T he Helorfmade but a ſhortconlulcation, being gladthar their coragion had ſpread 206

But ſhe when ſhe had 
Raid cheir choughts with celling chem her name andqualitie , in this ſoft ſpake vato 
15 him, My Lord _4rgales, faid ſhe, beingof laceleftin the Court of Queene Helew of 
Corinth, as chicfe in herablence ( ſhe being vpon lome occaſion gone thence ) there 
camevnto methe Lady Parthenis, lo disfigured, as Ithinke Greece hath nothing 
loougly cobchold. For my part, ic was many daics,before with yehernent oathes; 
and ſome good proofes, ſhecould make merthinke that the was Parthe#is. Yet at 

20 laſt finding certaincly it was ſhe, and greatly pitying her misfortune, ſo much the 
more, as thatall men had ever cold me ( as now you do) of the great likenefle be- 
tweenc vs, I cookethe beſt care I could of herz and of her vnderſtood the whole tra« 
gicall hiſtoric of her vndeſerued aduenture : and therewithall, of that moſt noble 
conſtancy in you my Lord Argalus: which whoſocuer loues not, ſhewes himſelfe to 

25 beahatcr of vercue, and vnworthy coliue inthe ſocieric of mankind.Bat nooutward 
cheriſhing could ſalue the inward lore of her minde , but a few daics finceſhe died: 
beforc her death earneſtly deſiring, andpertwading me,to thinkeof no hugband bur 
of you, asof theonly man inthe world worthy tobe loued; withallſhe gaue me this 
Ring todeliver you ;dcſiring you , and by the authoritie of loue commanding you,

Bur 
becauſe ſorow forbad him too ſooneto belceue, ſhe rold him thetruth , with all cir- 
cumſtances ; how being parted alone, meaning to dic in ſome ſolicary place , as ſhe 19 
hapned ro make her complaint, the Queene Helen of Corinth ( who likewiſe felther 
part of milerics) being then walking allo alone in that lonely place , heard her, and 
neuer left till ſhe had knowne the whole diſcourſe. Which chenoble Queene great- 
ly pitying, ſhe ſent her coa Phyſition of hers the moſt excellent maninthe world, in 
hope he could helpe her : which in ſuch ſorr as they ſaw hehad performed, and ſhe {5 
taking with berof the Queenesſeruants, thought yer ro makethis triall, whether he 
would quickly forget his true Parthenia, or no. Her ſpeech wasconfirmed by the Co- 
rinthian Gentlemen, who before had kept her counſel}, and L4rgalss cafily perſwa- 
ded ro what more then ten thouſand yearers of life he deſired: and Kalender would 


needes haue the mariage celebrated in his houle, principally the longerto hold his.2o 


dearcſt gueſts, rowards whom he was now ( beſides hisowne habite of hoſpitaliie) 
caricd with loueand duty : and therefore omitted no ſeruice that his wit could in- 
uent,and his power miniſter.

Bur no way he ſaw hecould ſo much pleaſurethem, as by lcauing therwo friends 
alone, who being ſhrunke aſide roche banquerting houſe where thepiQures were * 5. 
there Palladins recounted vnto him,thatafter they had both abandoned the burning 
ſhip (&citherof them taken ſomething vnder him, the better ro ſupport him to che 
ſhore) kee knew nothow , buteither with oucr-labouring in the fight, and ſudden

40 preſerued, Andin my peacethe King _Amicles of Lacedemon would needes have 
mce baniſhed , and depriued of the dignitic whereunto I was exalted : whicti 
(and you may ſee how much you are bound to mee) for yourfakeI was content 

to ſuffer, a new hope riling in mee, that you ere nor dead : and ſo meaning 

to trauaile ouer the world to ſeeke you ; and now heere ( my deare Muſidoras ) 

45 you have mee. Andwith that ( embracing and kifsing each other ) they called 

Kalander , of whom Daiphantus defired toheare the full ſtorie , which hee 


had recounted ro Palladizs, and to ſee theletrerof Philanax , which hee readand

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chin ſome dayes after,the marriage betweene <fArgalusandthefaire Pore 
Eto becelebrated Daiphantis and Palladine ſelling ſome cheirTewels, 
raiſhed chemſelues of very faircapparell, meaning to do; honour tethcir louing 
hoſt; whoas muchfor their lakes , as forthe mariage, ſer foorth eacbebing in moſt 
gorgeous manner. Burall che.coſt beſtoweddid nat ſompchenrich;, nar allthefine 5 
deckings ſo much beaurific, norall chedaincie deviſes ſomuch delighe, as che faire+ 
neſſe of Parthera, | the pearle ofall the maides of Mantines: who as ſhe: went eathe 
Templeto be maried, her eycsthemſclucs cemedatemple, whereinloueand beau» 
tie weremarried: herlips though they were kept cloſe with modeſtfilence, yer with 
aprery kind ofnacurall ſwclling,they ſecmed toinuitethegueoſts that loakton them: 19 
hercheekes bluſhing, and withallwhen ſhe was ſpoken vnto,, alitcleſmiling , were 
likeraſes , when thcirleauesarewitha lirtle breath Airred : herbairebeing laid as 
the fulllength downe her backe, bare ſhew as if the yoward fayled, yerthat would 
conquer.Dajphantxs marking her, 6 Jupiter (ſaid he,ſpeakingto Paleazus) how hap- 
pens it,thar beautic isonely confined ro Arcadia? Bur Palladinendr greatly atten+ x7 
ding his ſpeech, HOmedaies werecontinucd inthe ſolemnizing the marriage , witti

But ſach achaunge was growne in Daiphantus,that (as if cheerefulneſſe had bene 
rediquſneſſe, & good imterrainement werecurnedtodiſcourteſic ) hewouldeuerger 
himſelfe alone, tho ; <4 ut alner he wasin company,he was alone, ſo litle atten; 20 
cion he gaue to any that ſpakevnto him : cuen the colour. and figure of his face be- 
ganto xeceiue ſomealteration 3 which he ſhewed lictleto beede : but cuery morning 
earely going abroad , eitherto the garden , orto ſome woods towards the deſert, 
ſeemed his onely comfort was to be withouta comforter, But longir could notbee 
hid fram Palladivs, whom trueloue madeready tromarke,and long knowledgeable 25 
co marke zand therefore being now growne weary of hisaboade in Arcadia, hauing 
infarmed himlſelfe fully of che ftrengthand riches of che country, of the nature. of 
thepeople, and maner of theirlawes: and ſeeing the court could nor be viſited, pro- 
hibited toallmen, burto certaine ſhepheardiſh people, he greatly deſireda ipec- 
diercturneto his owne countrie, after the many mazes of fortune he hadtroden.

- Bug percciving this great alterationin his friend, he thought firſt co breake with 
him thereof; and chen co haſten his returne ; whereto he found him but ſmally en- 
clined : whereupon oneday raking him alone with cercainegracesand countenan- 
ces, asifhe werediſputing with thetrees, began in this manner toſay vntohim.

Thisſpeech Idire& ro you 
( noble friend Pyrocles ) theexcellencic of whoſe mindand well choſencourſein ver- 
tue, if Idonotlufficiently know , hauing ſcene ſuch raredemonſtrarions of it, it is 
my weakeneſſe, and nor your vnworthineſſe : but as indeedel know it,and knowing

Bucl mar- 4g 
ucllactheexceſsive praiſes you give tothis country; intruth itisror vnpleaſanr; bur 
yertif you would returne into «Macedon, you ſhould cxher ſee-many heavens, or 
find this no morethen carthly.. And euen Tempe in my Theſsalia (where youand 
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Tto-my great happinefſe were brought vp together ) is nothing. inferiour vhio it: 
Bur I thinke. you will make mec ce, 'charthe vigorof your wit canſhew it-ſelfeiti 
anyſubict : orclſe you feede ſometimes your lolicarineſle with the conceiprs of the 
Poets, whole liberall pennes can as eaſily rrauaile ouer mountaines;, as molchils :

And truly Dorws , I muſt in Mypſaes behalfe ſay thus muchte you, that F 
if her beauties haue ſo overtaken you, ir becomesa true Loue to hauc-your hearc 
more ſer vpon her good then your owne , and tobeareatenderer reſpe& to her ho- 
nour,then your fatisfaftion. Now by my hallidame, Madame ( faid Mopſa, throw- 
ing great number of ſhceps cyes vpon me ) you haue cuen touched mine owne = 
mindeto thequick, forſooth. I ( finding tharthe policie that I-had vied, hadar leaft- 10 
wiſe produced thus much happinefle vnto me, as that I might even in my Ladies 
preſence, diſcouer the ſore which had deeply feſtered within me, and that ſhee 
could better conceive my reaſons applied ro Mopſa, then ſhe wonld hauevouch- 
fafed them, whileſt her (clfe was a partie) chought good ro purſueon my good be- 
ginning, vſing this fic occaſion of Pamelas wit, and Mopſaes ignorance. T herefore 15 
with an humble piercingeye, looking vpon Pamela, as if I had rather benccon- * 
demned by her mouth, then highly exalted by the other, curning my felfe co Mopſa, 
 burkeeping mineeyewhere itwas: Faire <Mopſa (aid I) welldo I find by the wiſe 
knicting rogether of your anſwere, that any diſputation I'can vic isaſmuch coo 
weake, as I vnworthy. I find my loue ſhalbe Ar noloue, without leaue toloue, 20 
being too vnfic a veſſellin whom fo high thoughts ſhould be engraued. Yer ſince 
the LoueI bearc you, hath ſojoyned it{elfeto the beſt partof my life, as the one can 
notdeparr, butthat the other will follow; beforel ſecke roobey you in making my 
laſt paſſage, let me know which is my vnworthineſſe,cicher of mind,eſtare, or both? 
Mopſawasabout ro ſay, in neither; for her heart I chinke rambled with overmuch , 
kindneſſe, when Pamela witha more fauourable countenance! then before ) finding 
how apr I was tofall intodeſpaire ) coldmeT might therein haueaunſwered my 
ſelfe, for beſides thatic was graunced me, thattheinward feeling of Mopſaes per- 
feftions had greatly beautified my minde, there was none could denie, bat: thar 
my mindeand bodiedeſerued great allowance. But Dorws (faid (he) you muſtbe 30 
(@fatre maiſterof your loue asto conſider, thar ſince the indgement of the world 
| ſtands vpon marterof fortune, andtharthe ſexe of womankindof allotheris moſt 
boundto haveregardfull eycro mens iudgcments, it isnorfor vsto play the Philo- 
ſophers; in ſeeking out your hidden vertues: fince that, whichinawile Prince would 
becounred wiſedome, in vs willbe taken fora light-grounded affeQion': ſois not , , 
onething, one,done by diuers perſons. There is no manina burning feuer fecles ſo 
great contentment in cold water greedily recteined (whichas foone as rhe drinke 
ceaſeth; the rage reneweth ) as poorel found my ſoule refreſhed with her ſweerly 
rohounced words; and newly, and moreviolently againe enflamed, aſſooneas ſhe 
oſed vp her delightful ſpeech with no lefſewell graced ſilence. Bur remem- 49 
bringin my lelfe , tharaſwellthe Souldier dieth which ſtanderh Rill, as he char giues 
che draucſt onſer { and ſecing tharto the making vp of my fortune, therewanted 
nothing ſomuchas the making knowne of mineeftare; wichafacewell wirnesſing 
how dceply my ſoule was poſſeficd and with che moſt ſubmisſine behauiour, thata' 
thralled heart could expreſſe, even asmy words had benecoo thicke for my mouch, 45 
arlengrh ſpake ro this purpoſe : Alas, 'moſt' worthie Princeſſe, and do nor 
chen your owne ſweet words ſufficiently reftifie, that there was neyer man could 
have a infter ation againſt filthie fortune, then; ſince all other things _ 
grante 
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granted me, her blindneſſe is my only let ? O heauenly God, I wouldeitherſhthad 
ſucheyesas wereable codilcerne my deſerts , orl were blind hor co (ce thedayly 
cauſtof my misfortune. But yet ({aidI ) moſt honoured Ladie; if my miſerable ſpce- 
ches baue not alreadiecloied you, and thacthe verie preſence of ſuch awietch be- 
comenot hatefullin-yourcyes : kt me reply chus much further againſt my morrall 
ſentence, by telling youa ſtorie, which happenedin this famecountrielong ſince 
(for woes make the ſhorteſt time ſeeme long) whereby you ſhall ſeechat my eſtare 
isnort ſo contemptible, bur thara Prince hath bene content to take the like vpon 
him,and by chat onely hath aſpired ro enioy a mightie Princefle. Pamela graciouſly

In the counttic of Theſ/alia, (alas, why nameT that accurſed countrie, which 
brings forth noching , but marcers for tragedies ? bur nameir I muſt) in Theſalia (1 
ſay)there was (wel may I ſay,there was ) a Prince { no, noprince, whome bondage 
wholly poſleſſcd; but yetaccounted a Prince) and named Muſidorws; O Atuſidorus, 
'T eMyuſidoriss ; but ro what ſerueexclamations, where there are naeares to reccigaethe 
ſound? This Auſidorws being yet in the tendreſtage, hisworthy father paiedro nas 
cure { with a violentdearh) her laſtduties, leaving hischild-torhefaich of friends; 
and che proofe of rime: death gave him not ſuch pangs as the foreſightfull care he 
hadof his ally ſucceſſour.

a ſea of thiſeries my plaintfull croung doth lead metandthusonrof breath, rarhier wich 
thar I thought, then tharl ſaid, I tayed my ſpeech,ril Pamela ſhewing by counterrance * 
45 fharſuchwasber pleaſure, I chuscontinucdir # Theſe twoyohg: Prinicesrofatisfic 
the king, tooke their way by ſea, cowards Thrace, whirherthey would needs gowirli 
a Navie toſuccor him : he beingatrhar time before Bizantiv'witha mighty Artiy 
belicging itz where atthrartime hiscourt was. Burwhentche conſpired Ry" 
gorre 
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gotteni this Subict of their wrath vpon ſo fit aplaccasthe ſea was, they ſtreighe be- 
ganto breath outin boiſtrous winds ſome part of their malice againſt him; ſothat 
withtheloſle of all his Nauie , he only with the Prince hiscoſin-;- were caſt aland, 
faroff from theplace whither their deſires would haue guided them .

Such was 
asthenrhe ſtace of the'king , as irwas no time:by dire& meanes to ſeeke her, And = 
fich wasrhe ſtare ofhis captiued will, as he could delaynorimeof ſeeking her. 
/ | Jothisincangledcaſe, hecloched himſelte ina thopheards weede, char vnder 25 
the baſenefle of that forme, hemightar leaſt have free-acceſſe to fecd hiscyes with 
chatwhickſhouldarlengchearevphishearc. In which doing, chus much wichouc 
doubr.be hath manifeſted ; rharthiseſtare isnor alwaies ro berreicted, fince vnder 
thatvaile there maybe:hiddenthings co be efteemed; Andit he might with raking 
on aſhepheards looke caſt vp his eyes cothe faireſt Princeſſe , Nature in that time 30 
created; thelike ; nay the ſamedeſireof mine need nomore to bedildained;; or held 
for diſgracefull.

For would youthinke it * ſhee 
hath beard Inrecofbreot'vsborth, by mcancs of the valiant Prince Plang; and par- 
ticularly of ourcaſtiogaway : which ſhe (following mincowne ſtile) thus delicately 
hrovgheforh; :Yowhauetold (ſaid ſhe);Dorws,a pretie ralc 5 but you are- much de- 
ceimdon the latrerendofir.

moſtexcellent raymenntof the molt excellent parc. 


Pamela wichourſhew either of fauour or diſdaine , eicher of heeding or negle- , 
Qing what I had (aid, turned her ſpeech co.Mopſa, and with ſuch a voiceandattion, 
as might ſhew ſhee ſpake of a matter which lircle did concernc her, - Take heede ro 
yourſelfe (ſaid ſhee ) Xop/a, for your ſhepheard can ſpeake well : but truly, if he doe 
fully prouc himſclfe luch as helaith, Imeane, the honeſt ſhepheard Menalchas his 


brotherand heire, I know no reaſon why you ſhould thinke ſcorneof bim. Mopſa 
though ( inmy conſcience) {hee were cuen then farre ſpent rowards me, yer ſhce 
anſwered hcr, thac for all my qucine ſpeaches, ſhe would keepe her honelie cloſe 
inough : And thar as for the way of matrimony, ſhee would ſtep neuer a foote 
furcher, cill my Maſter her father had ſpoken the whole - word himſelfc, no ſhee 
would not. Buteuer and anon turning her muzzelltoward me, ſhee threweſucha 
proſpett vpon me,as might wellhaue giuena ſurfertro any weake-Jouers ſtomacke. 
Bur Lord what a foole am I,, romingle that driuels (peaches among my noble 
thoughts? bur becauſe ſhee wasan Actor in this Tragedie, to gine you a full know- 
ledge, and coleauenothing (that I can remember ) vnrepcared. 
. : Now thePrinceſle beingabour co withdraw herſelfe from vs , Itooke a Tewell 
madeinthe figure of a Crab-fiſh , which, becauſeic lookes one way and goes ano- 
. ther, [ thoughtic did fitly patterne out my looking to Mop/a, but bending ro Pamela: 
The wordabouc it was , By force, not choice ; and till knecling , beſoughtthe Prin- 
 ccllethat ſhe would vouchlafe to giue it £Mopſa, and with the bleſlednes of her 
handco makeacceprtable vmto her that roye which I had found, following of latean 
acquaintaunceof mineatthe plowe. For ( (aid I ) as the carth was turned vp, the 
plow-ſhare lighted vpona great ſtone ; wee puld that vp, and ſo found both tha 
© and ſomeother prety things, which we had diuided berwixrt vs. | 
{ _Aoſawasbenummed with ioy whenthe Princeſle gaue it her: but in the Prin- 
*rEſle I could find no apprehenſion of whar I either ſaid or did, but witha calme 
careleſneſle lerging each thing ſlide, iuſtly as we doo by their ſpeeches ( who neither 
in matter nor perlon doo any way belong vnro vs) which kinde of cold remper, 
mixt with that lightning of hernaturall maieſtic, isof allothers moſt terrible vnto 
me: for yctif Ifound ſhe contemned mee, I would deſperatly labour both in for- 
tune and vertueto ouercomeit; if ſheonly miſdoubred me, I were inheaucn; for

20 bound may wel make your ſorow ſtronger. Bur Ze{manerurning her ſpecch to Da- 
met as,['{t:ill growe,ſaid ſhee, skilfall in country matrers,ifI haucoftenconference 
with your ſeruant.

35 yerasa perfe&t Magnes, though bur inan ivoriebox, will through the box ſend 
forth his imbracing vertue to a beloued needle; ſorhis imparadiſed neighborhood 
made Zelmanes loule cleaue vnto her, both thorow the juory cafe of her body,and

All the bloud of Zelmanes body ſtirring in her,as wine wil do when ſuger ishaſti- 

40 ly put intoir,ſecking ro ſuck the (weetnes of the beloucd gueſt; her hart, like alion 
new impriſoned, ſeeing him thar reſtraines his liberty , beforerhe grate; norpan- 
ring, bur ftrining violently (ifit had beene poſsible)ro haue leapr into the lyppeof 
Phileclea. But Damet as, cuen then proceeding from beeing maiſter ofacarr, ro bee 
doQor ofa coach, notalittleproude in himſctfe, that his whippe ac that cime gui- 

45 dedtherule of Arcadia, drauethecaach {thecouer whercof was made with ſuch 
joynes, that as they might (coavoidethe weather) pull ic vp cloſe when chey lifted, 
fo whenthey would rficy might put cachendedowne, and remaine as diſcouered 


and open ſighted as on horlebacke ) till vpon the ſide of the forreſt they - 
| K 
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both greyhounds, ſpanicls, and hounds : whereof the firſt might ſeeme the Lords, 
the ſecond the Gentlemen, and the laſt the yeomen of dogges; a caſt of Merlins 
there was beſides, which flying of a gallanr height ouer certaine buſhes , would 
beate the birds (that roſe) downevnro the buſhes, as Falcons will doe wild-foule _ 
oucr a river. But the ſport which for thatday Beſilins would principallie ſhew.to 5 
Zelmane, was the mountie ara Hearne, which getting vp on his wagling wings 
with paine, tillhe was come toſome height (as though the aire next ro the earch 
were not ficfor his gtearbody to flic thorough ) was now growne rodiminiſh the 
ſighc of him(clfe,and to giue cxample to great perſons, that the higher they be, the 
leſſe they ſhould ſhew : when a Ierfaulcon wascaſt off atter her, who ſtreight ſpy- 19 
ing where the pray was, fixing ber eye with. deſire , and guiding her wing by her 
eye, vied nomotre ſtrength then induſtry. Forasa good builder toa high rower 
will not make his ſtayre vpright, but winding almoſt the full compaſle abour, thac 
the ſteepenefle bee che morevnlen(ible : ſo (hee, ſeeing the towring of her purſued 
chaſe, went circling, and compaſsing abour,riſing ſo with theleſlc fence of riſing; 1 5 
and yer finding that way ſcantly ſcruc the greedineſſe of her haſt , as an ambitious 
body will gofar out ofthe dirc way, rowintoapointot height which heedefircs; 

ſo would he (as it were) turne taile tothe Heron, and flie quite out another way, 
but allwas to returne ina higher pitch 3 which once gotten, ſhe would either beate 
with cruellafſaults the Heron , who now wasdriucn to the beſt defenceof force, 29 
ſince flight would not ſcrue;or elſe clalping with him,comedownetogether, to be 
pared by the ouer-partiall bcholders. et a 

Diverle of which flights Baſilius ſhewing to Zelmane,thus wasthe richeſſe of the 
time ſpent, and the day deceaſed beſorc ic wasthought of, cill night like a degenc+ 
rating ſucceſſour made his departurethe better remembred.Andtherefore(ſocon-2 5 
ſrained)thcy willed Dameres rodriue homeward,who(half ſlecping, halfe muſing 
abour the mcnding of a wine preſſe) guided the horſes ſoill, that the wheele com- 
ming ouer a great ſtubof a tice, it oucrrurncd the coach. Which though itfel 
violently vpon the ſide where Zelmane and Gywecialare, yer for Zelmanes part, ſhee 
would hauc been glad of thefall, which made her bearethe ſweet burthen of Phile- 39 
clea,but thar ſhe feared ſhe might receive ſome hurt. But indeede neither ſhe did, 
nor any of the reſt,by reaſon they kept their armesand legs withinthe coach,Gauing 
Gynecia,who with the onely bruze of the fall, had her ſhoulder pur our of ioynQ,z 
which though by one of the Faulkeners cunning , it was ſet wellagaine, yer vvith 
much paine was ſhe brought tothe lodge; and paine (fetching hisordinary compa- 3 5 
nion, a fever with him)draue hcrco entertaine them bothin her bed. 

But neither was the feuerof ſuch impatient heate, as the inwardplague-ſorc of 
her affeQion,nor the painc halfe ſo noyſome, as the icalouſie ſhe conceived of her 
daughter Phileclea,lcaſt this time of her fickneflc might giueaproccaſion to Zelma- 
#e,whom ſhe miſdoubtcd. T herfore ſhe called Philocles to her, and though ic were 40 
late inthenight, commanded, herin her carero gorotheother lodge, & ſend Miſe 
to her, with whom ſhe would ſpcake, and ſhe lie with her fiſter Pamela. T he meane 
while Gynecia kept Zelmane with her,becauſe ſhe would be ure, ſhee ſhould be out 
of thc lodge,beforcſhe licenſed Zelmaye. Philoclea nor skildin any thing berterthen 
obedience, vventquictly downe;andthe Moonethenfull (northinkingſcorneto 45 
bea torch-bearer to ſuch beauty) guided her ſteppes, whoſe motions bearea mind 
which bare init (clIfe farre more ſtirring motions. Andalas ({weerte Philocles) how 
bath my pen till now forgotthy paſsions, fincero thy memory principally all this 
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long matter isincended? pardon the ſlackeneſſe rocome tothoſe woes, which ha+ 
uing cauſed in others, thou did feele in thy ſelfe. . T ; 
Theſwcet minded Philocles was in their degree of well doing, to whom the not 
knowing of cuill (erueth for a ground of vertuc, and hold thcir inward powers in 

5 berter forme withan vaſporced (implicitic, then many, who rather cunningly ſceke 
roknow what goodnefleis,then willingly take inco them(clues the following of ir. 
Butas that ſweere and fimple breathot heauenly goodacſle, is thecaficr ro bealte- 
red, becauſe it hath nor paſſed through the worldly wickedneſle, nor feclingly 
found theeuill, thaccuill carics with it;lo now the Lady Philoelea ( whole eycsand 

to ſenſes had received nothing , bur according as the naturall courſeof each thingre- 
quircd z whoſe cender yourh had obediently lincd vnder her parencsbeheſts,with- 
out framing ourof her owne will the fore-choſing of any thing) whennaw ſhee 
came toappoinr, wherein her indgement was to be praQtiſed, in knowing faultines 
by hisfirſt cokens,ſhe was like ayong Faune, who comming in the windof the hun- 

15 ters, doth notknow whether itbe athing or noto beeeſchewed; whereof at this 
cime ſhe began roger a coſtly experience. Forafcer that Ze/mane had a while liued 
inche lodge with her, and chac heronly being a noble ſtranger had breda kinde of 
heedfullateention; her comming cothar lovely place ( where ſhe had nobody bur 
herparents) awillingnesof conucrſation; her wic & bchautouraliking and ſilent 
29 admiration;at length cheexcellency of her naturallgifcs,ioyned with the excreame 
ſhewes ſhe made of moſt deyour honouring Phzloclea ( carying thus in one perſon, 
thconly two bands of good will, louclinefle and louingneſſe) brought forth in her 
hcarcayeeldingroa moſt friendly affetion ; which when ic had gorten fo full poſ- 
ſc8ion of the keyes ofher mind, that it wonld recciue no meſlagefrom her ſenſes, 

- I 25 withourthar afteftion weretheinterpreter ; then ſtreight grewan exceeding de- 
light Rtilto be with her, wich an vameaſurableliking of all tharZelmane did:matters 

being ſorurned in her, thatvvhere at firſtliking her manners did breede good-will, 

now good-will became thechicfc cauſe of liking her manners: ſo that vvithina 

vvhile Zelmane vvas not prized for her demeanure , but the demeanurevvasprized 

» BE 30 becauleic was Zelmanes, Then followed that moſt natwalleffeof conforming 
ones ſelfeto thar, vvhich ſhe did like, and nor onely wiſhing to be her ſelfe ſuchan 

otherin all things, but roground an imitation vpon ſo much an eſtgemed authori- 

tie: ſothat thenexc degree was to marke all Zelmanes doings, ſpeeches, and faſhi- 

ons, and totake them into her ſelfe, as a patterne of worthy proceeding. Which 

5 | 35 whenonceirvvasenatted, not onely by thecomminalcic of Paſsions, butagreed 
vnto by her moſt noble Thoughts, andthat Reaſonit ſelfe (nor yerexperienced 

in the iſſues of ſuch matrcers ) had granted his royall aſſent; then Friendſhip ( a dili- 
gent officer) rooke care to ſee the ſtatute throughly obſerued; Then grewon that 
not onely ſhee did imitate the ſoberneſſce ofher countenance, the gracefulneſſe of 
4o herſpecch, buteuen their particular geſtures: ſo chat as Zelmenedidoften eye her, 


i ſhe vvould oftencic Zelmane;and as Zelmanes eyes would deliucr aſubmiſsive, but 
vehemencdeſire in theirlooke, ſhe,though as yer ſhe had nor the deſire in her, yer 
ſhould hereyesanſwerein like piercing kindneſle of a looke. Zelmane as muchas 
Gymeciasicalouſie yvould (uffer,deſired to be neare Philoclea; Phileclea, as muchas 

15 || 45 Cyneciasicalouſicvvould ſuffer, deſired to be neareZelmane. If Zelmanerooke her 


hand, and ſoftly ſtrained ir, ſhe alſo (thinking theknors of friendſhip ought ro be 
mucuali) vyould (with a{weete faſtneſle ) ſhew ſhe was loth to part from ir. Andif 

- Zelmaneſighed, ſhe would ſigh — Zelmane was lad he deemedit wiſdome, 
2 and 
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andthereforeſhe would be ſad roo. Zelwanes languiſhing countenance with ctoft 
- armes,and ſometimes caſt-vp eyes, ſhee thought to haue an excellent grace: and 
therefore ſhee allowillingly put on the ſame'countenance: till ac the laſt (poore 
ſoule, cre ſhee wereaware) ſhe accepted not onely the badge, but the ſeruice; not 
only the ſigne, bur the paſsion ſignified. For whecher it were, that her wit in con» 5 
tinuance did finde, that Zelmanes friendſhip was fullof imparient defire, having 
more then ordinary limirs, & therforc ſhe was content to ſecond Zelmene, though 
her ſelfe knew nor the limits ; or that in truth, true Joue (well conſidered) hath 
an infetiue power;at laſt ſhe fell in acquaintance with loues harbinger, vviſhing : 
Frift ſhe would vviſh, tharthey rwo might liveall theirliues cogether, likerwo of 16 
Dianas Nymphs. But that wiſh, ſhe thought nor ſufficient, becauſe ſhe knew, there 
would be more Nymphs beſides them, whoalſo would hauethcirpart in Zelmane. 
T hen would ſhe wiſh,that ſhe wereher ſiſter, that ſucha naturall band might make 
her more ſpecial] ro her. Burt againſtthar, ſhe conſidered, that though being her ſi- 
ſer, if ſhe happencd to be married, ſhe ſhould be robbed of her. T hen growne bol- 1 5 
der, ſhe would wiſh either her (clfe, or Zelmanea man, tharthere might ſucccede a 
bleſſed mariage berwixt them. But when thar-wiſh had once diſplaied his enſighe 
in her minde,then followed whole ſquadrons of longings, that ſo it mightbe, with a 
maine battellof miſlikings,and repinings againſt their creation, thar ſo it was nor. 
Thendreamesby nightbegan to bring morevnroher, then ſhe durſt vviſh by day, 206 
where out Waking did make her know her ſelfethe better by the image of thoſe 
fancies. But as ſome diſcaſes whenthey are caſic ro be cured, they are hard co bee 
knowne,bur when they grow cafieto be knowne,they ate almoſt impolsibleto bee 
cured : ſothe [weete Philoclea, while ſhe mightpreuent ir, ſhe did nor feeleit3now 
ſhcfelrir, when it was paſtpreuenting: like a riuer,no rampires being builc againſt 25 
Ir, tillalreadieit haucoucrflowed, For now indeede loue puld of his maske, and 
ſhewed his face vnto her, androld her plainly, that ſhe was bispriſoner. Then nec- 
ded ſheno morepaint her face with paſsionszfor paſsions ſhone thorough her face; 
then her roſie colour was often cncreaſed with extraordinarie bluſhing : and (6 
{another time, perfe&t whiteneſle deſcended toa degree ofpalcneſſe; now horthen 39 
cold, deſiring ſhe knew not whar, nor how , if ſhe knew whar. Then her minde 
(chough roolaze) by theſmarc was brought co thinke of the diſeaſe, and herowne 
proofe taught her toknowe her morhers minde; which(asnoerrorgines ſoftrong 
aſlault, as that which comesarmed in the authoritie ofa parent) ſo greatly forri- 
ficd her deſires, co ſce, that her mother had chelike deſires. And the more tealous 3 5 
her mother was, the more ſhe thought the lewell precious, which was withſo 
many lockes garded. Bur that preuailing ſo farre , as to keepe the two louers fron 
priuare conference , then began ſheto feele the (wegtneſic ofa louers (Vlitarinefſe, 
when freely with words and geſtures, as if Zelmane were preſent, ſhe might 
iuc paſſage to her thoughts, and fo as ir were, viter our ſome ſmoke of thoſe 40 
mes, wherewith elſe ſhe was not onely burned, but ſmothered. Asthis night, 
that going from the one lodgeto the other by her mothers commandement, withi 
dolefull geſtures and vncercaine paces, ſhe did willingly accept the times offer, 
ro bea while alone : ſorhatgoingalittleaſide into the wood ; where many times 
before ſhe had delighted towalke, hereyes wereſaluted withatuft of trees, ſoctole 45 
ſer rogether, as withthe ſhade rhe moonegaverhrough it, ir might breedea feare- 
full kinde of deuotion to looke vppon it. Burt crue thoughts of loue baniſhed all 
vaine fancie of ſuperſtition. Full well ſhe did both rememberandlikecheplace ; 
for

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for there had ſhe often wich their ſhade beguiled Phabw# of lacking vpon her: 
T here had ſheenioyed her ſelfe atten, while ſhe was miſtreſle of herſalte, and had 
no other thoughts, buc ſuch as mighr ariſe out of quiet ſenſes, 


But che principall cauſe that. invired'her remembrance , vvas a goodly white 
5 marble ſtone, thar ſhould ſeeme had heene dedicated inancienctimeto the Sy/uar 
gods: which ſhe finding there a few dayes before Ze/manes comming, had writcen 


theſe words vpon ir, as atcſtimony of hermind, againſtheſy 


made her thinke ſhe liued in. The writing was this, -

pretend comakehima ſhepheard)) roſe allthe while withwhar a grace (which 
leemes toſera crowne vpon his: baſeeſtate) he can deicendrto thoſe poore matters, 
certainly you would: but co what ſerues this? no doubt we were berter ſlecpetben 
ealke of theſe idle matters . Ahmy Pamela \ ſaid Phileclea) Ihavecaughtyon, the 
conſtancy of your wit was not wontto bring foorth ſuch diſtointed (pecches: you & 5 
louc,diflemble no farther. It isrrue ( ſaid Pamela) now you haueit, and with lefſe 
adoe ſhouid , if my hart could have thought thoſe words facable for my mouth. 
Burindeed (my Ph#leclea) rake heede: for I thinke vertue ic ſelfe:is noarmour of 
proofe againſtaffeion, T herefore lcarne by my example. Alas thought Philoclea 
to her ſelfe, your ſheares come to Jate toclipthe birds wings that already is fowne 29 
away. But then Pamela beingonceſct in the ftreameof her loue, went away amaine 
withall, telling her how hisnoble qualities had drawne her liking towardes him 
bur yeteuer waying his meannefic,and fo held continually in duc limirs; till ſec» 
king many meanes to ſpeake with ber, and-eucr kept fromit (as well becauſe ſhe 
*> ſhundic, fſecing and diſdaiging his mind, as becauſe of hcricalous iaylours) hehad 2 5 
atlength vſed che fineſt policiethac mightbe in counterfaiting loucto Aop/a, and 
ſaying to Aopſa whatſocuer he would haue her knowe-: and in how paſſionate 
manner he had told hisownetaleinathirdperſon, making poore Mopſa belceuc, 
thacic wasa matter faKenout many ages before. And inthe end, becauſe you ſhall 
know my tearescome nor, neither of repentance nor miſery , whothinkeyou, is 39 
my Dorssfallchoutto be? exten the Prince Awſidorus, famous ouer all-4ſis, for his 
heroicall cnterpriſcs, of whom you remember how much good the ſtraunger Plans 
ex-told my farther ;he not being drowned (as :Plawgus chought) though his colin 
Pyrecles indeede periſhed. Ah my (iſter, if you had heard his:words, or (ecne his ge- 
ſtures, when he made me know what , and to whom hisloue was, you would haue 3 5 
matchedin your ſelfe (thoſerwo rarely matched rogetber)ipitic and delight. Tell

himſelfe, as to become Demetas ſeruant fortmylake? yorrwillſay, Bur how know 1 
him to be Meſidorws, (ince rhe hand-maidofwildometyſtbw of beliefe? Ehatconſi- 
deration did not want in me: for the natureof defireiriſelfeis noeaſicr to receiue 
beliefe, then itis hard coground belicfe;- Forasdeſirt:ts/pladto embracethe firſt 
ſhew of comforr, ſois deſire deſirous of. peifett affurance: andthar hauc I had of 45 
him, noronely by neceſſary arguments toabyofcommonience, but by ſufficient 
demonſtrations.-Laſtly,he would haue mg (End roTheſſatis : bireralyTam not as 
now in mind codo my honourable lone fomiich wrofig;as(o farretofuſpet him 2

A few dayes ſince, heand Dawetas had furniſhed themſelues very richly rorun 

5 arthering before me.O how madaſightir was to ſce Dametas, like rich Tiſlew furd 
with lambe-skins? Bur6 how wellicdid with Dorws., to ſee with whata grace hee 
preſentcd himſclfe before me on horſebacke , making maicſtie waic vpotrhumb!le- 
nefſe? how arrhe firſt, Rading ſtill with his eyes bent yponme;, xs rhougtthis moti- 
ons werechained to my looke, heſo ſaid ill I cauled Mopſa bid him do ſomething 

.1o vpon his horſe: which no ſooner ſaid, bur (with akinde rather of quicke geſture, 

then ſhew of violence) you might {ce him come towards me,. beating thegroynd 
in ſoduetime, asnodancer can obſerue bertermealure. If you remember the ſhip 
weſaw once, whenthe ſea went hie vpon the coaſt of Argos; ſo went the beaſt.

thunderedadutie inzothe lubicts hearts, he ſoone ſhewed , no chaſenelle of fulpi 
cion,nor thebaſeſt baſenefle of enuy,could any whitrule ſuch a Ruſer. Bur then {bj 
nedfoorth in deede all loueamong them, when an awful feare, ingendred by iu- f 
ſtice, did maketharloue moſt lovely: his-figſtand principall care being toappcare 
vnto his pcople,fuch as he would haue them-be,andto be ſuch as heappeared ,,ma- 
king his life the example of his lawes, and bis lawes as it were, hisaxiomsariſing 
out of his deeds: Sothar within ſmall cime, he wannea fingular laucin bis people, 
and engraffed fingular confidence. For howeould they chooſebutlone him,whom 10 
they found ſorruely toloue them?Heeueninieaſon dildaining, thatthey that hauc 
chargeof bcaſts,ſhould louetheir charge, and carefor them zandthathe that was 

to gouerne the moſt excellent creature, ſhould nor loye ſo nablea charge. And 
therefore, where moſtPrinces (ſeduced by flattcric ro build vpon falle grounds of 
government) makethemſelues (as it were )anorherthing fromthe people ;and-ſo x 5 
count it gaine whar they getfrom them:and (as it were two councer-ballances, 
that theireſtate goes hicſt when.the people goes loweſt), by a fallacie of argument 
thinking themſelues moſt Kings, when the ſubicR is moſt baſcly ſubieched: He con- 
trariwile, vertuouſly and wiſely acknowledging, thatheewith his pebple made all 
bur onepolitike body, whereof himſelfe was the head; cuen fo cared farthem, as 20 
he nmr 7 1 his owne limmes;neverreftraiving theirliberty, without ieftrexched 
tolicentiouſneſſe,nor pulling from them theirgoods, which they found were not 
imployed to the: purchaſe of a greater good : bur inall his ations ſhewing a des 
lightin their welfare, broughc tharto paſſe,charwhile by force he rook nothing, by 
theirlovehehadall.

rakerofrhisofr-blinding light, when there werefound numbers of Saarkſayors,

bloud of his enemics3 with ſo piercing a forrow ro the conſtant heart of more

their bodies cxertfſed ih alt abſlicies, 
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andin ſumme.all bent to the making vp of princely minds : no ſeruilefeare vied to- 
wards them, nor any other violent reſtraint, but ſtillasro Princes :ſo tharahabice 
of commanding was naturalized in them, and therforethe farther from Tyranny: 
Natvre hauing done ſo much for them in nothing , astharic made them Lordsof 
truth, wherconall cheother goods were builded. 

Among which nothing 1i{o much delightro recount, as the memorable friend- 
ſhipthargrew berwixt the rwo Princes, ſuchas made them motelike then the like- 
neſſe of all other vertues, and made them more necre one to theother, thenthe 
nccrenes of their bloud couldaſpire vnto; which Ithinke grew the faſter, andthe 
faftcr was tied betweene them, by reaſon that Muſ1dorss being elder by :threeor 10 
foure yearcs, it was neithcrſo greata difference in ageas did takeaway the delighr 
in ſocictic, and yer by the difference there was taken away the occaſion of childiſh 
contentions; tillthcy had both paſtoucr the humourofluch contentions. For Py- 
rocks bare reucrence full of loue to Maſidoyus , and Muſidorns had adelight full of 
louein Pyrocles, Muſidorus , what he had learnedeither for body or minde, would 1 x 
reach it to Pyrocles; and Pyrecles was {0 glad to learne of none, as of Muſidorss : till 
Pyrocles, being cometo fixteene yeares of age, hee ſcemed ſo rooverrun bis age in 
growth,ſtrength, and all chings following it,that nor Muſidorss, nonorany manli- 
uing(I think) could performe any aQion,cither on horſe,or foote,more ſtrongly,or 
deliver that ſtrength morenimbly,or become the deliueriemoregracefully,orim- 206 
ploy allmorevertuouſly. Which may wellſceme wonderfull: but wondersare no 
wonders ina wonderfullſubictt. 

At which time, vnderſtanding that the King Enarchas, after ſo many ycares 
warre,andtheconqueſt of all Pannonis, andalmolt Thrace, had now broughr the 
concluſion of all to the ſiege of Bizantium(ro theraiſing of which ſiegegreat forces 25 
were made ) they would needes falltothe prattiſeofchole vertues, which they be- 
forelearncd. Andtherfore the mother of M#ſidorzsnobly yeclding ouer herowne 
affes to her childrens good ( fora mother ſhce was incffet rocthem both ) che 
rather that they might hclpe her beloued brothergthey brake off alldelayes;which 
Auſidorns for his part thought already had denoured.coo much of his good time, 39 
bur that hee had once granted a boone ( before he knew whatit was) to hisdecre 
friend Pyrecles;tharhe would neucr ſeckethe aduenturesof armes, vncill hee might 
go with him: which hauing faſt bound his heart (atrucſlaue ro faith ) he had bida 
tedious delay of following his owne humour for his friends ſake, till now being 
both ſent for by Ewarchus, and finding Pyroc/esable cuery way rogo thorow with 35 
thackinde oflife.he wasas deſirous for his ſake, as for hisowne, toenter into ir. So 
therfore preparing a nauie, thatrhey might golike themſelues, and nor only bring 
the comfort of their preſence, but of their powertotheir deere parent Euarchus, 
they. recommended chemlelucs ro the Sca, leauing the ſhore of The{ſ/abia full of 
reares and vowes; and were receiued thereon with ſo ſmooth and (miling a face, as 40 
if Neptune hadas thenlearnedfal(ely ro fawne on Princes. The windewas like a fer- 
vant, wayting behind chem ſoiuſt , thar they might fill che ſailes as they liſted;and 
the beſt faylersſhewing chemlelues leſſe coucrous of his liberality,, ſo tempered 
it, that they all keprrogether likea beaurifull ocke,which ſo well couldobey their 
maiſters pipe : without ſometimes, codclightthe Princes eyes, ſomerwoor three 45 
of chem would ſtrive, whocould(citherby rhecunningof well ſpending the windes 
breath, or by theaduantageous building of their mouing houſes ) leauetheir fel- 
lowcs behindethem in the honour of ſpeede ; while the two Princes had leaſure

'Bur by chac the next morning began a lictle ro make a gildet ſhew of a gQ0d 

15 meaning,thercaroſecuen wich the Sunne , a vaileof darke cloudes before bjs face, 

| which ſhortly(likeinke powred into water)had blacked ouerall che face ofheaiens 
preparing(as it werc) a mournfull ſtage for a Tragedieco beplayed on. For forchs 
with the windes began to ſpeake lowder, and as ina tumultuous kingdom,ro think 
themſclucs firceſt inſtruments of commandement zand blowing whole ſtormes 

20 of hailcand raine vpon them, they were iooner in daunger, then chey couldalmot 
berhinke themſelues of change. For then the traiterousSea beganroſwellin pride 
againſt cheafflited Nauie, vnder which ( while the heauen fauouredchem ) ic had 
Jayne ſo calmely, making monntainesofirſelfe, ouer which che cofſedand roteri 
ſhip ſhould climc;, co be ſtreight carried downe againeroa pic of helliſh darkneſle ; 

25 wich ſuch cruel blowes againſt che {idesof the ſhip(thar,which way ſocucrit wene, 
was ſtill in his malice) tharthere waslefc neither power to ſtay, nagſiyay to eſcape. 
And ſhortly had it ſodifſeuercd the loving company , which che Wy before had 
tarricd rogether,that moſt of them neuer meragatne,but vvereſwallowed vp in his 
neuer-ſatisfied mouth. Somein decde (as fince was knowne )after long wandring 

30 returncd into Theſſalia; other recouered Bizantium , and lerned Exarchns inhis 

' . vyarre. Futin the ſhipvvhercin chePrinces were (novy lefr as machaloneas proud 
Lords be when fortune failes chem ) rhough they imploycd all induſtry co fave 
rheml(elues, yer what they did, wasrather for duetie ro nature, then hope to elcape. 
Soouglya darknes (as if ic would preuentthe nighrs comming ) viurpedche dayes 

5 5 righc: which accompanied ſomtimes with chunders, alwayes with horrible noyſes 

of the chafing windcs) madethe maſtersandpilotsſoaſtoniſhed, that chey knew 
not how todireR;and ifthey knevv, they could ſcarcely (when they direed) hear 
their owne vvhiſtle. For the ſcaſtraue with the vvindes vvhich ſhould belowder, 
andthe ſhrouds of the ſhip vvithaghaſtfullnoiſc rochem charvverein ir, wicnefled, 

40 that their ruine was the wager of the others contention, and che heauen roaring 
out thunders che more amazed them , as hauingthoſe powers for enemies. Cer- 
rainly there is no daunger caries vvith ir more horror, then char vvhich growes in 
thoſe floting kingdomcs. Forthat dwelling place is vnnaturall comankinde, and 
then theterribleneſſe ofrbe continual motion, the deſolation of the far-being from 

5 5 comfort, theeye and theearc hauing ougly images ever beforcic, doth ſill yexe 

| the mind,cucn vvhenir is beſtarmedagainlt ic. Burchus theday paſt (ifthacmight 

be called a day) while the cunningeſt marincrs were ſo conquered by the ſtorme,as 
they chought ic beſt wich ſtrikenfailes to y_ ro be goucrnedby ir; the on

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feeling inward diſmayednes, and yet thefearfulleſt aſhamed fullyto ſhew ic,ſceing 
thacthe Princes (who were co part fromche greateſt fortunes) did in theircoun- 
tenahces accuſe no point of feare , burencouraging them ro doe wharmightbe 
done (purri ir hands 10 euery moſt painfulloffice ) caught them at one in- 
ſtantto' & chemſelues the beſt, and yer rodelpiſe the worſt. But ſo were 5 
| they carriediby rhe tyranae-of che winde, and. the: treaſon of. the Sca, all thar 
ight,whichrheelderit was, the more yaywarditfhewed it {cife towards them's 
tillche riexemorning(knawneto bea morning berterbyrhe houreghſle, rhenb 
che day cleercneſſe)) havingrmne fortune ſo blindly; as ir ſelfecuer was painted, 
leſt che concluſion ſhouldnor-aunlwere rothereſt ofthe play , they were dren 16 
vponatocke: which hidden with thoſeourrageous waaes, did , as it were, clofoly 
difemble hiscrucell mide, rill with an vnbelecued violence(butcarhem that haue 
rriedit) the ſhip ranne vpon it ; and ſeeming willinger to periſhthento haveker 
courſe ſtayed; redoublcd herblowes, till ſhee had broken her ſclfein-peeces 5 and 
asitwerecearing our her owne bowels to feede ihe feas greedineſle , lefr noching 1 5 
wichin it, bur deſpaire of ſafetie, and expeQation ofa-lothſlomeend. T herewas 
wbeſcene the diucrſe maner ofmindesin diſtreſſe : ſome fatevpon the rop of the 
zoupcweepingand wailing, till the ſeaſwallowed them ; ſome one moreableto 
abide death;rhenfeareofdearh, cut his owne throateto prevent drowning z ſome 
0m ; andthere wantednotofthem which curſed, as ifrhe heauens couldtior 296 
e more angriethen they were. Bur a monſtrous cricbegotten ofmapy roaring 
voices, was able to infet:wich fearc a mindethar had norprenencedir with the 
power ofrealon; Soy WET, . 
But the Princes vſing the pasſions of fearing euill, and deſiring to eſcape, onely 
co ſerue the rule of vertue, notto abandonones (elf, leprroa ribof the ſhip , which 2 5 
broken fronghys fellowes, flored with more likelichood ro doſeruice, thenany 0- 
therlimme fthac ruinous bodie ; vpon which therehad gotten alreadierwo hes. 
thren, wellknowneſcruancsof theirs ; and ſtraight they foure werecaried our of 
fight, in char huge riſing of the ſea, fromchereſt of che ſhip. Bur the pecce they 
wereon ſinking by lictleand little vnder them , not ableto ſupport the weight of 39 
ſomanie,the brerhren (theelder whereof was Zexcippes, the younger Nelſns ) ſhe- 
wed them(elucs right faithfulland gratefull ſeruants vntothem  gratefull (I faie ) 
forthis cauſe: Thoſe two gentlemen had beene taken priſoners in the great warre 
the king of Phrygia made vpon Theſſalia, inthe time of Muſ1dorws his infancie; and 
hauing beene (old into another countrie (though peace fell after berweene thelſe z 5 
Realmes ) could not bedeliuered, becauſeof their valour knowne, bur fora farre 
greater ſumme, then cither all cheir friends were able , or the Dowager willing tg 
make,in reſpe& of the great expences herſelfe and people had beene purto in thoſe - 
watres;and ſo had they remaincd inpriſon about thirteene yeares, when thetwo 
young Princes ( hearing ſpeeches of heir good deſerts) found meanes both by ſel- 40 
lingall the Iewels they had of great price, and by giuing vader their hands greac 
eſtates whenthey ſhould comerobe Kings (which promiſes their vertue promi- 
ſed forthem ſhould bekepr ): to ger ſomuch treaſureas redeemed them from cap- 
tivitic, This remembred,andkindly remembred by cheſetwobrothers, perchance 
helped bya naturall duetie rorheir Princes blood, they willingly left holdeofthe 45 
boord, commirting them(ſelues to the ſeasrage, and cucn when they meantto die, 
chemſelues praying for the Princes lives, It is true, that neither the paine nor 
daunger, ſo moued thePrinces hearts asthetendernefſe of thatlouing part, farre 
| from 
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from glory,having o few lookers on ; farrefrom hope of reward,(incechemielues 
' were ureto periſh. > T2113 7 i9\ 
_  Bytnowof allabe royall Navie they lately had, they had left buconelitrlepeece 
of oneſhip, wheroon they kept them ſeluesinall cruth, baying interchanged their 
5 cares, while either cared torosher, cach comforting and counſelling how tolabour 
for thederter, andtoabideche worſe. But fo fell ir our, that as they were caried by 
thetide (which there ſeconded by the ſtorme ran exceeding ſwiftly) Maſidorwi lee 
ing(as hechought) P3rocles nor wellypon the boord, as he would with his righe 
/ band haue helped him on beter, he had no ſooner vnfaſtened his holde, but that a 
Io waue forciblie{poiled his weaker hand of hold, & ſo fora time parted thole friends, 
each crying tothe other, bitthe noyle of the ſea drowned their farewell, Bur Pyre- 
cles (shen carcleſleof death, if ir had come by any mcanes,but his owne)was ſhort- 
liebroughc ourot the ſeas furic- rorhe Lands comfort, when (in my conſciencel 
know) chatcomfart was but bitter vato him: and birter indecd it fell our cuen in ic

Forbeing caſt on land much bruſed and beaten both with theſeas hard farewell, 
and the ſhores rude welcome ; andeuenalmoſt deadly tyred with the length of his 
vncomfortablelabour, as he was walking vp to diſcouerſome bodie, rowhom be 
might go for rclietc, there came ſtraight running vaco him certaine, who (as ic was 
29 after knowne ) by appoyntment watched: (with manieothers) in diuerſe places a- 
long the coaſt: who hid! handsof him, and:wichour cither queſtioning with kim, 
or ſhewing willtoheare him, (1tke men fearefull toappeare curious) or which was 
worſe, hauing no regard tothe hard plight he was in (being ſo wer and weake) they 
caricd him ſome miles thence, toa houle of a;principall officer of that countrie. 
25 Whowith no moreciuilitic (though with much more buſineſle then choſe vnder- 
fellowes had ſhewed) began incaptious mannerto put interrogatories vnto him. 
To which( he vnuſed to ſuch incercainment}) did ſhortly and plainely anſwere, 
what he was, and how he came thicher. Bur thatno ſooner knowne, withnumbers 
ofarmed men to guard him ( for miſchiefe, not from milchiefe) he was ſenttothe 
30 kings Court, which as then was not aboueadayes iorney off, with lertersfrom chac 
officer, containing his owne {eruiceable diligence in diſcouering ſo great aperſb- 
nage, adding withall more then was true of hisconieQures, becauſe he would en- 

 dcare hisowne ſeruice. 

T his countrie whereon he fcll was Phrygia, andit was to the king thereof to 
5 whom he was ſent, a Prince ofa melancholieconſticution both of body and mind; 
wickedly fad ,ener muſing of horrible matters, ſuſpetting,or rathercondemning 
all menof euill , becauſe his mind had no eye to eſpie goodneſle; and therefore 
accuſing Sycophants of all men did beſt fort to his nature; bur therefore not ſee- 
ming Sycophats , becauſe of nocuill chey ſaid, they could bring any new or doubr- 
4o full ching vnto him , bur ſuch as already he had beenapt to determine; ſoas they 
came but as proofes of his wiſdome: fearefull and never ſecure, whilethe fcare 
he had figured in his mind had any posſibility of cuent . A tode-like retirednefle,, 
and cloſcnefſeof mind; nature we mom the odioulneſle of poylon, andthe daun- 
ger ofodiouſneſſe. Yet while youth laſted in him, the excrciſes ofthar age,and his 
45 humour( notyer fully diſcouerd) made him ſomething the more frequentable, 
andlefſedaungerous. Butaftcrthat yeares began to come on with ſome , thongh 
| more feldome ſhewes ofa bloudy nature, andthatrhe prophecieof Msſedorws de- 
ſKinie came to hiscares (deliueredvaro him, and received of him with the hardeſt 
inter- 
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Incerprerarion ,as though his ſubics did delight in the hearing thercof . ) Then . 
gave he himſelfe indeed to the full corrent of his diſpoſition , ſpecially afterthe 
warreof Theſlalia, wherein (chough in trueth wrongly) he deemed, his vnſucceſle 
proceeded of theirvnwillingneſſe ro haue him proſper: andchen-thinking himiſelfe 
contemned (knowing no countermine againſt contemper, bur terrour)beganto let 5 
nothing paſſe which mighr beare rhe colour ofa fault, wichourſharp puniſhmene: 
and when he wanted faults, excellencie grew a faulte ; and it wasfufficient cotmake 
oneguiltie, chat he had power to be guiltic . And asthere is no hamour, cowhich 
impudent pouertiecannor makcirſelfe (eruiccable: ſo were there cnow of choſeof 
deſperateambirion, who would build their houſes vponothers ruines, whichafter 10 
ſhould fall by like praQiſes. Soas ſeruicude came mainly vpon that poore people, 
whoſe deedes were not onely puniſhed, bur words correfed, and euen thoughts 
by ſome meanorother puld out of them:while ſuſpicion bred the mind of cruelty, 
and the effesof crueltie ſtirred a new caule of ſuſpicion. And in this plight (full of 
warchfull fearfulneſſe ) did the ſtorme deliver (weer Pyrocles rothe ſtormy minde 1 ; 
of that Tyrant all men chart did ſuch wrong to fo rarea ſtranger (whoſe coume- 
nance deſerued both pirie and admiration) condemning themſelaces as much in 
their hearts, as chey did bragin their faces. | | 

But when this bloudy king knew whar he was, & in whar order he and his coſin 
AMwuſidors (ſo much of him feared) were come out of Theſſalia, aſluredly thinking 20 
(becauſe eucr thinking the worſt ) tharthoſe forces wereprouided againſt him , 
glad ofthe periſhing(as hethought)of Msſidorus,dererminedin publike ſortropur 
Pyrocles rodeath. For having = loft the way ofnobleneſle, he ſtrauero clime to 
the heightof terribleneſle; andthinkingto makeall menadread ,romake ſuch one 
anenemic, who would nor ſpare, nor feare to kill ſo greara Prince ; and laſtly ha- 25 
ving nothing in him why ro make him hisfriend, he thought he would take him a- 
way from being hiscnemie. T he day wasappointed, and all chings appointed, for 
that crucll blow, in ſo ſolemne an order, asif they would ct forthryranny in moſt 
gorgeous decking. The Princely youth, of inuinciblevalour, yer fo vniuſtlie ſubic- 
Qedtoluch ourragious wrong,carying himlelfeinall hisdemeanour ſoconſtantly 30 
abidingextremitie, tharone might ſceir was the cutting away ofthe greateſt hope 
of the world, and deſtroying vertuein his ſweereſtgrowth, = 

Bur ſdir fellour, that his death was prevented by a rarc example of friendſhip in 
XMouſidorws: who being almoſtdrowned , had been taken vp by a Fiſhermanbelon- 
ging tothe kingdome of Bithynia; & being rhere,& vnderſtanding the fulldiicourle 3 5 
(as Fame was very pg of ſo notable an accident) in what cale Pyrocles was; 
learning withall, that his hare was farre more to him thenro Pyrocles, he found 
meanesto acquaint himſelfe witha Noble manofthac Countrie,co whom largely 
diſcouering what he was, he found him a moſt fir inftrumenc roeffeQuare his de- 
fire. For this Nobleman had been one, who in many warres had ſerued Evarchw,& 40 
had bin ſo mind-ſtriken by the beutie of vertue in charnobleking, thar (though noc 
borne his ſubie& ) he cuer profeſt himſelfe his ſeruant. His deſire cherforero him 
was, to keep Muſedorws in a ſtrong Caſtleof his, &chen to make the king of Phrygia 
vnderſtand thatifhe woulddeliuer Pyrocles , Mufidorrs would willingly puthim- 
ſelfe into his hands; knowing wel, that how thirſtic ſocucr he was of Pyrocles bloud, 45 
he would ratherdrinke that of Mwſrdorwe. bf, 

The Nobleman wasloth co preſerue one by the lofle of another : but time 
vrging reſolution ; the importunitie of Meſidorws ( who ſhewed a minde nor co 
Ouer= 
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oucrliue Pyrocles) with theaffeRion he bare to Exarchw, ſoprevailed, thathecari- 
edthisſtrange offer of Muſidorw which by thattyranc was greedily accepted. - 

Andlo vponlecuritie of both ſides, they wereenterchanged. Where may not 
omitthe worke of frendſhip in Pyrocles, who bothinſpeech & countenance ro Mu» 

5 ſidorus, well hewed, that herhought himſelfe iviured, and nor relicued by bim: af 
king him , what he hadeuecr ſeenein him, why he could not beare theextremities 
of mortallaccidentsas wellas any man? and why he ſhould enuy him the glory of 
ſuffering death for his fricnds cauſe, and(as ir were)robhim of his owne poſlesſion? 
Burin thisnotable contention (wherethe conqueſt muſt be the conquerersdeſtru- 

1o ion, &lafery the punilhment of theconquerour) Auſidorwe prevailed: becauſe he 
was a more welcome pray to the vniuſt kingzandas chearefully going cowards, as 
Pyrocles went frowardly fromward his death, he was dt tothe king, who 
couid nor be enough ure of him, without he fed his owne cyes vpon one , whome 
he had begun to feare, alloone as the other began to be. 

15 Yetbecauſe hee would in oneact, both make oftentationof his owne felicirie 
(inco whoſe hands his moſt feared enemie was fallen)and withall cut offfuch hopes 
from his lulpeed ſubie&s (when they ſhould knowe certainly hee was dead) with 
much more skilfull cruelty,and horrible ſolcmnitie hee cauſcd eachthingto bepre- 
parcd for hiscriumphofryrannie. Andſothe day being come, he was led forth by 

29 many armed men (who often had been the fortifiers of wickednes) tothe place of 
execution: where comming with a mind comforted inthat he haddone ſuch ſer- 
uice to P3rocles, this ſtrange encounter hc had. 

Theexcelling Pyrocles was no ſooner deliuercd by the kings ſcruants roa place 
of libertie, then he bent his wit and courage (and what would nor they bring to 


25 palle? ) how cichertodeliuer Muſidorws, or to periſh-with him. And( finding hee 


could get in that countrie no forces ſhfficient by force torcſcue him) ro bring him- 
{elfe ro dic with him, (lictle hoping of better cuenc) he put himſelfe in pooreray- 
ment, and by the helpeof ſome few crownes he tookeot thatnoble-man ( whotfall 
of (orrow, though not knowing theſecret of his intent, ſuffered himro goin ſucks 


| 30 orderfrom him).he (cuen he, borneto the greateſt expeQarion,andot the greateſt 


bloud thatany Prince might be) ſubmicted himſclfeco be ſeruantco the exccotio- 
 nerthat ſhould put to death Muſidorw: a farre notabler proofe of his friendſhip, 
conſidering the height of his mind, thenany death could be. T hat bad officernor 
ſulpeing him, being arayed fic for ſuch an eſtate, and hauing his beautie hidden 

35 by many fouleſpors heartificially purvpon his face, gaue him leaue not onely ro 
wearea [word himſelfe, bur to beare his word prepared for the-iuſtificd tnurther. 
And ſo Pyrecles taking histime, when Auſidorus was vpon the ſcaffold (ſeparated 
ſomewhar from the reſt, asallowed to ſay ſomething) he ſteptynto him , andpur- 
ting the (word into his hand not bound (a point, of ciuilicie che officers y{edto« 

40 wards him, becauſe they doubted no ſuch enterpriſe) M#ſidergs,, ſayd he,'dieno- 
blic. In trueth, never man betweene ioy before knowledge wharto-beglad of, 'and 
fcare after conſidering hiscale, had ſuch aconfuſjon of rhoughts, as I had ; when 
law Pyrocles ; {Oncare me. But with.tbat Dorws bluſhed, andPawela ſmiled: and 

' Dox the moreblulhed at her ſmiling, and ſhee the more ſmiled at his, abs - 

5 becauſc he had (with theremembrance of char plight he was in) forgorteninſpea- 
king ofhimſelfeco vſetherhird perſon, Bur Mufidoras turnedagaine her ch@aghts 
from his cheekes ro his conguein this forte: Bur,, ſaide hee,, when they werewich 
{wordcsin hangs, not curning backes onetortheorher (fortherechey knew mas ro 
ff place 
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place ofdefence) but making ic a preſeruationin nor hoping tobe preſerued, and 
now acknowledging themlelues fubie to dearh , meaning only ro do honourto 
their princely birch, they flew amongſt them all (for all were cnemics) and had 
quickly cichcr with flight ordeath, left none vpon the ſcaffold to annoy them. 
| Wherein Pyrocles (the excellent Pyrocles)did ſuch wonders beyond belcefe, as was 5 
ableto leade Muſidoras to — he had been borne a coward.But indeed 

iuſtrageand deſperar vertuedid ſucheftefts, that the popular ſort of the beholders 
beganro be almoſt ſuperſticiouſly amazed , as at efte&s beyond mortall power. 
But theking wichangry threatnings from our a window (where hee was not aſha- 
med the world ſhould beheld him a beholder) commanded his guardand the reſt 19 
of his ſouldiersto haſten their death. Bur many of chem loſt their bodies to looſe 
cheir ſoules, when the Princes grew almoſt lo wearie, as they wereready robe con- 
quered with conquering. | 

Bur as they were ſtill fighting with weake armes and ſtrong hearrs, ir happened, 
thar one of the ſouldicrs ( comaunded rogo vpatter his fellowes againſt che Prin- 15 
ces) having recciuedalight hurt, more woundedin his heart , went backe with as 
much diligence, as hecame vp with modeſtie: which another of his fellowes ſee- 
' Ing, topicke a thanke of the king, ſtrake him vpon the face, reuiling him, tharſo ac- 

companied, hewould run away from ſo few.But he(asmany rimesirfalsour) onl 

valiant, when he was angrie,in revengethruſt tm through: which with his ow 20 
was ſtraight revenged by a brother of his: and tharagaine required by a fellow of 
the others. There began to be a great tumult amongſtrheſouldicrs; which eenc, 
and not vnderſtood by the people ( vied tofeares, but nor vied ro be bold inthem) 
ſome began cocrietreaſonz and that voice ſtraight multiplying ie ſelfe, the king ( 6 
thecowardiſe of a guiltic conſcience) before any man ſer vpon him, fled away. 25 
Wherewitha bruit (cither by art of ſome well mcaning men, or by ſuch chaunce 
as ſuch chings often fall our by)ran from one tothe other, thac the king was ſlaine; 
wherewith certaine young men ofthe braneſt minds, cried with aloud voyce, Li- 
berty; and encouraging the other Citizens ro follow them, ſervponthe guard and 
ſouldiers,as chiefeinftrumenrs of tyranny: andquicklyayded by chePrinces they 39 
had left none of themaliue,norany other in the cicie,whothey choughr had inan 
ſortſet his handtorhe worke of their ſerutrude, and ( God knowes) by the blind- 
nefſeotrage, killing many guiktleſſe perſons, either for affinitierotheryranc, or en- 
mitierotheryrant-killers. But ſome of che wiſer (fecingrhat a popular licence is in- 
 decdthemany-headcd tyrannie) prevailed with the reſt ro make Maſidorws their 35 
chiefe: chooſing one ofthem{becaule Princes)ro defendthem, & him becauſe g1der 
and mioſt hated ofthe Tyrant, and by him eo beruled : whom forthwich they lif- 
red vp, Fortune (Ithinke) Imwingart her worke thercin, thara ſcaffold of cxecuti- 
on ſhouldgrowaſcaffold of coronation. - | | 

Burby and by there came newes of more certaine trueth, tharthe king was nor zo 
dead, but fled toaſtrongcaftlebfhis, neare hand, where he was gathering forcesin 
all ſpeed posſible to ſuppreſſethts mutiny: Bar now they had runnechemſchues roo 
farrcourof breath, to go backeagaine cheſatnecarcer ;zand roo wellthey knew the 
ſharpeneſle of his memorie eo forger ſuchan injury ; therefore leatning verrueof 
necesſitie, they continued refolure to obey Muſidorws . Who ſeeing whar forces 45 
were ittthecitie, withrhem iffied againſt the ryranc, while they were inthis heate ; 
beforeprattiſes might be vſcd codifſeuer chem : and withrhem merrhe king, who 
likewiſe hoping little ro preuatſeby time , knowing and finding hispeoples hate, 
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methim wichficdedelay inthe field: where himſelfe was flaineby Mfidervs,aftet 
he had ſecne-hisnnly lonne( Prince of great courageand beaury., burfofteredvp 
in:bloud by his naughty father} {laine by.the hand of Pyrecles. This yittorie obtus- 
ned with great;and truly nor yndeterned hononurtorherwo Princes; ithewholtes 
5 ſhares ofthe coumrie wth oneconſem, gave thecrowne and all otticrmaites of ifo- 
ucraigntic ro Ats/idares;,defiring nothing more then roliueunderfachagouetmn- 
ments they promiſed: chemſeluesof him. ir Ly \ 10 
- . - Buthethinkingiragreatergreatneſſeto give akingdome,cthenget akingdomwe, 
wnderſtandingthar there was lefr of the bloud royall, & nexrrotheluccesfion,ans- 
3o ged Gentleman ofapproucd/goodnes (whohad gorren nothing byhiscopfinspo- 
werbut dayger from him, &odiouſncs for him) having paſt kis time in moteſbie> 
crecy,Kas much-from intermedling in matrers ofgoucenmemasrthe greatnefie of 
his bloud would ſuffer him, did ( atter having recciued chefullpowerto bisowne 
hands)rcfignealitothe Nobleman ; bur wichſuch condirions,and cautions ofche 
15 conditions,as might afſurethe people (withas muck afſyranceas worldly imariors . 
beare)thacnor only that Governour, of whomindecd they tookedforat good;but 
the hatureof the gouernment, ſhould be nowayapt codeclinero tyranny, » . :/'*? 
This doing ſer forth no lefſe hismagnificence, thenthe other atdidhisimagnn- 
nimitiegſo that greatly praiſedofall, andiuftly beloued of thenewking, whom 
20all both words and bchauiour proteſted himlelfe their Tenancy and Liegeman, 
they were drawnethenceto rcucnge thoſe two ſcruantsofrheirs, ofwhoſe memo- 
rable faich, I rod you (moſt excellent Princeſlc) in willingly. giaing themeluesro 
be drowned for their ſakes ; bur drowned indeed they were not, bur garewirh 
painfullſwimming vpon arocke: from whence ( afrcr bring 'comens neare famj> 
25 ſhing,asbeforedrawning)the weather breaking vp,theywere broughrrothemain 
hand of Bithinia; the lame countrievpon which Alaſrdormallo was. fallen, burnoe

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himſelfein his hart, inthathe praiſed themi .. And by and by were they made rear 
Courtiers, and inthe way of minions, when aduatncement (the moſt mortall of- 
fenceraenuic)irred vptheir former friend, to ouerthtow his ownwork inthe; 
eaking occaſionyponthe knowledge (newly come tothe Court ) of the late death 
ofthe king of Phrygia deſtroyed by their two Lords ,, who having becna neare 5 
kinſmantorhis Prince of Poptior, by thisenuious Counlclour, partly with luſpici- 
onofpraRiſe, partly with glory of (in part) reuenging:his couſins-death , the king 
was ſodaitily turned (and cuery turne with him wasadowne-tall)tolocke them vp 
inpriſen, as ſeruancs ro his encmies, whom beforc he had neuer knowne, nor (till 
thactime one bf his owneſubieRs had intertained and dealt for them )did euertake 16 
heedof.

5 them ; becauſcirſodainly fell froman exceſſe of fauour, which (many examples 
hauing taught them) neuer ſtop his racetillic cameto an headlong ouerthrowe: 
chey fullof rage, retired themſelues vnto this caſtle : where thinking nothing iuſter 

_ then revenge, nor more noble then the effes of anger, thar (according ro the na- 
cure) full of inward braueric and fierceneſle, ſcarcely in the glaſſe of reaſon ; think» 

6 10 ing iclelfefairebut when iris terrible, they immediatly gaue themſclues ro make 
allthe countric about them (ſubic& to that king) to ſmarr for theit Lords follie : 
notcaring how innocentthcy were, but rather thinking the more innocent the 
were, the more irteſtified their ſpight, which chey deſired to manifeſt. And with 
vſe of euill; growing more and morceaill, they rooke delight in ſlaughter, & plea- 

e Wl 15 ſedrhemielues in making others wrack theeffeR of their pawer : ſo that where in 
the timerhart they obeyed a maiſter, theiranger wasa ſeruiceable power of the 
mindrodo publique good; ſo now vnbrideled, and blind iudge of ic ſelfe;ir made 
wickednefle violent, and prailedit ſelf in excellencie of milſchicfe; almoſt to the 
ruineof the country, not greatly regarded by their carelefſe and loueleſſeking. Till 

o | 20 now theſe Princes finding them (o fleſhed in crueltie,as not to be reclaimed,(ecret- 
ly vadertooke the matteralone: for accompanied they would not haue luffered 
them to haue mounted; and fo thoſe great fellowes ſcornefully receivingthem, as 
fooliſh birds fallen into their net, it pleaſed the eternall iuſtice to make them luffer 
death by their hands: and ſo they were manifoldly acknowledged the fauers of

It werethe part of a verieidle Orator to ſer forth the nfibers of welldeuiſed ho- 
norsdone vnto cthem:but as high honor is not onely gotten & borne by paine and 
danger,bur muſt benurſt by thelike,or clic vaniſheth as tooneas irappeares tothe 
world: {o the naturall hunger thercof (which was in Pyrocles) ſuffered him nor to 

9 (3o account areſting ſeat of chat, which either riſeth or fallerhgbur ſtill to make one oc- 
calion begetanother; wherby his doings might ſend hispraiſe coothers mouthes 
to rebound againe true contentment co his ſpirit. And therfore having well cſtabli 
ſhed thoſe kingdoms vnder good Gouernours,and rid them by their valure of ſich 
Giancs and monſters, as before timearmics were notable to ſubdue, they determi- / 

5 5 ned invnknowne order to ſee more of the world, and to imploy thoſe gifcs eſtee- 

medrarein them, to the good of mankind; and therefore would themſelues ( vn- 

derſtanding that the King Exerchus was paſſed allthe cumber of his warres) goe 
privately co ſeeke exerciſcs of theirvertue, thinking ie not fo worthy to be brotghe 
to heroicall effefts by fortune,or neceſsity;(likeY/yſesand Heneas)as by ones own 
to choiceand working. And ſo went they away from verie vnwilling peopletoleaue 
them, making time haſteir ſelfe ro bea circumſtanceof their honor , and one place 
wicneſſe toanother of the truth of their doings. For ſcarcely werethey out of the 
confines of Pontws, bur that asthey rid alonearmed, (for alone the went, one ſer= 
ving the other) chey mcran adventure; which though nor ſonorablefor any grear 
45 hs cfferhey performed, yet worthy to be remembred for the vnuſed examples ther- 
in, as well of crue naturallgoodneſfe;as of wrerched vngratefulneſle. 5 I 
It was in the kingdome of Galacia, the ſeaſon being (as in the depthof Winter) 


very cold,andasthen fodainely growneto ſoextreame and foule a ſtorme , __y 
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neuerany winter(I chink)brought fortha fowler child: ſo that the Princes were e- 
uen compelled by the haiic,chac the pride of the wind blew into their faces, ro icek 
ſom ſhrowding place which a certain hollow rocke offering vnto them, they made 
it chcir ſhicld againſt the cempeſts fury. Andſo Raying there, tillche violence there- 
of was paſſed, they heard the ſpecch ofa couple, who not perceyuing them, being 5 
hid wichinthar rude canapic, held a ſtrange and pitifull diſpuracion , which made 
chem ſtep our, yer in ſuch lort as they might ſee vnſcene. There they perceyued an 
aged man,anda young,fcarccly cometo the age of a man, both poorely arrayed, 
extreamely weather-beaten; theold man blinde,the young man leading him : and 
yer through all thoſe miſeries, in both there ſeemed ro appeare a kinde of noblc- le 
neſle, not ſutablero that afflition. But the firſt wordes they heard, were theſe of 
che olde man. Vell Zeonatws ((aid he) ſince I cannot perlwadethee to leade me to 
that which ſhould end my griefe,and my trouble, let me now intrear thee roleaue 
me: fearenor,my miſeriecannot be greater thenit is, and nothing doth become 
me bur mileric : feare notthe danger of my blindeſteps, Icannot fall worſe then I 15 
am :and docnor I pray thee, doe not obſtinarely continue to infect thee with my 
wretchedneſſe: but flic, flie from this region only worthy of me, Deare father(an- 
ſwered he) donortake away from metheonly remnant ofmy happineſlc: while I 
haue powertodo you leruice, Iam not wholly miſerable. Ah my ſonne ( (aid he, 
and with that he groned,asif ſorrow ſtraueto breake his heart) how cuill fits it me 20 
ro haucſuchaſonne, and how much doth thy kindnefle vpbraid my wickedneſlc? 
Theledolefull ſpeeches, and ſome others to like purpole (well ſhewing they had 
not beene borne tothe fortune they were in) moucd the Princes ro goout vnto 
chem,and askethe younger whar they were? Sirs (anſwered he wichagoodgrace, 
and madethe more agreeable by a certaine noble kinde of pitiouſneſle) I ſe well 25 
ouare 4 tis we know norour milſerie,ſo well here knowne,thatno man dare 
w,but that we muſtbe miſerable. Indeede our ſtate is ſuch, as though nothing 
; isſo necedfull vnto vsas pitic, yer nothing is more dangerous vnto vs, then to make 
our ſclucsſo knowne as may ſtirrepicie: but __ preſence promileth that crueliie 
ſhall notouer-runnc hate : and if ic did,in cruth our ſtate is ſunke below the degree 31 
of feare. 
T his old man (whom I leade) was lately rightfull Prince of this country of Pa- 
phlagonia,by the hard-hearted vngratefulneſſe of a ſonne of his, depriucd, not onely 
of his Kingdom (whereof no forraine forces wereeverable ro ſpoile him)bur of his 
fight,the riches which Nature grants to the pooreſt creatures. Whereby,and by o- 3j 
ther his vnnacurall dealings, he hath beene driven to ſuchgricfe , as even now hee 
would haue had me to haue led him tothe rop of this rocke, thencero caſt himlelfe 
headlong todeath: and ſo would haue made me,who receiucd my life of him, to be 
the worker of his deftrution.But noble Gentlemen, faid he, ifeyrher of you haue a 
father, and feele whar durifullaffeion isengraffed in aſonnes heart, let meincrear 40 
you toconuey this afflited Prince ro ſome place of reſt and ſecurity : amongſt 
your worthy ads it ſhal be noneof the leaſt,thata King of ſuch mighcand fame,and 
ſo vniuſtly opprefſed,is in any ſort by you rclieued. 

But before they could makehim anſiwere , his father beganne to ſpeake. Ahmy 
ſonne,faid he, how cuillan Hiſtorian are you, thar leaue out the chiefe knot of all 4 
the diſcourſe ?my wickednefle,my wickedneſſe: and if thou doeſt it to ſpare my 
earcs (che only ſenſe now left me proper for knowledge)aſſure thy ſelfe thou docſt 

miſtake me: and I take witneſle of that Sunne which you ſte (with char he caſt 8 
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his blind eyes, as if hewould hunc for light) and wiſh my ſelfe in worſe caſe chen I 
do wiſh my (clfe , which isascuill as may be, if I ſpeake vatruly, thatnothing is10 
vvelcomero my thoughts, as the publiſhingof my ſhame. T herefore knowe you 
Gentlemen (ro vvhom from my hcarrl wiſh chac it may not prove lomeominous 
foreroken of misfortuneto haue mer with ſucha miſcrasLam)that whatſoeuer my 
ſon(6 God,thattruth binds metro reproch him with che name of my ſon) hath ſaid 
is true, But beſides tholerruths, this alſo is true, that having had in lawfullmari- 
age, ofa mother fit co beare royall children, this ſonne ({uchaoneas partly you ſce, 
and berccr ſhall know by my ſhort declaracion) and (o enioyed the expeRationsin 


10 the world of him, till he was growne to iuſtifie their expeRations (toas I needed 


enuie no father forthe chiefe comfort of mortalitie, to leaue another ones-lelfeaf- 
cerme) 1 was caricd by a baſtard ſonne of mine (if ar leaſt I be bound co belecue 
the words of that baſe woman my concubine, his morher ) firſtro miſlike, then to 
hare, laſtlieco deſtroy, or todo my beſt co deſtroy this (onne (Ithinke youthinke) 


1 5 vndeſeruing deſtruction. What wayes ſhevicdro bring mceto ir, if I ſhouldrell 


you, I ſhould tediouſly rrouble you with as much poiſonous hypacriſie, deſperate 
fraud, ſmooth malice, hidden ambicion, and ſmiling enuie, as inany living per- 
ſon could be harboured: but I liſt it not; no remembrance of naughtineſle delights 
me bur mine owne;and methinks; theaccuſing his traps mightin ſome manerex- 


20 Cuſe my fault, which certainlic 1lothe rodo.But the concluſion is, that I gaue order 


co ſome ſeruants of mine, whom I thoughrasapt for ſuch chariticsas my lelfe, co 
leade himout intoa forreſt, and there to kill him. 

But thoſetheeues (berter natured comy ſonne then my ſclfe) ſpared his life, ler- 
ting him goto learne ro liue poorely : which he did, giuing himſclteto be a private 


25 ſouldiorin a countrey herc by : but as he was ready to be greatly aduanced foriome 


noble peeces of {eruice which he did, he heard newes of me: who(drunke in my af- 
fetion to that vnlawfull and vanaturall ſonne of mine ) ſuffered my lelfe ſo robe 
gouerned by him, that all fauours and puniſhments paſſcd by him, all offices,and 
placesof importancediſiriburcd to his fauorites z othar cre I vvasaware, | had left 


go my ſelf nothing butche name ofa King:which he ſhoutly wearie of too, with-many 
 indignicies(ifany thing may be calledan indignity,which was laid vpon me)threw 


meout of my ſci, and put out my cyes zand chen(proud in his tyranny )let-mego, 
neicher impriſoning , nor killing mee ; bur rather delighting romake me feele my 
miſcriez miſerie indecd,if cucr there were any ; full of wretchedneſle, fullerof dil- 


3 5 grace, and fulleſt of guiltineſſe. Andas he camerothecrowne by lovniuſt means, 


as vniuſtly he kepric, by force of ſtraunger touldiers in Cirradels, the neafts of ty- 
rannie, and murdcrersof liberticsdilarming all his owne countrimen, that no man 
durſt ſhew himſelfa wel-willer of mine:toſay the truth (I chink) few of them being 
ſo (conſidering my crucll follic to my good {onne, and fooliſh kindnefle comy vn- 


go kind baſtard : ) bur ifrhere were any whofelta pitic of lo greatafal, and had -yetany 


ſparkes of vnſlaineduty leftin them rowards me; yecdurſtthey nor ſhew it, {carce- 
lie vvich giuing mealtnesat their doores;which yer was the only ſuſtenance of my 
diſtreſſed life, no body daring to ſhew lo much charitie, as ro lend meeahatd ro 
guide my darke ſteps: tillthis ſonne of mine(God knowes, worthy of #morever-

The maccerinir (elf lamentable,lamentablic expreſſed by theold Prince(which 
needed not rake rohimſelte the geſtures of pitie , ſince his face could notpur off 
the markes therof ) greatly moued the two Princes ro compalsi6,whichcould not 
ſtay in ſuch hearrsas theirs wichour (eeking remedy. . Bur by and by theoccaſion 25 
was preſented: for Plexirtzs (ſo was the baſtard called ) camethicher with forry 
horſc, onelie of purpoſe ro murder this brother, of whoſe comming he had ſoone 
aduertiſement,andthoughr 'noeyes of ſufficient credire-in ſuch amartcer, bur his 
owne, and thercforecame himſelfero beator, and ſpetator. And as ſooneas hec 
came, not regardingthe weake (as he chought) gard of bur two men, commanded 2 
ſome of his followers co ſer their hands to his, in the killing of Zeonatae. Bur the 
young Prince(chough nor otherwiſearmed but wich a (word) how falſly ſoever he 
was dealt with by others, vvould not betray himſclfe; burbrauely drawing icour, 
made thedeath ofthe firſt char aflayled him,warne his fellowes to come more wa- 
rily after him. Butthen Pyrocles and Maſidorwswverequickly become parties (fo 39 
iuſtadefencedeſerningas much as old friendſhip ) and ſo did behaue them among

Bnt then the match had been fo ill made for Plexirtwe, that his ill-led life, and * 
vvorſegotten honour ſhould have tumbled rogether to deſtruction; had there not 
comein Tydewsand Telenor, vvith forty or fifty intheir ſuice, rothe defence of Ple- 
xirtis.T heſe two were brothers, ofthe nobleſt houſe ofthar countric,broughe vp 
from their infancy with Plexirts, men of ſuch prowefle, as not to knowe, feare in , « 
themſelues, and yer toreach irin ochers that ſhould deale with them: forthey had 
oftenriiade theirliues rrinmph ouer moſt cerrible dangers;neuerdiſmaycd; and e- 
ver fortunate ; and truely no moreſerledin valure, then difpoledragoodneſſe and 
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juſtice, ifeirherthey had lighted on a berrer friend, or could haue learned to make 
friendſhip a child,& notche father of Vertue.Bur bringing vp (rather then choice) 
having firſt knic their mindesvato him (indeedecrafty enough, either to hide his

In whichiege truly I cannot bur acknowkedgetheproweſitotthoſe two brothers, 
then whom the Princes neuer found:inalt their rtauell, ewo of greater abilitiero 
performe, nor ofabler skill for conduR.'/ pf 397.7: 51 OVITTON YG 7762790 On, 
But Plexirts finding that if nothing/elſe, famine wouldatlaſt bring him tode- 
35 ſtrution, thought betrer by humbleneſſecocreepe; whereby pride hee could nor 
march. Forcertainely ſo-had natureformed him, andtheexerciſe of craft contor- 
med him toall curningnefle of fleights, that thoughnoman had lefſe goodnefie in 
kis ſoule chen hee, no mancould berret find:theplaces vvhence argumencs might 
grow of goodnefle to another; thouglino man felc leſſepicie, no man could tet ber- 
40 ter how toſtirre pitie zyvoman'moreimpudent co'deny\, vvhere proofes were noc 
manifeſt;no man morercady ro confeſs with arepenting maner of aggravating his 
owneecuilt, where deniallwould burmakeche fault fowler.

more dangerous, thoughlefle famous, becauſe they were bur private chiualries: 
till hearing of the faire & vertuous Queene Eroxeof Lycia,belieged by the puiſſanr 
king of Armenia,they bentrhemſelues to herſuccour, both becauſe the weaker (& 29 
weakeras beinga Lady)andpartly becauſe they heard the king of Armenia had in 
his companie threc of the moſt famous menliuing, for matters ofarmes,that were 
knownetobeinthe world.: VVhereof onewas the Prince' Plawyws ( whoſe name 
was ſiveerned by your breath, pecrelels Lady, when the laſt day it pleaſed you ro 
mention him vnto me:) rhe otherawo were twogreat Princes (though holding of 25 
him) Berzencs and Everdus, men of Giant-like both hugenels & force: in vohich 
rwoeſpecially, the truſt the king had of victory was repoſed. Andofthem , thoſe 
brothers Tydens and Telenvy ((ufficient Iudges in warlike matters) ſpake ſo high 
commendations, that the ewo Princes bad-cuen a youchfull longing to haue ſome 
triall of their verrue. And chereftre as ſoone as they were entred into Lycia, they 39 
 foynedthemſelues withithem that faichfully.ſerued the poore Queene, a#thatrime

Bur ſhee haſtily 
eamming in,the Gentleman roſe vp, & witha curtcous (though ſad) countenance 
preſented himſelfe vnco her. Zelmayes eyes ſtreight willed her mind co markehim: 25 
for ſhe thought, in herlife ſhe had neuer ſeenea man of a more goodly preſence, in 
whom ſtrong making tooke not away delicacie, nor beaurie fiercenefle: beeingin- 
dced ſucharightmanlike man, as Nature often erring, yer ſhewes ſhee would faine 
make. But when ſhe had a while (notwichour admiration) viewed him, ſhe deſired 
him codeliuer backe the gloueand paper, becauſcthey werethe Lady Philocleas, 30 
eelling him withall,cthat ſhe would not willingly let them know of his cloſe lyingin 
thar prohibiced place, while they were bathing cthemltlues; becauſe ſhee knevy 
they would be mortally offended withall. Faire Ladie, anſwered hee, the worſt of 
che complaint isalready paſſed, ſince I feele of my faulr in my (elf thepuniſhment. 

' Bur for theſcthings I aſſure you,it was my dogs wants boldnes,nor my preſump- 35 
cion. Wich that he gaue her back the paper: But for the gloue, ſaid ke, ſince ic is my 
Ladie Philecleas, giue meleaue to keepeir, fith my hart cannor perſwadeic (elfe ro 
part from it- And I pray youtell the Lady (Lady indecde of all my deſires) that 
owesit, that I will dire&t my life ro honour this gloue with ſeruing her. O villaine 
(cried our Zelmane,madded with findingan vnlooked-for Riuall, &thathe would 40 
make hera meſſenger) diſpatch, ſaid ſhee, anddeliucrir, or by the life of her that 
owes it, I wil make thy ſoule (thogh too baſeaprice)pay for ir. And with that drew 
out herſword, which (Amazon-like) ſhecuer wareabout her. T he Gentleman reti- 
red himſclfe intoan open place fr6 among the buſhes, & then drawing outhis roo, 
hee offred ro deliver it vnto her, ſaying withall, God forbid I ſhould vie my ſword 45 
againſt you,ſich (ifI be nor deceiued) you arethe ſame famous 41-295, that both 
defended my Ladies iuſt title of beautie againſt the valiant Phalantre, ind ſaued her

When Zelmane had read it ouer, tmarueſling verie much oftheſpeech of Ere- 
nasdeath , and therefore deſirous ro know further of ir, bur moredeſirousrohcare 
Philoclesſpeake, Moſt excellent Ladie ( ſaidſhe) one may belittle the wiſer for rea- 
dingchis Dialogue, finccic neither ſers foorth what this Plangss is, nor what Erons 
is,nor what the cauſe ſhould be which chreatens her wich death,and him'with ſorow: 
therefore I would humbly craue to vnderſtand the particulardiſcourſe therof: be» 
cauſe ( I muſtconfeſle ) ſomething in my trauail I hauc heard of this range matter, 


which - 
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which I would be glad to find by ſo ſweeranauthoritie confirmed. The'truth is 
(anſwered Philoclea)rhat after he knew my farherto be Prince of his countrey,while 
he hoped to prevaile fomerhing with him ina great requeſt he madevnto him, he 

was content ro open fulliecheeſtare both of himielfe;and of that Lady ; which with 

my liſters help (laid ſhe) who remembers ic better then1, [ willdeelarevmroyou : & 

firltof Er044 (being che chietc ſubieof his diſcourſe) this ſtorie (with more teares 

and exclamationschen Iliſt ro ſpend abourit) he recounted. 

Ot hare thereraigned aking in Lydia, who had for the bleſsing of his mariage, this 
onely daughter of his, Erona; a Princeile worthie for her beautic, as much praiſe, 
as bcautic may bepraiſe-worthy, T his Princeſle Eropa, being ninteene yeares of age, 
ſceing the countrey of Lydia lo much devoted to Cupid, as that incuerie place his na- 
ked piftures and images were ſuperſtitiouſlicadored(eicher moued hereunto by the 
eſtecming that could be no Godhead, which could breed wickednes, or the ſhame- 
faſt conſideration of ſuch nakednefſle) procured fo much of her father, as veterlie to 
pulldowne, and defaceall thoſe ſtatues and pitures; W hich how cerribly he puni- 
ſhed (forrocharthe Lydiansimpute ir) quickly afterappeared. | 

For ſhe had not liueda yeare longer, when ſhe was ſtricken with moſt obſtinate 
Loue, toa young man bur of meane parentage, in her fathers courr,named Antiphi- 
lus:\0 mcaneas that he was but the ſonne of her Nurſe,and by that meanes(withour 


, other deſert) became knowne of her. Now ſoevill could ſhe concealcher fire, and 


ſo wilfullieperſcuered ſhein ir, that her father offering her the mariage of the grear 
Tiridatesking of Armenia (whodeſired her more thenthe ioyesof heauen) ſhefor 
Antiphilus lake refuted it. Many waies her father ſought ro withdraw her from irs 
ſometimes perlwaſtons, ſometimes threatnings; once hiding Antiphils, and giuing 
her covnderſtand that he was fled the countrie : laſtly, making a (lolemne execution 


25 robedone of another, vnderthe name of Aniphilus, wh he keptin priſon. Burnei-

ther ſheliked perſwaſions, nor feared threatnings, norchanged torabſence : & when 
ſhe thought him dead, ſheſoughtall means (as well by poylon as knife) to ſend her 
ſoule, atleaſt, to be mariedin theeternall Church with hini. This ſo brake theren- 
der fathers heart, that (lcauing thingsas he found chem)he ſhortly after died. T hen 
forthwith Eroxa (bcing {cizedofthecrowne, andarming her will withauthoritie) 
ſought roaduance heraffefion to the holieticle of matrimonic. 

Bur before ſhecould accompliſh all the ſolemnities, ſhe was overtaken witha 
warretheking Tiridates made vpon her, only for her perſon; towards whom(for her 
ruine) Loue had kindled his cruell hearr, indeed cruelland tyrannous: (for being far 
roo ſtrong in the field) he ſpared not man, woman, and child, but (as thoughthere 
could be tound no foilero let forth theextremicieof his loue, bur cxtremitic of ha- 
rred) wrote, as it werc, the ſonersofhis Loucin the bloud , and tuned them in the 
cries of her ſubieQs z, although his faire ſiſter Ar:axia (who would accompanic him 
inthcarmie) ſoughtall meansto appeaſe his furic: cill laſtlie , hebeſieged Erona in 
her beſt citie, vowing to win her,orloſe his life. And now had he broughthertorhe 
point either ofa wofull conſent, ora runious deniall, when therecamethither ( fol- 
lowing the courſe which Vertueand Fortune led them) two excellent young Prin- 
ces, Pyroclesand Mufideris, the one Prince of Macedon, the other of Theſſaha:rwo 
Princes,as Plangws laid(and he witneſſed his ſaying with ſighes and teares) themoſt 
accompliſhed both in bodieand mind, thatthe Suncuerlook'd vpon. While Philo- 
clea ſpake choſe words; 6 ſweet words ( thought Zelmaneto her ſelfe) whicharenot 
only a praiſe to me, bura praiſe to praiſc ir ſclte, which out of tharmouth —_—

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Theferwo Princes(laid Philoclea) alwell to helpe the weaker (epecialliebeing a 
Ladie ) as rolauea Greeke people from being ruined by fach , whom we calland 
count barbarous , gathering rogether ſuch of the honeſteſt Lycians, as would ven- 
rurechcirlivesro ſuccour their Princefle : giuing order by a (ecrer meſlage;they lent 
inco the cicie , that they ſhould ifſue withall torce at an appointed time; they let vp- 
n Tiridates campe with io well guided a hierceneſle, thar being of both {idesal- ) 
ſaulced, he waslike tobe ouerthrowne : bucthat this Plargus (being Generall of T5- 
ridates horſmen) eipecially ayded by the two mightic men Enardes and Barcanes,rc- 
ſcued the foormen, cucnalmoſtdeteated : but yercould not barre the Princes ( wich 
theicluccours both of menand vittuall) co enter thecitic. I6 

W hich when 7zridates found would make the warrelong, ( which length ſeemed 
co him worſe thena languiſhing conſumption) he madea challenge of three Prin- 
ces in his rerinue, - againſt thoſe rwo Princes and Antiphils : and that thereypon the 
quarreitſhould be decided, with compact, that neither {ide ſhould help his tellow : 
burof whole ſide the more overcame, with him the viftorie ſhould remaine. CAnti- | 
philus (chough Erona chole rather to bidethe brunt of warre,then venture him, yet) 
could not for ſhame refuſe cheoffer , elpecially ſince the two ſtrangers that had no 
incereſt inir, did willingly accept it : betides thar, he ſaw ic like enough, that the pco- 
ple { wearieof the milerics of war) would rather giue him vp,it they ſaw him ſhrink, 
then for his ſake venture their ruine: conſidering that the challengers were of farre 
greater worthinefſe then himſeclfe. So it wasagreed vpon 3 and againſt Pyrocles was 
Emnardes king of Bichinia 3 Barzaxes of Hircania againſt Muſidorus, two men, that 
thought che world ſcarceable to reſiſt them : and againſt Amiphilzs he placed this 
fame Plangus, being his ownecouſin germane,and lonneto the king of 1beria, Now 
ſoit feli our, that Mnſidorus (lew Barzanes,and Pyrocles Enardes, which vittory thoſe 
Princes eſtecmedaboueallthat euerthey had : burotf the other ſide Playgm tooke 
Antiphil: priloner: vader which colour ( asif the matrerhad beneequall , chough 
indeed -it wasnor, rhegreater part being oucrcome of his ſide) Trriaates continued 
his warre:andto bring Eroxatoa compelled yeclding, ſent her word chat he would 
the third morow after, before the walles of the town ſtrike off Antiphilus head with- 
out his ſuice in that {pace were granted; adding withall ( becauſehe had heard of her 
deſperneaftetion)thar if in the meane rime ſhedid her clfc any hurr, whar tortures 
could be deuiled ſhould be laid vpon CAntphiles. | 
. Thenlo if Cupidbe a God, orthattheryrannie of our owne thoughts ſecme as a 
God vntrovs: bur whatſocuer it was, thenir did ſer forrtiche miſcrablcneſle of his 
effects :the being drawne to twocontraries by one cauſe( for the loue of him com- 
maunded her to yeeld ro no other : the loue of him commaunded her to preſerue 
his life « which knot might well becur, but vntiedir could-not be. Sothar louein 
her paslijons (likea right make-bate) whiſpered to both ſidesargumenrsof quarrel. 
W har, laid he (of theone ſide ) doeſt thou loue AHntiphilus, 6 Eronat and ſhall Tiri 40 
datesenioy thy bodic ? With whar eyes wilt thou looke vpon Amntiphils, when he 
ſhallknow that another poſſeſſerh thee ? Bur if thou wilt doit, canſt thou do it? 
canſtthou forcethyhcarr ? Thinke with thy ſelfe, if this man hauechce, thou.ſhalt 
ncuer have morepart of 4ntiphilus thenif he weredead. Butthus much more, that 
rheaffettion ſhall be ſtill gnawing, and the remorſe ſtill preſent. Death perhaps wil 45 
coole the rage of thy affeftion ; where thus, thou ſhaft ever louc, andever lacke. 
Thiake this beſide, if thou maric 7iridates, Antiphilus is foexcellenta man, that long 
he cannotbe from being in ſome high place maried ; canſt thou ſuffer that roo? If 
| ang« 
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another kill him, hedoth him che wrong : if thou abuſethy body , thou dooſt hini 
the wrong. His death isa worke of nature, andeither now,orat anothercime he ſhal 
die. But it ſhalbethy worke, thy ſhamefull worke, which is in thy power to ſhun, to 
make himliue to ſee thy faith falſified, and his beddefiled. But when Love had well 
< kindled chat party ofherthoughts, then went he rotheother ſide. VWhar (fayd he) 
O Erona, andis thy Loueof Amiphilus cometothar point, as thou doſt now make ir 

a queſtion, whether he ſhall die, or no? O excellent affe&tion, which for roo much 
loue, will (cc his head off. Marke well the reaſons of the other ſide,and thou ſhalt ſee, 
itis bur loue of thy (clfe which ſo diſpurerh. Thou canſt not abide Tiridates: this is 
0 10 butloueof thy ſelfe : thou ſhale bee aſhamed rolooke vpon himafterwards;this is 
burfearcof ſhame, andloue of chy ſelfe: thou ſhalt want him asmuch then ; this is 
burloue of thy ſelfe: he ſhalbemarricd ; if he be well , why ſhould thar gricuethce, 
bur forloue of thy ſelfe? No,no, pronounce theſe words if thou canſt, let _Anmtiphilus 
die. Then che images of each (ide ſtood before her vnderſtanding ; one time ſhee 

x 5 chought ſhe ſaw Antiphils dying : anothertimeſhe thought AHntiphilcs ſaw her = 


) by Tiridatesenioyed : twenty times calling for a ſeruant to carry meſlage of ycel- 
ding, but before he camethe mind was altred. She bluſht when ſhe conſidered the 
effc& of granting ; ſhe waspale, when ſhee remembred thefruits of denying. For 
weeping, ſighing, wringing herhands, and tearing ber haire, were indifferent of 

_ » both ſides. Ealily ſhe would haueagreedto haue broken all diſpurations with her 


ownedeath, buttharchefcarcof _Antiphilus furder torments ſtated her. Arlength, 
eventhe cuecning before the day appointed of his death, the determination of yecl- 
ding preuailed, cſpecially, growing vpon a meſſage of Antiphilus; who with allthe 
coniuring cermes he could deuile, belought her ro ſaue hishte, vponany conditions. 
25 Burſhe had no-ſooner ſenther meſſenger to Tiridates, buther mind changed,and ſhe - 
3 © wenttothetwoyoneg Princes, Pyroclesand Muſidorus, & falling downear their feete, 
deſiredthem totry ſome way for her deliverance ;ſhewing her ſelfereſolucd, notto 
ouer-live Antiphilus,noryet to yeeld to Tiridates, | 
They that knew not what ſhe had done in priuate, prepared thatnight accor- 
dingly:and as ſometimes it falsour, that what is inconſtancy, ſcemes cunning; ſodid 
thischange indecd ſtand inasgood ſtced asa witty dis{1mulation. For ic madethe K. 
as reckles, asthem diligent: ſo thatin the dead time of che night, the Princes iſſued 
outofthe rowne 3 with whom ſhe wou!d ncedes go, citherodie her ſelfe,or reckew 
Amtiphilus, hauing noarmor, or weapon, buraffeion. And I cannottell you how, 
35 by whatdeuile(though Plangw atlargedelcribedir ) the concluſion was, thewon- 
derfull valour of the ewo Princes ſo prevailed, thar Antiphilus was fuccoured, andthe 
king ſlaine. Plangus was then thechiefe manleft inthecampe z and therefore ſeeing 
nootherremedy,conucied infafery into her country Artaxia,now Queene of Arme- 
ia; who with true lamentations,made knownertothe world, that her new greatneſſe 
| didno way comfort herin reſpe& of her brothers loſſe , whom ſhe ſtudiedal meanes 
49 posſible coreuengevponeuery oneof the occaſioners, hauing(as ſhechoughrJouer- 
 __ throwne her brother by a moſt abhominable creaſon. In ſomuch, chat being ac 
home ſheproclaimed great rewardsto any priuate man, and her lelfe in matiage 
toany Prince, that would deſtroy Pyroclesand Awfidorus. But thus was Amiiphilms 
5 redcemed, and ( though againſt theconſent of all her nobilicy) married ro Erona; 
in which caſe che rwo Greeke Princes ( being called away by another adventure) 
leftthem. dt 
Bur now me thinkes asIhauc read ſome Poets, who when they intend "_

would not thinke ſo ſtayed, as to chinke miſchieuouſlic: delighted inall ſuchrhings, 


40 which by imparting the delight coothers,makes the vſer therof welcome as, Mu- 


fike, Dauncing, Hunting, Feaſting, Riding, and ſuchlike. And roconclude;ſucha 
one, as whocankeepehimar armes end,necd never wiſh a better companion: Buc 


vndertheſe qualities lies ſuch a poylonous Adder, as I will rellyou. Forby thoſe 


gifrs of Nature and Fortune ( being in all places acceptable ) hecreepes, nay ( roſay 


- 45 truly ) he flies ſo into the favour of poorefſilly women, that I would be roo much a- 


ſhamed coconfeſle, if Lhadnotreuengein my hand, as wellas ſhamein my cheeks. 
For his hart being whollie delighted in decciuing vs, wecould never be warned; bur 
rather one bird caught, ſerued for a ſtale to bring inmore. Forthemorehe gar; the 
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172 T he Counteſſeof Pembrokes 
moreſtilthe ſhewcd, that he (as ir were) gaueaway to his newmiſtrefle, when hee 
berrayed hispromiſes tothe former. The cunning of his flarrerie, the readinefſe of 
his teares,thc infiniccncfle of his vowes, were bur among the weakeſt threeds of his 
net. Butthe ſtirring our owne pasſions, and by rheencrance of them, to make him- 
ſelfe Lord ofour forces 3 there lay his Maiſters parc of cunning, making vs now 5 
icalous, now enuious, now proud of what we had, deſirous of more; now giuing 
onechecriumph, co (ce him chat was Prince of many , Subiero her z now with 
aneftranged looke, making hcrfearethe loſſe of that minde, which indeed could 
neuer be had : neuer ceaſing humbleneſſeand diligence, till he hadimbarked vs in 
ſome ſuch diladuancage, as weecould nor returne drie-ſhod ; & then ſodainly a ty- 10 
rant, buta craftie tyrant. Forſo would he vic hisimperiouſneſſe, that we had a de- 
lighfull feare & an awe, which made vsloth to loſe our hope. And, which is ſtran- 
geſt(when ſometimes with late repentance I thinke of ic)I muſt confeſſe,cuenin 
the greateſt tempeſt of my judgement was I never driucntothinke him exccllems 
and yet ſocould (et my mind, both ro get and keep him, asrhough therein had laine 15 
my fclicitie: likethem I haucſccne play at the ball , grow extreamely carneſt, who 
ſhould haue the ball, and yer eueric one knew it was but a ball, But in end, the bit- 
ter ſauce of the ſport was, thatwehadeicher our hearts broken with ſorow,or our 
eſtaces ſpoyled wich beingar his diretion, orour honours foreuerloſt, partly by 
ourowne faults, bur principally by his faulcic vſingof our faulces. For neuer was 20 
there manthat could with more ſcornefull cyes behould her , at whoſefeete he had 
lately laine, nor witha more vamanlike brauerie vic his congue to her diſgrace, 
whichlately had ſung ſonersof her praiſes: being lo naturally inconſtant, as I mar- 
uell his foule findes not ſome way to kill his bodic, whercto it had beneſo long vni- 
ced. For ſo hath he dealt wich vs (vnhappy fooles )as wee could neuertell, whether 2, 
he made greaterhaſtcaftcr he once liked, roenioy, or after he once enioyed, tofor- 
fake . Bur making a gloricofhis owne ſhame, it delighted him to be challenged of 
vnkindnefle:ic wasa triumph varo himrohauc his merciecalled for:and he thoughr 
che freſh colours of his beautic werepainted in nothing ſo well, asin cheruines of 
hislouers: yer ſo farrchad we engagedour ſelues ( vnforcunate ſoules )thatweli- 39 
ed notcomplaine, ſinccour complaints could nor bur carie the greateſtaccuſati- 
on coour ſelues. But euerieof vs(cach for her ſelfe)labouredallmeancs how toreco- 
uer him, while he rather dayly ſent vs companions of our deceit, theneuer returned 
in any ſound and fairhfullmancr. Tillat length he concluded all his wrongs with be- 
erothing himſelfero one (I muſtconfeſle ) worthiero beliked , if any worthineſle , , 
mighrexcuſe ſovnworthy a changeablenefle z leauing vs nothing but remorſe for ** 
what was paſt, anddeſpaircof what might follow. Then indeed the common in- 
turie made vs all jioyne infcllowſhip , who ill chat rime had employed our ende- 
uours oneagainſt the other. For we thought nothing wasa more condemning of 
vs,thenthe juſtifying of hisloue to her by mariage:then Deſpaircmade Feare vali- 40 
ant, and Revenge gaue Shame countenance: whereupon, we ( that you ſawchere) 
deviſed how roger him among vsalone:which he ( ſuſpeing noſuch matterofthE 
whom he had by oftenabuſes, hechought, made rameto bee ill abuſed) eaſilie 
' gaue vs Opportunitic todo. | 
Anda man may ſee, cueninthis, how ſoone Rulers grow proud, andin thelr 45 
pride fooliſh: he came with ſuchanauthoricy among vs, as if the Planets had done 
enough for vs, that by vs once he had bene delighted. And when we beganincur- 
tcous maner, one aftcr the other, to lay hisvakindneſſe vnro him, he ſeeing himſelfe

nermixt with ſhame,and repentance, began 1 cell vs, chat be had raken ſucha loue 
, varo 
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vnto vs ((confideringour youthand fame) that though he werea ſcruantand aſer- 
uantoffuch:truſtabour.Plexirtes , asthar herhad commicred vnto bim cuen thoſe 
ſecrets of his -hcart, which abbord all other:knowledge 5 yec hee rather choſe to 
rencaleacthiscimea moſt pernicious counſell, rhenby concealing ic bring to.cuine 
thoſe, whom he could not chooſe bur honour. Sowent ke on, and cold vs, thar Ple- 5 
xirtus( inhope chereby to hauc Ariaxis, endowed with che grearkingdomof Ar- 
wenie, tO his wife) had gignen bim order when we were nearcGreeee, to finde ſome 
opportunity to murder vs,bidding him torake vs aſlcep,becaule he hadtecne what 
we could do waking. Now firs(faid he)I wouldratherathoulandzimes loſe my life 
then hauemy remembrance ( while Iliued ) poyloned with fach a milchiefe:and 19 
thereforeifir wereonely-I, thac knew herein the kings order , then ſhould my dilo- 
bediencebe a warrant of your faferie, But roone more ( ſaid he) namely che Cap- 
caineofcheſhip , Plexirtus hath opened ſo much touching the effe of murdering 
you, though I chink laying the cauſe rather vpon old grudge, then his hope of 4r- 
texia. And my ſelfe, ( before the conſideration of your excellencics had drawne 15 
loue &picie.inco mind) imparted it roluch,as I thought fitreſt for luch a miſchiefe, 
Therefore I wiſh you co ſtand vpon your gard, aſſuring you, that whac I can dofor 
our faferie,you ſhall ſce (if iceome to the puſh) by me performed. Wee thanked 
bh chematterindeeddeſerued, & from thattime would no more diſarmeour 
ſelues,norcheoneſleep withour his friends eyes waked for him; ſo char irdelayed 20 
chegoing forward of their badenterpriſe, while they thought ic rather chaunce, 
then pronidence, which made vs ſo behaueourſclues. 
- But whenwee came wichin halfe 4dayes ſayling of che ſhore, ſo thatthey ſaw it 
was [pecdily,ornotatallro be done ;then(&Iremeberic wasabout che firſt watch 
inche night.) came che Captaiheand whiſpered the Councellourin theeare: But 23 
he (as it ſhould ſeem) difſwading bim fr6 ic, the Captaine (who had been a pyrate 
from his youch, and often blouded init) witha loud voyce ſware, thatif Plexirtme 
bad him, he would not tick co kill God himſelfe.. And therewith cald his mates, 
and in thekings name willed chem to take vs aliucor dead ; encouraging them wich 
the ſpoyle of vs, which hefaid (and indeed was true ) would yeeld manyexcceding 36 
rich iewels.Bur the Councellor (according to his promiſe) commanded them they 
ſhould notcommit ſucha villanie , proceſting that he would Rand betweene them 
and the kings anger therein. W herewith che Captaine cnraged: Nay (ſaid he)then 
we muſt begin with this crairor himſelfe: and therewith gaue hima fore blow vpon 
the head, who honeſtly did the beſt hecould coreuenge bimlelfe. 

Bucchen wee knew it cime rather toencounter, then waice for miſchiefe. And 
ſoagainſtche Capraine wee went , who ſtraight was cnuironed vvith moſt part of 
the Souldiers and Mariners. And yer the truthis, there were ſome, whom either 
theauthoricie of the Councellour, doubcof the Kings minde, or liking of vs,made 
draw their ſwords of our (ide ; ſo that quickly ic grew a moſt confuſed fight. For 40 
the narrowneſlc of the place, the darkneſle of the time, and the vncerraincicin 
ſuch atumulchow to knowe friends from focs, made the rage of ſwordes rather 
guidethen be guided by their maiſters. For my coſinand mec, trulie I thinkewee 
never performed lefle inany place, doing no other hurt then the defence of our 
{clucs,and ſuccouring them who cameforic, draue vs to:for not diſcerning per- 4x 
feQlic, who were for, or againſt vs, wee thought ir leſle euill to ſpare a foe, then 
ſpoile afriend.. Bur from che higheſt ro che loweſt parr of the ſhippe there was no 
-phacelefr, without cries of murdering,and murdered perſons. T he Capraine I hape

But whilc even in that little remnant(like che children of Cadws;) we contimiied 
Kiltroſlay oneanother, a fire; which (whether by the deſperate malice of ſome; or 
incention to ſeparate, oraccidentally whilcall chinges were caſt vpand downe Yie 
15 ſhould ſeeme had cakena good while before, but never heeded ofes.C who onely 
chought to preferueor revenge) now violemlie burſt out in many places, and began 
tomaſter the principall parts oftheſhip . Then necesficie made vs ſee, thata com- 
mon cnemie ſets at onea ciuill warre: for chat little all we were (asif we had beene 
waged by ſome man coquench a fire) ſtraight went roreſiſt char furious enernie 
29 allart & labour: buc ic was too Jate,fot already it did embrace anddeuour fromthe 
ternerothe waſte of the ſhip: foas laboutingin vaine, we were drincn to ger vpto 
the proweof the ſhip, by che workeof! ſeeking to preſeruelife as long as we 
could : white truly it was aſtrangeand vglie tight, ro fee ſo hugea fire;as it quickly 
grew to beitithe ſea, andinthe night, asif ir had cometolightvsrodeath. And 
25 by &by ir had byrnedoff the maſt, which all this while had prouety borne the faile 
(the wind, as might ſceme, delighted to carie fire and bloud in his motith)burnow 
icfell ouer boord, andthe firegrowing nearer vs, it was not only terribleinreipedt 
of what we were toattend, but inſupportable throughthe hearof it. | 
Sothar we wereconſtrained to bide ir no longer, bar diſarming and ſtripping 
30.0ur ſclues, and laying our [clues vpon ſuch things, as we thought might helpe our 
ſwimming rothe land (too farre for ourowne ſtrength to beare vs) my couſin and 
Ithrew ur ſelues into the Sea; But I hadſwommea vericlitlevvay, when | felr(by 
reaſon of a vyound [ had) char Tfhould not beableto bidethe crauelſ: and therefore 
ſeeing rhe maſte ( vvhole tackling had been burnt off) flote cleare from the ſhip, I 
35 ſwam vnroir, andgettingonit,l found mincowne ſword, which by chaunce,wheri 
Ithrew it away (caught by a peecc of canuas) had hungtothemalt. I wasglad,be- 
cauſe I louedir well; but gladder, vvhen I ſaw atthearherend the Capraine ofthe 
ſhipand of allthis miſchief; who hauingalong pike, belike had borne himſclfevp 
with that, tilhe had ſct himſelfevpon the maſt. Bur when percciued him, Villaine 
4o ſaid I, docſt thouthinke to overliue ſo manic honeſt men, whom thy falſhood hath 
brought rodeſtrution? Withthat beftriding the maſt, I gatby liccleand lictleto- 
wards him, after ſuch a manneras boyesare wont (ifeuer you ſawthar ſport)when 
they ridethe wilde mare . Andhe perceiving my intention, likeafellow that had 
much more couragethen honeſtic, ſer himlelfe co refiſt : but I had inſhorr{ 
45 gotten within him, and(giaing him a ſound blow)ſent himto feed fiſhes, Butt

And many'rimes icfell 6bethar they'kil 16 
ledthem char were of their owne fation, anger wherting, and doubt haſtening 
their fingers. Burchencamedowne'Zelwane; and Bafilins with Dores iſſued , and 
ſometimes ſecking rodraw together thoſe of their party; ſometimes laying indiffe. 
ronly among them, madefuch hauocke (among the reſt Zelmape Ariking the far- 
mer toche harc with her ſword,as before ſhe had done with her eyes)that ina while 1; 
all they ofthe contrarie ſide were pur roflight,and fled tocertaine woods vponthe 
frontiers; where fecding wildly, and drinking onely water, chey weere diſciplined 
fortheirdrunken riors; many of them being ſlaine inthe chale, abvur a ſcore only 
eſcaping. Bur whentheſc late rebels, now ſouldiers, werererurncd from the chaſe, 
Befilixes calling them cogither,parcly for policy ſake,but principally becaule Zelm- 10 
#ebcfore had ſpoken it (which was to him more theaadiuine ordinance) he:pro- 
nounced their generall pardon, willing them to returneto their houſes, and chere: 
after be morecircumſpe&tin their proceedings : whichthey did moſtof themwith 
0s 19 eg of their folly . Burimagining C/#nias ro be one of the chiefe char had 
bred this goodalteration, hegauchim particular chanks, and withall willed him co 15 
make him know how this frenzic hadencredinto the people. 

Cliniaspurpoling indeede to tell him the truch of all, fauing whar did rouch 
bimſelfe,or Cecropia, firſt dipping his hand in the bloud of his wound, Now by this 
bloud(aid he)which is more deare ro methenal thereſt that is in my body, (inceit 
is{penc for yourfaferic: this tong(perchance vnfortunare, bur neucr falle)ſhall not 31 
now begintolic vnto my Prince,of me moſt beloued.

ſpendingallthc day indancings & other cxerciles ; & when night came, vader tents 
and bowes making great Cheare, and mcaning to obſcrue a waſſaling watch all that 
night for your ſake.

| r#n4,as0f whom he had recciucd no benefit, that within halfa yeares mariage hee 
began to pretend barrennes; & making firſt an vnlawfull law of having mo wivcs 
thenone, he ſtill keeping Ereme,vnder/hand, by meſſages ſought 4rtaxia:; whond 
lefeharing him,chen louing(as vnluckica choile) thenaughtic King Plexirtas, yer 
to bring co paſſe what ſhee-purpoled,, vvascontenttotraine him inco falſe hopes, 39 
cill alrcadie hisimagination had crowned him King of .4rwenia,& had made that 
butthe foundationof more & more monarchies; as if fortune had only gotten eies 
rocheriſh him. In whichtimea great aſſembly of moſt part of al the Princes of 4ſ64 
beingrodo honor tothe never lufficiently praiſed Pyrocles & Maſfiderws, he vvould 
beonenot roacknowledge his obligation(which was as great as any of the others) ;x5 
buc looking to have bin yong-maſtredamong thoſe great eſtates, as he was among 
hisabuſing vnderlings. But ſo-many valorous Princes, indeed far neerertodildain 
him then otherwiſe, he was quickly (as Nanding vpon no true ground, inwardly) 
out of countenance with himſelfe, till his ſeldom-comfortkeſle flatterers ( perſwa- 
ding. him, ic wasenuicand feare of his expeQted greatneſſe) made him haſt away yo 
from.chat company, and vyithour further delay qppoinced the meeting vvith Mr- 
taxiazlo incredibly blinded vvith the over-bright ſhining of his royaltie, that hee 
could thinke ſuch aQueene would bee concent to be jayned-patene with another 
ro haveſuchanhusband. Poore Erenatoall chis obeyed, cither vehemencie of af- 
fetion making her ſtoop ro ſooucrbaſe a ſeruicude, or aſtoniſhed vvith anvnloo- 45 
ked for fortune, dullto any behoofefull, reſolution, or (as many times it falles out 
eugnin great hearts vvhen they can accuſenone but them(clues)deſperately bent ro 
majntaine it. For ſo went ſhe on in that. way of her louc, that ( poore Lady ) to 
SNF beyon 
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beyond all orherexamplesof ill (eraffeion, ſhe was brought towrite to. 4rraxi4; 
char ſhe wasconrent, for the publike good; to beaſecond wife, and yeeld theſvlt 
placeco hers nay tocxroſt him, andeven woo &4rrexicforhim,.: 112 01 
Bur Artaxia (mortally hatingchem both for her brothers lako)owns contenetsd 
5 hide her hate, cillſhce hadcime toſhew it : and precending thatall/her grodgowas 
againſtrhe rwoparagansof vertue, Muſidoyue and Pyroejes, eveumeribemr hialfe 
way in excuſinghher brochersmurther, as not being ipall atorszandoftheo- 
ther ſide, driven ro what they: did by rhe we es and ſo well 
handledthe matter, as though ſhe promiſed nothing, yet 4mviphilus promiled 
10 himſelfe allthat:ſhe would have him thinke. And ſowlolemne entoruiew was ap: 
pointed : But (asthe Pocrs ſay) Hymen had notthere hislaffron-cotoured coat, For 
AHrtaxialaying men lecretly(&eaſily they might be ſecret; lince 4»tiphilwe thought 
ſheeouer-ran him inloge) when he came euen ready to-embrace her (ſhewing'ra» 
ther a countenance of accepting then offering) they cameforth,and(having much 
15 aduancage both ininumber;valure, & fore-preparation) putall his company co the 
ſword, but ſuch as could fly away. As for 4»tiphilws ſhe cauſed him & Ereves both 
robe put in yrons, haſting back roward her brecthers tombe, vpon which ſhe meant 
rolacrifice them z makingtheloue of her brother and berweer/herandall other 
motiensof grace, from whichby natureſhewasalienated. Th 
20 Bur greatdivuerfitic in chem two quickly diſcouered it ſelfe for the bearing of 
thatafflition: for 4»tiphilss that had no greatneſſe but outward, thar taken away, 
was ready cofallfaſter thencalamiriccould thruſt him z with fruicleſſe begging of 
life(where reaſorrmight wellaſſure him his death was reſolued) and ninkebewek 
ning bis fortune, to give his enemiesa moſt pleaſing muſike , withmany promiſes 
25 and proteſtations, to as little purpole, as from alittle mind. Bur Frepe lad indeed, 
yethike one rather vſed, thennew fallen to ſadneſſe(as who had theioyes of het bare 
alreadie broken)ſcemed rather ro welcomethento ſhuntharend' of milerie z ſpea- 
king little, bur whar ſhe ſpake was for A»tiphilw, remembring his guilcleineſle, be+ 
ingatthat time priſoner co Tiridates, when the valiant Princes flue him: tothe dit- 
30 gracc of men, ſhewing that thereare women both more wile ctoiudge what isto be 
expected, and more conſtantto bearc ic when itis happened. 
Bur her wit hr > ty youth, her affli&tion by her birth, & her ſadneſſe by 
her beautie , madethis :Prince Plawngwe , who (never almoſt from his couſin 
Artaxia ) was now preſcnt at Ereves taking, toperceiue the ſhape of louclineſle 
35 more perfeQly in woc, then in ioyfulneſle ( asin a pifture which recciuesgreacer 
life by the darkneſle of ſhadowes, then by more glittering colours) and (ceing to 
like, and liking to love, and loving ſtraight to feele the moſt incidenceffetts of 
loue, ro ſerue and preſerue. So borne by the haſtictide of ſhort lkealure, he did ha- 
ſtilie deliver together hisaffetion, and affeRionarecare. Bur ſhe (us if he had ipo- 
4o ken ofa (mallmarter, when he mentioned herlife, towhich he had nor lealureco 
attend) deſired him if he loned her, ro ſhew it, in finding ſome way to ſauc Awti- 
philas. For her,(he found the world bur a weariſome ſtage varo her, where ſhe play- 
edapartagainſther will: and therefore beſought him, not to caſt hislouein ſo vn» 
fruicfulla place, as could norloue ic ſelfe:but fora teftimonie of conſtancie,&a ſura- 
45 bleneſſeto his word, codoſomuch comforeroher mind, as that for her ſake £4#- 
tipbilss were faued, He told me how much he m_ inſt her cendring him, 
whothad ſo vngratefullic becrayed her, and fooliſhly caſtaway himlelfe, Burper- 
ceiving ſhe did not only bend her verie good wits to Gudefor im againſt m—_— 
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hat whenſuchacauſecoulddealliedinnoetciion; yerdaur waoutdntedes imake it 
ſetfeacauſc;and barre hergaherfram heatipgythenyatldehauifkefbonld yoeld co * 
 ſucharguments: heUkewifeinwhom the powerot Ladd(asrhepfanoffpirics) way 
G1biecochelovein her, math griet conſeated,and-(howgh:backwerdly)wasdili- 
genurolabourdhthelpe ofidfer/philuma man whomhenor ovlythlited, asa trayrot x 
t0.Ereps, butenuiedasapoeſlor of Eroma. Yer Love ſwarc, his bart; in fpicothms 
hassſhouyld. make himbecemeaſcruam 20, hisrivatk. And ladidbe;feckingalicbe 
meancsof petlvading Atiaxie,wbichrheauthoritie of ſo.neare $649 verrumusa 
kinſaesrauldginevo him:Butſherewbomtheclaquenceof barredihad giuen 
revenge the face of delight.veinted all ſhehimotions;|tiuc rathetithempreclbfely 14 
impriſeningthemin het chigfeciie,wheroſhekepr chEwithintentionatthe buths 
of Tixtaater (which wasyery neare) 40 execute Anriphy;luns., rar cheday.obbis 
death (which wavabqur hajfea yeare ater) £0 vit che ſame rigontowards Erend,, 
Plangasrmuch grievedbecayſcmuch Jaling)hartempredthe humors of the Lycians, 
td ſee;wherhberthey wouldcomein withforces roluccorcheir Privicefle, Burthere T] 
chenexeinhetirettothecrown(withtherrueplayrhatisviedinthdgame of king: 
domes) had no ſaoner higaaiRrefle inchpriuitte, buthe had vſurpedberplacce;and 
making herodidus:aherficople, becauſe af thevnfireleftion the had made;had fo 
left no hope there: but whichis worſe, had ſeneroudtaviagper wading thaituſtis 
cing lier; becauſcthatynijbfiice.mighr giue his $ide abenameof iuftice. Vanting 24 
chaeway,Plangis praiſed with ſameggarfrieniis dtbis;cofauc 4dvriphitiurourdt 
priſpn, whoſe day beeanſeirwas much aearcr then Zroxees, &thathecwell found; 
ryſted-berlifevp6 the fame rheded with hin;Hedetermined firſt togerhi 
onltefpriſon;candio chatend having peparedalimariersas wellasanſuch cafche 
could; where drtzaxid hid-fermany of 7rridates old:fernantsrohanowell-marking 25 
eyei,heconferred with Antipbilus,as(by cheaiurhorittbe had)hetolund menneis:to 
doy&agreedwwith biymofthefime&inancr,howhe:thould by cthedcath of ſome 
ofhis iaytors eſcape. Burdlibeing wellordered,& Planghs willingly putting hitnelf 
incorhe greateſt danger, A#iphiles (who, like a bladder, fweldready robreake, 
while ic was{ulofthe wind atproſperitic;that beingour, was ſpabieQed, asapnro 30 
berrodon by euery body):when it came to the poino,y char wich: fowne hazard, hee 
mightbe in apþ@ati likeuhood roaucid the vtrermoſtharme; his hart fainred,and 
(weake fooley neticher haping, nor fearingas he ſhould) gata aanceipr, thatwith 
bewraying this praQtiſe, be might obgainepardon: &therefore, euena lictle before 
Plengus(hould havecomeynto him, openedrhe wholeprattiſerobim thathad the 3x 
charge, wichvnpicied tearesidely proteſtivg, hehadrather die by: 4rtexies com- 
mandement;then figainſt herwilleſcape : yerbegginglifevponany he hardeſt; & 
wretchedeſtconditions tharſhe would lay vpon him . His keeper prouidedaccor- 
dingly,fo rhatwhen Plangas camehewaslike himſeie ro have binenrrapped :bur 
that finding (with aluckiem-ſight)tharic was diſcovered, he retired; and (calling 46 
his friendsabouchim) ſtaodypon hisguardzas he had good cauſe. For, 4rtexis 
(accounting him moſtvngraretull contidering tha herbrocher &the had nor only 
preſcrued him againſt thomalice of his father, but ever vicd birh/much. liker tis 
birth, then hisfortune) ſent forces .to apprehend him. Bur he:among the marrtiall 
men hadgorreniſo great lonethar hecauldnoconly keep himicltfrom her malice; 45 || 
bur. worke in their minds acompas{ionof Erens aducriity.; 1 
Burfor the ſyccour of A» _ hecould gernabody to ioyne with bim, che 
contemprof himhauing not been able roqualifie the harred;ſarhat 4riaxia might 
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eaſily ypon him performe hcr will ; which was (at the humbleſulte of all the wo- 
menofthatcitie) co deliucrhim co their cenſure, who morrallie hating him for 
hauing madea law of Po/ygamie, after many torcures , forſthim torhrow himſelfe 
froma high Pyramis, which was built over Tiridetes tombe, and fo roend his 

5 wig life, which had planted no ſtrong thought in him,burthat he could be 
vnkinde. 

But Plangws well percetuing that Artaxia ſtaied only forthe appointed day,thar 
the faire Er92a5 body (conſumed toaſhes)ſhould makea notorious ceſtimonie,how 
deeply her brothers death was engrauen in her breaſt, heaſſembled good numbers 

10 of friends, whom his vertue (though a ſtranger ) had tiedvntohim, by forcero 
giue herlibertie. Contrariwile, 47:4xia, ro whom Anger gaue more courage then 
her ſex did feare, vicd her regall authoritie (the moſt ſhe could ) ro ſuppreſſe thar 
ſedicion,and haue her will: which ( ſhe thought) is the moſt princelic thing that 
may be. But Planges, whoindecd (as all men witneſle) is —_—_ the beſt Capcaines 

15 ( both for policieand valour ) thataretrained inthe ſchoole of Mears, in a conflit 
oucrthrew Artaxies power, though of farre greater nomber :and there tooke pri- 
ſonera baſe ſonne of her brothers, whom ſhe dearly affeed, &chen ſent her word 
chat he ſhould runnethe ſame race of fortune(whatſocucr it was)that Erowa did : & 
happie was that chreatning for her; for elſe Artexis had haſtened the day of her 

20 death, inreſpe@ of thoſe tumults. 

Butnow(lomeprincipall Noblemen of that countrie interpoſing themſelues 
ir wasagrecd, that all perſons elle fully pardoned, and all priſoners (except —_ 
deliaered, ſheſhoald be pur into the hands ofa principall Nobleman, who had a 
caſtle of great ſtrength, vpon oath, if by the day two yeare from Tiridates death, 

25 Pyrocles & Maſideras did not in perſon combar,and overcometwoknights,whom 
ſheappoinred ro maintain her quarre!l againſt Erou« & them, of hauing by treaſon + 
deſtroyed her brother, that then Eroxs ſhold be that ſame day burned toaſhes: bur 
ifthey came, and had the vitorie, ſhe ſhould be deliucred; but vponnooccaſion 
neicher freed,nor executed tifitharday. And herero of both ſides,all cook ſolemne 

30 Oath, and io the peace was concluded, they of Plangwe partie forcing him toagree, 
though he himltelfe the ſooner condiſcended , knowing thecurteſie ofchoſerwo 
excellent Princes, not to refule ſo nobleaquarreſl, andcheir power ſuch, astwo 
more(like the other two) werenor able torelift. Bur Arfexia was more,andvpon 
berter ground, pleaſed with chis ation ;for ſhe had even newly receiued newes fr6 

35 Plexirtss,thatvpon the ſea he had cauſed them both coperiſh, &herefore ſhe held 
her ſelfe ſure ofthe match. 

But poore Plengss knew notſomuch, and therefore ſceing his pattie (as moſt 
times it falles our inlike caſe) hungrieofany conditions of peace, accepted chemz 
and then obtained lcaue ofthe Lord , thatindifferencly kept her, to viſice Erox, 

40 whom he found full ofdeſperare ſorrow, ſuffering neither his vaworchinefſe, nor 
his wrongs, nor his death (which isthe-naturall concluſionofallworldlic as) ei- 
ther tocouer with forgerfulnefſe,or diminiſh with conſideration, cheaffeRionſhee 
had berne him : buteucngtorying inafflition, & ſhunningallcomforr,fhe ſeemed 
to have nodelight,bucin making her (elfe the piture of miſery. So.chat when Plan- 

45 2s came toher, ſhe fellin deadlic traunces, asifinhim ſhe had ſeene the death of 
. Antiphiles, becauſe hee had not ſuccoured him: and yer ( hervercueſtriuing ) ſhee 
didatonetimeacknowledgeher ſelfe bound, and profefie her clfeiniured , in ſteed 
ofallowing the concluſion they had made, or writing tothe Princes (as hewiſht 
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her todo) crauing nothing bur ſome ſpecdie death, ro follow. her(in ſpice of iuſt 
hare) beloued Anriphilue, | | h 
So that Plavges haying nothing but arauiſhrkifle from her hand at their parting, 
wentaway towardGreece,whicherward he vaderſtoad thePrinces were embarked. 
Burt by the way it was his fortune to intercepc letters, written by Artaxtato Plexir- x 
t«s: wherein ſhe ſignified heraccepring him co her husband, whom ſhe had euer 
fauoured ; ſo much che rather, ashe had pcrfourmed theconditions of her mari- 
age, in bringing co their deierued end hergreateſt enemies : withall, thanking rhe 
ſea, inſuch tcarmesas he might well percciue it was by ſome creaſon wrought in 
Plexirts ſhip. Whereapon (to make more diligentſearch) he rooke ſhip himlelte 19 
and came into Zeonia, enquiring, and by his cnquirie finding, that ſucha ſhip was 
indecd with fighc and fireperiſhed , none (almoſt) elcaping, Burt for Fyrocles and 
AMsſidorus, it was afſuredly derermined thac they were caſt away : for the name of 
ſuch Princes (eſpecially in Greece) would quickly ellc have benea large wicneſle to 
the contrary. Full of griefe with that, for the loſleof ſuch, who lctrthe world poore 15 
ofperfeQion: but more (oric for Erenas ſake, who now by them could nor be relie- 
ued; a new aduertiſement from Armenia ouertooke him, which multiplied the 
force of hisanguiſh. It wasa meſſage from the Nobleman who had Erona in ward, 
, giving him ro vnderſiad, chat {incehis departure, Artax1a(viing the benetic of time) 
had beſieged himin his Caſtle, demaunding preſent deliuericof her, whom yer 20 
for his faich giuen, he would nor, beforeche day appointed, if poſsibly he could re- 
fit;which he forelaw, long he ſhovld nor do for want of vituall , which he had not 
ſowiſcly prouided, becaule he truſted vpon the generall oath raken for two yeares 
ſpace: and therefore willed him to make haſte rochis fuccour, and come with no 
{mall forces; forallthey thar were of his fide in Armenia were conſumed, and Ar-2) 
taxia hadencreaſed her might by mariage of Plexirtas, who now crowned king 
there, ſticke not to glory in che murder of Pyrocles and Mujidorms, as having iult 
cauſe chereto, in reſpe& of thedeaths of his (iſter Andromana, her ion his Nephew, 
and his owne daughter Zelmane : all whoſe lofle he vniuſtly charged them withall, 
and now openly ſtickt nor coconfelle, vvhata rcuenge his wir had brought footth..zs 
Plangws much aſtoniſhed herewith, beghought himſelfe whar todo: for to returne 
to Armenis was vaine, f{ince his friendes there, werevtterly overthrowne. Then 
thought he of going to his father; but he had alrcadic ( even ſince the death of his 
ſtepmorher,and brother) atrempred the recouering of his fauour, andall invaine. 
For they that had before ioyned with Audromana to doc him che wrong, thought Jj 
now no life for chem it herecurned, and thereforc kept him ftill ( with new forged 
ſuſpicions) odious ro hisfacher.So char Plawgws releruing thar fora worke of longer 
time, then the ſauing of Erana could beare, determined ro goeto the mightieand 
good king Ewerchws : vyholarely having (to his erernall fame) fully,nor onely con- 
quered his enemics, but eſtabliſhed good gouernement in their countries , hee ho- 40 
ped he might haue preſent ſuccourof him, both for theiuſtneſſe ofthe cauſe , and 
reyvengcof his childrens death, by ſo hainousa treaſon. murthered;; Therefore with 
diligence he went to him,and by che way (pasſing through my country) it was my 
hap to find him, the moſt querchrowne man vvich griefe, thateuer I hopecoleea- 
gaine. For ſtillic ſeemed heehad Erene ar;a ſtake beforc his cyes ſuch an appre-45 
henſion he had caken of her daunger; vvhich in deſpireof all the comfort I conld 
give him, hepowrcd out in ſuch Jamentations,char I was moued not rolet him paſſe 
rill he had made full declaration, which by peeces mydaughters &l have delivered

the put him away from' her : looking firſt vp to heaven, as amazed ro find her _ 
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ſo beguiled in him :then laying the crueltpaniſhment vpon him of angrieLoue,and 
lowring bcautic,ſhewing diſdaine,and a deſpiſing diſdaine, Away ( ſaid ſhe) vnwor- 
thie man tro Joueorto beloved. Afſure thy ſelfe, I hate my ſelfe for being ſo decei- 
ued; iudge then whatT do thee fordeceiuing me. Let me ſectheeno more , theon- 
ly fallof my indgement, and ſtaine of my conſcience. With that ſhecalled Mopſa, 5 
not ſtaying for any anſwer ( which was no other bur a flood of teares ) which thee 
ſeemed nor to marke ( much lefle co pitie) and chid her for hauing fo lefr her alone. 

It was nota forow, but it wascuen a death, whichthen laid hold of Doras : which 
certainlieat that inſtant would haue killed him , burtharrhe fearetotaric longer in 
her preſence (contrary to her commandement) gauc him life rocary himſclfe away 19 
from her ſight, androruninto the woods , where throwing himſelfe downe at the 
foot of a tree, he did not fall colamentation (for that proceeded of pitying ) or gric- 
uing for himſelfe ( which he did no way) but to curſes of his life, as one that dete- 
ſted himfelfe, For finding himſelfe not only vahappie, but vnhappie after being 
fallen frs all happincſle:and to be fallen fr6 all happineſle, not by any miſconceiuing, 15 
but by his owne fault, and his faulccobe done to no other burto Pamela; hedid nor 
tender his owneeſtate, bur deſpiſed ir; greedily drawing, into hismind, all conceits 
which might morc and more torment him. And ſo remained he ewodayes in the 
woods,diſdayning togiue his body food, or his mind comfort, louing in himſelfe 
nothing, buttheloucof her. And indeed that loue onely ſtraue with the furic of 29 
his anguiſh , relling ic, thatif icdeſtroyed Dorws, it ſhould allo deſtroy theimage 
of her that liued in Dor: and when the choughrof char was creptin vnto him, ir 
began to winneof him ſome compasſion to rhe ſhrine of thar image, and co bewaile 
not for himſelfe ( wh6 he hared)butthac ſo norablea loue ſhould periſh. Then began 
hconlic ſo farreto wiſh his owne good, asthar Pamela might pardon him the fault, 25 
though nor the puniſhment :and the vicermoſt height he aſpired vnto,, was, that 
aftcr his death ſhe might yer pitie his errour, and know thar icprocceded of loue, 
and not of boldneſſe. T hat, conceir found ſuch friendſhip in his thoughts, thatar 
Iaſt he yeelded, ſincehe was baniſhed her preſence, to leeke ſome meanes by writing 
ro ſhew hisſorow and teſtifie hisxepentance, Therefore getting him the necellary 30 
inſtrumentsof writing, hechoughe beſt to counterfeir his hand (fearing that asal- 
readie ſhe knew his, ſhe would caſt ir awayas ſoone as ſhe ſaw it) and ro putit in 
verſc,hoping that would draw heronto reade-the more, chuſing the Elegzac as fit- 
teſt for mourning. Bur neuer pendid more quakingly performe his office;neuer was 
paper moredouble moiſtened withinke _- teares4 neuer words morc-{lowly ma-3 5 
riedrogether, andneucrthe Muſes moretired thennow wich changes and rechap- 

es of his deuiſes: fearing how cocnd , before he had xeſolued how to begin, mi- 
ruſting each word, condemning each ſentence, This word was nor ſignificant, that 
word wastoo plaine: this would notbe conceined, theother would be ill toncei- 

ued : here ſorow wasnotenough expreſſed , there he ſeemed roo much for hisown 40 
fake co be (orie: this ſentence rather ſhewed arte then pasſion ; that ſenrencerather 
fooliſhly pasſionate, then forcibly mouing. Aclaſt, marring with mending, and 
putring out better then helefr , he madeanend of itz and being ended, was divers 
times readie to teare it; till his reaſonaſluring him, the more he ſtudied, rhe worſe 
itgrew, hefoldedic vp, deuoutly inuokinggood accepration vnto it zand watching 
hisrime, when they were all gone one day:todinner (fauing Mopſa) ro theother 
Lodge, ftale vp into Pamelaschamber, and in herſtandiſh ( which firſt hee kifled ; 
andcrauedofita lafeand friendly keeping) leftir there, ro be ſeenat her next viing 
her 
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her ink (himſelfe recurning againero betruee priſoner todeſperateſorow ) leauing 
her ttandiſh vpon her beds head, ro giueher the more occaſion tromurke it; which 
allo fellour, FY | | 
For ſhe finding itat herafter-noone returne, in another placethen ſheleftir, 0- 
encd ir. Buc when ſheſaw the letter, her heart gaue her from whence it came. And 
therefore clapping ir toagaine, ſhe wemaway fromir, as if it had bene a conta- 
gious garment of an infeaed perſon: and yer was not longaway, buttharſhe wis 
ſhed ſhe had readir , rhough ſhe wereloth to readeir. Shall I ( ſaid ſhe ) ſecond his 
boldneſle ſo farre , astoreadehis preſumpruous letters? And yet {ſaith ſhe) he ſees 
menotnow togrow the bolderthereby:& how can 1 cell whether they beprelump- 
cu0us ? The paper came from him, andtherfore not worthy ro bereceiued:and yer 
the paper, ſhechought, was nor guilcie. Atlaſt ſheconcluded;ir werenot much a- 
miſlerolookeit ouer, thar ſhe might our of his words picke ſome forther quarell a- 
gainſthim, Then ſhe openedir, and threw icaway,and cooke it vpagaine, till (ere 
the werc aware) her eyes would needes reade it, conteining this marter,

morher would not ſuffer hero ſhew her new (coured faceamong the. Bur che place 
appoynred (asthey thought) met chem halfc incheir waic, ſo well were they pleaſed 
with the ſweet cunes & ptetie converſation of their inuiters. There found they in 
the midſtofcherhickeſtpart ofche wood, alirtle ſquare place, not burchened with 4, 
trees, but witha boord couered, and beautified wich che plealanceſt fruits, thar tun- 
burnd A#twmnecould deliver varothE. The maids belought the Ladiesro fit downe 
&raſteof che {welling grapes, which (ecmed great with child of Bacchus : and of the 
diverſe coloured plums, which gaue theeyeaplealant raft before they cameto the 
mouth. T he Ladies would nor ſhew to ſcorne their prouiſton, butcatand drankea zo 
lictleof their coole wine, which ſeemed to laugh forioy ro cometo luch lips. 

Bur after the collation was ended, and that they looked for the comming forth

Only Cliniasand 4mphialus did exceederhebounds of mediocricie :the onein his 
naturall coldneſſe of cowardile, the other in heateof courage. For Chimas (who 
was bold only in buſie whiſperings, andeucn in that whiſperingnefle rather indeede 
confidentin his cunning , char it ſhould nor bee bewraied, thenany way bold, if e- 
uer it ſhould bee bewrayed) now that the cnemie gaue a dreadfull aſpect vnto the 1; 
caſtle, his eyes ſaw no terrour, noreare heardany marriall ſound, bur that they mul- 

_ tiplicd the hidiouſneſſe of ic to his mated mind. Beforc their comming he had ma- 
ny cimes felt a dreadfull expectation, bur yer his minde (that was willing to caſe 
it ſelfe of che burden of feare ) did (omtime faine vnto irſelfe posfibilicie of lerzas the 
death of Baſiliss, che diſcord of the nobilitie, and ( vvhen ochercaule failed him ) 20 
the natureof chaunce ſerued as a cauſe vnto him : and ſometimes the hearingother 
men ſpeake valiantly, and the quietneſle of his vnaſſailed ſenſes , would make him- 
ſelfe bclecue, that hee durſt doe ſomething. But novv, that preſent daunger did 
diſplay itſelfevnto his eye, and that adaungerous dooing muſt be the onely meane 
to preuent the danger of ſuffering , one that had marked him would haue judged, 25 
tharhis eyes would haue run into him , and his ſoule our of him; ſovnkindly didei- 
ther takea ſenc of danger. He thought chelake was too ſhallow , and the walles too 
thin:he miſdoubtedeach mans creafon,and conicRured cuery pos(ibiliry of misfor- 
rune, not only fore-caſting likely perils, but ſuchas all the planecs together could 
ſcarcely haue conſpired: and already begantoarme himſelfe, though ic was derer- 39 
mined heſhould tarry wichin doors; and while he armed him(clfe, imagined in what 
part ofthe vault hewould hide himſelfe, ifrhe enemies wonnethe caſtle. Deſirous 
he was thatcuery body ſhould do valiantly, bur himſelfe; and therfore was affraid to 
ſhew his feare, but for very feare would haue hid his feare ; leaſt ic ſhould diſcomfort 
others: burthe more he ſought rodiſguiſeir, the more the vnlitableneſſe ofa weake 
broken voiceto high braue words, and of a pale ſhaking countenance toa geſtureof 
animating did diſcoucr him. 

Burquite contrarily Amphiales,who beforcthe enemies came, was carefull,proui- 
dently diligent, &nor ſomtimes without doubting oftheiſſuez now the nearer dan- 
gerapproched(likethelight ofaglow-worme ) theleſſe ſtill it ſeemed: and now his 49 
courage began to boile in choler, and with ſuch impatienceto defireto powreour 
boch vpon the enemy, chat he ifſued preſently into certain boates he had of purpoſe;

There died of his hands the old knighe <£&/chylus, who though by yeares might 26 
welihaue bene allowed ro vierather che exerciſes of wiſedome, thenof courage; 
yet having aluſty body and a merry heart,*-hecuer rooke the ſummons of Time in 
icſt, orcl(c ic had fo creepingly ſtolen vponhim, that he had heard ſcarcely the noiſe 
of his fecte, and therefore wasas freſh in apparell, andas forward in enterpriſes, as 
a farre younger man : but nothing made himbolder, then certaineprophecie had 25 
beene cold him , that he ſhould die in thearmesof his ſonne , andtherefore feared 
theleſſe thearmeofanencmy.

ove him liberty corcturnein ſafery whicher he would, quirting him, nor only of 20 
all former grudge, buraſſuring him that he would be willing to do him any friend- 
ſhipand {eruice: only deſiring thus much of him, that he would lethim know the dif 
courſe and intent of Baſilzus his proceeding. 4 
Trucly my Lord ( an{wercd Philanax) if there were any ſuch knowne to mee, ſe- 
cret in my maiſters counſell, as that che revealing therof might hinderhis good 2; 
ſucceſſe, I ſhould loath che keeping of my bloud, with chelotle of my faith, and 
would thinke the iuft name of arrayrora hard.purchalc ofa few yeares living. But

Bu when indeede ſhe found his ghoſt was gone, then Sorrow loſt the witte of 
vicerance, and grew ragefull, and madde, forhat ſhetare her beaurifull face, and 
rencherhairc, asthough they could ſerue for nothing ,; ſince Argalvs was gone ; rill 
Amphialus (fo moued wich pittic of that ſight, as that he honovred his adverſaries 
gdcath with tears) cauſcd her (with the helpe of her woman that camewick her 
partly.by force) ro be conueyed.imrothe boat, with thedead body of Argalus,from 
which ſhe would nordeparr. And being come of the other ſide, thereſhe was recci-

Bur whilc heallaycd thus his outward glorie,with inward diſcomfort, he was like

Among other that attended Baſilizs in this cxpedition, Damet.s was one;wherher 
ro be preient with him,oraoſenc trom Aſo : once,certaine it was without any mind 
to make his ſword curſed by any widow. Now _ inthecampe, while each calke 
ſecemediniurious,which did notacknowlcdge tome duety tothe fame of Amphialus, 
ic fell our ſomtimesin comunication, thatas the ſpecchof heauendoth often beger 
che menti6of hell,ſothe admirable proweſle of Amphiales (by acStrary ) brought 
forth che remembrance of the cowatrdile of Clzztas : in lo much,asit grew almoſtto 
aprouerbe, 45 very a coward,as Clinias. Delcribing him in ſuch lore, thatinthe end, 
Dametas began tothinke with himiclfe , chat if he madeachalenge vnto him,, hee

on Philanax , in whole friendſhip he had wy ws. becauſche haunted

itto him.Butwhen Dametas read ir, putting his head on his ſhoulder, and ſomwhar 
ſmiling; he ſayd,it was precticindeed;burthat it had not a lottic ſtile enough: and ſo 
would needes indite it inthis ſort. :

The young Gentleman ſcemeddumbe. ſtriken with admiration , andpreſently 
rooke vpon him to bee the bearcr thercof, while the hearof the fir laſted; and ha- 


45 uving gotten leaue of Baſilius (eucry body helping on, roeaſe hismindovercharged 


with melancholy ) hee went into the rowne according to rhe ganner beforetime 
vicd, andin thepreſence of CAmphialus delivered this ſerter co Clinizs; deſiring ro 
have an anſwere, which might be fit for his oP opened it, read 
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it; andinthe reading, his bloud notdaring to bein ſo daungeronsa place, went out 
of his face, and hid ir ſelfe more inwardlie : and his very words (as if they were a- 
fraide of blowes) came very ſlowly out of his mouth : bur aſwell as his panting 
breath would vtter it, he bad him tell che lowt thatſent him , that hce diſdained to 
hauveany thing ro dowith him. Buc Amphialus,perceiving the matter, rooke him a- 5 
fide, and very carneſtly dealt with him nor to ſhame him ſelte; Amphialus only deli- 
rousto bring ic co paſle ro make ſome ſport to Philoclea: but nor being able toper- 
{wade with him, A-phialuslicenced the Gentleman, telling kim, that by next mor- 
ning he ſhould haue anſwer. 

Theyong Gentleman(ſory he had ſped no bertte1)returncd to Dameras,who tad 16 
fetched many a ſower- breached (igh, for feare Chnias wouldaccepe the chalenge, 
But when he perceived by his truſty meſſcnger, that this delay was ineftcAaccnia), 
there being no diſpoſition in him toacceptity thenlo, Dametas began to ſpeake his 
lowd voice,to looke big, to march vp and downe, and in his march tolife hislegges' 
higherchen he was wont, ſweating by no meane deuotions, that the walles ſhould jg 
notkeepe the coward from him:;buc he would ferch him our of his cunnie-bcrrie:& 
then was hotter then cuer to prouide himſelfe of horſe and armour, ſaying , hee 
would goto the land brauely addoubed, and ſhew himſclfe ro his charge Pamela, 
To this purpoſe many willing hands wereabout him, lecting him hauereynes, pet- 
trell, with chereftofthe furniture, andvery brave baſes; burail comming from di- 20 
uerle houſes, neyther in colour nor faſhion, ſhewing any kinred one withanothet; 
but that liked Dametas the better : for that he thought would argue, that he was 
maiſterof manie braue furnitures.

tothis, firſt with perſwaſions (thatfor certaine,if he did acceptthe combar, Dame- ,c 
tas would never ggre to appeare, and that then the honour ſhould be his) buc 
principally chrearning him, « if herefuſed it, he would turne him our oftherown 
to bepurto death foratraytor by Befil;us: ſoas the preſent feare(eucr roa _—_

Bur when Arteſia did inſinuaceher ſelfe into her acquaintance, fhee gauethe go- 10 
bcrnment of her courage to wit,and was content to familiarize herſelfe with her : {o 
much the rather, asthar ſhe percciacd in hercertaine flawes of il-concealed diſcon- 
ecnement. Infomuch that whE Zelmane would ſweeten her mouth wich che praiſes of 
the ſiſters, eſpecially ſetting forth their noble gratefulnesinnener forgetting welin- 
eended (cruices, & invoking the iuſtice of the gods, norto ſuffer ſuch treaſures tobe 
wrongfully hidden, & ſomctimes with a kind vakindnes,charging Arteficthat ſhe had 
binabuſed coabuſe ſoworthy perſons: 4rteſis(chough falſly)would proteſt,that ſhe 
had bin beguiled in it, neuer meaning other marter then recreation:&yetwithall (by 
allcaging how vngratefully ſhe was dcalr with) it wasecaſieto be ſeenc, ir wasthe vn- 
rewarding, and not the cuillimploying herſeruice, which gricued her. But Ze/mane 4 
(viing herown biasto bowle neerthe miſtreſſe ofher own thoughts) was contenctto 
lend herbeleefe, and withall, co magnific herdeſert, if willingly ſhe vvould deliver, 
vvhom vnwillingly ſhee had impriſoned leauing noargument vvhich might rickle 
ambicion, or flatter revenge. So that Arteſie (puſht forward byGlizissand drawne 
onward by Zelmaence)bound herſelfe cothat praftiſez wherin Ze (for herpart) 45 

no more, but to haucarmourand weapons brought into her chamber, not 
doubting therewith to meany thing, how imposſible (oener, whick longing

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"Bur Clinizs (whole fairhi'could never compretiend the miſteries of edurage) 
petfiraded _drreſis whilebe by corruption had drawne the guard'of one gare'; to 
opty it (yhemhewouldappoynr thetime)rocheenemie : tharſhefhould impoyſon 
Amphialzs, winch the migbtthe eaſier do, becauſe ſhe her ſclfe'ad ved ro make

wg and aſtoniſhmenc, righcer cauſcs of admiration, then Lovucadd Honour, This 
man had foure ſundric times fought with LAmphialues,: bur Mars had beneſo vapar> 
tiall an arbirer, thar neither ſide garte aduantageofrheother. Burinthe cnd ir-kap- 19 
ned, that Anaxins found cAmphialus (ynknowne) ina great danger ;:and ſnuad his 
life :: whereupon(louing his owne benebr)-began to fauour him, ſomuch thomore 
asthinkingſo well of him ſelfe,, he could nor chooſe bur like him , whom hefound 
a match forhimſelfe : whicharlaſt grew roas much friendſhippe rowards him, as 
could by a prond hearc be conceiued, Soas in this travell (ſccking Procles ro beres 13 
ucngedof his vncics deach)) hearingof this ſiege, never taking paines ro examine 
thequarell (ikea man whoſe will was his God, and his hand his law , caking wich 
him histwo brothers (men accounted liecle infericur to himſelfe in marciall-mat- 
ters) and two hundred choſen horſemen (with whom he thought himſclic able 
£0 conquere the world) yer commannding therefſt of his forces to follow , he him- 29 
ſelfe vpon ſuch anvncxpeRed ſuddenneſieentercd invponthe backe of Befilirs, that 
-— manjewith greatvakindnefle tooketheir death , not knowing why , nor how they 
wereſomurdred. There ifever;did he make knownerthe wonderfulneſſe of his force 
Bur che valiant, and faichfull Philavax , with well gouerned ſpeed madeſuch heada- 
aſthim, as would hanc ſhewed,, how ſoone Courage falles in the dirch which ” 
hach notthecycof Wiſcdome: but that Amphialus arthe ſame time ilued out, and * 
winning witkanabundanceof courage one ot the ſconſes , which Bafilzus had buil- 
ded, made "wy for his friend 4#4xi#s with great loficof both ſides,bur cfpecially of 
the Befilians; ſuch notable monuments had thoſe twoſwords eſpecially left ofcheir 
Maiſters redoubted worthineſle. all 16 ” 
There with the reſpe& firto his eſtate, the honour due rohis worthineſſe } and 
the kindnefle which accompanies friendſhip ( made faſt by enterchaunged bencfits) 


did _Amphialus enforce himſclfe (as muchas ina beſieged towne he could) to make 
Anaxiusknow, that his ſuccour was not ſo needefull, ashis preſence gratefull. For 
cauling che ſtreetesand houſes ofche rowne to witnefſe his welcome (making both, . 
ſouldiers and Magiſtrates in thcir countenances to ſhew their gladneſſe of him) Jy 
heeled him to his mother, whom hee _ ro entertainc him with no lefle loue 


and kindneſſe, then as one, whoonce had ſaucd her ſonnes life , and now came to 
faueborh life and honour. Tuſh (ayd Anaxins, ſpeaking alowde, looking vpan his 
brothers,) Iamonely ſoric thcrearc not halfea dozen Kings moreabout you+ thar 
what Anexius cando,might bethe better manifeſted, His brothers ſmiled.as though 
he hadouer modeſilie ſpoken farre vnderncath the pitch of his power. Then was he 
diarmed atthe carneſtrequeſt of 4mphialus : for 4uexius boyled with deſire ro iſſue 
outvpon the enemies, perſwading himſelfe, thatthe Sun ſhould not beer, before 
hehad ouerthrownethem. And hauing repoſcd himſelfe, A-phialueagked him whe- ,, 
ther he would viſitethe yong Princeſſes. Bur Awexins whiſpered him intheeare: In 
rruech (fayd hoe). deare friend Amphicl/as, chough Iam noge of choſe, thatlouero 
iſpcake of them felucs, I never came yer incompanie of Ladies, burtharchey "u in 
| oue 
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Joue with me. And Icharin my heart ſcornerhem asa peeuith paltry ſexe,nor wor- 
chy co communicate with my vertues, vvopld notdoo you chewrong : lince (as [ 
heare ) you do debaſe your ſelfe fo muchas toaffetchem.T be curteous Amplialss 
could haue been angry with him for thoſe words; but knowing his homour, (uffe- 
5 | 5 red himcodaunce co his owne mulicke :and gane himſelfe roentertaine both bim 

and his brochers, with aschecreful a manner, as could iflue from a mind whom vn- 

luckic touchad filed wich melancholie. For co 4#4xius he yecided the direion of 

all. He gaue che warchword , and if any grace were grauntcd,'the meanes were to 

be madeto Anexius. And thar night when ſupper was ended , wherein ampluialas 

10 Þ 10 wouldneedes himſelfe ware vpon him, hee cauſed in Boates vpon the Lakean ex- 

: cellent muſicke to be ordered : which, chough 4#x:ss might concciue was for his 

honour, yet indecde he was bur the Bricke-wall ro conuey irto thecaresofche be- 
loued Phrlocles. RO 

T he muſicke was of Corners,whercof one aunſwering the other, witha ſweete 
emulation, ſtriving for cheglory of mulickc, and firiking vpon theſmooth faceof 
the quiet Lake, was thendclivered vptothe caſtle walles, which was aproudere- 
verberation, ſpreading it intotheaireir ſeemed beforeche harmonie cameroche 
eare, that it bad, enrichedicſelfein trauaile, rhe nature of thoſe places adding melo- 
dietothar melodious inſtrument. And whena whilechat inſtramenthad made a 
20 | 20 braue proclamation toall vnpoſſefled mindes, of attention, an excellent conſorc 
| ſtreight followed of fiue Violles,andas many voices; whichatl being burOratoprs 

ofhcir maiſters pasſions, beſtowed this ſong vpon her , thar chougbryponano-

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But Awaxius (ſceeming-awearicbefore it wasended) tolde Awphialas , that for 
hisparrheliked no mulick, but he neighing of horſes, the ſound ofcrumpers, and 
the criesof yeelding perſons : and therefore defired , tharthe next morning they 
ſhould iſſuevpon the ſame place, where they had cncred thar day, not doubringto 
make them quickly awearie of being the befiegers of Anaxius. Amphialus, who had j 
no whit leſſe courage, though nothing blowne vp with pride, willingly condiſcen- 
ded, & forthe next morning (giuing falle alarum to the other fide of the campe) 4m 
phialusat Anaxiss earneſtrequeſty ſtaying within therownto ſeeir garded, Anaxing 
& his brethren, Zycarges,and Zoiles,falliedour with the beſt choſen men. But Beſſli. 
#5 (hauing bin the laſt day ſomwhat vnprouided)now had better fortified the ouer. 19 
throwne {conſe;and ſo wel had preparedeuery thing for defence,that it was impoſ; 
ſible for any valourfrs within, copreuaile. Yer things were performed by Anaxini 
beyond the credirc of thecredulous.For thriſe (valiantly followed by his brothers) 
did he ſer vp his banner vpon the rampire of the enemy:though chriſe again by che 
multirude, and aduantage of rhe place, bur eſpecially by che comming of three val i; 
antKnights,he were driuen downe againe. Numbers there were tharday, whoſe 
deathesand ouerthrowes were exculed by the wellknowneſword of Anaxim:but 
thereftby the length of rime & iiniury of Hiſtorians, haue been wrapped vpin dark 
forgerfulnes: only Tref/ennins is ſpoken of, becauſe when all ned cheplace, 
heonly made head to A»axis;gtilihaving loſt one of his lcgs,yer not loſtcheharcof 4 
fighting, Lycwrgw ( ſecond brother ro Anuexiss) cruelly miurchercd himz .Anaxim 
himſelfedi(dainingany furthertodealewich him. |;  _ | 
But ſo far had A»axresar the third time preuailed,that now the Buſiſians began to 

let cheir couragedeſcend co their feer, Baſilims, & Philanax in vaine Rtriuing with re- 
uerence of authority to bridle cheflighe af aſtoniſhment, and co teach Feare dilcre-1j 
tion :ſo that Amphiales, ſeeing Viftory ſhewduch a flattering countenanceto him, 
came out with all his force ; hoping chat day-w\end the ſiege. .. - 

But that fancie alrered quickly by the-ſudden comming to, the other ſide of 
three Knights, whereof the one was in whitearmour, the other in grecne, and the 
third by his blacke armour and: device ſtteight.knowne.to be the notable Knight, 3) 
who the firſt day had giuen Fortune ſoſhoxt. a Roppe.with his notable deeds and 
fighting hand to hand che deemed inuincible, Ymphiains.. For the very cowards no 
ſooncriaw him,burtas borrowingſomeofhis ſpirit,they went like young Eagles to 
the pray, vnder the wing of their damme.' For the three aduencurers; not content 
to keepethem from their rampire, leaptdoewne among them, and entered intoaz5 
braue combare with the three valiant brothers. But ro whether ſide Fortune would 
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retrairetobe ſounded, fearing tealt hismen following ouer-carnefily, might be the 
loflcofchoſe excellent Knightswhom he deſired co know. Theknightsas ſooneas: 
they heardrthe retraire (cthoughthey were eagerly ſer, knowing that courage with- 
out diſcipline is ncarer beaftlines then man-hood)drew backe their ſwords;though 
5 hungry of morebloud: elpecially cheblackknight, who knowing 4mwphialuscould 
notrefraine to cell him, that this was the ſecond time he eſcaped our ofhis hands; 
bartharhe would ſhortly bring hima bill of all che formeraccounts. amyphialus ſee- 
ingit@rrorerirc allo(moſt of his people being hurt, both in bodiesand harts) with- 
dtew himlelfe, with ſo wallieaced a reloJution, that it was as far fromanger,as from 
1- diſmayedneſſc; anſwering nootherco theblacke knights threats, burthat when he 
broughe him hisaccount,heſhould find a good pay-maiſter. hb 
:'T he fighrbeing ceafſed andeach ſide withdrawne withintheir ſtrengths, Baſihbvs 
ſont Phbrlanaxioemertaine the ſtrange knights, and tobring them mnro him, thathe 
might acknowledge what honor wasduetorthcir verrue,But they excuſed thEfelues, 
15:deſiringro be knowne firſt by cheirdeeds,beforetheir names ſhold accuſerheir vn- 
worthineſſe:and though che other replied according as they deſerued, yer (finding 
that:ynwecomcurtelieisa degree of injuric) he ſuffered chem to retirerhemſelues 
roatentof cher owne without checampe, where they keptthemſelues ſecret : Phi- 
lanas himfclfe being called away coanother ſtrange knight; ſtrangenoronly by the 
2pynlookedfornefieof his comming, bucby the ſtrange mannerofhis comming. 
Forhe had before him foure damolcls,& ſo many behind him,all vpon palfrayes 
andail apparclled in mourning weeds;cach ofthema ſeruantofeach ſide, with like 
lucrics of ſorrow, Himſeclfe in an armour, all painted over withſuch'a cunning of 
ſhadow,thatic repreſented agaping ſepulcher, the furniture of his horſe was all of 
25:Cypreſſe braunches: wherewithin old rimethey were wontto drefle graues. His 
Baſes ( which he ware fo long, as they camealmoſt co his ankle) were embrodered 
ancly with blacke wormes, which ſcemed co crawlevp and downe, as ready alrea- 
die co deuoure him. In his ſhield for 1wpreſa, he had a beautifall child, but having” 
two hcads; whereon cheone ſhewed, that it was already dead :rheotheraline, buc 
;Einchar caſe, neceſſarily looking for death. The word was, No way to bee rid from 
death, but by death. + We 4s 
- This Knight ofche tombe (for ſo the ſouldiersrermed him) ſent to Beſts ro 
demaund leaucto ſend ina domoſell into the towne, to call our Amphialus, accor- 
ding as beforetime ſome others had done. Which bring graunted ( as glad an 
35:would vndertakethe charge, which no bodie elſe in that campe was knowne'wil- 
ling ro do)che damolell went in, & hauing with tearesſobbed outabraue challenge 
ro 4mophialas,from the knight ofthe Tombe, Amphbialus, honourably entercaining 
the: Gentlewoman, and deſiring to knowe the knights name { which the dolefull 
Geatlewoman would nor diſcoucr) accepted thechallenge,onely defiting the Gen- 
4otlewoman to fay thus much to the ſtrange knight from him , that if his minde 
0 awercliketo histitle,there were morecauſeof aftinity,thcn enmity betweenechem. 
And chereforepreſently (according ashe was wont) as ſoone ts he perecindd the 
knight ofche Fombe, with his Damoſcls and Iudge, was comeinro che lland; hee 
atfo wenr ouer in accuſtotned maner: 261d yer for the curceſicof hisharure , deſtred 
4 toſpeake withhim, 7" CELERY 
> - Butche Knight of che Tombe, withſilence, and drawing hisHotſe backe,ſhewed 
no will to hare, nor ſpexke:buc with Launce on thigh, made himknowe, it was 
firte for him ro go to theother endeoft _—_—_— whence waytingcheſtarr of 7 | 
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vaknowne Knight, helikewiſe made his ſpurres claime haſte of his horſe. Burwhen 
his ſtaffe wagin his reſt , comming downe to mcete vvich the Knight , nowverie 
neere him, &percciued the Knight had miſt his reſt : whereforethe curreous Am- 
pbialus would not ler his Launce deſcend ; but with a gallant grace, ran overche 
head of his thercin friended enemy : and hauing Nopped his horſe, and withthe 5 
turning ofhim, bleſſed his ſight with che VVindow vvhere hee thought Philorles 
might ſtand, he perceived the knight had iighted from his horſe, and. chrowne a» 
way his Raffe,angry with his misfortune, as of having miſt his reſt, and drawgghis 
ſwordto make that ſupply his fcllowes faulr. He allo lighted, and drew his-fword, 
eſteeming vitory with aduantage, rather robbed then purchaſed zand ſo the other 1, 
comming eagerly roward him; he wich his ſhield our,and ſwordalofr, with more 
bravery chenanger,drew vnto himzand ſtraight made theirſwords ſpeak for them 
a prettic while with cquall fierceneſſe, But 4-»phiales (ro whom theearth broughe

Pameles determination was 15 
builc vpon ſo braucarocke, thatno ſhotof hers could reachvmo it: and Philecies 
(though humbly ſeated) was fo inuironcd with ſweet riuers ofclearvertue,as could 
neither be battered, nor vndermincd : her witty perſwaſions had wiſe anſwers; her 
eloquence recompenced with ſweerneſle; her threatnings repelled with diſdaine 
in the one, and patienccin the ochcrs her gifts cicher notaccepred, oraccepred. to 29 
obey, but not to bind. SoasCerropia in nature violent, cruell, becauſe ambitious

T herefore her adviſe was, ſhe ſhould cauſe Zelmane to comeand ſpeake 
with #hilocles.For there being uch vchemency offriendſhip between them, it was 
40 moſtiikely boch co moue Zelmane to perlwade, & Phileclearo be perfwaded. Cetro- 
-. piatiked well of che counſel, and gaue order to thefame woman ro go dealetherein 
with Zelmane,&roa(ſare her with oth, that Cecropia was derermitied Philorlea ſhold 
paifethe tatne way thac Pamels had done, without ſhe cid yeeldro farishie the excre- 
miry:of herlohnesaffeAi6: which the woman did,adding cheredriro many (as ſhe 
45 thought)good:reafonsro make Zelmmnerthinke 4mphialus a fic match for Philocles. 
BurZelmane (who had from time to rinie vaderſtood the cruel dealing they had 
vicd fo the ifſters;&now had her owneyes wounded with tho fightof ones death) 
wasfs confuled withal (hercourage ſtil rebelling againſther wic,defiring Rill ber |

force r0 doimposſible macters) that as her deſire was iopped with power; ſoher

Bur novv Phileeleas each (a yyprd able romprſhallall tim 5; | 
rhovghts in orde1) being come roo ſhort a pyins cicherwich ſmall delay co beſuf- 
frcd,or by .che giuing her ſclte toanotherto bepreutneed, ſhe wasdriuentochinke 
and ro deſire ſome lealure of chinking:which the womangrantedfarghacnight vn- 
ro her. A night that was not halfc ſo blacke, as her mindei nor halfe ſo ſilence, azwas 
fi for her muſing thoughts. Ax laſt, he thac would fain demglebantely loſachou- 16 
ſandliucs for herſake, could not find in his heart, char ſhe ſhould Jaole-any life for 
ber owne fake; and hethardeſpiled his ownedeatb in reſpcRt ofhongur, yer could 
well nic diſpence vvich honour ic ſelfe in reſpeR of Philocless death: foroncethe 
thought could notenter into his heart, nor che breathiflae oucof hismouth, which 
could conſent to Philocleas death for any bargaine. Then how ropreuent thenexe i5 
degree to dearh(which was her being poſſeſtby another) was the poinc of his minds 
labotit:ahd in that he found noocher way, but char Philocles ſhould pretenda yeel- 
ding vnto Cecropias requeſt zand ſo by ſpeaking with Ampbialas, and making faire 
(bur delaying) promilcs, procure liberty for Zelmene3 who only wilht butrocome 
bya (word, nordoubting then codeſtroy themall, and deliver Fhilgrles:lolittledid 29 
both the men,and their forces ſeemein her cies, looking downvpon them from the 
high ws of affetions tower. - 1 | 
Wichthar minde therefore ( bur firſt well bound) ſhe was brought co Phulecles, 
hauing already plotted out in her conccie, how ſhee would deale vvith her: and (o 
came ſhe with heartand eyes, which did cach ſacrificeeicherro Love vpon the altar 25 
of Sorrow :and there had ſhe the pleafing diſplealing (ight of Philecles : Philectes, 
whom already che cxtream ſenceof ſorrow had broughtco adulnestherin,her face 
not withour tokens that beautic had becne by manie miſeries cruellic battered, and 
yet ſhewed it moſt theperfeRion of char beautie , vvhich could remaine vnouer- 
throwne by ſuch cnemics.But when Zelwane was ſer down by her,andthe women 30 
oneawaie (becauſc ſhe might be the beter perſwaded when nobody was by,thar 
heard her ſay ſhe would not be perlwaded) then began firſt cheeyes to ſpeake, 
and the hearts to crie out: Sorrow a while would needes ſpeake his owne language 
. without vſingtheir tongues to be hisinterpreters. Arlaſt Zelmape brake ſilence, bur 
ſpake wich che onely cloquence of amazement: fora!l her long mechodizedorati- 35 
on was inhericed onely by ſuch kinde of ſpeeches.

25 labour:and then Zelmane warned by their preſence,fel againe to perſwade; though 
ſcarcely her ſelfe could tell what ; bur inſuryme, deſirous of delayes.Bur Philoeles, 
ſweerly continuing conſtanc, and in the end puniſhing her importunicie wich fi- 
lence, Zelmane was faine to end. Yet crauing another rims conference, ſhe obtrati- 
ned ir,and diuerſe others; tillat the laſt Ceryopia found ir was tono purpoſe, &ther- 3 

30 foredetermined to follow her owne way. Zelmane yet ſtilldeſirousro win (by any *

Ly- 19 
curgus,who wasin the diſpoſitionof his nature hazardouſe, & by the lucky paſsing 
through many dangers,growne confident in himſelfe,wenetoward her, ratheras to 

a ſpoyle,then oa fight; ſo farre from feare,that hisaſluredneſle dildained rohope. 
Bur when her ſword made demonſtrations aboue all flatterie of arguments, and 
thathe found ſhe preaſt ſo vponhim , as ſhewed char her courage ſprang notfrom 1 ; 
blinde deſpaire, bur was guarded both with cunningand ſtrength: ſclfe-loue then 
firſtin him divided it ſelfe from vain-glory, and made him findethat the world of 
worthineſſc had not his whole Globe compriſed in his breaſt, butthatit was necel- 
ſaric ro haue ſtrong reliſtance againſt ſo ſtrong aſſailing. And ſo betweene them, for 

a few blowcs, Mars himſelfe might haue beenedelighted to looke on. But Zelmane, 2; 
who knew thatin hercaſeſlowncſſeof vitory was little betterthen ruine, wichche 
bellowes of hate, blew the fire of courage ; and he ſtriking a maine blow at her head, 
ſhe warded it with the ſhield,bur ſo warded, that the ſhield was cut in two pieces 
whileic protected her:and withallſhe ranin co him,& thruſtingat his breaſt, which 
he put by wich his Target, as he was lifting vp his ſword to ſtrike againe, ſheler fall 5 
the piece of her ſhield, and with her left hand catching his (word of the inſide of 
the pommell, with nimbleand ſtrong ſlight , ſhee had gorten his {word out of his 
hand, before his ſenſe could convey to his imagination what was to bee doubted. 
And having now two ſwords againſt one ſhield, meaning not foolifhly co be vn- 
gratcfull co good fortune, while he was no moreamazcd with his being vnaweapo- 36 
ned,then with the ſuddennels thereof, ſhe gaue him ſuch a wound vpon his head,in 
deſpite of the ſhiclds ouer-weake reſiſtance,that wichall he fell rothe ground, aſto- 
niſhed with the pain,andagaſt with feare. But ſeeing Zelmane ready toconclude her 
victory in hisdeath, bowing vp his head to her,witha countenance that had forgor- 
ten all pride, Enoughexccllent Lady,faid he,the honor is yours; whercof you ſhall 35 
wantthe beſt witneſſe, if you kil me. As you haue taken from men the glory of man- 


hood,returne ſo now againeto your owneſex,for mercy. I will redecme my life of 


you with no ſmall ſeruices for I will vadertake ro make my brother obey all your 
commandements.Grant life,I beſccchyou,for your own honor, & for the perſons 
ſake that you loue beſt. Zelmare repreſta while her great heart, either diſdaining to 45 
becruelor pitiful, & cherfore not crucl:& now the image of the humane condition, 
began co be an Orator vnto her of cGpaſsion, when ſhe ſaw,as he lifred vp hisarmes 
with aſuppliantsgrace,about oneof them, vnhappely rycd, a garter with a jewell, 
w® (giuento Pyroclesby his aunt of Theſ/alia,and greatly cfteemed by him) he had 
preſented to Philoclea,& with inward rage promiſing extreame hatred,had ſeen Ly- 45 
curgus witha proude force, & not without ſom hurt vmto her, pull away from Phils- 
clea,becauleat intreaty ſhe would not give it him. Burthe ſight of thar was like acy- 
pher,ſignifyingallcheiniuries w** Philoclea had of him uffred , & char remEbrance 
feeding 
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Arcadia. L1# III. 
Thus far the worthy Auchor had reviſed or inlarged that firſt wrirten Arcadia bf 
his, which onely paſled from hand to hand, and was mer pritted:having a purpoſe 
likewiſe to haue new ordercd, augmented, and concluded the reſt, had he not bene 
prevented by vatymely death. So thacall which followeth here of this Work,remay- 
ncdas it was done and ſent away in ſeuerdll looſe ſheets (becing neverafter 1eview- 
ed.nor ſo much as ſcencall rogerher by himſelf”) withourany certaine diſpoſition ot 
rfe& order, Yer for thatir was his, howſoeuer depriued of the juſt graceit ſhould 
now had,was held roo good to beloſt:& therefore with muchlabor were the beſt co» 
herencies,thar could be gathered our of thoſe (cattted papers, made ;and afterwards 
rinced as now ir is , onely by hir Noble care to whoſe deare hand they were firſt 
commirred, and for whoſe delight and interraynement only vnderraken. 

VVhat concluſion ir ſhould haue had, or how far the Work haue bene extended 
{hadir had his laſt hand thereunto) was onely knowne to his owne ſpiric, where 
_—_ admirable Images were (and no whereelle) crobeecaſt. E- 

d herewearelikewile vtterly depriued of the relation how this combat ended; 
and how the Ladies by diſcouery of the approching forces were delivered and 
reſtored to Bafilizs : how Dorws returned to his old maſter Dametas : all which vnfor- 
cunare mayme we muſt becontcncto ſuffer with thereſt;

5 of deaths Ampaſladours. - Bur neither chat ſtayed Zelmanes hand , nor yet Auaxius 
cric vnto her; who hauing made faſt che iron gate, cuenthen came tothe toppe ot 
the ſtaires, when,contrary coall his imaginations, he ſaw his brother lic at Zelmanes - 
mercy. T herefore crying,promifing,& threatningto herto hold her hand: the laſt 
rone of his brother wastheonly antwer he could get to his vnreſpetedeloquence. 

I0 Bur then Pitie would faine haue.drawne teares , which Furic in their ſpring drycd ; 
and Anger would fainc haueſpcken, but that Diſdainſcaledvp his lippes: but in his 
heart he blaſphemed heaven, thac ic could haue ſucha powerouer him 3 no leſle a- 
ſhamedof the vitory he ſhould have of her, then of his brothers oucrthrow : and 
no more ſpiced that it was yet vnreucnged, then that thereuenge ſhould be no grea- 

15 ter chena womans deſtruQtion. Therefore wichne ſpeech, but ſucha groning crye 
as often isthe language of ſorrowful anger, he came runningat Zehmunezvicot figh- 
ting then ſeruing in ſtead of patient con(tderation whatrodoe. Guided cherewith, 
though he did nor wich knowledge, yet did he according ro knowledge , preſsing 
vpon Zelmane in ſuch a well defended manner,thac inall the combats that ever the 
20 had foughr,ſhe had neuer morenced ofquicke ſenſes,and ready vercue. For being 
one of che greateſt men of ſtature thenliuving; as hee did fully aaſwere that ſtature 

in greatneſle of might :{o did he excecd both in greatneſle of courage, which wich 
acouncenance formed by the nature both of his mindeand body,toanalmoſt hor- - 
rible fierceneſſe, was able to haue carried feare toany minde, that was not privieto 

25 itſelfe ofa trueand conſtant worthineſle. ' But Pyrocles, whoſe ſoule might well be 
ſeparatcd from his body , bur neuer alienated from the remembring of what was 
comely,if atthe firſt hedid alictle apprehend the dangerouſneſſc of his aducrlary, 
whom once before he had ſomething tryed , and now perfealy awe, as the very 
pifture of forcible fury : yer was that apprehenſionquickly ſtayedin him,rather 
zo ſtrengthening then weakning his vertue, by that wreſtling ; like wine, growing the 
Aronger by being moued. Sothat they both, preparedin hearts, and able in hands, 
did honour (olitarineſſe there wich ſuch a combat , as might hane demaunded, as 

a right of fortune, whole armies of beholders. Bur no beholders needed there, 
where man-hood blew the T rumper, and fatisfation did whert as muchas glorie. 

35 Therewas ſtrengthagainſt nimbleneſle; rage againſt reſolucion fury againſt ver- 
ruez confidence againſt courage; pride againſt nobleneſſe : love in both, bree- 
ding mutuall hacced,and deſire ofteuenging the injuries of his brothers ſlaughter, 

to Anaxius, being like Philocleas captiuity to Pyrocles, Who had (cene the one, 
would haue thought nothing could haue reſiſted : who had marke the other, would 
40 have maruelled that theother had ſolong refiſted. But like two contrary tides,cy- 
therof which arcable to carrie worlds of ſhips, & men vpon them , with ſuch (wift- 
neſle, as nothing ſcemes able ro withſtand them: yer meeting one another, with 
mingling their watrie forces , & ſtrugling rogether;itislong co ſay whether ſtream 
gers the victory : ſo betweene theſe, if Pallas had beene there , ſhee could (carce- 
45 ly haue tolde, whether ſhe had nurſed berterin the feates ofarmes. T he Iriſh Grey- 
hound againſt the Engliſh Maſtiffe: the Sword-fiſhagainſt the Whale: che Rhino- 
ccros againſt che Elephant, might be models, and bur models of this combat. -4-- 
nvaxius was better armed defenſiuely : for (beſide a ſtrong caske brauely coucred, 

| wherc- 
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wherewith hecouercd his head) he had a huge ſhield, ſuch perchance, as Achikes 
ſhewed tothe palc wallesof T roy,wherewithall that great body was couercd. Bur 
Pyrocles,vterly vnarmed fordefence, to offend had theaduincage : for, in eycher 
hand he hada(word,& with both hands nimbly performed that office. And accor- 
dingasthey were diuerſly furniſhed, fo didcheydifferin che manner of fighting : ; 
for Anaxius moſt by warding,and Pyrocles oftneſt by auoiding, reſiſted the aduerla- 
ricsaffault. Both haſty ro cnd,yer both ofcen Raying for aduantage. Time, diſtance, 
and morion,cuſltome made them ſo perfe& in, thatas ifrhey had bin fellow Coun- 
ſellers,and norencmics, each knew the others minde, and knew how ro prevent it, 
Soas their ſtrength failed them ſooner then their skill, and yec cheir breach fayled 10 
them ſooner chen their ſtrength, And breathleſle indeed they grew, before eyther 
could complaine ofany loſle of bloud. | 

Sorthat conſenting by the mediation of neceſsity,toa breathing time of truce, be- 
ing withdrawnealictle one from the other, An4x:m ſtood leaning vpon his (word, 
with hisgrimme eyeſo ſcrtled vpon Zelmane,as is wont robe thelookeofan earneſt i 5 
thought. Which Zelmare marking, andaccordingrto the Pyroclean nature, fuller 
of gay brauerie in the mid(t,chen in che beginning of danger : Wha is ic (ſaid ſhe) 
CAnaxins,that thou ſo deeply muſeſton?: Doth thy brothers example make thee 
chink of chy fault 9 thy comming puniſhment? I thinke(ſaid he)whacſpite- 
full god it ſhould be, who enuying my gloric, hath brought me coſucha wayward 1, 
caſe,tharneyther thy death can bea reuenge, nor thy. ouerthrowe a vitory. Thou 
 docſt wellindeed (ſaid Zelmane) to.impute thy caſerothe heauenly prouidence, 
which will haue thy pride findeir ſelfe (cueninthat whereof chou arrmoſt proud) 
puniſhed by che weake ſexe which thou moſt contemneſt. 

Bur hen, hauing ſufficiently reſted themſclucs, they renewedagaine their com- 2 
bat, farre moreterrible then before; like nimble vaulters,who at the firſt and ſecond 
leape doe bur ſtirre,and (as it were) awakethe fiery and ayrie parts , which after in 
cheorher leapes they doc with more excellencicexerciſe. For in this pauſing, each 
had brought to histhoughts the maner of the others fighting,and the aduantapes, 
which by chat,and by che quality of their ap__ they might workethemſclucs; 
and ſo againe repeated the lefſon they had ſaid before, more perfeQly, by the vſing ** 
of it._Anaxius oftner vied blowes, his huge force (as itwerc) moredelighting ther- 
in,andthe large protection of his ſhield animating bim vncoit. Pyrocles,of a more 
fine and deliver ſtrength , watching his time when to giue fic thruſts; as, with the 
quicke obeying of his body , to his eyes quicke commandement, he ſbunned any 
harme Anaxius could doto him : ſo would he ſoon haue made anend of Anaxius,it 3) 
he had not found hima man of wonderfull, &almoſt matchleſleexcellency in mat- 
ters ofarms. Pyroclesvied diuers faynings to bring Anaxius on intoſom inconueni- 
encc: but Anaxiws keeping a ſound manner of fighting , never offered bur lecing 
fairecauſc ,and then followed it with well gouerncd violence. Thus (pentthey a 
great time,ſtriuing codo, and with ſtriuing todo, wearying themſclues morechen 4 
with che very doing : Anaxiw finding Zelmaene ſo neare vnro him, char with licrle 
. motion he mightreach her , knicting all his ſtrength cogether, archartime manly 

foynedat her face. But Zelmane ſtrongly purting it by with her right hand ſword, 
comming in with her left foore and hand, would haue giuen a ſharpe viſitation oy 
hisright {ide,bucchac he was faineco leape away.VWhereat aſhamed, (as having ne- 
 ucr done ſo much beforeia bis life.) .

Rifie with the wringing Ze/mane faſtby the hand , cloſing her eyes, and letting her IF 
head fall; as if ſhe would giue her to know , ſhe was not ignorant of her fault, al 
though ſhe were tranſported with the violence of herevil. Butin thistriple agrees 
mentdid the day ſecme tedious of all fides, till his never erring courſe, had gi- 
uen place tothe nights ſucceſsion : Andthe ſupper by each hand hafted , was with 
no leflc ſpced cndcd,, when Gynecia preſenting a heavie ſleepineſle in ker cout» 4, 
tenance, brought vþ both Beſilius and Zelmane to ice Philoclea , (till keeping her 
bed, and farremore ſickein'mind then bogie, and moregrieucd then comforted 
with any ſuch viſitation , T hence Zelmane wiſhing eaſefull reſt to Philoclea, did

Andwith the ending ofher wordes , fhethrewoff her mantell, not 
gluing Gywecis any fpace to take the full image of this new chaunge into her 4 q 
cie. Bur ſecing no readic obieQion againſt it in her hearc, and knowing that 
there was no time then ro ſtand long diſputing ; beſides remembring the giver 
wastoorder the maner of his gift , yeelded quicklie to this conceir, indeed nor

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among the ſmalleſt cauſes , rickled thereunto by a certaine wanton deſire, that hef 
husbands deceit might be the more notable. In this ſort did Zelmane nimbly diſt- 
raying her ſelfe, poſleſſe Gynecias place, hiding her headin ſucha clolemaner., ag 
gricuousand ouerwatched (icknetle is wont toinuitetoir ſelfe the (olace of fleepe; 

5 And of theother ſideche Queene putting on Zelmanes ourmoſt apparell , went fiſt 
inco hercloſer, there quickly to beautihie her ſelfe with the beſt and ſweereRt nighe 
deckings. But there caſting an haſty cye ouer her precious things, whichever ſince 
Zelmanes comming , her head otherwiſe occupied had{ left vnigene, ſhe hapned to 
ſee a bottle of gold, vpon which downealong were graued theſe verics:

Sherememibred thebortle, foric had bene kept of long timeby thekings of Cys 
15 27, asathing of rarcvertuc, and goes co her by het thocher , when ſhe being ve- 
© rie young maried co her husband of much greater age, her mother perſwaded it 
was of propertieto force loue with loue effefts, had-made a precious preſent of ic 
tO this her beloued child, though ir had bene recelnedrathir by tradition to baue 
ſuch aqualicie, chen by any approued experiment. This Gyxecta {according to the 
30 common diſpoſition, not only (though eſpecially ) ofwives, but of all other kinds 
_ of people, notto eſteememuchones owne, butrothinkerhetabour loſt, employed 
abour it) had neuercared togiueto her husband, bur ſuffered his affeftionto run 
according<o his owneſcope. Bur now that loue of her particulat choiſe had awa- 
ked her ſpirits, and perchance the veric vnlawfulnefſe of ic bad alittle blownethe 
25 coale ; among her othet ornaments with glad mind ſhe tooke moſt'part of rhis li- 
uor, pucting ic intoa faire cup, all ſer with diamohds for whac dates nor logevn- 
ertake, armed with che night , and prouoked wichluſt? And this downe ſheweng 
tothe Caue-ward, guided onely by the Moones faire ſhining , ſuffering no other 
choughr to have any familiarity with her braines, burthat which did preſent vnto 
50 hera piture ofheraprochingcontentment. Shechar had long diſdained this ſolitary 
life her husband had entred into, now wiſhed it much more ſolicarie , ſo ſhe mighr 
only obtainethe private preſence of Zelmane. Shethat before would not haue gone 
ſo farre, eſpeciallic by night, and toſodarkea place, now tooke a pridein the lame 
courage, and framed in her mind a pleaſure our of the paineir {elfe. Thus with 
35 thicke doubled paſes ſhe went to the Caue ; receiuingrto her ſelf, for her firſt con- 
rencment, the only lying where Zelmane had done'z whoſe pillowfhe kiſt a thou- 
fand times, for hauing born che princof that beloued head. And fo keeping with 
panting heart her travelling fancies fo atrentiue, that the wind could ſtirze no- 
thing, but that ſhe ſtirred her ſelfe, as if.it had bene the paſe of the longed for Zel- 
40. mane , ſheekept her ſide of the bed ; defending onely and cheriſhing the other (ide 
with herarme, tillaftera while waiting , counting with her ſelfe how many ſteppes 
werebetwixt the Lodge andthe Caue, and ofc accuſing 7elmare of morecurious 
ſtay then needed, ſhe was viſited with anvnexpeRed gueſt. 
For Baſilius, after his wife was departed toher faincd repoſe, as long as heere- 
45 mayned with bis daughter, ro givehis wife time of 'vnreadying herſelfe, ic was ca- 
ſily ſeeneir was a verie thorny abodehetnade there: andthe diſcourſes with which 
hc entertained his daughter , not vnlike to thole of earneſtplayers, when?inthe 
middeſt of rheir game, trifling queſtions be putvntothem, hiseyes Rill lookin 
Hh 3 about; 
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about, and himfelfe till changing places begin to ſpeake of athing, and breake ic 
off before it werehalfe done. To any ſpeech Philocleas miniſtred vato him, with a 
ſodaine ſtartingand caſting vp bis head, make an anſwer farre out of all Grammer: 

2 cerraine deepe muſing, and by and by out of it : vncertaine motions, vnſtayed gra- 
ces. Haning-borne out che limic of a reaſonable timewith as much paineas might 
be, he came. darkeling into his chamber, forcing himſelfe co tread as ſoftly as hee 

' could, Burthemorecurious he was, the more he chought euery thing creaked vn- 
der him: and his mind beingour of the way with another thought, and his eyes nor 
ſeruing his turne inchat darke place, Coffer or Cupbord hemet, onefaluted 
his ſhinnes , another kis elbowes : ſometimes readie in revenge to ſtrike chem a- 19 
gaine with his face. Till at lengeh, fearing hiswife were norfullie aſleepe, he came 
lifting vp thecloathes as gentlyas( Ithinke) poore Pandid, when, in ſteed of Joles 
bed hecameinco the rough embracings of Hercules ; and laying himſelfe downe, as 
renderly as anew Bride, reſted awhile witha verieopeneare, to markeeach breach 
of his {uppoſed wife. And ſometimes he himſelfe would yeeld a long fetched 15 
figh., .ascbough thar.had bene a muſikero draweon another toſleep, ill within a 
verielitle while, with the otherparties well counterfeit ſleepe( who was as willing 
eo be rid of him as he was to be gone thence) aſſuring himſelfe hee left all fafe 
there, inthefame-order ſtale our againe, and putting on his night gowne, with 
much groping and ſcrambling, he gat himſelfe out of che litle houſe, and then 24 
did the Moone-light ſerue to guide his feet. Thus with agrear deale of paine, did 
Bafilius goto her whome he fled, and with much cunning left theperſon for whom 
he had employedall his cunning. But when Bafi/;zs was oncegotten (as he thought) 
intoa clearecoaſt, whar ioy he then made, how each thing ſeemed vile in his ſight, 
in compariſon of his fortune, how farre already he deemed himielfe inthe chiefe 25 
tower of his deſires, it were tedious to tell : once his. heart could not chooſe bur 
yeeld chisſong, asa fairing of his contentment.

And like a right old beaten {ouldiour, that knew well enough 
the greateſt Captayncs do neuer vic Jong Orations , when it comes to the very 
point of execution, as ſoone as he was gotten into the Caue, andto the joyfull 
5 (though ſilent )expeQationof Gywecia, come cloſe tothe bed, never recking his p10- 
miſeto looke for nothing but conference, he lept intotharfſide reſerved fora more 
welcome gueſt. And laying his louingſt hold vpon Gyxecia: O Zelmave, ſaid he, ctn- 
brace in your favor this humble cruant of yours: hold within me my heart, which 
pants to leauehis maiſterro come vnto you. In what caſe poore Gyneria was, when 
10 ſhe knew the voice, andfelt the bodie of her husband, faire ladies , it is berter to 
knowe by imaginacion then experience. For ſtreight was het tminde affaulted, 
y wich the being depriued of her. vnquenched deſire, bur principalliewith the 
doubr.hat Ze/mane had betrayed her to herhusband ,. beſides the renewed ſting of 
icalouſie, what in the meane time might befal her daughter. Bur of theother ſide , her 
loue with a fixed pcrſwafion ſhe had , raught ' her to ſecke all-reaſon of hopes:

And thctein thought beſt before diſcouering of her ſcife , to marke the behaviour 
of her husband ; who, both indeedesand wordes ſtill vſing her, astaking her robe 
Zelmane, made Gynecia hope that this might be Baſilius owneenterprile, which 
Zelmane had not ftayed,-leaſt ſhe ſhoulddiſconer the marter which might be per- 
20 fourmed atanother time.

tenance betwixt her and Zelmane, all comming together into hermind, which was 
loath to condemne it ſelfeof an viter overthrow, made her frame herſelfe, not tru-

had found verie gentle and ſupple-minded Zelmane; which he good man making 
full rcckening of, did meltinas much gladneſſc as ſhee was opprefled with divers 
Bur Pyrocles who had ar this preſent nomoreto play thepart of Zelmane, ha- 
10 uing ſo naturally meaſured the maner of his breathing, 'that Baſi/ivus madenodoube 
of his ſound ſleeping , andlainea' preatie while with a quiet vnquietneſle roper- 
forme his enrendedenterpriſc, as ſoone as by the debate berwixt Bafilzus fhinnes 
fat he had fully left the Lodge: after 


him went he with ſtealing ſteps , hauing his ſword vnder his arme (till doubting

ioy, ſo well found hethat extremitie is not withouta certaine ioyfull paine, by ex» 
ending the heart beyond his wonted limits, and by ſo forcible a holding all the 
ſenſesroone obieR, that it confounds their mutuall working, not withouta char- 
ming kind of rauiſhing them , from the free vieof their ownefunAtion. Thusgric- 
uedonely with roo much gladnefle , being come rothe doore which ſhould bethe 15 
entriero his happineſſe, he was mer with the latterend of a ſong, which Philoclea = 
likea folitaric Nightingale, bewailing her guilclefle puniſhment, and helplefle miſ- 
fortune, had newly .deliuered ouer, meaning none ſhould be iudgeof her pasfion, 
burther owne conſcience. The ſong hauing bene accorded to a {iweetly playd on 
Lute, contained theſe verſes, which ſhe had lately wich ſome arc curiouſly wrigen, 4,

Bur Pyrocles; that had heard bis name accuſed, &codemned by the mouth, which 
of allche world, and morethen all the world, he moſt loued: had then cauſe enough 
$@call his mindeto his home, & wich the moſt haſtehe could (for true loue feares I5 
the acadenc of aninſtant) ro-march the excuſing of bis fault, with declaration of 
his arrand thicher: And therefore blownevp & downe with as many contrary paſ- 
fjons, as«£0/5ſcnt out windes vpon the Troian reliques, guided vp6 theſea by the 
valiant «/&nces; he went into her chamber with ſuch'apaſe as reverent fearedoth 
teach, where kneeling downe, & hauing prepareda long diſcourſe for her, his eyes 2, 
wereſo filled with her ſight, that asif they would haverobbed all their fellowes of 
their ſeruices, both his hart fainted, and hiscoung fayledin ſuch fort, that he could 
notbring forth one word, bur referred her vnderſtanding to his eyes language. Bur 
ſhein extremiticamarzed to {ce him there, at ſo vnduea ſeaſon; &afhamed thar her 
beautifull body made ſo naked a proſpeR, drawing in herdelicatelimmes into the 25 
weake guard of the bed, and preſenting in her facero him ſucha kinde of pitifull 
anper, as might ſhew,this was only a fault,therfore becauſe ſhe hada former grudge 
ymohim,turning away her face from him-ſhe thus ſaydvnto him: O Zelmaneor Py- 
recles, (for whethernameT vie it much skils nor, ſince by the one I was firſt deceined 
& by the other now betrayed ) what ſtrange morionistheguideofrhy cruel minde 30 
hicher 2 Doſt thou-nor chinke the day corments thouhaſtgiuen me ſufficient, bur 
that-chou- doeſt enuie me the nights quier? Wilt thou giue my (orrowes no truce, 
but by making me (ce before mine cyes how much Þ haue loſt, offer me due cauſe of 
cdnfirming my plain ? Or isthy hart ſo fullof rancour, that thou doſtdeſiretofeed 
$hine —— the wretched ſpeQacleof thineouerthrowne enemie, & lo to ſarif- 25 
ke che fullmeaſure of thy vndelerued rage, with the receiving into thy fightthe vn- 
relevableruines of my deſolatelife ? 0 Pyrocles, Pyrocles for thine owne vertues lake, 
let: miſeries be:inomuſique vntochee, &becontencto take tothy ſelfe ſome colour 
ofcxcuſe, that choudidſt nor know to wharextremitie thy inconſtancie, or rather 
falſhood hath brought me. Pyrocles co whom ecuery ſyllable ſhe pronounced, was a 40 
thunderbolcto his harr, equally diftraughtberwixtamaſemenc & ſorow, abafhed to 
ſce ſucha ſtop of his deſires, grieued with her paine, but tormented to find himſelfe 
theauthorofir, with quaking lips, & pale cheere, alasdiuine Lady faid he,your diſ- 
pleaſureis ſocontrary co my deſert, & your words (o farre beyondall expettarions, 
char I haueleaſtabilitie now I baue moſt need, co ſpeake in the cauſe ypon which my 45 
life dependeth. For my troth isſo vndoubtedly conſtanr vnco you, my hart is ſo al- 
ſurcda witnefle to ir ſelf:, of his vnſported faith, that having no one thing in me, 
whercour any {uch ſacriledge might ariſe, I haue likewiſe noahing in fo dire a 
| | thing 
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thirigtoſay for _— but ſincereand vehement proteſtations, for inttuth ; there 
may moſt words be ſpent, wherethere is ſomeprobablicie, ro breed of boch lidcs 
conieQural allegations. Bur ſo perteCt arhing as my loue isof you as it ſuffers noque- 
ſtion;ſoir ſeemes toreceiuciniury by addition ofany words vnto it: If my ſoulecould

15 almightie powers,whom I inuoke astriers of mine innocencie, and wirnefles of my 
 welmeaning. Andifcuer my choughts did receiue ſo much asa fainting intheir at= 
fe&ions: if they have not continually with moreand moreardour,fromtimetotime 
purſued the poſleſsion of your ſweeteſt fauour; if euerin that poſleſsion they tecei- 
uedcither ſpor, or falſhood :then let cheir moſt horrible plagues fallvpon me, lee 

+ Mineeyes bedepriued of the lighrwhich did abaſe the heauenly beames that ſtrake 
them, let my falſified coung (crueto no vie but to bemone mine own wretchednes,ler 
my hart impoiſoned with dereſtable treaſon, be the eare of infernall ſorrow, let my 
ſoule with the endleſle anguiſh of his conſcience become his owne tormentor. O 
falſemankind cried out the ſweet Philoclea. How can an impoſtumed hart bur yeld 

25 forthcuil matter by his mouth ? Are oathes theretobe beleeued , whetevowesare 
broke 2 No no, who doth wound the eternall iuſtice of the Gods, cares lircle for abu- 
fing their names: & who in doing wickedly doth not feare due recompecing plagues 
dothlictle fearc that inuoking of plagues, wil make them come evera whictheſoo- 
ner. Butalas whataileth this new conuerſion, have you yet another ſleight ro play, 

42 ordoyou think to deceiue me in Pyrocles forme, as you haue donein Zelmanes? Or 
© rather now you haue betrayed mein borh,is ſomethird ſcxlefr you, into which you 
can transforme your ſclfe ro inueigle my ſimplicitie ? Enioy the conqueſt you 
hauealready wonne : andaſſure your ſelfe you are come to the fartheſt point of your 
cunning. For my part vnkind Pyrocles, - onely defence ſhalbe beleefc of nothing, 

35 my comfort my faithfull innocencic,and the puniſhmenr I deſire of you ſhalbe your 
own conſcience. Philocleas hard perſeucring,in this vniuſt condemnation of him, did 

ſo ouerthroweall the might of Pyrocles minde ( whoſaw that time would not ferve - 
toproue by deeds,and thar the berter words hevied, the more they were ſuſpefted 
of deccitfull cunning.) T hat voideof all counſell, and depriued of allcomfort, 

go finding beſt deſerts puniſhed, and neareſt hopes prevented, he did abandon the 
ſuccour of himſelſe, and ſuffered griefe {o to cloſe his hart, that his breath fayling 
him with a deathfull ſhutting of his eyes, he felldowne at her bed(ide, hauing had 
timetoſay nomore, but oh!whom doeſt thou kill Philoclea? Shetharlittle looked for 
ſuchan excreame cuent of her doings, ſtartout of her bed, like Yenus rifing from 
her mother the ſea,not ſo much ſtricken downe with amazement, and griefe of het 
faulr, aslifted vp with the force of louc and deſireto helpe , ſhelaidefer fairc body 
ouer his breſt,and throwing no other water in his face, but the ſtreame of herteares, 


nor giuing him other blowes bur the kiſsing of her welformed mouth, her onely 
cytes 
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cries wcretheſe lamentations:; O vnfortunate ſuſpicion , ſaid ſhe, the verie meane 
toloſe tharwe moſt ſuſpe& toloſe. O vnkind kindneſſe of mine, which returnes 
animagined wrong with an cffefualliniury. Ofoole ro makequarell my ſupplica- 
tion,or to vie hateasthe mediator of loue: childiſh Phzloclea, haſt thou thrownaway 
the Iewell wherein allthy pride conſiſted ? Haſt thou with roo much haſt overrun 5 
thy ſelfe ? Then would ſhe renew her kifles : And yet not finding the life returne, 
redouble her plaints in this manner: O diuineſoule, ſaid ſhe, whoſe vertue can poſ- 
ſefſenoleſſerhenthe higheſt place in heauen , if for mine eternall plague, thou haſt 
vtterly lefethis moſt ſweer manſion, beforel follow thee with 7hisbes puniſhmenc 
for my raſh vnwarineſle, heare this protcſtarion of mine : Thatasthe wrong I haue 10 
donethce proceeded of a moſt ſincere, bur vnreſiſtable affeion, ſo led with this 
pitifull cxample, ic ſhallendinthe mortall hare of my ſelfe,and (ifit may be) I will 
make my ſoulea tombe of thy memorie. Acthat word with anguiſh of mindeand 
weakneſlſe of bodie encreaſed one by the other, and both augmented by this fearefull 
accident, ſhe had falne downe ina ſound , bur chat Pyrocles then firſt ſevering his 
_ eyeliddes,and quickly apprehending her danger, ro him morethen death, beyond 
all powers ſtriuing to recouer the commandement ofall his powers, ſtayed her from 
falling: andchenlifring the ſweet burthen of her body in hisarmes, laid heragaine 
in herbed. So thacſhe, but chenthe Phylition , was now becomethe patient : and 
he, co whom her weakneſſe had beneſeruicable, was now enforced rodo ſeruice to 4g 
her weakneſſe: which performed by him witch that hartic care which the moſtcare- 
fallloueon che belt loued ſubie in greateſt cxtremitie could employ , prevailed 
ſo farre, that ere long ſhe wasable ( chough in ſtrength exceedingly deiefted ) ro cal 
home her wandering ſenſes, ro yeeld actentionto that herbeloued Pyrocles had to 
dcliuer. Burhelying downeon the bed by her, holding her hand in his, wich ſo kind 25 
an acculing her of vakindnelle, as inaccuſing her he condemned himſelfe, began f16 
point to point co diſcouer vnto her all thar had paſſed berweene his loathed loucrs 
and him. How hehadentertained,&by entertaining decciued, both Baſil;us & Gyne- 
cia :and char wich ſach akind of deceipr, as either might ſee the cauſe in the other, bur 

- neithereſpietheeffeft inthemſelues. Thar all his fauors to them had cendedonely $0 
to makethem ſtrangers to this his ation:&alhis irangeneſleto her,to the final ob- 
taining of herlong promiſed, and now to be performed favor. Which deuile ſeeing 

it had lo well ſucceeded tothe remouing all other hinderances , that onely her reſo- 
lucion remained forthe raking their happic iourny , he coniured her by all theloue 
ſhe hadever borne him , ſhe would make no longer delay topartake with him whar 5 
ſoeuer honors the noble kingdome of Macedon,& alother Euarchus dominions might 
yeeld him, ſpecially ſinceinthisenterprile he had now waded lo far, as hecouldnot 
poſsibly recirehimſelf back, wichout being ouerwhelmed with danger and diſhonor. 
He needed not haue ved further perſwaſion: for thar only coniuraris kad ſo forcibly 
boundal herſpirirs, that could her body haue ſeconded her mind,or her mind haue 40 
ſtrengthened her body, withoutreſpe&tofany worldly thing, but only feare to be a- 
gaine vnkind to Pyrocles, ſhe had condiſcended to go with him.But raiſing her felfea

What an inward diſcontentment ir was. to maiſter Dametas, ro finde hishope of 
35 wealth turned to poor verſes, for which he neuer cared much,nothing candelctibe 
bur either the feeling in ones (elfe che ſtare of ſucha minde Dametas had, orarleaſt 
the bechinking what was Midas fancie, when afterche great pride he conceiued to 
be made Iudge betweene Gods, hee was rewarded with the ornamentofan Aſſes 
cares. Yet the dcepeapprehenſion hee had receiued of luch riches, could norio ſo- 
40 dainly loſe rhe colour that had ſo throughly died his thickebraine,bur that herur- 
nedand coffed thepoore bowellsof cheinnocentearth, till che comming on of the 
nigh, and che rediouineſſe of his fruiclefle labour made him content rachercoexer- 
cile his diſcontentarion ar home chen there. Bur forced he was ( his horſe being 6- 
therwiſc burthened wich digging inſtruments) to returneas hecame, moſt-part of 
45 the way on foot: with ſuch grudging lamentarionsas a nobler minde would (bur 
morenoblie) make forthe loſfle of his miſtretfle. For to far had hee fed his fooliſh 
foule with che expeRation of chat which he reputed feliciry, that he no leſſeaccoun- 
ted him(ſclfe miſerable; then if hee had fallen from ſuch aneftare bis fancie bad 
embra- 
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embraced. Sorthen home againe went Dawetes, puniſhed in conceir,as in conceit he 
haderred.cill he fotind himiclic there from a fancicd loſtefatne ro efſentiall mileric. 
Forcntring intp his houſe three houres before night,in iced of thelightſomcoun- 
tenanceof Pamela,which gaueſuch an inwarde decking to that Lodge, as proudeſt 
palaces mighthauecaule to enuicir ; and of the gratefall connerfation of Dorw:, 5 
whofe witty behauior made thar lonelines ro ſeeme full of good company : in ſteed 
of thc loud icolding of 4/0, and the buſje rumblingypand dowp of Mep/a, which 
choughthey were ſoſhort, as quite contrary tothe others praiſe-worthineife, yer 
were they farre before them in hilling ofa houſe; hee found norhing bura ſolicaric 
darknes: whichas naturally it breeds a kindeof irkiome gaſtfulneſſe, ſo it was to Io 
him a moſtpreſenc terrour, remembring the charge hehad left behinde, which hee 
well knew imported no leſle then his life vaco him. Thetforelightinga candle,there 
was no place a mouſe could haue dwelfed in; but that hee wich quaking diligence 
ſoughtinto, But when he ſaw he could ſee nothing of that he molt cared for, then 
became hethe righe parterne of a wretch deiced with feare : for,crying and how- 15 
ling,knocking bis hcad tothe wall he began co make pirifullcomplaints, whereno 
bodycould hear him: and (with too much dread he ſhould not recouer her)leaue all 
colideration hox to recouer her.Burar length looking like a ſhe goar,when ſhe caſts 
her kid,forvery ſorrow he rookinhis own behalf,ouc ot che Lodge he wentrunning 
as hardas he could;hauing now receiucd the very forme of hanging into his conſ1-20 
deration. Thus running asa manthar would gladly haue run from himſelf, ic was his 
fooliſh fortune rocſpie,by cheglimmering light the moon did then yeeld him,one 
Randingaloframong the boughs of a faire Aſh . Herhac would haue asked counſel! 
at that time ofa dog; caſt vp his face, as if hisrooth had bin drawing:and with much 
bending his ſight, perceiued ic was miſtreſſe Mopſa, fitly ſeated there for her witand 25 
dignitie. T here (1 will not ſay with joy, for how could he taſte of ioy,whole imagi- 
nation was fallen from a palace toa gallowes?) but yer with ſom refreſhing of com- 
fortin hope hee ſhould learne berter ridingsof her : he beganto cry out ;O Mop/z, 
my beloued chicken, heream Ithineowne father Dametas, never inſuch a toward- 
neſſe of hanging, if choucanſt not helpe mce.

Mop/a, 35 
who was now great with childe with the expeQation of her May-game hopes, 
didlongto bedeliucred withthe third time being named. Which by and by follo- 
wed. For Dametas rubbing hisclbow, ſtamping & whining, ſeeing neither of theſe 
takeplace;began.co throw Ronesat her, and withall co coniure her by thename of 
helliſh Mopſe. But when hee had named her the third time, nochimecan more fo- 40 
dainly follow the ſtriking of a clock, then-ſhe,verely chinking it was the God, that 
vſcd her fathers voyce.; throwing her armes abroad , and not conſideringſhee was 
muffled yponſo high atrce,came fluctring downelike a hooded hawke,likeenough 
to have broken her neck;burthat the treeful of boughes toſſed her fromone bough 
coanother,and laſtly well braiſed brought her to receiuean vafriendly (alucation of 45 
theearth. Dametas, as ſooneas ſhee was downe, came running to her, and finding 
her ſo cloſe wrapr; pulled off the ſcarlet cloake: in good time for her, for with che 
foreneſle of che fall, if ſhe had not had breath giuen her, ſhe had deliuered a fooliſh

Haue I 
broughtchee childreti, haue I becne arrue wife vnto thee , to bedeſpiled in mine 
old age?

O my dun cow, Idid think ſomecuill was to- 
wards me cuer {incethelaſtday chou didftrun away from me,and held vp thy caile 
ſopiccifully : did not 1 ſeean Eagle kila Cuckoe, which wasa plaine forctoken vnto 
m: Pamela ſhould be my deſtruction? O wite 34/s (if I dutft ſay irro thy face) why 

20 did thou ſuipef thy husband, tharlouetha peece of cheeſe betrerchen a woman ? 
Andthou little Mop/a, that ſhalt inheriteche ſhame of thy farhersdeath, was ic time 
ſjoi theero clime trees, which ſhould ſoſhortly be my beſt burial? 6 chac  conld liue 
without death,or die before I wereaware ! 0 heart, why haſt thou no hands atcom- 

 mandemcnt todiſpatch thee? O hands why want youa heart co kill chis villaine. In 

25 chis ſort did heinuey againſt every ching,ſametimesthinking crorunaway, while ic 
was yetnight: bur hethat had included allthe world within his ſhcepcore,thoughe 
thac worſe thenany death ; ſometime for. dread of hanging he meanc ro hang him- 
ſcite : finding as indeed iris, that feare is far more painfull to cowardile, chendeach 
roa true courage. Bat his fingers were nothing nimble inchiraRion, andany thing 

30 was let enough thercto, he being atruelouerot himſelf wichoutany riuall. Bur liſt- 
lic, guided by afarre greater conſtellation then hisowne, he remembred co earch 
the other lodge, whereit might be Pamelathar night had retired her ſelfe.Sorhither 
withtrembling hammes he carried himſ{cife : buremploying his double key which 
che king for ſpecial credic had yaworthily beſtowed vpon him, he foundall the gares 

35 ſobarred,thar his key could not prevaile, fauing onely ohe crapt doore which went 
downinaro avaultby the cellar,which as it was vaknowne of Pyrocles, ſo had helefe 
it varcgarded. But Dameras chat cucr knew the Burterie berter chen any orher place, 
got inthat way, and paling ſoftly to Philog{as chamber, where hethoughr moſt 
likely ro find Pawels, the dore being lefropen heentred in, and by the lighr of the 

40 lampe he mighrdiſcerne one on the bed by her: whicb he althongh he cookercobe 
Pamels, yet thinking no {uretie enoughin 4 marter cooching his necke, heewenc 
hard to the bed (ide of theſe vaforrunate louers,, who ar thac cime being nor much 
before the breake of day ( whether it were they were ſo diuinely ſurpriſed,to bring 
this whole matcer to the deſtined concluſion; or that che vnreliſtable forceof their 
ſorrowes had oucrchrownerthewaketullvie:of their lenfes) were aschen poſſeſſed 
wicha mucuall ſleepe, yer not forgetting with-vinie embracementsro giue any eye 
a perfe&t modell of affection. But Dametas Jaoking with the lampein his hand, 
but neither with ſuch aface nor mind vpon theſe excellent creatures, as Pſzche did

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vpon her vnknowneloucr,and giuing every way freedome to his fearfull eyes, did 
notonly percciucic was Zelmane , and therefore much different from the Lady he 
ſought : bur that this ſame Zelmane did more differ from the Zelmane he and others 
had euer taken her for, wherein the change ofher apparell chieflic confirmed his o- 
pinion; ſatisfied wichchat, and notthinking it good ro awakethe ſleeping Lyon, he 5 
wentdowne againe, raking with him Pyrecles (word ( wherewith vpon hisſleight 
vnderſute Pyrocles came only apparelled thither) being ſure to lcaue no weaponin 
the chamber , and ſo making the dooreas faſtas he could on the out ſide, hoping 
wichthereuealing of this (as he thoughtgreater fault) to make his owne the lefle, 
or at leaſt thatthis iniurie woald lo fill chekings head, thathe ſhould nor haue lea- 16 
ſuretochaſtile his negligence(likea fool nor conſideringthat the more rage breeds 
the crueller puniſhment) he went firſt into the kings chamber, and not finding him 
there, he ran downe crying with open mouth, the king was betrayed, and that Zel- 
mane did abuſe his daughter,.T he noiſe he made,beinga man ofno few words,ioi- 
ned co the yelping ſound of Aſo, and his vnpleaſant inhericrix, brought togerher 15 
ſome number of the ſhepheards, to whom he without any regard of reſeruing it for 
the Kings knowledge, ſpattered out the bottome of his ſtomacke,ſwearing by him 
heneuer knew that Zelmane,who they had rakenall that while to be a woman, was 
asarranta manas himlelfe was , whereof he had ſcene ſufficient ſignes and tokens ; 
and that he wasascloſeasa Burterflie with the Lady Philocles.T he poore men iea- 20 
' lousoftheirPrinces honour, were ready with weapons ro haue entred the Lodge; 
ſtanding yet in ſome paule, whether it werenor beſt, firſt to heare ſome newes from 
_theking himſclfe, when by the ſodainecomming ofother ſhepheards, which wich 
aſtoniſhed lookes ran from the one crie rothe other, their griefes were ſurcharged 
with the cuillcidings ofthe kings death. Torningrhereforcall their minds and eyes 25 
that way, they ranne tothe Caue wherethey laid he lay dead, the Sunne beginning 
now tolcnd ſomepromiſe of comming light, making haſte, I think to be ſpetator 
of the following tragedics. For Baſilins hauing paſt ouer the night more happy in 
contemplation then ation, hauing had his ſpirics ſublimed with che ſweere imagi- 
nation of embracing the moſt deſired Zelmayne, doubting leaſt the Caues darkneſle 30 
might deceiuc him in the daicsapproch , thought icnow ſeaſon'to returne to his 
wedlocke bed, remembring the promiſe hee had made to Ze/mane, toobſerue due 
orderstowards Gynecia. T herefore departing, but not departing without bequea- 
thing by a will of words, ſcaled with many kiſſes, afull gift of all his loueand life 

ro his miſconceiued bedfcllow, he went rothe mouth of thecaue, theretoapparell z 5 
himſelfe;in which doing the motion of his joy could not be bridled fromvttering 
ſuch like words : Bleſſed be thou , 6 night, (aid he, thar haſt with thy ſweet wings 
ſhrowdcd mee in the vale of bliſle, itis chouthatarcthe firſt gottenchild of time, 
the day hath bin buran viurper vpontby delightfullinhericance, thou inviteſtall li- 
uing things to comfortable reſt; thou art the ſtop of ſtrife, and theneceſlarictruce 4b 
of approching batrels. And therewith he ſang theſe verſes, toconfirme his former 
praiſcs.

rather withaclearcand ioyful conſcience, then wich deſperate condemnation in my 
ſlfe, that I accurſed villaine , ſhould bethe meancof baniſhing from the (ighc of 
-mcathetrue example of vyertue. And becauſe there is nothing lefr me co be imagi- 5 
ned, whichI ſo muchdeſire, asthatthe memory of Pyrocles may. ever haue an al- 
lowedplace in your wiſe iudgemenc, I am content codraw ſo much breach longer, 
as by anſwering cheſwecte obieions you alledged, may bequeath ( as Ithinke) a 
rightconccite vatoyou , that this my doing is our of iudgement, and not ſprong 
of pasſion. Your father you lay was woncto lay, that thislikeationdoth morepro- 10 
ceedof feare of further cuilorſhame, chcnof a true courage: Truly firſt, they puc a 

* verygesſingca(e, ſpeakingof chem who can never after come to tel, with what mind 
they didit. And as for my part, I callcheimmorrallcruth co witnefle, that no feare 
of rorment can appall me: who know it is but diucrſe manners of apparelling death: 
and bauclong learned, toſer bodily paine but in che ſecond forme of my being. And 15 
as for ſhame, how can I beaſhamed of that, for which my wel meaning conlcicnce 
wilaaſwereformeto God , and your vnreliſtable beautie tothe world ? But rotake 
that argumenc in hisowne force, andgrantit donefor avoiding of further paine - 
or diſhonor, (foras for che name of feare, ic is butan odious ticle of a pasſion, gi- 
ventothac which crue iudgement performeth) graunt, I fay,itis, coſhunnca worſe 20 
cale,and truly Ido not (ce, but thar true forticude, looking into al humane things with 

a perſiſting reſolution, carried away ncither with wonder of pleaſing things, nor a- 
Kaniſhment of the vaplealant, doth not yer dcpriuc it ſelfe of the dilcerning the 
differenceof euil, butrather is che only vereve, which withan afJured cranquullitie 
ſhunnesthegreacer by thevaliantentring into the leſle. Thus for his coumries ſaf- 25 
tic he wil ſpend hislife, for che ſauing of alim, he wil not niggardly ſpare his goods; 
for the ſauing of all- his bodic, he wil aot (pare the cutting off a limme, where indeed 
the weake harred man wil racher die, then ſee the face of afurgeon : who might with 
2s good rea(on ſay, that the conſtant manabides che painfull turgery , tor fearc of a 
further cuill: but he is conccarco waite for death it ſelfe, but acither iscrue ; for nei- ,5 
ther hach the one any feare , buta well chooſing iudgement : nor cheother hath any 
contentment, butonely feare ; and not havinga hearcaRiuely ro performe a marter 
of paine, is forced pas(uely toabide a greaterdamage.. Forto do, requires awhole 
hart ; ro (uffer fallecheafilieſt in the broken minds. Andif in bodily corment thus, 
much more in ſhaine;; wherein ſince valure isavertue, 'and vertue iscuer limiced, p 
wemuſtnot runnefainkairely, as to chinke the valiant man is willingly to ſuffer 5 
any thing, ſinceghe verie ſuffering of ſome things is a certaine proofeof want of 
cawage.  Andif any; thing vawillingly, among the chicteſt may ſhame go : for-if 
hongue beto be hejdideere, hisconcraric is ro beabhorrcd, and that not for'feace, 
but of atruceleRion.. For which is the leſſe inconucnignt, cither the Joſle of ſome 4g 
yearcs more or lefſe { for once-we know our lives be nor immorrall ) or the ſub- 
mitcing our ſelueseocachvnworthie milerie, which the fooliſh world may lay wpon 
vs? Asforchcirrcalon , thar-fearc-is contrarie to hope, neither do defind fearc, 
nor. much yeeld ro-the authoricie of hope z to cither of which great 1 in 
ſhewes buca feeblereaſon, which. muſt be guided by hisſeruants: and: who builds 45 
not vpor! hope ,. ſhall feareno carchquake of deſpaire.: [Their laſt alleaging of the 
heaucnly powers, as it bearezithe greaceſt-nanie, ſoit: is the onehycrhing, rhar ar all 
bicd any combate inmy minde. And yer do nocfee; but charif God hack _—_— 
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:maiſters ofany thing; iris of ourowne liucs; out of which without doing wrong 
t0any body; weearctoifluearourowneplcalure: And the fameargumentiwould 
aſmuch;/preuaitero' ſay we' ſhould torno neces({trielay. away. from vs ; any ofour 
ioynts, fince they being madeothim,' wichourhis warrantwee Nliould gordepart 
5. fromchemgzoriftharmiayibe, fot agreater cauſe-we may paſte oa greateridegree. 
And if we be Licutenatrsof God, unthislicele Caſtle ,,doe you not thinkewe muſt 
take warnitig of himro-giue'ouct out (charge wheiy hee leaues:vs vnprodidediof 
good meanestotarricinit ? Nocetrainlic $0.1 not, anſwered'the ſorrowfulbPbir 
{ocles, ſince iris not for vstoappoiatitharmighty'Maicſtic, what rime'heewillhtlpe 
10 vs: thevtrermoſt inſtant is ſcope enonghfot:him ;-to retioke everic thing, to:oReS 
owne deſire. .And therefore ro preindicate: his derermination;'is. buta:diubrof 
goodneſſein him, whois nothing bur gbodnefle. Bur whenindeede hedotheicher 
by ſickneſſe;, or Qurwardforce lay death vpon: vs; thenare wee torake knowtedge 
thar ſuch ishis Seaddediand ro know tharall is'weltthac he doth. 'Thatwe:ſhoutd 
15 be maiſters ofour ſelves; we can ſhewatall eoritle; nor claimezltnce neichetwee 
madeourſelucs, nor bought our jelucs ; we can ſtand vporno ouher rightbitthis 
gifr, which hee muſt limic as ic pleaſcth him. Neither. is there any propgrrion bes 
rwixt the loſſeof any other limmeandrhat, ſince cheone bendsca the;p 
all, che other tothe deſtruQtion of all; che one rakes/not away'the minde:from'the 
20 ations fer whichitis placed in che world, the athercucsoffiall:pos(ibilitient bis 
working. Ahd truely my moſt deare Pyrocles, Imuſtinecds proteſt vnto you; that I 
cannot thinke your defencecuen in rules of vertue/ſufficienr;; Sufficient and excel» 
lent ic were, ifthe queſtion were ofrwo outward things, whertina manmight by 
natures freedomedetermine, whether he would preterre ſhamed paine gprefcnr 
25 (maller corment,rogreater following;orno.Buttothis (beſides:the compariſon of 
the martersvalures) chere is added of: the one part a dire&cuill doing ; which mas 
keth the ballance of charſide coo much 'vncquall : ſince a vertuous, man withour 
any reſpe& , whether thegriefebe lefſe or more; isneuer rodo that which hee can 
not afſure himſelfe is allowable before the cuerliving rightfulnefſe; bucratheris 
30 tothinke honours or ſbames, which ſtand in other mens trueor falſe judgements, 
paines or not paines, which yer ncuer approach-our ſoules, ro be nothing in re» 
gardofanvnſpotted conſcience. And thefc reatons:do I remember, I haue heard 
good men bring in, thatſince ic hach-nothis groundin an affured vertue,/ir,pro-. 
ceedes rather of ſome orher diſguiſed pasſton. Pyrocdes was not ſo much perſwaded 
35 as delighted, by her well conceiued and ſweetelie pronounced ſpeeches; but 
when ſhee hadcloſed her pitrifull diſcourſc, andas ic were ſealed vp her delight- 
fulllippes, with the moiſtneſſe of herteares, which followed ſtill oneanother like a 
precious rope of pcarle : now thinking ir hye time ; Bee ic as you ſay (faide he 
moſt vertuous beautie ) in allthe reſt, bur neuercan God himſelte perlwado-mec, 
40 thar Pyrocles life is not wellloſt, forto preſerueche moſt admirable Philoriea. Leg 
| thatbe ifit beposſible writcen on my Tombe, and I will not enuie Codrus honour. 
Wich that hee would againe haue vſed the barre, meaning if thar failed, to Jeaue 
his brainesvpon the wall: ; when Philocles now broughttothat ſheemoſt feared, 
kneeled downe vnto him; and embracing fo his legges, that wichonr harcing 
45 her (which for nothing hee would have done) hec could nor ridde himſelfe from 
her, ſhee did with all the coniuring words, which the authoritie of loue'may 
lay, beſecch him , hee would not now (© crudllje abandon her, hee would nor 
tcave her comfortleſle in that miſerie , to which-he had brought her. Thar then 
Mm | indcede” 
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indeedetſhee would: even in her foule accuſe him, ro hauc moſt foully betrayed 
her; tharthen ſhe ſhould bave cauſe to curſe the time that cuer the name of Py- 
roclescame to hereares, whichotherwiſe nodeath could make herdoe: Will you 
leave me; ſaidefhee; nor onely diſhonoured as ſuppoſed vnchaſte with you, butas 
a murderer of you ? Will you giue mine eyes: ſuch a/pifture of hell, before my 5 
necre approching death, as to ſcethe murdred bodie:of him I loue more then 
all che lives thar/narure can give ? With char ſhee ſware by the hyeſt cauſe of all 
deuotions; that if hedid perſeucrein that cruel|reſoſution, ſhe would (thoughvn- 
truly) nor only confeffe ro her father, thatwich ber conſentihis ate had been com- 
micred, bur if that'would nor ſerve (after ſhe had puld out her owneeyes, madeac- 10 
curſed byſſachaſight) ſhee would giue her ſelfe lo terrible a death, as ſhee mighr 
thinkethepaine of ix would counteruaile the never dying paine of her mind, Now 
thereforekillyour ſclfe, to crowne this vertuousaCtion with infamy: kill yourſclfe 
tomakemec (whom you ſay.youloue) as longas [afterliue, change my louing 
admitarion of you; ro a dereſtable abhorring your name. And ſo-indeede you 15 
ſhalt have che ende'you ſhootear: for in ſteede of one death, you ſhall gine mee a 
choufand, and yet inthe meanerime, deprive me ofthe:helpe God may ſend mee. 
' Pyrocles'euen overwayed vvith her ſo wiſely vicered affeftion, finding her derer- 
mination ſo fixed, that his ende ſhould bur depriue chem both of a preſent con- 
rtcntment; and nor:auoide a comming evill (as a manthar ranne nor vntoir, by 29 
aſodainequalmeofpasfion, bur by a true vie of reaſon, preferring her life to his 
owne)' now that wiſedome did manifeſt:vnro him, thac way would not pre- 
ugile, hee retired himſelfe, with as much cranquillicic tromir, as before hee had 
gone vnto'it. Like a man, that had ſer rhe keeping or leauing of the bodie, as a 
ching wichour himſclfe, and ſo had thereof a freed and vntroubled conſideration: 25. 
Thereforethrowingaway the barre from him, andraking her vp from theplace, 
where hee theught the conſummaring of all beauties, veric vnworthilic lay , ſuffe- 
ringall his ſenccs to devoure vptheir chiefeſt foode, which hecaſſured himſelfe 
they ſhould ſhortly after for cuer be depriued off: well, ſaide he, moſtdeere Ladie, 
whole contentment I preferre before mine owne, and iudgement eſteeme more 30 
then mine owne, I yeeld vnto _ pleaſure. T he godsfend you haue not wonne 
your owne loſle. For my parcthey are my witneſſes,thacIchinke Ido morear your 
commaundement , in delaying my death, then another would in beſtowiag his 
life. But now,ſfaid he, as thus farre I haue yeelded vnto you, ſograunt meinrecom- 
pence thus much againe, that I may finde your louc in graunting , as you haue 35 
found yourauthoritic inobtaining. My humbleſuiceis, you will ſay I camein by 
forceinco your Chamber, for ſoam I reſolued now toaffirme, and thar will beche 
beſt for vs both; butin nocaſename my name, that whatſoencr come of mee, my 
houſebe not diſhonoured. Philocles fearing leaſt refuſall would turne him backe a- 
gaineto his violent refuge, gauc hima certaine countenance, that mightſhew ſhee = 
did yeeld ro his requeſt , thelatter part whereof indeede ſhee meant tor his ſakero 49 
performec. Neither could they ſpend more words together:for Phlanax,with rwen- 
tic ofthe nobleſt perſonagesof Areadiaafterhim, were comeinto the Lodge , Phi- 
lavwax making the reſt ſtay belowe, for the reuerence hee bare to womanhood, as 
Nillie as hecould came to the dore,and opening it, drew theeyesof theſerwo dole- 
full loversvpon him. Philocleacloſingaguine for modeſtie ſake, within herbed the 45 
riches of her beautics, bur Pyrocles tooke holde of his barre, minding ar leaſtro 
die, before the cxccllent Philecles ſhould receive any outrage. Bur Philansx _ 
awhile 
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. awhile vpon himlelfe, ſiriken vvich admiration ar the goodlie of. Pyrocles; 
whom before he had neucr ſeene,and withall mere tors ns hs nora- 
bleaR hee had done (when with his courageandcloquence, hee had ſaued Boſilins; 
perchaance rhe whole ſtace from viter ruine) hee feltakindof relenring mindeto- 
5 wards him. Buewhen char famethoughe came waiced on with the remembrance 
of his maiſters death, which he by all probabilicies,thought he bad bin of Counlell 
vnto with che Queen,compasſfionturncd to batefull pasfion;and left in Philanax a 
firangemicdley, berwixc pictie and reuenge, betwixt lyking andabhorring. O Lord} 
faidht ro himſelte, whar wonders dooth naturein our time , tolet wickednefle fo 
10 beaurifully garniſhed? and chacwhich is ſtrangeſt, our of one ſpring ro make won 
derfulleftets borh of vertue andvice to iflue? Pyrocles ſeeing him in ſucha mule; 
neicherknowing the man, nor the caule of his comming, bor aſſuring bimſelfe,) ic 
was forno good, yet thought beſt ro begin with bim inthis ſore. Gentleman ſaid 
he, what is che cauſe of your comming ro my Lady Pkiloeleas chamber? is ir rode- 
15 fend het from ſuch violence, as I might goeabout rooffervnto her? if ir beſo, traly 
your comming is vaine,for herowne vertue bach bin a fufficienc reſiRance, there 
needs no ſtrength ro beadded to lo inviolatechaſticie, the excellencie of her mind 
makes her body impregnable. Which for mine owne parc I had ſoone yeeldedro 
confefſe, with going our of this place (where I found bur lictle comfore being ſo dif 
20 dainfully recciued) had I nor beene, I know not by whom proſently vpon my com- 
ming hirher, ſo locked into this chamber, that I could neaereſtape hence: where I 
was fertred in the moſt guilry ſhame, that. euer man was,ſtding whataparadiloofvn 
ſporced goodnes,my filchy choughts ſoughe rodefile. [f forthattherforeyou come; 
already I aſſure you yourerrand is performed;butif icberobring me roany puniſh, 
25 ment whatſoeucr, for hauing vndertaken ſo incxcuſable preſumprtion;truly I bears 
ſuch anaccuſcrabour mcof mine owneconſcience, that willingly ſubmir my ſetfe 
vntoit. Onely this much ler me demand of you, that yoo wil be a witnes vnto rhe 
king what you hear me ſay,&% oppole your lelf,tharneicher his ſodain fury, norany 
other occalion may offer any hurtco this Lady; in whom you ſee narure hathac« 
30 compliſtedſo much, thac I am faineco lay 'mine owne faultinefſe, as afoile of her 
pureſt excellency. Ican faic no more, butlooke vpon her beautie, remember her 
blood , conſider her yeercs, and iudge rightlieof her vertues, and Idoubrnora 
gentlemans mind, will then be a ſufficicarinſtrufer vnro you, in this I may rcarme 
it miſerable chance, happened vato her by my vabridledaudacity. Philanas was 
35 concenc to heare him our, not for any favour heowed him , bur coſee whether hee 
would revealeany thing of the originall caule,and purpoſe of the kings death. Bur 
| Ending ic ſo far from that, that he named 8#ſilius vnro-him, as ſuppoſing himaliue, 
chinking ic rather cunning then ignorance: Yong man, ſaid he, whom | haue cauſe 
to hate, before I haue meane co knowe, you vſe but a point of skill, by confesſingthe 
40 manifeſt ſmaller faulr,co be beleeued hereafter inthe deniall of thegreater. Burfor 
chat maccer, all paſſerh ro one end, and hereafter we ſhall haucleafure by rormencs 
toifeeke the truth, if the loue of truth itlelfe will not bring you vnto it. Asfor my

ſerable, which ſhould bea gift of thine. Only Idemaund this innocent Ladies ſecu- 
ritie, which-vntillthou haſt confirmed vnco me by anoath, aſſurethy ſelfe, the firſt 
that layes hands vpon her hall leaue his life, for a teſtimony of his ſacriledge. Phils 
#4ax with an inward ſcorne thinking itmoſt manifeſt they were boch , he atleaſt, of 5 
counſel with the kings death, Wel,faid he,you ſpeake much ro me of the king : I do 
here ſweare varo you, by theloue I hauecuer borne him, ſhceſhall haucno worle, 
howſoeucr it fal our,then her own parents. And vp6 that word of yours I yeeld ſaid 
the poore Pyrocles,deceived by him that meant nor to deceive him. Then did Phula- 
x4x deliver him intothe hands of a nobleman in the company.cuery one deſirous to 1, 
have him in his charge,ſo much did his goodly preſence ((wherin true valure ſhined) 
| breedadelightfull admiration in all che bebolders. Philanex him(clte ſtayed wich 
Philocles, to ſee whetherof her he might learne ſome diſcloſing of this former con- 
cluſion. But ſhe ſweet Lady whom firſta kindly ſhamefafineſle had ſeparated from 
Pyrocles(hauing been lefr ina more open view then her modeſty would well beare) 15 
then cheartending her fathers coming, & ſtudying how to behauc her ſelf rowards 
him for both cheir faferics,had called her ſpirits all within her,znow that vpoaſodain 
Pyrosles was delivered ourofthechamber frm her, ac che firſt ſhe was ſo ſurprized 
with the cxcreame ſtroke of the wofull light, thatlike thoſe that intheir dreamesare 
taken with ſome vgly viſion, they would faine cry for help, but haueno force, ſore- 20 
mained ſhea while quite depriued not only of ſpeech, buralmoſt of any other lively 
aftion.Bur when indeed Pyrocles was quicedrawn from her eyes,and that her vitall 
ftrength began to return vnco her,now not knowing what they did co Pyrocles, bur 
Gaccordingrtothe nature of loue) featingthe worſt, wringing her hands,& letting a- 
bundanccofteares be the firſt part of her eloquence, bending heramber-crowned 25 
head ouecr her bed {idero the hard-harted Philanax ; © Philanax,Philanax, ſaid (the, 
E know how much authority you haue with my father :thereis no man whoſe wil 
dom heſo much eſteemes, nor whoſefaith ſomuch herepoſeth vpon. Remember 
how oft you haue promiſed your ſeruicevnto me, how ofc you hauegiuen me occa- 
fionto belecue har thete was no Lady in whoſe fauor you more deſired to remain: 30 
- andifthe remembrance be nor vnplealatitro your mind, or the rehcarſallvnficting 
for my fortune, remember there was a time when I could deſerue ir. Now my 
chauncc is turned, let not your truth turne. I preſent my ſclfe vnto you, the moſt 
bumble and miſerable ſuppliant living, neither ſhall my deſire be great: I ſecke for 
no morelife then I ſhall be found worthy of. If my bloud may waſh away the dif: 5 
honor of Arcadis, ſparcit not, although through meit hath indeed never been dif 
honored.My only ſureis,you wil bea meane for me, char while Iam ſuffered to en- 
ioy this life, I may not be ſeparated from him,to whom the Gods haue ioyned me, 
and thar youderermine nothing of him more cruelly then you docof me. If you 
rightly iudge of what hath paſt, whereinthe Gods (that ſhould haue beene of our 40 
mariagc) are witneſſes of our innocencies; then procure, wee may liue together. 
Bur if my fathcr will noc ſo conceiueof vs,as the faule(ifany were) was vnited,ſoler 
che puniſhmentbe vniced alſo. T here wasno manthat ever loued eicher hisPrince, 
orany thing pertaining to him, with a truerzeale then Philanax did. This made him 
euen to the depth of his heart receive a moſt vehement gricf, to ſee his maiſter made 45 
asir were more miſerable afcer death. And for himlelfe, calling ro mind in whac ſorr 
hislife had bin preſerucd by Philoclea, what time taken by Amphiales he was like to

15 is that} T loued you in reſpe&ofa priuare benefir,what isthatin compariſon of the 
publik loſe? Ioned you tor your tather;vnhappy folks you haue robbed theworld 
of him. T hele words of her father were ſo lirtle vnderſtood by the only well ynder- 
ſtanding Phyloeles, that ſhe deſired him rotell her, whar he meant rofſpeakein ſuch 
darke fort vntoherof her Lord & father whole diſpleaſure was moredreadfull vn- 

20 tO her, then her puniſhment: char ſhee was free in her owne conſcience, ſhe had 
neuer deſcrued coill of him, nonot inthis laſtfa&: wherein if itpleaſed himro 

_ toproceed withparience, he ſhould finde her choife had not bene vafortunace. He 
that ſaw her words written in che plainetable of her faire face,thonghr irimpos(ible 
there ſhould therein be contained deceit : and thereforeſo much the moreabaſhed : 

25 Why, ſaid he, Madame, would you haue methink, you arenorof conſpiracy with 
chePrinceſſe Pamelas flight, & your fathers death? with that word the ſweerLadie 

gauea pitrifull crie, having ſtreighr in her face & breaſtabundance of wirnefles,chat 
her hearr was farfrom any ſuchabhominable conſent. Ah ofallfidesvererly ruined 
Phyloclea, aid ſhee , now indeede I may well ſufferallconceic ofhope ro dye in me, 
o Dearefather where was I, thac might not do you my laſt ſeruice before ſoone after 
miſerably following you ? Philanax perceiued the demonſtration ſoliucly &truein 
her, that he caſily acquited her in his hearr of that fa, andthe more was mouedro 
itoyne with herin moſt hartielamentarion. But remembring him, tharthe burthen 
of the ſtare, and puniſhment of his maſters murderers, lay all vpon him : Well, aid 

35 he, Madame, I can do nothing, wichourall the ſtates of Arcadia: whatthey will de- 

termine of you, I know not: tor my part your ſpeeches would much preuaile with 
me, bur that | findenot how to excuſe your giuingouer your body to him, tharfor 
thelaſt proofe of his treaſon, lent his garments todiſguile your miſerable mother, 
inchemoſt vile fa ſhe hath comitred. Hard ſure it will be to ſeparate yourcaules,

Philaxaxfecling his hart more & moremollifying vuco 
45 her, renewed the image of his dead maſterin his fancie, and vling hat for the ſpurs 
of his reuEgefull choler,went ſuddenly, without any more ſpeech,from the deſolare 
Lady, towhomnowe fortune ſcemed to threaten vnripe death, and vndelerucd 


ſhame among her leaſt euils. But Philanax leaving good guard vpon the Lodge, 
Mmz3z went.

_  Thenoble Pamels having delivered over che burthen of her fcarſull caresrothe 
naturallcaſc ofa well refreſhing ſleepe,, repoled both mind & bodie vpon thettru- 
ſed ſupport of her princel ſhephcard , when with the-braying crics of a 1aſcall 5 
c6pany ſhe was robbed of berquiet;ſo thataconcinſtarſhe opened hereyes, &the 
enraged «Mufiderws role from her , enraged berwixt the doubthe:had whattheſe 
men would goabour, andthe ſpite he conceived againſt theirill-pleaſing preſence. 
Bur the clownes hauing with their hideous noyſe broughtthem both to their feer, 
had ſoone knowledge whar gueſts they had found, forindeed theſe were the skum- 1g 
my remnant of thoſe rebels, whoſe naughtie minds could not truſt ſo mucho the 
goodneſle of their Prince,as tolay their hang-worthy necks vpon the conſtancieof 
bispromiſcd pardon.

theeffet was onely employed in her defence, the villaines tharnow had a ſecond 
proofe;how ill wards they had for ſuchaſword,turnedal the courſe of their violece 
intochrowing darrsand ſtones, indeed theonly way rooucrmaiſter the valourof 
eMufidorus. Who finding them ſomealrcadie couch, ſome fall ſoncere his chiefeft 
life Pamels, that in the end ſome one or other mighthap ro do an vnſuccourable 
miſchiefe, ſetting all his hopein deſpaire, ran out from his Lady among them. 40 
Who ſteightlike (o manic ſwine,whena hardie maſtife ſets vpon them, diſperſed 
chemſelues.

You only ofall the Arcadians, ſhall hae thepraiſein continuing in your larevalianc 
acrempt , and not baſely be brought vndera halter for ſeeking rhe libertie of Area+ 
dia. T heſe words intheir mindes, who did nothing for any toucofgoodnefle, bur 

30 onely as their ſenſes preſented greater ſhewes of profite, beganro make them wa- 
ver, and ſome toclap'their hands and ſcratch their heads, and (weare it was the 
beſt way.Others that would ſeem cwiter then thereſt, tocapirulate what tenemenrs 
they ſhold haue,whar ſubſidies they ſhold pay:others coralk of cheir wives, indoube 
whetherit were beſt colend forthem, or to rake new where they went: molt ( like 

Z5 fooles )notreadily thinking what was next ro be done, buc imagining wharcheare 
they would make when they came there, oneor two of the leaſt diſcourſes begin- 
ning coturne their faces towards the woods which they had lefr. But being now 
come within the plaine neare ro the Lodges, vnhappilie they eſpiedatroupe of 
horſemen. Bur then their falſe hearts had quickly,for the preſent feare, forſaken 

4o their laſt hopes:and therefore keeping on the way toward the Lodge, with tongs of 
cties and ioy, the horſemen, who were ſome of them Philanax had ſent outrothe 
ſearch of Pamela, came galloping vnto them; matuclling who they were thar in 
ſuch a generall mourning, durſt ſing ioyfull runcs, and in ſo publikea ruine weare 
the lawtell rokens of victorie. And that which ſcomed ftraungeſt, they might (ee 

45 two among them vnarmed like priſoners ; bur riding like Capeaines. Bur when 
they came nearer, they perceined the one was a Lady, andthe Ladic Pamelr. Then 
glad they had by hap tound that which they ſolirtle hoped ro mecte withall;raking 


theleclownes (who firſt reſiſted chem, for the deſire they had ro be the deliverers of 
the 
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the rwo excellent priſoners, learning thar they were of thoſe rebels, which had 
made che daungerousvprore, as well vnder <olour te puniſh char; aschis their laſt 
withſtanding themy'but indeedetheirprincipall cauſe being ; becauſs they chem- 
{elves would hauethe only praiſe of their owne queſt, they lufterednoroneofchem 
tohlige, Mariethree of the tubborneſtof them they letetheir. bodieshanging vpon F 
tliecrees; becauſe their. doing might carric thoJikeher forme of tudgemenr. Such an 
vnkioked tor end did1behtcotiuſtice worke;for the naughty minded wrecches,by 
{ubicts ro beexecmed,; that would have cxecured Princes: and to ſuffer thac with» 
outlaw, which by law they had deſerued, \And thus theſc yong folks wiſe priſo- 
ners, bcforc any ducatreſt, deliviered of their idylouts, but nor of cheir tayle, had 1g 
ratherchangechen teipire of mileric, theſe-ſouldiers that rooke them with verie 
few wordsofentettainment,haſtingtocary them cortheir Lord Philavax:rowhom 
theycame, edvenas hee going outof che Ladie:Philocdeds chamber , hadoucrtaken 
Pyrocles,, whom before hee had; delivered to: the cuſtodie of a Nobleman of thar 
countrie, VV hen-Pyroclesledtowards his prifan, ſaw histriend Myſrdorus, wich the I5 
noble Ladie Pamve/ain that inexpected ſort returned, his griefe (ifany gricfe were 
ina minde;,which hadplacedeucriething according tohis nacurailworth) was ve- 
rie much augmented , for befides ſome ſmall-hope hee hag z/ it Mwſidorus had once 
beenecleare of 4rradia, by bis dealing and authoritieto haue broughe his onely | 
gladſome defires co /agoad iſkuc;the hardeftate of hisfriend did noleile, nay ra- 29 
ther more vexe himthen his owne. For {ſo indeede ir is cuer found; where vature 
and friendſhip areperfettly coupled inone hear: the reafon being, charthe reſoluce 
| man, having once digeſtedin his indgement che worſtexcremity of hisowne cafe, 
and having citherquite expelled orat leaft tepelled all pisfton , which ordinarihe 
followes an ouctthrowne fortune, not knowing his friends mindeſo well as his 25 
owne; nor with what patience he brookes his caſe (which is as ir were chemaceri- 
all cauſcof making a man happy orvnhappie),doubrs whether his friendaccomprts 
not himſelfe more miſerable; andſo indecde be more lamentable. Buraſſoone as 
An/idorss was brought by the fouldicrsncere vnto Philanax, Pyroclesnorknowing 
whethereyer afcer hee ſhould be-ſuffered-to lee. his friend; and determining there 30 
could be no aduantage by diſſemblinga notknowing of him, leapt ſodainly from 
their hands thac held him, and pasſ{ing witha firength trengchened witha rrucaf- 
teQion, through them thatencompaſled Muſudorus, heembraced himas faſt as hee 
could in hisarmes. And kisſing his checkes,O-my Paladzss (faid he) ternorour ver- 
tucnow abandon vs; let vs prove our mindgarcnoſlaucsto forrune, bur in aduer- 35 
ſity can crinmph oucraduerſiry. Dearc Daiphantusaniwered Muſideras ( ſeeing by 
hisapparell his being aman was reucaled) I thanke you for this beſt care ofmy be 
parc:but feare nor, I have kepr rooJong companie wich you to wantnow a thorow 
dererminationot cheſcrhings ; I well know there is nothing euill butwithin vs, the 
reſt is cither naturall or accidentall. Philanax finding them of ſonearc acquain- . 
trance, began preſently ro examine them aparc: but ſuch reſolution he mer wichin 40 
chem, that by no ſuch meanecs hee could kearne further thenit pleaſed chem rode- 
liver. So that he thought beſt ropur chem both in one place, wich eſpiallof cheir 
words and bchauiour, that way roſift our the-more of theſe forepaſled miſchiefs. 
And for that purpoſe gaue them both vnto the Nobleman, who before had the 
cuſtodieof Pyroclier, by name Sympathus , leauinga truſticſcruant of his owne to 45 
ive diligent warchto what mightpaſſe berwixr them. No man that hath ever paſ- 
fed chorow the {choole ofafteAion,needs doubt whatatormentinggriefe it wasro

ſhe mightrender. them accountof. her doings. Pholanax! ſhewiig) wiullert kindidf 
Lo revercnce vnto her, as a manthac honaured her. as kis Maiſtersheire; bur-yiich 
miſliked her for her ( in his conceic )diſhonoutable-proceedings, told her wharwih 
paſt, ratherto anſwer her, then that he thought ſhe was\ignoranof it; But: Het 
good {piricdid preſently ſuffer acrue compasfionateaffliiowofrhofehard aduews 
tures: which with crosiing berarmes looking a grearwhile onchegrouny, with 
I5 thoſceyes which ict fall many teares, ſheiweltdeclared; Burin the remembiq 
how neceſlarieit was forher; nor to loſeherfelfe in fuch an cxtremirie;' ſhe ſtrefol

The gods 
forbid, ſaid Philanax, Arcadia ſhould bea. dowrieof luch mariages: Beſides ;'he 
cold her, all che States of her country were euil ſatis ed rouching herfathets dearhz 
25 whichlikewiſcaccotding tothe ſtatutesof Arcadia, wascuen thatday: to beiadged 
of, beforethe body were removed to .receiue his Princely funerals. After tha 
paſt, ſhc ſhould haue ſuchobedience , as by thelawes was due vnto her. deſjvi 
God ſhe would ſhew her ſelfe betrerin publike gouernement, ther ſhe had 
inprivare. She would haue ſpoken to the Gentlemenand peo legatheredabout 
30 her: bur Philanax fearing lealt thereby ſome commotion mightarite, or ar-leiſt 
a kinderance of excecuring his maiſters murderers, which he longed aficr-mmore 
then any thing, haſted hervprothe Lodge, whereherfiſter was; andihere with 
a choſen companie of Souldiers to garde the place, lefrher with ?/locleap Pa 
mela proteſting they layd violent hands of her., and thar rhey enered imortbel 
35 liousarremptes againſt her. Bue high time ic was for Philanas to'to do't for af 
readic was all the whole multicyde fallen into confuſed: and daungetous'di 
uilions, | ofy +1 | OD 97 [ 1504 fs 
 Therewasanotableexample, how greatdisſipations, Monarchall gouvernetners 
is ybie& vnto, Fornow their Princeand guide had leftthem, rhey had not exp& 
4oriencerorule, and had nor whom to obey. Publike matters had ever bene'prec 
uatchic governed ,. ſo char they hadnoliuely taſte whar was goodfor themfelubsl 
But cnerie ching waseither vehemently deſirctull, or extreamely terrible. -Neigh 
bours inuaſions, ciuill diſention, cruektieof thecomming Prince, and whatſoe 
yer incommon{ence caries a dreadfull thew , was inall mens. heads, buriti few 
45 how.co prevent; harkening on every rumour, ſuſpeRting evericthing; condetts 
ning them whom before they had honoured, making trangeandimpos(ible tales 
ofxhekings death , while they. thouglic — in danger, wiſhing nog 
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but ſafery, aſſoone as perſwaſion of faferyrooke them), deſiring furchcr benefites, as 
amendment. of forcpaſled faulrs ( which faultes notwithſtanding none could tell 
cicher the grounds or effeRsof ) all agreeing in the vniucrſall names of liking or 
miſliking, burof what in cſpeciall poincs , infinitely diſagrecing. Altogether like 
afallingſtceple, the parts whereof, as windowes, ſtones, and pinnacles were well, 5 
bur the whole maſlc ruinous. And this was the generall caſc of all, wherin norwith- 
ſtanding was anexcreame medlcy of diuerlified thoughts; the great mcn looking 10 
makethemſclues ſtrong by fations , theGentlemen ſome bending tothem , ſome 
ſtanding vpon theſclues, ſome defirousro overthrow thoſe few which they thought 
were ouer them, the ſouldicrs deſirous of trouble, as the nurſe of ſpoyle, andnor 10 
much valike torbem thoughin another way, were allche needee ſort, the rich fcar- 
full,the wiſe carcfull. T his compoſicion of conccites, brought forth adangerous 
twinulc, which yet would haue bene moredaungerous, bur thatir had ſo manie 
arts , thatno bodie well knew againſt whom chiefly ro oppoſe chemſelues. For 
mo werethat cricd co haue the ſtarc altered, and governednomore by a tq 
Prince z marie inthe alteration , many would haue the Zacedemonian gouernment 
of a few choſen Scnatours; others the Athenian, where the peoples voyce held the 
chicfe authoricy. Buc theſe were rather thediſcourſing ſorrof men, then theaRive, 
being a matter more in imagination then praQiſe, Bur they that went neareſt ro 
thepreſenccaſe, (as ina countric thac knew no governement without a Prince) 20 
were they that ſtroue whom they ſhould make. VWhetrcof a great number there 
werc that would haue the Princeſſc Pamela picſenily crocnioy ic: ſome difdaining 
thar ſhe had as it were abandoned her owne counttie , enclining more to Philoclea: 
and there wanted not of them, which wiſhed Gynecia were delivered, and made Re- 
tell Pamela were worthily maricd. But great multicudes there were, which , 
Fog bcenacquainted withthe iuſt gouernment of Philanax, meant to eſtabiliſh 
himas Licucenant of the ſtate: andtheſe were the moſt popular ſotte, who iudged 
by che commodities they fele... Bur the principall men in honour and might, who 
hagdlong beforecnuicd hisgreatncſle with Bafi/;, did much more ſpurne againſt 
any ſuch prefermencof him. For yer beforetheir enuy had ſome kind of breathing 29 
out his rancour, by laying his greatneſſeasafaulc tothe Princes iudgement, who 
ſhewed in Dametas hemighrealily be deceiued in mens value: Bur now if rhe Prin- 
ces choice, by ſo many mouthes ſhould be confirmed, what could they obie&ts ſo 
rightly eſteemed anexcellencie? They therefore were diſpoſed, ſooner to yeeld ro 
any thing, thento his raiſing: and were content (for to croſle Philanax) to ſtop if 
thoſc ations, whichotherwiſc they could nor butthinke good. Philanax himſelte 
as much hindred by thoſe, that did immodcrately honour him, (whichbroughc 
both more enuy, and ſuſpicion vpon him) as by them thar did manifeſtly reſi 
him (bur ſtanding onely vpon a conſtancdeſire of iuſtice, anda cleare conſcience) 
went forward ſtoutly in the ation of his maſters revenge, which he though him- of} 
ſclfcparcicularly bound to. For chereſt, asthe ordering of the government, heac- 
counted himſclfe buras one, wherein notwithſtanding he would employ all his loy- 
all endeuour. 5 
But among the Noblemen, he thar moſt openly ſet himſelfe againſt him, was 
named Tirmaeutus,a man of middle age, bur of extream ambicion, as one thar had pla- 4x 
ccd his verermoſt good in greatneſlc, thinking ſmall difference by whac meanes hee 
came by ir. Of commendable wir , if he had not made it a ſeruant tovnbrideled 
delixes. Cunning to creepe into mens fauours, which hee prized onely as they 
were

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wereſcruiccablevnto him. Hechad bene broughrvp in ſome ſoulditrie, which be 
knew hozy to ſex out with more then deſcruce oftentation. Servite (.thoughenui- 
ous) tO his berters : and noleleryrangically minded ro them he hacaduantage off 
Counted revengetull, buc indeed meaſuring both revenge andreward , asthe pars 

5 tie mightcitherbeipeor hurt him; Rather ſhameleſle then bold, ahd yet morchoald 
in pradtiſe, chen igperſonalladuentures, Ja; fumme; a man that copltbeaseuill as 
he liſted, andliſted as much asany aduancement mighs thereby be gotten. As fot 
verrue, he countcd it butaſchoglename. He cyen ac che fiſt aflemblinig togethes, 
finding thegreat ſtroke Philanas caried among the people, thoughtit his readieft 

10 way ofambition,toioyne with him:which chough his pride did hardly brooke, yer 
theocher vice carying with ic amorcapparant obic@z prevajledouertheweaker fo 
that with thoſe liberall proccſtacions of friendſhip, whighymenthar care not for cheix 
wordarewont to beſtow , he offeied vnto him the choiſe;in maringeof eitherche 
ſiſters, ſo he would likewiſe help him to che other, andmake ſachaparcition of the 

15 Arcadiancſtate. Wiſhing him, that ſince he loucd his maiſtes, becavſhe was bis 
maiſter, which ſhewed the loue-began in himſclte,he ſhould rather now occaſion 
wasprcſcnied, ſecke his owne good ſubſtantially , then affe&ihe ſmoke ofaglory, _ 
by ſhewing an vatimely fidelitie co him that could not reward it : ang haucall the 
truiche ſhouldger,in mens opinions, which would be as dive ſe ,as many ; fema- 

,o Rrccing'co yceld him due praile of his true heart. But, Philanax , who had limited 
his: houghts in that he eſteemed good (co which he was neither catied- by the vaine 
tickling of vacercainefame, nor from which he would be tranſported by enioying 
any thing,wherrothe ignorant world giues the excellent name of goods) with great 
miſikeof hisoffcr, he made him ſoperemproriean anſyer, not withontthreac- 

25 ning , it he foundhim foſterany ſuch fancie , thac Ti»autws went withan inward: 
ſpuefromhim, whom. beforc he had; neverloued zand mecaſuringall;mens tnat- 
ches by kis owne pace, rather thoughtic ſome ſurcher fetch of Philavax (astharhe 

would haucallcohimſelfe alone) chen was any way raken with the louely beauiic 
of his vcrtue; whoſe image he had fo quite defacedin his ownefoules/ thathehad 

20 left himſcifeno cyesro beholdir, bur ſtaid wairing fic opportunitie tqexecute his 
dclires both for himſclfe and againſt Philayax, which by the bringing backe of 
Pamela, the people being diuided into manie motions { which both with murmu- 

ring noyſes, and putting them({cluesin feuerall troupes, they well ſhewed );he 
thought apt rimewas laid before him , the waters beipg { as the proverbe-ſanh) 

35 troublcd , and ſotheberter forhis fiſhing. Therefore goingamongſtthe cheeteſt

fedcratethe King Bafilivs, was now comewithin halfea.mile of the Lodges, where , 
having vnderſtood by certaine Shepheards, rhe (oddaindcath of their Prince, had 
| ſent vnto him, (of whoſcauthoritie & faith he had good knowledge)deſiring him to 
aduertiſe him, in whart ſccuritic he might reſt there forthat night ,-wherc willingly 
he would(if ſafely he might) helpe rocelebratethe funerals ofhisauncient compa- 
nion &allie,adding he need nor doubr,ſincehe had broughcbut cwenty in hiscom- 19 
pany , he would be fo vnwiſe asto cmterintoany forcible atcempr with ſo ſmall 
force. Philanax having entertayned the Gentleman, 'aſwellas in the middeſtof lo 
many tumults he could, pauſing a whilewith himſelfe, conſidering how it ſhould 
not onely be vniuſt, andagainſt the laweof Nations ,. notwell toreceiuca Prince 
whom good will had brought among them; but (inreſpeR of the greatneſle of his 
might ) very dangerous to giue him any cauſe ofducofftence ; remembring wichall 5 
the excellencerialsof hiscquitie, which. made him more famous then his viRtories, 
he thought he might bethe ficreſt inſtrument to redreſſe the ruines they were in, 
fincehis goodneſſe put him withour ſuſpicion , and his grearneſſe beyond enuie. 
Yet weighingwich himſclfe how hard many heads were to be bridled,, and that in 40 
this monſtrous confuſion ſuch miſchefe might be arrempred, of which lace repen- 
caunce ſhould afrerhebura ſimplercmedy : he iudged beſt firſt ro know how the 
pedples mindes would ſway tothis determination. Therefore deſiring the Gentle- 
mattco returne ro the King his miiſter, and to beſeech him ( though with his 
paynes) co ſtay foran houre or two,” where he was, rill he had ſer things in berrer 45 
ordet'toreceiuetiim'; he himfelfe wenefirſt tothe Noblemen, then to Kalander 
andthe principal!” 2teminears, who weremoſt oppoſicevnro him z deſiring m_ 
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tharasthe night had moſt bleſſedly ſtayed them fro entring into ciuilbloud, ſo they 
would be cometin the nighc to aſſemble the people rogether,to heare ſome newes, 
which he was ro deliuervnto them. There is nothing more deſirous of nouelties, 
then a man chat feares his preſent fortune. Therefore they, whom mutual diffidence 
madedoubtfull of theirverer deſtruQtion, werequickly perſwaded to heare ofany 
new matter, which might alter ar leaſt, if not helpe the nature of their feare. Name- 
ly the chicfcſt men, who as they had moſtroloſe,lo were moſt icalous of their owne 
caſe, and werealready growneas weary to be followers of Timautusambition,as be- 
forc chey were cnuiers of Philanax worthineſlc. As for Kalander and Symparhus,as in 


I9 theoncavertuous frendſhip had made him ſecke to aduance,in the othera natural 


commileration had made him willing to protect the excellent (chough vnforcunate) 
priſoners, ſo were they nor againſt this conuocation. For hauing norhing buriuſt 
deſires in chem,they did not miſtruſt the iuſtifying of them. Onely Timantus labou- 
red to hauc withdrawnerthem from thisafſembly, ſaying, it wastime to ſtop their 
15 cares from the ambitious charmes of Philanax. Let them firſt deliver Gywecia, and 
her daughters, which were fic perſons to heare, and then they might begin co ſpeak. 
T hat this was but Philanax cunning, tolinke broylevps broyle, becauſche might 
auoyd theanſwering of his treſpaſles, which as be had long intended,ſo had be pre- 
pared coloured ſpeeches to diſguiſe them.Butas his wordes expreſſed rachera vio- 
20 jence of rancour, thenany iuft ground of accuſation, ſopicrced they no further,thE 
ro ſome pattiall eares, the multitude yeelding good attEti6 to whar Philanax would 
propoſe vnto them : Who , like a man whole beſt building wasa well-framedcon- 
ſcience,neicher with plauſible wordes,nor fawning countenance,burcuen with the 
, c graue bchauiourofa wiſefacher, whor nothing but loue makes rochide, thus ſayd 
) vncothem. I haue(layd he)a great matrer to deliuer vnto you, andthereoutam Ito 
make a greater demaund of you: But truely ſuch hath this late proceeding bene of 
yours,that I know not whats not to be demaunded of you.Me thinkes I may haue 
reaſon rorequireof you, as menare wontamong Pirates, thatthelife of him char 
neuer hurt you, may belafe, Methinkes Iam not wichoutapparence of cauſe, as if 
30 you were Cyclopes or Cannibals, to deſirethatour Princes body , which hath thirtie 
yeares maintained vs ina flouriſhing peace, be not tornein pceces, or deuoured a- 
mong you, burmay be ſuffered to y_ it ſclfe, which neuerwas defiled with any of 
your blouds, cothenaturallreſtof theearth. Me thinkes, notas to ©Arcadians,re- 
nowmed for your faith co Prince, and louc of countrey, but as to ſwornecncmies of 
IJ this ſweet ſoyle, Iam co defire you, thatatleaſt,if you will have ſtraungersco your 
Princes,yet you will not deliuer the ſcignorie ofthis goodly Kingdom co your no- 
ble Kings murtherers. Laſtly,I hauercalon,as if I had to ſpeake ro mad men, to de- 
ſire you to be good to your ſelues:For before God, what cither barbarous violence 
or vnnaturalltollie, hath notthis day his ſeate in your mindes, and lefthis foot- 
ſteps in youra&tions ?But introth I loue you roo well, to ſtand long diſplaying your 
faults ; I would you your (clues did forget ch&,ſo you did nor fall againe into them, 
For my parr,] had much rather bean Orator of your prayſes. Burnow (if you will 
ſuffer atrentive judgement, and not foreiudging pasſion, to bethewaigher of my 
5 wordes)l wil deliver vnto you whata bleſſed meane the Gods have ſent vntoyou if 
youliſt to embraccit.I thinke there is noneamong you ſo young.cither in yeares, or 
vnderſtanding, but hath heard the truefame of that iuſt Prince Exarchwking of Ma- 
cedon. APrince with whom our late maiſter did ever hold moſt perfeRalliance. He, 


cuen he, is this day come, hauing but twentie horſe _ him, withintwomyles of 
Vo this 
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this place, hoping to haue found the vertuous Befilins aliue, but now willing rodo 
honourtohis death. Surely , ſurely che heauenly powers hayeg.infofull a time be- 
ſtowed him on ys,to vniccour diuilions. For my part therefore] wiſh, that ſince a- 
mong our {clues we can notagrecia ſo manifould partialities, we do pur the order- 
ring of all theſechings inco his hands, alwell couching the, obſequies of the King, 
rhe puniſhment of his death, as the mariageand crowningot our Princefle. Hceis 
both by experience and wiſdome taught how to direQ, hisgreatenefle ſuch, as no 
man can diſdaine to obey him : his equitieſuch, as no man ncede to feare him.

Bur when they vnderſtood he had ſa (mallaretinue, whil- 15 
pring one with anocher, and looking who ſhould begin ro confirme Philanax pro- 
poſition, ac length Sympathus was the firſtthar allowed it, then therelt ot the 
Noblemen, neither did Kalander ſtrive, hoping ſocxcellent a Prince could not bur 
deale graciouſly with rwo ſuch young men, whoſeauthoritic ioyncd to Philanax all 
the popular ſort followed.7imautws ſtill blinded with his owne ambitious haſt (not ,, 
remembring faftionsareno longer co be cruſted, then the fatious may be per ſwa- 
dedit is forcheir owne gaod ) would needes ſtrive againſtthe ſtreame , exclaiming 
againſt Philanaxthat now hcſhewed who it was,that would betray his countric to 
ſtraungers. But well he found, that who is too buſic inthe foundation of an houle, 
may pull the building abour his cares. For the people alrcadie tyred with their 25 
ownediuiſions, (of which his clampring had bene a principall nurſe) and begin- 
ningnow tocſpyea hauen of reſt, hatedany thing that ſhould hinder them from 
it: asking oge another whether this were not he , whoſe cuill roung no man could 
eſcape ? whethcr ic werenort Times that made the firſt murinous Oration, to 
ſtrengthen the craubles ? whether Timmeurys, without rheirconlent, had notgone 30 
abouc to deliver Gyzecia ? And thus inflaming aneanother againſt him, they threw 
him out of che aſſemblie, and after purſucd him wich tones and aues, ſothat with 
loſſe of one of his eyes, ſore woundedand beaten, he was faineto flyero Philanax 
fecte, for ſuccour of his life ; giuing a true leflon, thart vice it ſelte is forced to 
ſceketheſanQuarie of vertuc. For Ph; who hated his cuill, but not his per» 35 
ſon, and knew thac a iuſt puniſhment might by che maner be vniuſtly done ; re- 
membring withall, tharalchough herein che peoplesrage might haue hic rightly, 
yer if it were nouriſhed in this, no man knew to what cxtremitics it might ex- 
rend ic ſelfe : with carneſt dealing, and employing thevtrermoſt of his authoritie, 
he did protet the rrembling Timautzs. And then hauing raken a generall oath, 40 
that they ſhould in the nonage of the Princeſſe, or ill theſe things were ſertled, 
yeeld full obediencero Exarcbes, ſo farre as were not priudicialltothelawes, cu- 
ſtomes, andliberties of Arcadis: and havingrakena particular bond of Symparhus 
(vnder whom he had a ſcruaunc of his owne)chat che priſoners ſhould be kept cloſe, - 
wichour conference with any man:he bimſelfc honorably accompanied with a grear 45 
number of corches went tothe king Exarchus, whoſe comming in this ſort into 4r- 
eadza had thus fallen our. 

The wofullPrince Plangwe receiving of Baſihus no other ſuccoursbut onely cer- 
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eaine to conduQ him to Exarchus, made all posſible ſpecde towards Byzantium, 
where he vnderſtood the King, hauing concluded all his warres with the winning 
ot chatrowne, had now for ſome good ſpace made higsabode, Bur being farregone 
on his way, hereceived ceriaine intelligence, that Ewarchwns was nor onely lome 
daycs betore returned into Maceden , bur fince was gone with ſome haſt to vilic 
thac coaſt of his countrie that lay towards Jtaly ; The occaſion giyenby the.Zatines, 
who hauing alreadie gotten inco their bands, partly by conqueſt. and partly by 
confederacie, the greateſt part of Zaly, and long gaped to deuoure Greece alſo 
(obleruing the preſent oppoxrrunitie of Exarchnsablence, and Bafiiz (olitarineile, 

T9 which two Princesthcy knew to be in effect the whole ſtrength of Greece): were 
euen readiero lay an vniuſt gripe vponit, which after they mighc beautifie' with 
thenoble name of conqueſt. Vhich purpaſe though they madenot knowne by 
any ſolemne denouncing of warre, hut contrarywie gaue many tokens of conti- 
nuing ſtill their former amitie: yer the ayingof hisſubicQes ſhippes, crafacking 

13 as Marchants into thoſe parts, togerherwith the daylie preparation of ſhipping, 
and other warlike prouiſionsin Portes, moſt conucnient for the tranſporting of 
ſouldiers, occaſioned Euarchus (not vnacquaintcd with ſuch praQtiſes) firſt colu- 
ſpe, then todilcerne, laſtly,to ſceke to preucnethe intended milchiefe. Yer thin- 
king warre never to be accepred, vnrillicbeoffcred by the hand of necesſitie, he de- 
20 termined io long openly to hold chem his friends, asopen hoſtilitiebewrayedthem 
not his encmics; not cealing in the meane time by lettersand meflagesto mouethe 
States of Greece by vnicing their ſtrength, to make timely prouiſion againſt thispe- 
rill:by manie reaſons making them ſce,thae,thoughinreipeR ofplaceſome of them 

, « mighi ſceme further remoued from the firſt violenceof the ſtorme,) yer beingim- 
| barkedin the ſame ſhip, the finall wracke muſt needs be common tothemall. And 
knowing themighty forceof example, with the weake effeQ of fairediſcourſes nor 
waitcd on wichagreeable aftions, whathe:pecſwaded them , —_—_— 
lcauing in his ownerealme nothing cicher vndone orynprouided, which might be 

, choughrneceſſary for withſtandinganinuaſion.' Hisfirſt care wasto put his people 
5” jo arcadincflefor warre, and by his experienced fſouldiers to traineithevnskilfull.ro 
marctall exerciles. For the better effeing whereof, asallo for meecing with'orher 
inconucnicncesin ſuch doubrfull times-incident to themoſt ſetledNares,makingof 
the divers regiansof his whole kingdome ſo many diviſions as he thought comes 
nient,he appointed thecharge'of them to che greateſt, andof greaceſtrruſthe had 
V5 .bouthim : arming them wich ſufficient authoritiero leauic fordes within their(e- 
verallgouernments, borh for reſiſting the inuadingenemy , and puniſhingthe dil- 
ordcred ſubie.Having thusprepared the body, andafſuredthehearbof his coun+ 
trey againſtany milehicfethatmighcaraintir, he chemrookeintobis carefulſeva. 
lideration the extornall partes, givingorder both forthe repairingandincreafing 

4 1s nauy,and forthe fortifying of ſuch places, eſpecially on the ſeacoaſt, ascithet 
commadiric of landing,weakeneſſc of che countrey, orany other reſpe&tof aduan- 
tage was likelieft rodraw tho enetny varg,/But: being none of chemwho thinke'vll 
things done, for which they hanc once giuendireQion, he followed every wherehis 


45 commandement with his prelencc, whichiwitgcſſeof eucrymans(lackneſſe or diti- 


gence,chaſtiſing the one,& encouraging theother.ſuffered notthe fruiteofany-pro- 
firablecounſell for:want of .camely raking-robe loſt. And thus making one'pluce 
ſacccede anotherin the progrefſeof wildome & vertue, the wasnowcometo- Hulon 
aprincipal port of his realme,when the-poore Plangweextreamelyiwearied with his 

Oo: long 
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longiourney ( deſire of ſuccouring Erna, no more relieuing, thenfeare of not ſuc- 
coutingher intime, aggravating histrauell) by a lamentablc narration of his chik 
drens deach,called home his cares from encountring forreine enemies, to lupprefie 
the inforrcRion of inward paſſions. T he matter ſo hainous,the maner lo villanous, 
the loffe of ſuch perſons, in ſovnripeyeares, ina time ſodaungerousto the whole 
ſtate of Greece, how vehemeEtly it moucd to griefe & copas(is others, only nor blind 
tothe light of vertve,nor deate cothe voyce of their country, might perchanceby a 
moreconning werkman inliucly colours be delivered. But the face of Exarchws lor- 
row,coche one innarure,to both inaffeQion, a father, &iudging the world ſo much 
the morevnworthily deprived of thoſe excellecies,as himſelf was berteriudge of fo 1 9 
excellent worthines,cannootherwilſc be ſhadowed out by theskilfulleſt pencell the 
by couering ir over with the vaile of {ilEce. And indeed that way himſcifrooke, with 
ſoparienta quiernesreceiuing this pirifull relation, that-all words of weakcnes ſup- 
preſſed, magnanimitie ſeemed ro triumph oucr miſery, Only receiving of Plangus 
 perfitinſtruQion ofal chings concerning Plexirtus & Artaxia,with promilenor only 15 
roaidehim in delivering Er9xa,bur alſo with vehement proteſtati6,neuecr to rerurne 
into Macedon, rill he had purſued the murtherersto death : he diſpatched with ſpecd 
aſhip for Byzantiam,comanding the gouernour to prouidealnecefiaries forthe war 
againſt his owne comming, which he purpoſed ſhould be veric ſhortly. In this ſhip 
Plangus would needs go,impaticnt of Ray,for hatin many dayes before he had vn- , , 
derſtood nothing of. his Ladies eſtate. .Sooneafter whoſe departure, newes was 
broughtto Euarchas,that all che ſhipsdetained in 1zabze were returned, For the Za- 
tines finding by Exarchas proceedings their intentto be fruſtrate(as before by his (0 
Gdaincrerurne they. doubted it was diſcovered) decming it no wiledometo ſhew the 
will,not hauingthe abilirtiero hurt, had nor only in free & friendly maner diſmiſſed 25 | 
the,bur for cherime wholly omirced their enterpriſe, arrending che opporcunitie of 
fitter occaſion.By meanes wherof Exarchus, ridfrgthe cumber of that war(likely o- 
therwilſe to have ſtayed him longer) with lo grearg fleete as haſt would ſuffer him 
roafſemble, forthwith imbarqued. for Byzantium. And now followed with freſh 
witids he hadin ſhort rimerunalong courſe, when on anight encountred with an 30 
extroamerempeſt, hjs ſhips were ſo ſcattered, that ſcarcely any .rwo were left roge- 
ther; As forrhe Kings owneſhip, deprived of all company , (ore. bruſcd, and wea- 
| ther-bearen,ablcno longer ro brooke the ſeas churliſh emertainment, aliccle before 
day ir'recoucred the ſhore. The firſt light maderhem ſeeit wasthevnhappy coaſtof 
Laconia:torno other countrycould hauc ſhown thellike euidence of vnnacurall war. 35 
VVhich having long endured betweene the nobility and the Helates, and once com- 
_ by £yrocles, vnder the name of Praphamtzsjimmediatly vpon his departure 
|brokenoutmore violently then cucrbefore.Forthe King taking the opportuni- 
ticof cheir Caprainesabſence, refuſed toperforme theconditionsof peace, as cx- 
coried from him by rebellious violence. W hercupon they were againe deepely. en- 40 
cred into warre; wich fonarablean hatred 'rowardesthe very name of a King, that 
Ew44zs (though aſtraunger vntothem.)tboughrir nor late thereto leaue hisper- 
ſoh, whereneicher his owne [force could be adefence, nor theſacred nameof Ma- 
teſtie,a prateQtidn; Therefore calling io/bim an uroadian( cnerhat comming with 
Plengrs had remained with Ewarchws, defirous ro: frethe warres) he demaunded of 45 
him or the nextplace of [ſuretic , 'where:he might-make his tay, vncill hemighkt 
keare lomewhat of his flecte, or cauſc hisſhiptobetepaircd. The Gentleman glad 
tohauerbis occaſion of doing ſeruice to Ex4rthwus,and honour ro Baſilivs(ro whem 
10! $ he 
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he knew he ſhould bring a moſt welcome gueſt) rold him, that if ic pleaſed himro 
comic himlelfero Areadis,(a part whereof lay open to their view) he would vixder- 
take ere the next night werefar (pent to guide him lafely to hismaſter Baſulizes: The 
preſencnecesſiciemuch prevailed with Enarches, yet morea certain vertuousdefire 

5 rotry;wherher by hisauchoritic he mighe withdraw Beſilivs from burying himlelf 
alive, and coimploy the reſt of his old years in doing good, the onely happication 
of mans life. For bcſides the vninerfall caſc ot Geeere, depriued by/rhis meanes of a 
principall piller,he weighed & piccied the picrifullftace ofthe Arcedian people,who 
werein worſecaſethen if death had caken away their Prince: For ſo yer their nece(- 

10 fitiewould haue placed ſome one tothe helme: now,a Prince being,and nor doing 
like a Prince,keeping and nor exercifing the place, they were in ſo much motceuil! 
caſe, asthey could notprouide for thetreuill. Theferightly wiſe & vertyousccondi- 
derationseſpecially moued Exerehns romake his journey towardsthedeſerr,where 
arriving within aight, & vaderſtanding to his great griefe, thenewesof the Princes 

1 5 death, he waytedfor his fafe conduR from Philanax : inthe meanc' time taking his 
reſt vndera tree, with no moreaffefted pompes, then asa manthat knew, howſoe« 
uer he wascxaltcd, the beginning and end of his bqdie was earthy Bur Philanax as 
ſooneas he wasin(ſight of him, lighting from his horſe;,prefenred himſcifevmrd him 
inallchoſchumblc behaniours,which noronly the great reucrence ofthe partie, but 

20 theconceic of ones 0wne milerie, is wontto frame. Exarcharralevpunto him with 
ſo gracious a couritenaunce, as the goadnefle of his minde had longexcrciſed him 
vnto: careful ſo much moretodeſcendinall curtclies,as he aw him beare a low re» 

eſentarion of his afflicted ſtace. But ro.Philanax,, aftoone asby neare looking on 
im, he mighrperfedly behold him, the grauitie ot his countenance, &yeares; nor 

25 inuchynlikero/his lare deceafled, bureuer beloucd maſter, broughe his forme ſo 
lively:vnto his memorie, and reutued ſoall che thoughrsof his wonred ioyes within 
him, chat in teede of ſpeaking to Evarthws, he fRtooda while like-amangoneafarre 
iourney from himſelf, callingas ir were with his mind anaccountof histofſesimagi- 
ning that this painc needed nor, if narurehad not bin violently Rapped of herowne 

30 courſe: & caſting more louing then wiſe conceits, whata wortdrhis wold haue bin, 
if this faddenaccident had nocinterruprcd ir. And fo far ſirayed:he into hisraving 
mclancholie,thathis eyes nimbler rhen. his congue, lecfalla floud oftears, his voice 
being ſtopped wich extremitic of ſobbing, ſo mich had his friendſhjpcaried bimto 
Befilixs, chat hexdbought noage was timely for his death. Burarlength caking'che 

35 occaſionof hisown weeping, he chus did ſpcak to Eearchue. Letnot my tears moſt 
worthily renowmed Prince make my preſence vaplcafant, or my vamarked 
of you. For cheiaftneffcof thecaule,rakes away che blame of anyweakenefle in me; 
2nd rheaffinitiethar che ſame bearerh ro your grearnefle , ſeemes cuen lawfullyro 
claimepitticin you: A Prince ofa Princestall.alouerof tuſtice,ofamoſt vniuſt vio- 

4o lence. And giue me keauecxcellen Evarchss to ſay, Lam but thereprefentcrofalthe 
lace floriſhing Arcadia, which now with mine eyes doth weep;wieh' my toung doth 
complaine,wirk my knees doch lay it ſelfear your feer, which neuer haue binwnrea- 
dictocaric yourothevertuousproteQingofinnocents.[ magine,vouchſafe roima- 
ginc,moſt wiſe and good King,thar hete is before youreyes,the pirriful ſpeQacle of 

45 a moſt dolorouſly ending rragedic : wherein I dobur play theparrofallthe new 

. miſcrableprovinee,which being ſpoiled of cheir guide, doth lyclikea ſhip withour 
a Pitor, rumblingvp anddowne in the vncertaine waues, till ic eicher runne itlelfe 
vponcherockesof ſelfe-diuiſion, or 4 by che ſtormie winde of for- 
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rcine force. Arcadia finding herſelfe in theſe deſolate rermes, doth ſpeake,and I 
ſpeake for her , rorhee nor vainly puiſlant Prince, that. fincenow ſheets notonely 
robbed of the narurall lupport of her Lord, bur ſo ſuddenly robbed, that ſhee hath 
nor breathing rime'ro ſtand for her ſatetie * {ſo vnforrunately, thatir doth: appall 
cheir:mindes, though they hadlcitfure : andſo miſchieuouſly, char-ir doth exceede 5 
both the ſuddeninefle and intortunatencfle of ie: thouwiltlend rhinearmevncoher, 
and asaman, takecompasſion of mankind, asa vertuous manchaſtice moſtabho- 
minable vice, and-as aPrince-prote a people, which all have withone voyce cal- 
led forthy goodneſſe: thinking, chatas thou arronelyable, ſorhou art fullyable,co 
redreſfe their imminent ruines.

orthclikerouſneſſcof dominion make you beyond iuſtice. And:Ican for conclu- 
ſion ſay no moreburthis,youmuſt think, yvpon my wordes and youraaſwere, de» 
pend noronly therquier, burche lives of fomany thouſands, which for theiraunci- 
en confederacie;inthischeir exrream nercsfirie,defire neithertheexpenceof your 
creaſure,nor hazardof your fubieQs, bur onely the benefit of your wildome,whole 25 
bothgloric andencreaſfe ſtandesinthe exerciſing of ic. [The ſumment this requeſt 
was vtterly vnlooked for of Eaarchas, which:mad:e him. che morediligentitymar- 
king bis {pecch;andafrer his ſpeech cakeche greater paulc for a perfe& reſolution. 
Forasof the one fide, hethoughtnaturerequircd nothing morcerof him then thac 
heſbould bea helpe corhem of like creation, and had his hear no whit commaun- 30 
ded with fcare, thioking hislifewell paſſed , having ſatisfied cheryrannicot time 
withthe courſc of many yeares, the expeAation of the world with more then ex- 
peed honour, laſtly therriburedueto his owne minde with thedayly offering of 
moſt yertuous ations: fo of the other he wayed the:iuſt reprock that followed 
rhaſe whacaſily enter into other folkes buſinefle, with che opinionmightbee con- 3 5 
cciacd,, loue of {cignoric rathcrthen of iuſtice, bad made him embarke himſclfe 
thus,jinto a matcernothing pertaining co him , eſpecially in atime when'earneſt 
occalionof his ownebu{inefleſo greatly required his preſence. Burintheiend; Gif- 
dome bcinganeſlentiall andnot an opinionace thing ,,madehimrather tobendco 
what was init ſelfe good, then whac by cuill minds might be iudgednor good: And 
therein did ſeerhmrhough chatpeople did not belong vnco hinr,:yct doing good!

No man thinking the mazeer would be well doge,withour he had his voice in ic,and 
cach dceming his owne cyes the beſt gardiensof bisthroate in chac vnaccuſtomed 
rumyle, Bur when they faw Pbilenax rerurne, baying on his right bandcheking E- 
#archys,on whom they had now placed che greateſt burthen of their fears, with ioy- 5 
full ſhopresand applauging acclamations , they. made him and the world quickly 
know,thatone mans fufficiencie is more auailable then ten crhouſands multitude. 
Socuill baſlanced beche extremities of popular mjndes ; and ſo much naryrall im- 
perioulngſſe therereſtesin a well formed ſpirit,-Foras it Fwarchas had beene borne 
ofthe Prigcely blood of 4rcedia , or that long and well acquainted provfe had in- x5 
grafred him incheircoparrey, fo flocked they abqur this firgager, moſt of themab

But alwayes hojding his owne,, a man 
migbrreade a conſtane:geterminatianin his eyes, Andin.thas forc dilrmgunting a+ 
mongthem,he forthwich demanded che coyocation to be made,which accarding- 
ly was dong, withasmuch order an ſilence ,.as-icmightappeare, Neptene had nor 20 
more foxcgro appeaſe che rebellious winde, thenthe admiration of anextraordina- 
rie vere hach, ro tempera diſordred multitude. He being, raiſed vp vpon a place 
more highhen chereſk; where he might be beſt yaderſtopd, in this ſort ſpake vnea 
cthe-Lynderſtand aid be,fairhful 4drradians, by my L. Philonas,thar you have with 
one conſas, choſen mere be the indge of the laxe: cuils bapned :orderer of che pre= 25 
{eng diſqrders :& finally proceor of this countrie, till therein ic be ſeene wharthe 
cuſtomes of Arcadis xequire.

Byc becauſe it many rimes:fals.qur, we are much decrjued in others, webeing 
the firſt codeceivequriclues, Iamitarequire you, nor co haue an oucrſhooting ex- 
peRarion of mc, the maſt cruciladueriaric ofali.hanorable doings. Narpromile 
your ſelues wonders out.of a ſudden liking: but xemember T'am a man, thac is to 
lay,a creature, whoſe reaſon is often darkned with cxrour, Secondly, thae you will 35 
lay your harts voide of forerakengpinians:elſe whatſocuer Idoorſay,wiltbe mce- 
ſured by.a wrong rut, like chem thar hauc the yellow laundile,cuery thing ſeeming:

T hey | 
accepted their owne; with grearthankfulneſle, knowing from whence it came, and 15 
attired themſelues initagainſt che nexc day, which being indeed rich and Princely, 
they accordingly determined to maintaine thenames of Palladivsand Dajphantus, 
as before it is mentioned. Then gaue they themſclucs to conſider, in what (fort 
chey 'might defend rheir cauſes, for rhey thought it noleſle vaine to wiſhYeath, 
chen cowardly rofeareit, till ſomething before morning , a ſmall ſlamber caking ,, 
chem;they were by and by after called vpto tometothe auniwere, of no lefſe then 
their liues imporced. Butinthis ſort was the-iudgement ordered. As ſooneas the 
morninghad caken'a-full poſſesſion of che Element , Exarchws called vnto him 
Philanax, and willed tim to draw-out imto the middeſt of the greene, ( before the 
chiefelodge ) cherhrone of iudgement ſeate, in which Bafiliws was wont to fir, 25 
andactording to. their cuſtomes, waseuer caricd with rhe Prince. For Exarche 
did wiſcly conſider,the people ro benarurally raken with exterior ſhewes, farre 
morethen with i conſideration of rhe matcriall points. And therefore in 
this neweentrieintoſoentangled a marter, hee would kaue nothing which might 
be cicheranarmourar ornament vnro him, and in theſe pompous ceremonies 30 
hewell knewa ſecret of gouernment much to conſiſt. Thar was performed by 
thediligent Philanax, and therein Ewarchwms did (et himielfeall cloathed inblacke, 
withthe principall men, who could'in thac ſuddennefle-provide them(clucs of 
ſuch mourning rayments; The whole 79 coy tO keepe anorderly 
filence of cach ſide, which was duly obſerued of chemy partly for the defire they 35 
had ro ſcea good concluſion of thele matters, : and parthyſriken with admiration, 
alwellatthe o_ Princely preſence of Exarchws, as atthegreatneſle of the 
cauſe, which was then to come in queſtion. As for. Philanax, Evarchus would 
hauedone him the honour to ſiebyhim, but hee excuſed himlelfe,, deſiring to be, 
the accuſcrof the priſoners in his-maiſters hehalfe:; and therefore fihce hee made 40 
himſclfea partic, it was not conuenienc forhimto ſirinthe ivdiciallplace. Then 
was ita while deliberated, whether che twoo young Ladies ſhould be brought ſorth 
in open preſence: but that was ſtopped by P/rlanax, whole loucand faith, did del- 
cend from his maiſter co his children, and only defired;rheſmartſhould light vpon 
theothers, whom hee thought, guiltie of his death and>diſhonour, alleaging ſor 45 
this, that neichcr wiſedome would, they ſhould bee. hrought inprelence of the 
people, which might hereupon grow to new. yprores : nor 1ſticetequired,, they 
ſhould be drawne to any ſhameytill ſome body accuſedthem; Ard as for Pamela, 
| he

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heproceſted che [&ives of Hrvedia,would tiorallow any iudgementofher,altthouph 
ſhoherſelfe woreto derermine nochingrill age or murriage enableghher. Then the 
Kings body being layd vpona Table, ivſt before Buarchss,& allcdurredoudewirh 
blacke, che priſoners, namely the Queenoand two young Princes) weteſfentforto 

5 | appemre in tho protetory'nuime:; which name was the cauſe they came iotcs 
knowledge, how 'neare a kinſman wasr0 iudge of thens,dur thoughithinito befome 

\ Nobleman, choſen by the Councry,in — exera1diniriecoutithad 
che order of theheauens produced atchisrime, charbbth nephiew aid (oh, weranor 
only priſoners, bur vnknown, to cheir viicle & facher; whoof miatyyeares nds 

10 ſeenthem. And Pyrocies was to plend forhis lifebeforethar throfiein whichrhi one 
lately before he had ſaued the Kings life. Bur firſt was Gynerisled forth, inthe ſhine 
weeds chat the day and nighs before ſhe had warne;faving char ini ttedd of Zelmanes 
garment in whichſhe was found, ſhe had caſt on along cloake, which reachedro the 
ground; of ruſſet courſe cloath, witha poore felt hat, which almoſt' coueredall her 

tf face, moſt partof her goodly haire(on which her handes had layd'many a ſpirefulf 
[9 (o lying vpon her ſhoulders, as a man mightwell ſee, had tio arcificial ares 

leſneſſe. Her eyesdowne onthe ground, of purpoſe notto looke'6n Fyrocles face: 
which ſhe did notſo much bun, for chevnkindneſſe ſhee conceined of herowtico- 

— asfor the feare, thoſe motionsin this ſhorttime of her ſife,ſhouldbegte- 
ed, which ſhechad wich the paflage of infinic forrowesmortified. Great was the 

compasſtonthe people felr, to {ce theirPrinceſle Nate;and beauty; ſodetormed by 

foruneand herownedeſert, whom they hadever foatid a Lady moſt worthicof al 
honour. But by & by che (ighc oftheother two priſoncrs, drew moſt of theeyesro 
tharſpeRacle. Pyrocles came out led by Sywparkas cloathed after the Greekmaner, 

25 inalong coate of white veluer, reaching che (mall of his legge, wichgrearbat- 
tons of Diam6d3 alalongvponit: His neck wichourany coller, nor ſo muchas hid- 
detiwitha ruffe,did paſſe the whiteneſſe of his garments, which was not muchinfa- 
ſhiSvnlikeco thecrimion raimenc,our Knights of the order firſtput on. On Hisfeet 
head nothing bur ſlippers, which after the auncient manergwereryed vp with cer- 

30 laine laces, which werefaſtned vnder his knee, hauing wra about ( with'ma- 
ny pretieknots) his naked legges. His faire aubernehaire ( which hee ware in great 
length, and gaue ar that rimea delightful ſhew , with being ſturd vp & down with 
the breath 'ofagentle wind) had noching vpon ic, buta white Ribbin, inthoſedaies 
vied fora Diademe. Vhich rouled once or ewilc aboucthevppermoſt pare of his 

35 forehead, fell downe vpon his backe, cloaſed vp at each endwith'the richeſt pearle 
were tobe ſcene inthe world . Afrer him followed another Nobleman, guiding 
the noble Muſiderus,, who had vpon him a long'cloake , afrer the faſhion'of 
that which we call the Apoſtles mantle,” madeof purple Satren ;/northar purple 
which we now haue, and is butacounterfer of the Ge/uljav purple'(which yet was 

40 faxreche meanerin price andeſtimation)-bur ofthe right Tyrias purple, which was 
neareſt roa colour betwixc our murry'andſcarlet . Onhis head, which was blacke 
and curled , hee warea Perſian Tiara, all ſet downe with rowes of {o rich Rubies, 

 asthey were inough to ſpeake for him, tharthey had roiudge of no meaheper- 
ſonage. Peg TONE RNS, 

45 Fo this ſorc with erefted countenances, did theſe vnfortunate Princes ſuffer 
chemlclues robceledde, ſhewing aright by the compariſon of them and Gyneria,: 
howtodiuers pcrions , compaslion 1s — to bee ſtirred. Foras gs 
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Lady knowne ofgreat eſtate, and greatly. eftecmed, the more miſcrablerepreſen- 
carion was made her Iuddenyvine,the more mens hearts were ſarecd co bewaile 
ſuchag cuident wimneffe of weakehumanitie: ſoro theſemen, avygarcdbepaſ 
vaknowne, bus tather (helides rhe dereſtagion of their taQ) hatedas Rrangersy che 
worethey ſhould haue fallen downe in angie ſemblance, themorc in icedeof 5 
compasſionthey ſhould banegortenconcerpt: buc cherefore,wereco vie(as:lmay 
teragitthe mere violence of magnanimitie,and ſoo conquertheexpetationof 
ploakers, with apgexiraordinarieveriuc ;;And lucheficindeede it wioughtin 
the wholcafſemblie,theireyes yer ſtanding; as it were jn ballance, ro whether of 
themabey ſhould moſt dire thai ſight . Muſidorws wag-in ſtature ſomuch higher 19 
then ?3rovles, as commonty is gotten by one yeares growth . Hisface now begin- 
ning @ have ſome rokens of a beard, was compoſed ro kinde of manlike beautie. 
His69plour yasofawell pleaſing browncneſſe, and the features; of it ſuch , as4h 
caried þoth delightand maicſtis; his countenance ſcuere, and pramilinga'minde 
much given to thinking . Pyrociesofa pureicomplexion, and of ſuchachearcfall fa- 15 
vour,a:might (eeme eithera womans face;in a boy, or an excellent boyes facein 
2 woman, His looke gentle and baſhfull, which bred the more admigacion, hauing 
bewediach norable proofes of courage. Laſtly , though both had both, if there 
were any oddes. Mel dons wasche moregoodly,and Pyrocles che morclouely, Bur 
aſlopneas Muſedorss aw himlclteſo farreforth ledamongthe people,tharhcknew 29 
to xgreat number ofchem his yoyce ſhoulg be heard, pudondcing theirintencion. 
tothe Princeſle Zamele,(of which hee way more carefull then of his owne life, ) 
evcngshee went (chough his leader ſought to,interrupe him) heetbus withalowde 
voyceſpakevntotbem. Andisic posſible 6 CArcadians, layd he, that youcan for- 
gcthe naturall dutie youoweto your Princeſle Pamela? hach this.loyic beene fo 25 
lictle beholding to her noble Aunceſters? hath ſo long atimerooted no ſurerloue 
inyour heartscochar line? Vheceis thar faich to your Princes bloud, which hath 
noronely preſerued you from all daungeryhercrofore, bur hath ſpread your fame 
toallrhe natiohs.in che world 2VVhere is that iuftice che Arcadians were wont to 
flouraſhin, whoſe natureis torender r@guery,one his owne? Will you now keepe 30 
the right from your Prince, who js che onely giuer ofiudgement, the key of juſtice, 
and life of yourlawes? Do you hope ina few. yeares, to {ct vp ſuch another race, 
which nothing bur length of time can eſtabliſh? Will you reward Baſihw children 
withynogratefulneſſe,the veric poyſon of manhood? Will you betray yourlong (ct- 
led reputation, with the fowle name of gfaytours? Is this your mourning for your 35 
Kings death, to encreale hislofle with Bisdaughters miſeric? Imagine your Prince 
dolooke our of the. heauensvmo you , whar doe youthinke he could wiſhmorear 
your handes then that you do well by his children? And what morc honour Ipray 
youcan you do to his obſequics, then to ſatisfie his ſoule with aloging memorie, 
as youdo his body with an vnfelc ſolemnitie ? Whar haye you done with che Prin- 
eclle Pamela? Pamelathe iuſt inheretrixofchis Countrey, Pamela whom this carth 40 
may be happie, thacic ſhall be hereafter ſayd, ſhee was bornein Arcadia, Pamelsin 
herſelfe your ornament, in her education your foſter child, and every way your . 
onely Princeſſc, whataccount can you render to your ſelues of her? Truly I doe 
notthinkethat you all know what is become of her: ſo ſoone may a Diamond bee 
loſt: ſo ſoone may the faircſt light in the world be put our. But Iooke , lookevnto 45 
it, © ,4readians,, bee not ſowilfully robbcd of your greateſt treaſure, make not 
yourſclues miniſters tropriuate ambitions, who doe but vic your ſclues ro puron 


your 
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your owne yokes. Wharſoeuer you:determine of vs (who Imuſtconfeſſe are but 
ſtraungers) yer ler not Boſiliws daughters be ſtrangers vntoyou., Laſtly, howſoeuer 
you barre herfrom her publike ſoueraigntie, (which if you do, lictle may wee hope 
of cquitic where rebellionraignes) yer deny not that childs right vnto her, that ſhe 

5 may comeanddothelaft duties ro her farhers body . Deny not that happines (if in 
ſuch a caſc therebeany happineſſe) coyour late King ; that his body may have his 
laſt couch of his deareſt child. With ſuch like broken maner of queſtions and ſpee- 
ches, was M#ſidors deſirous asmuchasin pas(ſing by them hecould,tomooue che 
people to render Pamelas forrune . Burat length, by thar they came to the iudge- 

10 ment place, both Symparhws and his guider had greatly ſatisfied him,withthe aflu- 
rance they gaue him, this aflemblie of people had neither meaning nor power , to 
doeany hurrro'the Princcſſe, whome they all acknowledged as their (oueraigne 
Lady. But char thecuſtome of Arcadia was tuch, till ſhe had more yeares, the ſtare 
of the countrey to be guided by a Proreftor, viider whom, heand his fellow were 

15 torecciuertheir iudgement. Thar caſed Atwſidorws heart of his moſt vehement care, 
when he found his beloved Ladie to be our of daunger. But Pyrocles alloonie as the 
Queenc of the one ſide, hee and Muſidorws of the other , were ſtayed beforethe 
facc of their judge, ( hauing onely for their barre che Tableon which the Kings 
bodylay) being nothing lefle vexed wich the doubr of Philertes, then Muſidorud 

20 was for Pamela, in this ſort withalowly behauiour,and onely then like aſupplianc, 
hefpaketo the Protefor. Pardon me moſt honoared Iudge,laich he, thar vacom- 
maunded I begin my ſpeech vnto you, ſinceborhto __ and me, theſe words of 
mine ſhall be moſt neceſſarie. To you having the ſacred excrcile of iuſtice in your 
band, nothing appertaines more properly, thentruch nakedly and freely ſerdown.; 

25 Tome, being enuironed round about with many daungerous calamiries, whar 
can be more convenient, then ar leaſt, ts bear peace with my lelfe, in having dif- 
charged my conſcience, in a moſt behovuefull veritie. Vnderſtand therefore, and 
truly vnderſtand, that the Lady Philoclea(ro whoſe vnſtained vertue it hath beene 
my vnſpeakeable miſerie , that my name ſhould become a blot if ſhee beaccuſed, 

30 is moſt vniuſtly accuſed of any diſhonourablefa&, which by my meanes ſhee may 
be.choughtto haue yeelded vnro. VW hatſocuer hath bene done, hath bene:my only 
attempt, which norwithſtanding was neuer intended againſt her chaſtirie. Bur 
when hath beeneinformed, was my faulr. And Tarceſt the heauens, to. blaſ- 
pheme which Iam nor now in fic tune, char ſo much as my comming into her 

35 chamber, was wholly vnwitring vnto her. This your wiſdomemay withall con- 
ſider,if I wouldlye, I wouldlye for mine owne behoofe, Iam nor ſo old,-as to 

bee wearie of my lelfe; but the verie ſting of my inward knowledge ioytied with 
thecon(ideration I muſt needes haue, what an mfinite loſfe ic ſhould beerro alt 
thoſe who lovegoodneſle in good folkes;if ſopure achild of vertue ſhould wrong- 

40 fully-bee deſtroyed, compels me to vie my rongueagainſt my ſelfe, and receiue the 

. burden of what cuill was, vpon mine owne doing. Looke therefore with pitifull 
eyes vppon ſo faire beames ; and tharmisfortune which by mee harh fallen'vppon 
her, helpe co repaire it with your publike iadgement, ſince whoſoeuer deales |

was borne Philecles) toknow what they might hope of her . Exarchns though nei- 
ther regarding a prilonerspas(ſionate prayer, nor bearing ouerplaulible cares toa 
many headed motion, yer well enough coment, to winne theirliking with things 
inthemſelues indifferenc; hee was content : firſt, co ſeckeas much as might bee of 5 
Philesleas behaviour in this maccer: which being cleared by Pyrecles, & but weakly 
gainſayd by Philanex(who had framed both his owneand Dewetes cuidence moſt 
for her fauour, and incruch could haue gone no further chen conicure,) yer fin- 
ding by his wiſdomc, thar ſhee was nor altogether faultleſle, he pronounced, ſhee 
ſhouldall herlife long , be kept priſoner among certaine women of religionlike ;0 
the Yeffail Nunnes, ſo to repay therouched honour of her houſe, wich wellobſer- = 
uing a ſtrict profesſion of chaſticie . Alchough chis werea great preiudicating of 
Pyrecles calc, yet was heexcedingly ioyous of it, being afſuredof his Ladies life z 
and in che depthot his mind nor loric, chat whar end ſocuer hehad, none ſhould 
obtaine theafter enioyiog that Iewell, whereon he had ſer his lives happincs. After 15 
it was by publike ſentence delivered, what ſhould bee done with the ſweere F hin = 
locles, the lawes of 4readie bearing, chat what was appointed by che Magiſtrates 
inthenonage ofthePrince, could notafterwards bee repcaled) Everohw (till vii 

co himſelfe noothername but proteorof Arcadis, commaunded thole that ha 

ro lay againſt che Queege Gynecia to proceed, becauſe both her eftarerequired ſhee 29 
ſhould bee firſt heard, and alſo for thar ſhee was taken ro bee the principall, in the 
greateſt marter they weretoiudgeof . Fbilenax incontinently Repped forth, and 
ſhewingin his greediceycs, thathedidchirſtfor her bloud, began a well choughe 
ondiſcourſc of her(in his indgement) execrable wickedneſle. Bur Gynecia ſtanding 

vp before the iudgecaſting abroad berarmes,with her cycs hidde vnder che bredch 25 
of hervalcemely har, laying in all her geſtures the deſpairefullaffliaion, to 
whichallthe migheof her reaſon was converted, with ſuch like words ſtopped Phi. 
lanax , as he wasentring into his inueQiue oration. Stay, ſtay Philanax, ſayd thee, 
donor defilethy honeſt mouth, wich thoſe diſhonourable ſpeechesrhou artabour 

to verer, againſt a woman, now moſt wrerched, lately thy Miſtreſſe. Lec citherthe 30 
remembrance how great ſhe was, moucthy heartto ſome reuerence; orthe ſecing 
how low ſhe is, ſtirre in thee ſomepitic. It may bee cruch doth maketheedeale vn- 
truly, and louc of juſtice frames vniuſtice in thee, doe not therefore( neicher ſhalt 
chounced) tread vppon my deſolate ruines. Thou ſhalt haue that thou ſeekeſtz and 
yetſhalt nor be opprefſour of her, whacannot chooſe but loue thee; for thy ſingu- 35 
lar fairhtochy maſter. I doe nor ſpeake this ro procure mercic, otcoprolong my 
life, nono, I fay vatoyou I will not liue, but Iam onely [oth , my death ſhould bee 
engreeued with any wrong thou ſhouldeſt doe vnto me. I hauc beene too painefull 

2a iudgeoner my {elfe, codeſire pardon in others iudgement . I haue benetoocruell 

an exccutionerofmine owne ſoule, to defire that execution of iaſtice ſhould bee = 
ſtayedfor me. Alas, they that know how ſorow can rent the (pirics;they that know 40 
whatfiry hclsare c6tained ina ſelf condemning mind, need nor feare thatfeare can 
keepe ſuch a one, from deſiring to be ſeparated from that; which nothing but death 
can ſeparate. I cherforeſay to thee (ouſt Tudge) that I and onely I, wasthe worker 

of Baſilizs death . They were theſ@Hhands thar gaue vnro him thar poiſonous po- 
tion, that hath broughe death co him, and loſle to Arcadia, it was I and none bur 1, 45 
that haſtened hisaged yeares, toan vnnaturall end, and chat haue made all hispeo- 
plc orphans of their royall father. Iam thefubic&rhar haue killed my Prince, lam 
| | che 
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che wife that have murdred my husband; I ama degenerace woman, ih vndoer of 
chis countrey, a ſhame of my children . What wouldſt thoy haue fayd more, oh 
Philanax ? and all this I graunr, there refterh then nothing elſerolay, but char I de- 
ſire you , you willappoinrquickly ſome ro rid mee of my life, ratherrhen theſe 
5 hands, which clleare deſtinied vnto ir, and that indeed icmay bedonewith ſuch 
ſpecdas I may not long dicin this life, which I have in ſo great horrour: with chat 
ſhee crofled her armes, and fare downe vppon the ground, attchding the Judges 
anſwer. Buca great while it was , before any bodie could bee heard lpeake, the 
whole pcoplc concurringin alamentable cric, fo much had Gypeciaswordes and 
10 behauiour ſtirred their hearts to adolefull compas(ion , neither in troach could 
moſtof them in cheir indgements cell, whecher « ſhould be more forie for her 
fault or her miſerie : for the loſſe of her eſtate ; or loſle of her vertue. Burmoſt 
weremoſt moucd, with that which was vnder their eyes: the (&nſe moſt ſubic& 
co pitie. Butaclength thereuerentawe they ſtood in of Everches; brought them 
i 5 coa (ilent wayting his determination; who hauing well conſidered the abhomi- 
nation of the fa&, attending more the manifeſt proofe of ſo horrible a rteſpaſle, 
confeſſed by her (clfe, and proued by others;rthen any thing relcacing ro Th A 
gicallphraſcs of hcrs (apter co ſtirrea vulgar pitic;then his mind, which hatedeuill, 
in whiar colours ſoeucr hee foundir) having conſidered 4 while wich the principall 
20 mcnofthe countrey, and demaunded their allowance, hee definitiuely gaue this 
ſentence. Thar whereas both in priuate and publikereſpeRs, this wotnan had moſt 
hainoufly offended, (in priuate, becauſe mariage being the moſt holy coniunftion 
char fals co mankinde;ourof which all families, and ſo conſequently all ſocictiesdod 
procecde, which not onely by communiticof gaeds, bur communicieof children, 
25 isto knic the mindesin a. moſt perfe vnion, which who fo breakes, diſſolues all 
humanitic , no min living frce from the daunger of ſo nearea neighbor, ſhee had 
tot onely-brokenir; but broken it with death, and the moſt pretended deach that 
might bee: In publike reſpe&t;; the Princes perſons; being in all monarchall go- 
uerhiementsthe very knor of the peoples welfare, and light of all thier dvings,to 
30 which they arenoconcly in confcience, but in neccs(itic bound to beloyall, ſhe had 
traiterouſly empoyloned him, ncicher regarding her countries profite, herowne 
dutie; nor the rigorof the lawes.) T har therefore, as well for che due farisfaftionto 
ercrnall ioſtice andaccompliſhment of the 4rcadian Rarures, us for the everlaſting 
example to all wiues and ſubiets, ſhe ſouldpreſently be conueyed t6 cloſepri- 
35 ſon, and there be kept with ſuch foode as might (erue to ſuſtaineheralive,vmillthe 
day ofher husbands buriall, at which ime, ſhe ſhould be buried quicke;in the fame 
tombe wich him : thatſo his murder, mighc be _—_ co het ſelfe, and (hee for- 
ced tokeepe companie with the body from which ſhe had miade ſo dereſtable g (e- 
 verance;and laſtly death might redrefſetheirdiſioyned coniutttion of marriage. 
40 Hisiudgement was receiued of the whole afſemblie, as nor with diſliking , ſowich 
greataſtoniſhmene, thegreatneſſe of the mattcrand perſon asit were overpresfing 
che might ofcheir conceires, Bur whenthey did fer ic to thebeame, with the mon- 
ſtrouſnefle of her ougly miſfdeed,they.could not but yeeldin their harts, therewas 
no overballancing. As for Gywecis, who hadalready ſerled herthoughrs,nor onely | 
45 to looke bur long forrhis cuent, hauingin thiseime of her vexation, found a ſweer- 
 nesin thereſt ſhe hope by death, (with a. cottnenance witnesſing ſhe had before- 
hand ſopaſſed through all the degrees of forrow, that ſhee had nonewelooketo fi-

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asrbcy would, being indeede troubled withnoparcofrthisiudgement, butthat her 
death was as ſhe thought long delayed. T hey that were appointed for ir,conueyed

- encreaſedrokeepe her more ure for the time. ot her execution: None of them all 
that led her, chough moſt of them were ſuch, whoſe hearts had benc long hardened 5 
with the often cxetciſing ſuch otfices, being ablerobarre tears from their eyes, & 
other manifeſt tokens of compasfionate ſorrow. So goodly a vertue is a reſolure 
conſtancie,thar euen in euill deſeruers , ic ſeemes thar partie might haue beene no» 
rably welldeſerving. T hus the excellent Lady Gywecia, hauing paſled fue and thir- 

ty yearesof her age, even co admiration of her beautifull mind and body, and ha- x6 
uing notinber owne knowledge, eucripotted her ſoule wich any wilfull vice, bat 
her immoderate loue of Zelmane,was brought, firſt by the violence of tharill anſwe- 
red pasſion, and then by the deſpairing conceit ſhe tooke of the iu&gement of God 

in her husbands death and her owne fortune, purpoſcly to ouerthrowe herſelfe, 
and confirme by a wrong confesfion , that abhominable ſhame, which with her 15 
wiſdome, ioyncd to the trueth, perhaps ſhee might haue refclled . Then did Ewar- 
chm aske Philanax,whether ic were hethar would charge the cewo young priſoners, 
orthat(omeocher ſhould doe it, and he fic according co his eſtate, as .an asfiſtane 

inthe iudgemecnt .”Philanax told himas before hee had done, that heethoughtno 
man could ay manifeſt the naughrineſſe of thoſe rwo young men, with ſomuchet. 29 
chertruth or-zeale as himlſclfe, and therefore liedeſired he might do this laſtleruice 

to his faichfally beloued maſter, as ro proſecure the trairerous cauſers of his dearh 
and diſhonour ; which being done, for his part he meant co giue vp all dealing in 
publicke affaires, fince thar man was gone who had made him loue them. Philanax 
thus being rcadicto ſpeake, the two Princes were commanded rorell rheir names, 25 
whoanſwered according to theiragreements, thatthey were Daiphantus of Lycia, 

& Palladixe Prince of tberia.. Which when chey had ſaid, hey demanded co know 

by whatauchoricie they could judge of them, fincethey were nor onely forrcners 
and ſo nor borne vnder their lawes, but abſolutePrinces, and cherefore not to bee 
rouchcd by lawes. Butanſwere was preſencly made them , 'that Arcadia lawes 30 
were to have thcir force yponany were found in Arcauia: fince ſtraungers haue 
ſcope ro know the cuſtdmes ofa country, beforethey put them(clues init :& when 
rhey once areentered, they muſtknow, chat what by many was made, muſt nor for: 
onebebroken, Andfo much leſle for a ſtraunger , as hee i5'to looke for no priui- 
ledgcinthat place, rowhich in time of neede,hisſcruiceisnorro be expeRted. As 35 
forchcir being Princes, wherher they were ſo orno, the beleefe ſtoodintheir own 
wordes,' which they had ſo diucrſely fallified;,.as they didhor deſeruebelecfe . Bur 
wharſocuer they were; Arcadia-was to acknowledge them butasprivate men, 
ſince:thry were neicher by magiſtracie noralliancero theprincely bloud, roclaime 

any thing in that region. .T hereforcif chey had'offended; (whichnow by the plain- 
tife and cheir defence was to be judged) againſtthe lawes'of nations; by the lawes 40 
of narionsthey werero bechaſtiſed : ifagainftrthe' peculiar ordinances of the pro- 
uince, thoſe peculiarordinances were to lay holdof them The Printes ſtood 4- 
while vponchar, detnanding lealurecogiue porke&t knowledge' of their-greatneſle; 
bur whenthey wereanfiwered, that'iin a caſegf a Princes death, the lawe of thar: --- 
countrey hadeuer beene, thac immediate triall ſhould be bad + they weteforced ro45 
yeeld, reſolued chat inthoſe names, they wouldas muchas: they could , couer the 
ſhame of their royallparencage;and keepe aslohg as might'beCifeuillworederer-- 
mined 
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minedagainſt them) the cuill newes from cheir carefull kinsfolke; wherciri the 
chicfe manthey conſidered was Fwarehus : whom the ſtraungeand ſecret working 
of juſtice had broughero be the. iudge over them, in ſuch aſhaddow, or rather 
of darkenelle, the waxwilh mankind liucs, thar neither they know how toforclce, 

5 norwhactofeare: &are burlikecenisbals, rolled by the racket of che higher pow- 
crs. T hug both ſidegreadie, it was determined, becauſe rheig.caſes were ſeparated; 
firſt Philanax ſhould beheard againſt Pyrocles,whom they termed Daiphentivand | 
that beard, the others,cauc ſhould follow , ang ſo receiyerogether ſuch iudges 
ment, asthey ſhould be found tra haue deſerugd. Bur Philanax that was even ſhore 

10 brearhedar the firſt, with the excreame vehemencic ke had to ſpeake againſt chem ; 
ſtroking once or twile his forchead , and wiping his eyes, (which eicherwept, or he 
wouldarthattime hayechem (cemeto weepe,) looking firſtvpon Dyot;as ifhe 
had proclaimedall harefulneſle againſt him , humbly curning to Exarchus, (who 
wich quietgrauitie, ſhewed greatattencion) hechius began his oration. That which 

I 5 all men, who take vpon them co accule another, are wout co deſire (moſt wor- 
thy Proceor) to have many proofesof faules mi them chey ſecke ro hane condea- 
ned: that is ro mein thispreſencaion,my greateſt comber, &annoyance, For the

ments, tharas they can belecue meane faults, and ſuch as mans nature may ſlide in- 

25 to, ſo whenchey paſſe toacertaine degree; nay when they paſſe altdegreesof vh- 

" ſpeakcable naughuineſſe, then find chey in themſelues a hardnefle to giue credic 
that humane creatures canſo fromall humanitie be transfarmed. But inmy lelf,che 
firengthof my faithto my dead maſter will helpe the weakeneſſe of my memorie z 
in you, yourcxcellenc loue of iuſtice wiltforce you to vouchiſafe attention: and as 

30 for the macter, it is ſo manifeſt, ſo pitifull cuidences lyc before youreyes of ir, thar 
I ſhall necdeto bee burabricferecounter , and no rhecoricall enlargerofthis moſt 
harmefullmiſchiefe.

ſerpenr,admitred chusinto his boſome, as concagion wil eaſily finda fic body for it, 

ſo had hequickly fallen into ſo near acquaincance with this naughty woman, who

For my harc ha- 
fits to rhe miſerablepoiht of Byſi/@s murder;forcheexecuting of which With more 5 
faciliry;thisyong nymphof Dienes bringing vp, faiticd certaine rires ſhe Bid ro per- 
me: ſo ftirious an imnpictic had Ciricd him from all remEbrance of go6dnes, that 
hedid notGnly nor fearethe Gods, asthe beholders' and puniſhers of io vngodly a 
villany:but did blaſphemouſly viechicir ſacred holy name,asa miniſter vnro ic. And 
forſoorha'Cauchereby was choſen, for thetemple of his devorions,a Caue of ſuch xg 
darkeneſle/as did prognoſticate, hemeanc toplcaſerhe infernall powers, for there 
this accutRd'caytife,vponthe altar offalſhood; ſacrificed the life of rhe vertuous 
Baſis , BY-What meaties tice trayned him thither, alas I know nor, forif I mighc 
havcknowneir,cither my life had accompanied'my maſter, or this fellowes dearh 
had preſerned him. Bacthis may ſaffice,that inthe mouthof chis Caue,where his Io 
traycorhad his lodging and chappell, when already maſter ſheepcheard his com- 
ton, had conueyed away thevndonbredentherirrix of this country, was Gynecis 
nd bychedcad corps of her husband,newly cmpayſoned; apparclled inthe gar- 
ments ofthe young Lady, and ready i16 queſtion to haue fled co ſomeplace, accor- 
dingtothtirconſorr,burrhat ſhe was by cerraine honeſt ſhepheards arreſted: while 29

Among the Rowanes a Poet was called Yates, which is as 
muchas a Diuiner, foreſecr, or prophet, as by his conioyned words Yaticinium, 
and Yiticinars, is manifcſt, ſo heaucnly arile did thar excellent pcople beſtowe 
vppon this heart-rauiſhing knowledge, and fofarre were they caricd imorhead- 
miration thereof, that they thought in the chaunceable hirring vppon of any ſuch 
verles, great foretokens of their following forruncs were placed. Whereruppon 
25 grew the word of SortesVirgiliane, when by ſodaine opening Yirgils booke, they 
lighted vppon-ſomeverle of his, asit is reported by many, whercofthe Hiſtories 
of the Emperonrs liucsarc full.

faich? Bur truely now having named him, 1 tcarc I ſeeme to prophane that holic 
name, applying icto Poetrie, which is among vs throwne downeto lo ridiculous 
ancſtimacion. But they thac with quiet iudgements will looke alicle deeper in- 
ro it ; ſhall find the end and working of ir ſuch, as being rightly applied , deler- 
uerhnot co be {courged out of the Church of God . But now let vs ſce how the 
Greekes baue named it, and how they deemed of it. T he Greekes named him 
noiſy , which namcbath, as chemoſtexcellent, gone throughother languages: 
it commetchof this word 795v, which is co make ; whercin 1 know not whether 
by lucke or wiſedome, wee Engliſhmen haue mec with the Greekes in calling | © 
him'a Maker. Which name , how high and incomparable a itle it is, I had 
rather were knowne by marking the ſcopeof other [ſciences , then by any partiall 
allegation. T here is nv Arte dcliuered vnco mankind , that hath notthe workes of 
nature for his principall obict , wichour which they could not confift, and on 
which they ſo depcnd,as they become Ators and Players, asit were,of what Na- 1 5 
cure will have ſet forth. So doth the Aſtronomer looke vpon the ſtarres, and by 
that heleeth ſer downe what order Nature hath taken cherein. So doth the Geome- 
trictan and CArithmetician in their diverſe ſorts of quantitics. So doth the £mu- 
fitianjn runes tell you, which by Nature agree , which not. The naturall Phrlo- 
ſopber chercon hath hisname, and che morall Philoſopher Rtanderh vpon the natu- , | 
rall verrues, vices, Or pasſionsof man : and follow nature ſaith he, therein,and thou 
ſhalrnotcrre. The Lawyer ſaich, whar mcn haue derermined. The Hi/orian, what 
men hauc done. TÞ he Grammarian ſpeaketh onely of the rules of ſpeech, andthe 
Rhetoritian and Logitian , conſidering what in nature will ſooneſt proue , and 
perſwade, thereon giue artificiall rules , which Rill are compaſſed within the cir- 25 
cleof aqueſtion, according tothe propoſed matrer. The Phyſitian weigheth the 
nature of mans bodic, and the nature of chipgsbelptullor hurctullvntoic. And the 
Metaphyſfickethoughir bee in the ſecond and abſtra&t motions , and therefore be 
counted lupernaturall, yet doth he indeed build vpon the depth of Nature. Onely 
the Rae difdaining io be tied /toanic luch fubicion , lifted vp with the vigonr of 30 
hisowne invention , doth grow in eftc@intoanocher nature: in making things ei- 
ther better chen Nature bringeth forth, orquite anew; formesſuchas never were 
in ndcure'tas the - Heroes, Demrggds, Cyclaps , Chymeras , Furies, and luch like; ſo 
as he gac«h band in hand with Nature, notincloſed within the narrow warrantof 
- hergifrs, bucfreely. ranging within the Zodiacke of his owne wir. Nature ncuer 35 
let forth the carth in fo-rich Tapiſtrie as diverſe Poets haue done, neither wich 
{ſo pleglanc rivers, fruicfull.crees,, ſweere-{tnelling flowers, nor whatſoeucr elle 
may make cheroo much louedearth more loucly : her worldis braſen, the Po- 
ets only delivera golden. Bur ler choſe things alone, and goto man, for whom 
as the- other things are, ſo it ſcemcth in him hervitermoſt cunningis imploy. 40 
cd : and know. whether ſhee haue broughe forth ſorruca louer as Theagenes, (© 
conſtantafriendas Pylades, foyalianra man as 07lando, lo righr-a Prince as xe- 
wephonsCyrus, and lo excellanta mancuery way,asYirgils Aeneas.Neither let this 
be icſtingly conceived, becauſe the works of the one beeſſenciall, the other inimi- 
tariqng action 2 curry vaderſianding knoweth the $kill of each Artificer ſtan- 4 
deth.in.char 7dea, or foreconceirof the worke, and not in the work ir ſelfe. Andthar 
the Poer hathchar Jdea, is manifeſt, by the delivering chem forthin ſuch excelloncy 
| as 
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as hee had imagined them : which deliuering foorth, alſo is nor whollie ima- 
ginatiue, as wee are wont to ſay by them that build Caſtles in theaire--but ſo 
farre ſubſtantiallieic worketh, not onely to makea Cyrus, which had bene bur a 
particular excellencie, as nature might haue dane, but to beſtow a Cyrus vpon 
che world to make many Cyruſſes, it they will learne aright, why and how thac 

» makermade him. Neither let ic be deemed roo ſfawcie a compariſon, toballance 
the higheſt poinrof mans wir with theefficacie of nature :burrather giveright 
honour tothe heauenly maker of rhatmaker , who having made man to his owne 
likeneſſc, ſet him beyond, and oueraliche workes of tha ſecond nature, which in 

12 nothing he ſheweth ſo much asin Poerric , when wich the force of a divine breath, 
he bringech things forth (urpasſing her doings ; with no ſmall arguments to the 
incredulous of that firſt accurſed fall of _AHdam, {inccourereted wit maketh vs 
know what perfeftionis, and yer ourinteRed will keeperh vs from reaching vn- 

co it. Bur cheſc arguments will by few be vndcerſtood, and by fewer graunted: 

15 thus much I hope will begiven me, that the Greekes with ſome probabilicie of 
reaſon, gaue him che name aboue all names of learning. Now let vs go to a 
more ordigarie opening of him, that the truth may bee the more palpable; and 
ſol hope, though wee get nor ſo vnmatched a praiſe , as the Etimologie of his 
names will grant, yet hisveriedeſcription, which no man will denie, ſhall nor 
juſtly be barred from a principall commendation. Poeſie therefore, is an Arte 

© of Imitation: for lo CAriftotletearmerhitinthe word wore, thatisto ſay, are- 
preſenting, counterfeiting, or figuring forth,to ſpeake meraphorically, A ſpea- 
king Pi&fure, with this end, toteachand delighr; Of this haue benethree gene- 
rall kinds, thechiefe both inantiquitie and cxcellencie , were they thar did imi- 
25 taterhevnconceiuable excellencies of God , ſuch were Dawdin his Plalmes, S«- 
lemon in his Song of Songs, in his Eccleſiaſtes and Proverbs, Moſes and Debors 

in their Hymnes, andthe writerof Job. Vhich beſide other, the learned Ema- 
»uell Tremelius , and Fr. Juniws do entitle the Poeticall partof the Scripture: a- 
gainſt theſe nonewill ſpeake that hath the holie Ghoſt in due holie reverence. In 
30 chiskind, though ina full wrong Diuinicie, were Orpheus, _Amphion, Homerin his 
-Hymnes, and manicother both Greekesand Romanes. And this Poefie muſt be vſed 
by whoſocuer will follow Saint Pawles counailein {inging Plalmes whenthey are 
merie, and I know is vied with the fruit of comfort by ſome , when in forowfull 
panges of their death-bringing ſinnes,- they find the confolation of the'never- 

35 leauing goodneſle, Theſecond kind isof chem that deale with matret Philoſo- 
phicall, cirher morall, as Tirtews ,- Phocilides , Cats : or naturall, as Zucretias, 
and Yireils Georgikes; or Aſtronomicall, as MHanilizs and Pomanxs ; or Hiſto- 
ricall, as Zacay : which who miſlike, rhe faulris intheir judgement, quiteout 
of ralte, notinthe ſweer food of (weetly vitered knowledge. But becauſe this 
40 ſecondiopt is wrapped within the foldeof the propoſed ſubie@, and takes not 
the free courſe of his ownceinuention, whether they properly bee Poersorno,let 
Grammarians diſpute ;'and gotothechird indeed right Poets, of whom'thieflic 
this queſtion arilerh : berwixe whom and theſe ſecond, is fuch akindepf diffe- 
rence, as berwixt the'meaner ſort, of Painters,” who counterfeir onely fuch Fa- 
45 cesasare ſer beforethem, and the more excellegt , who having no lawbiir-wir, 
beſtow that incolours vpon you, which is ficteſt for the eyeTto'ſe, asrhe'con- 
ſtanc , though lamenting looke of p_ when ſhee puniſhed in her ſeife

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anothers fault: wherein hepaintech nor Zucrecia , whom he neyer ſaw , but paine- 
terhcheoutward -bcautie of ſucha vertue - For theſe chird be they , which moſt 
properlie do imitate ro teachand delight :andro imitate, borow nothing of what 

15, hath bene, or ſhall be ; butrangeonly,, reyned with-learned diſcretion, into 
the diuineconſiderationof wharmay beand ſhould be. T hele bee they that asthe 5; 
firſt and moſt noble {ort, may iufily bee rermed Yates: ſo theſe are wayred ania 
the excellcnceſt languagesand beſt vnderſtandings, with-the fore-deſcribed namic 

of Poets. For thele indecd do meerely make to imirare, and imitarcboth rode- 
lighcand teach, and dclight ro moue men to cake that goodnefſe in hand , which 
withoucdclightthey would flicas from a ftranger ; and teach to make them know 
that goodneile wherevaro they are mooued : which being the nobleſt ſcope 

co which euer any learning wasdireed , yer want there not idle tongues tobarke 
atthem. T heſe be ſubdiuided intolundry more (peciall denominations. The moſt 
notable beche Heroicke , Lyricke , Tragicke , Comicke, Satyricke, Jambicke, Elegiacke, . 
Paſtorall, andcercaine others ; ſome of theſe being tearmed acording to the matter J 
theydeale wich, ſomeby the ſortof verſethey liked beſt ro write in: for indeed 
che greaceſt parr'of, Poers, haue apparelled their Pocticall inventions, in thar 
numbrouskindof wricing which is called Yerſe. Indeed butapparelled Verſe, be- 
ing butanornament ,:andnocauſe ro Poetrie, {incethere have bene manie moſt 
excellencPocescharneuer verſified , and now ſwarme many verlifiers that need ne- 22 
ueranſwercothename of Poets. For Xenephon who did imirate ſo excellentlicas 
togiue vs Effigiem twſtiimpery , the portraiture of aiuſt Empire, vnder thename 
of Cyrus, as Cicero faith of hims made cherein an abfoluce heroicall Poeme. So did 
Heliedorws in, his fugred-inuention;of that pifure of loue in Theagenes and Chari- , 
cles, and yct boththele wrote in Proſe : which I ſpcake to ſhew , - thatic is nor 
rymingand verſing tat maketh a Poer, (no more thena long gowne maketh an 
Aduocate, whorhough hee-pleadcd in armour , ſhould bee an Aduocate and 
no Sauldier :) but\ic- is-that faining notable images of vertues , vices; or what 
elſe.;, with thardelightfull reaching , which: muſt be che right deſcribing note to 
know a Poct by .. Although indeed the Senate of Poets haue choſen verſe as their 
ficteſtrayment : meaning as in marter they paſled all in all, ſo in manner to go 
beyondihem/: norpeaking table-ralke faſhion, or like men ina dreame , wordes 
as they chanceable fzilfrom che mouth, bur peaſingeach ſyllable of each word by 
iuſt proportion, according to the dignity of the ſubie@&. Now therefore ic ſhall 2 
not be amiſle, firſt $0 weigh chis latrer ſort of Poetrie/by his workes, and then J 
by. his.parts ; and;if- in neicher of theſe Anatomics he:be condemnable, I hope 
we:ſhallreceivea mpre fauourableſcncence. , Thispurifying of wir, thisenriching 
of, memoric enabling of ivdgemenc, and inlarging of conceir, which commonly 
we call learning}, .yader what name(o euerir:cometforth,, or cowhatimmediare ,_ 
end {oguer it be directed, the finallend is,to Jeade and draw vs to as high a per- 4 
teftion, as our degenerate {oules, madeworle by theirclay lodgings, can be ca- 
pabla of, Thisaccarding ro theinclination of man ,bred-many formed impresſ- 
ons:; jor. ſome that thought this felicity principalliero be gotten by knowledge, 
and:gaknowledgero-be,ſo high or heauenty , as acquainrance with the ſtarres; 45 
gane-themlelues to. Afrronomie: others perſwading themiclues ro be Demi-gods, 

if, they knew. the.cquſcs of things , became naturall and ſupernarurall Philsſo- 
Pphers ..Some anadmirable delight drew toc Muſicke ; and ſome the certaintie of 
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demonſtration: to the Matbemarikes : but all, oneand other having this ſcope ro 
know , andby knowlcdgetolitt vp the mind trom thedungeon of the body, to 
the enioying his owne divine eſlence. Burt when by the ballance of experience ic 
was found, that the 4frenomer looking to the ſtarres might fall in a dirch : thar 
the enquiring Philoſopher might be blind in himlelfe : and the Mathematician 

3 might draw forcha fireightline witha crooked heart; Thenloedid Proofe, the 0 
uer-ruler of opinions make manifeſt, chatall theſe are but ſcruing ſciences z which 
as they haneapriuatecnd inthemſclues, lo yerare they all dircted to the high- 
eſtendof chemiſtrefle knowledge , by the Greckes «'gx/muwrormy, which Rands as] 

» Thinke, in tbeknowledgeof a mans ſelfe, in the Erhicke and Politicke confiderati- 
on, withtheend of welldoipg. and not of wellkncwing oncly.

'T he Philoſopher, faith hee, teacheth a 
diſputatiue vertue,; bur I do anaQtiue. His verteis excellent in the daynger- 
leſic Academie of Flats: but minc ſhewerh forth her honourable face in the bar» 
tels of _ Marathon, Fharſalia, Poietiers, and Agincourt. Hee teacheth vertue b 

45 ccraine abſtra@ conſiderations : bur 1 onely bid you follow the footing of them 
that haue gone before you. Old aged _—_— gocth beyond the fine witred 
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: Philoſapher : but T'giueche experience of manicages. Laſtly , if hemakerheſfong 
booke, I pur the learners hand totheLute, and it he betheguide; Jamibelight. 
T hen would hcalleage you innumerab!e examples, confirming ſtorie by ſtories, 
how much the wiſcſt Senators and Princes haue ben direted by the credit of 
Hiſtorie, as Brutus, Aphinſus of Aragon, (and whonotifrieed be.') Artlength. 5 
the long line of their dilpuration makes a point in this, that the one giveth the pre- 
cept, andthe other the example. Now whom ſhall we find, ſince che queſtion Ran- ' 
deth forthe higheſt forme inthe ſchoole of learning, to be moderator ? Trulie as 
meſcemeth, the Poet; andif nota moderator, cuenthe man thatoughtto carie 
thetitle from them both : and much more fromall other ſeruing ſciences. T here- 
forecompare we the Poet with the Hiſtorian, and with the morall Philoſopher ; and 
ifhe gobeyondchem both , noother humane skill can macch him.: For as forthe 
Dixine, withallrcucrence he is euerto be excepted , notonly forhaving his ſcope 
asfairc beyond anicof theſe, as Eternitieexceedeth a Momenc ; bur euen for paſ- , 
ſing each of theſc in themſelues. And for the Lawyer, though Jus be the daugh- J 
rer of ;uſtice , the chiefe of vertues z yet becaule he ſcekes ro make men good, ra- 
ther formidine pens, then wirtutis amore : or to lay right, doth not endeuor to 
make men good, bur that theircuillhurt nor others, hauingno careſo he bea good 
ciciſen , how bad aman he bez Therefore as our wickedneſſe maketh bim nece(- 
farie, and necesfitic maketh him honourable, ſo. is he nor in the deepeſt rruth ro *® 
ſtandcinranke with theſe , whoall endeuour to take naughtineſſe away , and planc 
gvodneſſeeuen in the [ecreteſt cabiner of our ſoules: and theſe foure are all thatany 
way dealc in the conſideration of mens manners, which being the ſupreame 
knowledge, they chat beſt breede ir, deſeruethe beſt commendation. The Phile- , 
ſopber therfore, and the Hifforian, are they which would win thegoale, the one by 
precepr, the other by example: but both, not having both, do both halte.For the 
Philoſopher ſetting downe with thorniearguments the bare rule, is ſo. hard of vite- 
Trance, and ſo myſtie to be conceiued, tharone that hath no other guide but him, 
ſhall wade in him till he be 01d, before he ſhall find ſufficient cavie to be honeſt. 
For his knowledge ftandeth ſovpon the abſtraQ and generall, that happie is that 
man who may vaderſtand him, and more happy that can applie what he doth vn- 
dcrſtand. On thc other {ide,the Hiſtorian wanting the precepr, is ſo ticd not ro whar 
ſhould be, bur to whar is, tothe parcicular truth of things, and not tothe general 
reaſonof chinges, that his example draweth no neceſſary conſequence, and there» 
forealeſlcfruitfull dotrine. Now doth the peerelefſe Poct performe both : for V5 
whaiſocuer the Philoſopher faith ſhould be done , hegiuesaperfe pifQure of ir 
by ſomeone, by whom he preluppoſeth it was done, ſoas hee coupleth the gene- 
rall notion withche particularexample. A perfe@piQure ( I ſay) for he yeelderh co 
the powers ofthe mind an image of that whereof the Philoſopher beſtowerh bur ,_ 
a wordiſh deſcription, which doth neither ſtrike, pierce,nor poſleſſe the ſight of the £ 
ſoule ſo much, asthac other doth. Foras inoutward things to a man thar had neuer 
ſcencan Elephant , or a Rhinocerss, who ſhould tell him moſt exquiſitely all their 
ſbape, colour, bigneſſe and particular markes , or of a gorgious palace an Archi- 
teFurc, who declaring the full beauties, might wellmake the hearer able to re-45 
peate as ir were by roar all he heard , yer ſhould never fatisfic his inward con- 
ceit; with being witneſſe to it ſelfe of atrue liuing knowledge: but the ſame 'man, 
aſſoone as he might ſee thoſe beaſts well paintd, or that houle well in modell, 
| ſhould 
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ſhould Rtraightwaies grow without necde of any deſcriptiontoa iudicialcompre- 
hending of chem, ſo (no doubt ) the Philoſopher with his learned definitions, be ir of 
vertues or vices, matcers of publike policicor priuate gouernment, repleniſheth 
the memorie with many infallible groundsof wiledome, whichnorwithſtanding 

| lyedatke beforethe imaginatiue and iudging power, ifthey be notilluminated or 
; Gan forth by the ſpeaking pifure of Poefie. Tully takerh much paines,\and ma» 
* nietimes not without Poeticall helpes,to make vs know theforce,loueefour coun- 
try bach in vs. Lec vs but heare old CAzchiſes, ſpeaking in the middeſt of Troyes 
flames, or lee Flies inthe fulnefle of all Cabpſoes delights, bewaile hisabſence 

19 from barraincand beggarly hace. Anger (the Stoikes ſaid) was aſhort madneſle : 
let but Sophocles bring you Ajax ona ſtage , killing or whipping ſheepeand oxen, 
thinking them the Armicof Greckes, with theirchicftaines Agamernon, and Me- 
nelaus :andicllmeit you haue nor a morefamiliarin(ightinto Anger,then finding 

in theſchoolemen his Genus and Difference.See whether wiſdome and temperance 

15 inY:#/es and Diomedes , valurein Achilles, friendſhip in Niſxs and Earialws, 'euen 
roan ignorant man carie notanapparant ſhining : and contrarily , theremorſe of 
conſcience in Oedipm;the ſoone repenting pridein Agamemnen ; the (clfe deuou- 
ring cruclticin his father Atrexs ; the violence of ambition in the two Thebap bro- 
thers; che ſowre ſweetneſle of reuengein Medea 3 andto fall lower, the Terentian 

- Gnato, and our Chaxcers Pandar ſo expreſt, that we now vietheir names, to ſigni- 
20 fietheir T rades: And finally, all vercues, vices, and pasſions, ſoin their ownenatu- 
rall ſtares, laidto the view,that weſecme notio beare of them, but clearely to ſee 
throughthem. Butcucninthe moſt excellent determination of goodneſſe, whar 
Philoſophers counſell can fo readily dire aPrince, as the faigned Cyrus in Xeno- 

25 phon; oravertuous manin all fortunes, as &xeas in Yirgill, or awhole Commons 
wealth, asthe VWay ot Sir Thomas Moores Extopra, I lay the Way, becauſe where 
Sir Thomas Mooreerred, it was the fault of the man,and norof the Poer: forthar 
Way of patterning a Common-wealth, was moſt abſolute, though he perchaunce 
hath not ſoablolutcly performedir. For thequeſtion is, whether the fainedimage 

30 Of Poerric, or theregularinftruftion of Philoſophie, hath the more force intea- 
ching, Wherein if the Philoſophers haue more rightly ſhewed themſeluces Philo- 
ſophers, then the Poets haue arrained to the high toppe of their profesſion ( asin 
truth Mediocribus efſe poetis now Dy , non homines; non conceſſere column ) itis ( I 
fay againe) notthe fault of the Art, butthar by fewe menthar Artcanbe accom- 

35 Pliſhed. Certainly , euen our Saujour Chriſt couldas well have giuen themorall 
common places of vncharicableneſſe, and humbleneſle, as the diuinenarration of 
Dines and Lazarws , or of diſobedience, and mercie as that heaucnly diſcourſeof 
the loſtchild and the gracious Father, but thar histhorough ſearching wiſedome, 
knew the eſtate of Dines burning in hell, and of Zazarws in Abrahams boſome, 

o would moreconſtancly asit were, inhabit bothche memory and iudgement.Tru- 
ly for my ſelfe ( me ſecmes) Ifec before mine eyes, the loſtchildes diſdainfullpro- 
digalitic turned toenuy a Swines dinner: which by thelearned Diminesarethoughr 

not hiſtoricall aQts, bur inſtruAing parables. For concluſion, ſay the Philoſe 

tcacheth, bur he reachethobſcurely , ſoas rhe learned onely can vnderſtand him, 
that isto ſay, hetcacheththem thar arealreadieraughr. But the Poer is the foode 
forthe te adieAt ſtomacks, che Poet is indeed, the right popular Philoſopher. Wher- 
of Eſops Tales give good procfe, whoſe prettie Allegories ſtealing vnder the for- 


mall Tales of beaſtes, make many more beaſtly then beaſtes , beginto _ the

imagining of matrers be ſo fic for che imagination , then muſt rhe Hi/{orianneedes 
ſur alle, who briags you images of cruc matters, ſuch as indeed were done, and not 
ſuch as fancaſticaly or talſly may be ſuggetted co hauc bindone. Truly 4r;/fotle bim 
ſelfin his diſcourle of Poefie,piainly dererminerh this queſtion, ſaying,that Poetrie is 5 
ÞiAooop&Tege Kone area, that is colay,itis morePhioſophical, &morethe hiſto- 
ry. Hisrcaſon is, bccauſc Poeſie dealeth withna98ksz,that is ro ſay,with the vniuerſal 
conſideratis,&the Hiſtory with ««.Y tas the particular. Now laich ke, the vniuer- 
fall wayes whar is fir tobe laid or done, either is likclihood or neces(itie , which the 
Poeſie conſidereth in hisimpoſed names:8 che particular only marketh whether Al 
cibiades did or ſuffered thisor that. Thus tar Ari/totle.W hich realon of his, as al, his 
ismoſ full of reaſon. For indecd if the queſti6 were, whether it were better to have 
a particulara cruly or falſly ter downe, there is nodoubt which is to bechoſen,no 
more then whether you had rather hauc YeſpsſiansPiRureright as he was, or ar the ; 
Painterspleaſure noching reſebling. Bur it the queſti6 be tor your owne vic &lear- 
ning, whether ic be better to haue it ſer down as 1c ſhould be, oras it was; then cer- 
tainly is more doQtrinable,the fained Cyrus in Xexophon,then the true Cyrus in Inftin: 
and the fained Aves in Yirgil,chen the right «&ncas in Dares Phrigims:astoa Ladie 
thar deſired co faſhion her countenance tothe beſt grace , a Painter ſhould more be- 
nefic her to portraica moſt ſweet face, writing Camidiavponit,then to paint Caxidia *© 
as ſhe was, who Horace (weareth was fulill fauored, If che Poet do his part aright, he 
wilſhew you in Taralw, Atrews,& luch like,norhing that is notto be ſhunnediin Cy- 
715 Eneas,Viiſſes,cach thing to be followed: where the Hiſtorian bound to telthings 
as thinges were,canot beliberall , withour he wil be Poetical of aperte& parterne, 25 
bucas in Alexander or Scipio himielt , ſhew doings, ſom to beliked , ſom to be mil- 
liked;and then how will you diſcerne what to follow, but by your owne diſcretion, 
which you had withour reading 2. Curiizs. And whereas a man may lay,though in 
vniverſall confideration of doArine, the Poet preuaileth , yetthar he Hiſtoric in 
his aying ſuch athing was done, doth warranc a man more in that he ſhall follow. 
T heanſwer is manitcſt, that if he ſtand vpon that was, as if he ſhould argue, becauſe F 
it rained yeſterday, cherefore it ſhould raine coday , then in decdehath itſome ad- 
uantage toa groſſe conceir. Butit he know anexample onely enformes a conieftu- 
red likelihood,& ſo goby reaſon,the Poet doth {o far exceed him, as heisro frame 
his exampleto that which is moſt reaſonable, be ir in warlike , politike, or priuate 
marcers; wherethe Hiſtorian in his bare, was, hach many rimes that which we call 35 
forcune, to ouerruleche beſt wiſedome, Many times he muſtrell eucnts , whereof 
hecanyeeld nocaule, orit he do, it muſt bepoetically. For that a fained example 
hath as much forceroteach, asatrue example (for as forro moue, it is cleare, ſince 
the fained may betuned co the higheſt key of pasſion) let vsrake one exaple wherin A 
an Hiſtorian & a Poet did concurre.Herodetws& Tuſtine do both teſtific , that Zopirms, 4 
King Dari:s faithful feruant, ſeeing his maiſter long reſiſted by the rebellious Baby- 
lonians, fained himlclfe in extreame diſgrace of his King, for verifying of which, he 
caufed his owne noſcand eares to be cut off, & lo flying ro the Babylomians was recei- 
ned,& for bis knowa valure ſo far credited, that he did find meancs ro deliver them 4.5 
oucr to Darius. Much like matter doth Ziwy record of Tarquinim & his ſonne. Xens» 
phoncxcellently fained ſuch another ſtratagem, performed by Abradatesin Cyrus 
behalfe. New would I faineknow, if occaſion bepreſented vnto you, to ſerue your 
Prince by ſuchan honeſt disſimulation,why you donor as wel learne ic of Xenophons 
fition, as of che others veritie: and crucly ſo muchthe berter,as ye ſhal laue your 
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noſe by the bargaine . For CAbradates did not countertet fo fax;Sothenthebeſt of 
the H1;/or1ar is {ubict ro the Poet: for whatloever afti6,ur fatis,whatſocuer coun- 
(ell, policic,or waric ſtratagem che Hi/torianis bound to recite , that may the Poe# 
it be liſt with his imicati6 make his owne ; beaucitying it both for further teaching, 
& more delighting, as it pleaſe him: having all ftr6 Dame his heauento his hel, vader | 

I cheauthoricy of his pen. Whichif 1 be asked what Poess hauedonelo? as I mighr 
wel name ſome, fo yer ſay I,and lay againe,l ſpeake of the Art andnor ofthe Ainti- 
cer, Now cothat which commonly is attributed tothe praile of Hiftorie,in reſpect 
of the notablc learning is goc by marking the fuccefſe, as though thercin a man 

» {hould lee vertueexalced and vice puniſhed:truly thar commendationis peculiar to 
Poetrie, and farrc off from kHiſtoriezfor mdeed Poetric cuer fets vertueſoout in her 
beſt colours, making fortune her wel-waiting handmaid , tharone muſt needes be 
cnamoured of her. Vell may you ſee Yiyſſes inaſtormeand in other hard plights, 
bur they are bur excrcifes of patience & magnanimity, to make the ſhinerhemore 

15 intheneare tollowing profpericic. And of the contrary part, #evil mencomerothe 
ſage, they eucr goc out (as the T ragedic writer anſwered ro one that miſliked the 
ſhew of ſuch pertons) ſo nzanacled, as they lirtle animate folkes re follew them. Bur 
the Hiſtorie being captiued ro the truth of atooliſh world , is many times a terror 
from wel doing, and ancncouragement tovnbridicd wickednefle. For fee wenor 
valiant Mzlctades rotinhisferrers? Theiuſt Phocionand the accompliſhed Socrates 

20 pur codeathliketraytors © T hecruell Severus live proſperoufly2T hecxcellent Se- 
«erus miſerably murthcred? Syllaand Marixs dyingin their beds? Pompeyand Cicero 

. Nlainechen when they would haue thought cxilea happinefle?. See we notvertuous 
Catodriucn to kill himſelfe,and Rebel Ceſar lo aduaunced, thathis name yerafter 

2c 1600 yeares laſteth in the higheſt honog? And matke but even Ceſarsowne words 
of the torcnamed Sylla, (whoin that onely did honeſtly,toputdowne hisdiſhoneſt 
tyrannic) Ziteras neſcinit; asif wagrof leataing cauſed him rodowell. Hemeantic 
not by Poctric, which not content with earthly plagues,dcuiſeth new puniſhments 
in heli forryrancs: nor yet by Phifoſophy ,, which teacherh Occidentes eſe, but no 
doubt by skil in Hiſtoric, for charindeed canafford you Cip/elmus, Periander, Phalaris, 
Dionifius,&1 know nothow many moe of the ſame kennel, thac ſped welinough 
in thcirabhominable iniuſtice of vſurpation. I. c6cludetherfore that he excelleth bi. 
ſtoric, not only in furniſhing the mind with knowlcdge,bur inſerting it forward to 
that which deſcrucsto be called & accounted good : which ferting forward & mo- 

25 ving to wel-Coing, indeed ſerteth the Lawrel crown vpGthe Poctsas vitorious,nor 
onely of the #;/forian , bur ouerthe. Phulsſopher , howlocuer inteaching, itmay be 
queſtionable, For ſuppolſeit be graunted , that which I ſuppoſe with great-reaſon 
may be denicd, that the Philoſopher in relpcR of his methodicall proceeding, reach 
more perfe&ly thenthe Poet, yerdo Irhink,that no manis fo much @Ao@iAdo@oe,ag. 

40 19.compare the Philoſopher in mouing with the Poet. And tharmouing is ofa higher 
degree thenteaching ; it may by thisappeare,thatir is well nigh both the cauſeand 

cftect of reaching. For who will be gaughc if he be not moved with defiteto be 
taught? And what ſo much good doth thar reaching bring forth, (1 ſpeake ſtill of 
mozall doftrine)as thatir moucth one to dothat which it doth teach?For as Ariffo. 
ile faich, itfs not wor bur meoFic muſt be che fruites & how Tedf(s can be withour 

4 being moued to; pradlile , ic. is no hard matter to conſider. The Philoſopher 
fheweth you the way, he informeth you of the particularities, as well of the re- 
diquineſle of the way, and of the plcaſant lodging you ſhall have when youriour- 
ney is ended, agot the many by-turnings chat may divert you from your way, 
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Butthisistono man but to him that will readc him, and reade him with attentive 
ſtudiovs paintulncſſe, which conflant deſire whoſocuer hath in him, hath al: eadte 
paſt halfethe hardneſle of the way : and therefore is beholding to the Philoſopher, 
buc for the other halte. Nay, truly learned men haue learnedly thought, that where 
oncereaſon hath ſo much ouer-maſtcred paslion, asthatthe minde hatha free de- 5 
firecodowell, the inwardlight each mind hath in itleife, is as good asa Philoſo- 
phers booke, ſince in Nature we know itis well, rodo well, and whatis well, and 
whatiseuilt, alchough not inthe words of Art which Philoſophers beſtow vpon vs: 
for ourofnaturall conccit the Philoſophers drew it z but to be moucd to do that 
which we know, or to be moued with deſire ro know, Hoc gpues, hic labor e#t. Now 
thereinof all Sciences I ſpeake fill of humane ( and according rothe humanecon- 
ceit) isour Peetche Monarch, For he doth nor only ſhew the way , bur giuerh ſo 
ſwecrea proſpe&@intothe way, as will intice any man to enterinto it : Nay he 
doth as if your iourncy ſhould ly through afairc vineyard, attheveric fiſt, giuc 
you acluſter of grapes, that full of that taſte, you may long topaſle further. He be- 
ginncth nor with obſcure definirions , which muſtblurre the margent with inter- 
prerations, and load the memorie with doubrfulnefſe:but he commerhro you with 
wordsſct indclightfull proportion, either accompanied with, or prepared for the 
well cnchaunting skill of Muſicke, and withatale forſooth he commeth vmto you, 
withacalc, which holdeth children from play , andold men from the Chimney *® 
corner; and pretending no more, doth intend the winning of the mindefrom wic- 
kednefle to vertue; evenasthe child is often brought rorake moſt wholſome things 
by hyding theminſuch otheras haueapleaſant caſte : which if one ſhould begin 
rotclithem the nature of the Alloes or Rhabarbarum they ſhould receiue, would 5 
ſooner take cheir philicke at cheir cares thenar cheir mouth, ſois itin men ( moſtof 
which arechildiſh inthe beſt things, tillthey becradledin their graues) glad they 
will be to hearechetales of Hercules, Achilles, Cyrus, A&neas, and hearing them,mulſt 
needes heare the right deſcriptionof wildome, valure, and iuſtice ; which if they 
had bene barely ( thar is toſay Philoſophically ) ſer our, they would ſweare they be 
brovght toſchoolcagaine 3 thar imitarion whereof Poerrieis, hath the moſt con- 5 
uenicncieto nacure of all orher : in ſo much chatas Ariſtotle ſaith, thoſe things 
which in themiclues are horrible , ascrucl} bartels, vnnatrurall monſters, ar made 
inpoericall imitarion, delightfull. Trucly] have knowne men, that eucn withrea- 
ding Amadis de Gaule, which God knowes, wanteth much of aperfe& Poefie, baue 
found their hearts moued to the exerciſe of curteſie, liberalirie, and eſpecially W 
courage. Who readeth <Aneascarying old Anchiſes on his backe, that wiſhech nor 
it were his fortune coperforme ſocxcellentan Att ? Whom doe not thoſe words 
of Turns moue, (the Tale of Turnw hauing planted his image inthe imagination ) 
Fugientem hac terra videbit ? V/que adcone mori miſerum eſt } Where the Philoſophers 
(as chey thinke) {corne codelight, ſo muſtthey be content lircle co moue 3 (auing ' 
wrangling whether Yirtus be the chiefeor the only good ; whetherthe contem- 
platiue orthe aftiuelife doexcelkwhich Plaroand Boetine well knew:and therefore 
made miſtrcſſe Philoſophie verie often borrow the masking raiment of Poefie. For 
cuen thoſc hard harced evil men,who thinkevertuea ſchoole name:and know noo- 4.5 
ther good bur indulgere genio,and therefore deſpiſethe auſtere admonitions of the 
Philoſopher,&feele notthe inward reaſon they ſtand vpon, yet will be content to be 
delighted, which is all the good, fellow Poer ſeemes to promiſe; and lo ſtealero ſee 
the forme of goodneſſe, (which ſcene, they cannor bur loue) ere themlclues be 
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awarc,as ifthey cooke a medicineof Cheries. Infinite proofes of che ſtrange:ef+ 
tects ot this Poccicall inucnrion might be alicaged ; onely-tworſhall ſerne which 
aieiooftcnremembied , as | thinkeall men know them. T he gneof Menermmer 4s 
grippa, who, whenthe whale pcopic of Rome had-rcfolutely: divided themuſclues 
t10m the Sexate, with apparant lbew of viterruine,, though he weretat thattime 
an cxcelieat Orator , came nor among them vpon. truſt either of figurariue ipce- 
ches, or cunning in(inuacions, and muchlcfle with far fer Maximes of Philefophie, 
which eſpecially if they were Platonike, they muſt hauc learned Geometrie before 
they could well haueconceiued; but tortooth,, he behaueth himfelfelike a homely 

and familiar Poet. Herelleth chema ale, that chere wasa time , whenalltheparts 
of the bodie madea murinous conſpuracie againſt che belly , which chey thoughe 
deuourcd thefruices of cach others labour : they concluded they wouldlerſo vn- 
proficableapenderſtarue. Incheend , tobe fhort, for therale isnororious, .and 

as notorious charic wasa ale , with puniſhing che belly they plagued chemlclues; 

15 this applied by him, wrought ſuch eftet ini che people, as Ineucr read , thar only 
words brought torch ,bur chen,ſo ſuddenand io good analtcration;for vponrea- 
ſonable conditions, aperfc& reconcilement enlucd. The other is of Nathan the 
Propher,who when che holie Dauid had fo farre forſaken God,asroconfirmeaduls 
terie wich murther , when he was to dothe tendreft office ofatriend, inlaying his 
200wne ſhame before his eyes; ſent by God to callagaine ſo choſena ſeruant;, how 
doth heit 2 burby celling of a man whoſe beloued lambe was vngratefully taken 
from his bolome. Theapplication moſt diuinely true, butchediſcourſe irſelf fai- 
ned; which made Dawd(l ſpeakeof the ſecond andinitrumental cauſe)asin a glaſle 

, . ſee hisowne filchineſſe, as that heauenly Pialme of mercie welleeſtifierh. By theſe 
therefore examples and reaſons, I chinkeic may be maniteſt, har che Poer with 
that tame handof delight, doth draw theminde more effeually then anyother 
Artdoth. And ſoa concluſion, not vaticly enſue, thacas vertue is the moſtexcel- 
lentreſting place for all worldly Icarningtomake hisend of, to Pretrie being the

® worke, is the moſt excellent workeman. Bur [ am content notonely to decipher 
him by his workes ( although workes incommendationanddiſpraile, muſteuer 
holda high authoritie) but more narrowly will examine his parts, ſo that (asin a 
man )choughal together may carriea prelence fullot maieſtic &beaury,perchance 

in lomeonedefeAuouspeece we may finde blemilh ; Now inhisparts,kindcs or

may ſece,that euen Alexander and Darizs,when they ſtrave who ſhould be Cocke of 
this worlds dunghill, the benefit they got , was, that theafter-livers may lay, Hec 
memini Cy wvictum fruftra contendere Thirſim. Ex illo Coridew , Coridon ei tempore 
nobis. Orisitthe lamenting Elegrack , wbich in a kind heart would move rather 5 
pittie then blame, who bewailcth rhe grear Philoſopher Heraclitas , the weak- 
nefle of mankind, and the wrercheenefle of the world : who ſurely isto be praiſed 
cither for compasſionate accompanying iuſt cauſes of lamentations, or for rightly 
painting out how weake be the any of wofulinefſe? Is it the bitrer bur wholc- _ 
jome /embick , who rubbcsthe galled mind, makirg ſhame the Trumperof vil- 
| nie, with bold and open crying outagainſt naughtineſſc ? Or the Satrick, who 
One "oqfer witium ridenti tangit amico,, who iporiingly never leauah, til he make 
a manlaugh acfollic ; andar jength aſhamed, to laugh at himſelfe ; which he can- 
notauord, wichourauoiding the follies who while Circum precordialudit , giueth 
vsro fcele how many headachesa pasſionate life bringeth vs to? How whenallis 
done, Eff Viabris aninzus x nos ner deficit aquws, No perchance it is the Comick, 
whom naughtic Play-makersand ſtage keepers, have twſily madeodious. Tothe 
cntsof abuſe, | willafter anſwer, only thus much now is:tobefaid, tharthe 
Comedy is an imicationof thecommon ertors of our life, which he repreſentcethin 
the moſtridiculousand ſcornefull fort that may be: ſoasicis impos(ſible chat any *® 
bchouldercannce be content be ſuch a ane. Now as in Geomertrie,the oblique muſt 
beknowneas wellasthe right , and in Aricthwetick, the oddeas wellas theeuen, fo 
iathcationsof our life, who fcerh not the filthineſle of evill , wanterhagrear foile 
m_ the bcauric of vertue..

And 
keele reaſon hack any manto ſay, that men learne the euillby ſceingir ſoſcrour; . _ 
finceas I Gid before, chereisno man {iuing, bur by the force truth bach in na- 5 
ture, noſoocacricacth theſe men play their parts, but wiſheth them in Prſ{rinume, al- 
though cethe fackof his owne faults lic ſo behind his back, thac he ſeeth 
nothi rodancerhe fame meaſure : whereto yer nothing canmore open his 
eyes, then coſcehisowne ations courempribly ſer forth. So tharthe right vſe of 5

 kerch yecldeth anorable teſtimony ofcheabhominable T yranc Alexander Pherexs, 
fromwhoſecycsa Zregedie wall made and repreſemted, drew abundance of teares, 
whowichouralbpictic had murthered infinieenumbers,&: ſome of his owne bloud: 4.5 
foas hethar wasnoraſkamed to make matters for Tragedics, yer couldnor reſiſt 
the fwecte violence'of a Trapedre. And if ir wrought no further good in him, it 
was, thacheindeſpireof himſclfe, withdrew himſelfe from hearkening to that 
which mightmollific his hardened hearr.

In Hon 
gerie] haue ſcencin the manner of all feaſtes and other luch like meetings, to have 
ſfongsof theiranceftorsvalure; which that right ſoaldicrlike nation, thinke one of 
thechicfeſt kindlexsof braue courage. The incompatable Zaredemenians did not 

onelycarriethatkindof Meſxke ever with them tothe field; but cucnat home, as 

15 ſuch ſongs were:made, fo were they all-contentro be ſingers ef them: wherithe 
luſtic men weretorell wharthey did, the old mer''what they had done, and-the 
young whattheywould do. And where a man mayfay, that Pindere many times 
praiſeth highly Viorics of ſmall momeiit, rather matrers of ſporrthen vertue, as 
it may beanſwered, it was the fault of the Poet,'and not ofche Poetrie; fo indeede 

20 the chicfc fault was, inthe time and cuſtome of the Greekes, who ſetthoſcroyesat 
ſo higha price, thar' Phikip of Macedow reckeneda horle- race wonnear Olympus, 
among his three fearfull feliciries . Buras-the vnimitable Pindare often did , ſois 
charkind moſt capable and moſt fir, roawake the chowghts fromthe ſleep ofidle: 
ncfſe, toembrace honourable enterpriſes: There reſtsthe Heroreall, whoſe veric 

2 5 name thinke ſhould dauntallbackbiters. For by what conceir cana tongue be di 
refed to ſpcake cuill of char which draweth- wich him no lefſe champions then 
Athilles, Cyrus, Aeneas, Turnus, Tydews, Rinaldo, who docth nor onely teachand 
moue toatrath, bur tcachethand mooucth ro the moſt high and excellenc truth: 
who maketh magnanimitieand iuſtice, ſhine chrough all miſtie fearcfulneſſe and 

30 foggiedeſires. Whoifthe ſaying of Plaro-and Twly bee true, rhat who couldſce 
 vertue, would be wonderfully rauiſhed wich the lone of herbeantie; chis man (et- 
terh her our co make her more louelyin her holiday apparell, rotheeye of anic 
that will daine, not to diſdaine vncillchey vnderſtand . Burif any thing bealreadie 
faidinthe defence of ſweet Poetrie,allconcurreth cothe maintaining the Heroyeall, 

35 which is not onely akinde, burche beſt and moſt accompliſhed kinde, of Poervie. 
For asthe Image of each Aion ſtirreth and inſtruftech che minde, ſo the loftie 
Image of ſuch worchies, moſt inflamech che minde with deſire to be worthie : and 
enformes wich counſfaile how to be worthy. Onely let Aeneas beworne in the 
Tabler of your memoric, how he goucrnech himſeltein che ruineof his Countrie, 

40 inthe preſeruing his olde Father, and carying away his religious Ceremonies, in 
obeying Gods Commandement, toleaue Dido, though not onely all pasſionate. 
kindneſſe, but euenthe humaneconſideration of vercuous grarefulneſſe, would 
havecraued other of him : how in ſtormes, how in ſports, how in warre, howin 
peace, how a fugitiue, how victorious, how beſieged, how belieging, how to 

45 ſtraungers, how to Allies, how coenemies, how co his owne. Laſtly, how in 

' his inward elfe, and how in his ourward gouernment, andTcthinke in a minde 
moſt preiudiced wich a preiudicating humor, he will be found in — 
V.v. ruicfull 
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fruicfull . Yea as Horace ſaith, Melins Chriſippe, &+ Crantore.: but truly., Iima- 
| gineirfalleth outwith cheſe Poer-whippers, as with ſom good women, whooften 
arcſicke, bux in faith chey cannot cell lace: So the-name of Foetrie is odious to 
chem , bur geigher. his cavſe.,nor effects ; neither che ſumme that contaihnes him, 
nor the particylarizies deſcending from him, giue any faſt handle to their car- 5 
ping diſpraiſ@,.Since.then Peerrie is- of 1 humane lcarnings.3he moſt ancicnc, 
and of moſt fatherly anciquitie, as-from,whence other learnings haue taken cheir 
begipningsz Since itis ſo vajucrſall , thar no learned nation dath deſpiſcit, nor 
barbaxous'nacion is withoutit , Since! both Rowane and Greeke gaue ſuch duine 
Names vntoir, the one of. propheſying , the orher of making ; and thar.indecede 1 5 
that name of making is fir-for him, conlidering, char: where all:other Arts rc- 
rtaing cthemſelyes withinthei lubieR, and receive as it were thejr being from it; 
T be Poet onely;; oncly bringeth his ewne ſtuffe, and doth nos.carne a Conccir 
outof a matter, but maketh matcerfor « Conceit . Since neither his deſcription, 
norend, containeth any:cuill, the thing deſcribed:cannor be euill; ſince his eb 1 5 
fets be lo goodapto reachigoodneſic, and delight the learners of it ; fince there- 
in(oamely in marall doftrine the chiefs of all knowledges) hee: doth nor onely 
farrepaſlethe #i#erian, bur for inſtrying is well-nigh comparable co the Ph- 
loſopber , for mowing , leauerh him behind him. Since the holy Scriprure (where- 
in there is no vndeanneſle.) hath whole parts in ig Poeticall, and thar cuen our 20 
Saviour Chriſt vouchſafed to vie the flawers of ir: ſince all his kindesarenor on- 
ly intheir vnited formes, butin their ſeuered difſeRions fully comtnendable, I 
thinke , (and thinke I chinke rightly ).che Laurell Crowne appointed for:crium- 
haat Capraines, doch warthilic of all other learnings, honourthe Poers triumph. 
Bur becauſe we haue eares as well as rongues, and that the lighteſt reaſons that 2 5 
may bee, will ſceme co waigh greatly , if nothing bee put in the counterbal- 
lance, let vs:heare, and as vvell as wee can , ponder what obicions be madea- 
gainſt chis Art, which may be worthic either of yeelding, or anſwering. Firſt, 
truly I note, notonely in theſe woqusoor Poer-haters, but inall that kinde of peo- 
ple who ſcckeapraile, by diſprailing others, chat they do prodigally ſpendagreat 3o 
many wandring words in quipsand ſcoffes, carping and taunting ar each thing , 
which by ſtirring the ſpleene, may ſtay the braine from a through beholding the 
worthineſle of the ſubic&t . Thoſekinde of obieQious, as they are full of a very idle 
eaſineſle, ſince there is nothing of ſo ſacred a maieſtie, but har an icching congue 
may rubit ſelfe yponir , ſodeleruethey nootheranſwer, burin Reede of laughing 3 5 
attheicaſt, to laugh ar che jeaſter, We know a playing witcan praile the diſcretion 
of an Aſle, the comfortableneſle of bcingin debt, and che iolly commoditics of 
being ſicke of theplague. So of thecontrarie ſide, if we will curne 0zids verſe, Vt la- 
teat virtue, proximitate mali, that good lic hid in nearneſle of the enil, Agrippe vvill 
beas merry in che ſhewingthevaniticof Science, as Eraſmus was inthe commen- 45 
ding of folly : neither ſhallany manor matter, cſcape ſome couch of theſe (miling 
Raylers. But for Eraſmus & Agrippa,they hadanother foundation then the ſuperfi- 
ciall part would promiſe. Marrytheſc other pleaſaunr fault-finders , who willcor- 
re& the Verb before they vnderſtand the Nowye, and confute others knowledge, 
| before they confirme their owne, I would haue them onely remember, char 45 
ſcoffing commeth nor of wiſcdome ? (o as the'beſt ticle in true Engliſh they 
get with their meriments, is to be called good fooles : for ſo have our graue 
forc- 
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forefathers ever tearmed thar humorous kinde of iefters . But that which gineth 
greateſt ſcopeto their ſcorning humor, is ryming and verſing. Ir is alrcadie ſaid, 
(andas Ihinke «ruly ſaid) itis nor ryming and verfing that maketh Poefie : One 
may bea Poet without verſing,and a verſifier without Poetrie .: Bur yet preſup- 
pole it were inſeparable, as indeede it ſeemeth Scalljger iudgethtruly, it wereianin- 
ſeparable commendation. Forif 0ratio,next to Ratio, Specch next toReaſon, be 
the greateſt gift beſtowed vpon Morralitre, that cannotbe praiſcleſſe , which' doth 
moſt poliſh that blesſing of ſpeech ; which confidereth each worde, not onely as 
a man may ſay by his forcible qualicie, but by his beſt mcaſuredquantitie: catying 
10 even in themieluesa Harmonic; withour perchaunce number, mcalure, order, pro- 

portion, be in dur time growne odious. But lay afidetheiuſt praileir hath, by bec- 
ing the onely fit ſpeech for Awſicke , (Muſicke T ſay, the moſt divine Arikerof the 
ſenſes;) Thus much is vndoubtedly true, that it reading bee fooliſh withour re- 
membring , Mcmorie being the onely treaſure of knowledge, thoſe words which 
15 arefirteſtfor memorie, are likewiſe moſt conuenient for knowledge. Now that 
Verſefarreexccderth Profe, in the knitting vp of the memorie, the reaſon is ma- 
nifeſt, the wordes (beſides their delight, which hath a great affinitiero memotrie) 
being ſo ſet asone cannot beloſt,butthe whole worke failes: whichaccuſingirſelfe, 
callethrhe remembrance backetoit ſelfe, & ſo moſt trongly confirmeth ir. Beſides 
20 one word, ſoas it were begetringanother, as be itinrime or meaſured verſe, by the 
former a man ſhall hauca necregheſſero the follower. Laſtly, even they that haue 
caught the Art of memorie, haueſhewed nothing ſoapt for it, asacertaineroome 
divided into many places, well and throughly knowne: Now that bath the verſein 
effe& perfeftly,cuery word having: his niturall ſeat, which ſcat muſtneedes make 
25 theword remembred. But what needes more in a thing ſo knowne toall men? 
Who is it that cuer was ſcholler, thatdorth fiot carrie away ſome verſesof Firgill, 
Herace , or Cats, which in his youth hee learned, and cucn to his olde age ſerue 
him for hourely leſſons ; as Percontatorem fugito, nam garrulus idem ett , Dum ſibi 
'— quiſqueplacet credulaturba ſumns . Burthe firneſſe itharh for memoric, is notably 
30 prooued by all delivery of Arts, wherein for the moſt part, from Grammer to Lo- 
gike, Mathematikes, Phyſike, and the reſt, the Rules chicfly neceſſarie ro bee . 
borneaway, arecompiled in verſes. So thar verſe being in rlelfe lweereand or- , 
derly, andbecing beſt for memorie, the onely handle of knowledge, ic muſt be 
in jeſt that any man can ſpeake againſtir. Now then goe wee to the moſt impor- 
35 tant imputationslaid co the poore Poets, for ought Tcan yer learne, they aretheſe, 
Firſt ;that there being many other more fruirfull knowledges, a'man\mighr 
berter ſpend his time in them, then in this. Secondly, thatit isthe mother of 
lies. Thirdly, that itisthenurſe of abuſe, infeAing vs with' many peſtilent de- 
ſires, with a Sirene ſweereneſſc, drawing the minde to the Serpents taile of finfull 
40 fanſies; and hercin eſpecially Comedies giue the largeſt field-ro.care, as Chanter 
faich, how both in other nations and ours, before Poets did foften vs, vve wete 
full of courage, giuen to martiall exerciſes, the pillers of manlike libertie, arid 
notlulled aſlcepein ſhadie idlencſſe with Poets paſiimes. And laſtly and chiefly, 
they cry out with open mouth, as if they had oner-ſhor Kobinbodd , char Plato ba- 
45 niſhed them outof his Common wealth. Truly, this is much if rhere bee'much 
tructh inir. Firſtrothe firſt. Thara man might better ſpendhis'rime; is a teaſon 
indeede: bur ic doth as they ſay, bur petere prineipium, For if irbee, as I aftirme, 
| tharnolearning is ſo good , astchat which teacherh'and mouerh ro vertue, andthar 
| Vv2 none 
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nonecan borthteach and moouerthereto ſo. much as Peer, then: is the concluſion 
manifeſt; chat inkeand papercannor bee to a moreprohitable purpoſe imploycd. 
And certinlychough a man ſhould graunr-cheir firſt-afſumprion, it:ſhould follow 
(methinke) veric vawillingly, that good isnot good, becauſe better is better, Bur T 
Rilland vtterly deny, that there is ſprung out of earth a more fruicfull knowledge. 5 
T otheſecond therefore, thatthey ſhould bee che principall lyers, 1anſwer Para- 
doxically, but cruely, I thinke truely : char ofall writers vnderthe Sunne, the Poet js 
the leaſt lyer: and though he would, asa Poet, can ſcarcely be a lytr . T he 4ſ{rons- 
wer with his coulin the Geometricien, can hardly eſcape,when they take vpon them 
romeaſure the height of the ſtarres. How often chinke you doe the Phy/ettanslye, 15 
when they auerrethings good for ſickneſſes, which afterwards ſend Charon a grear 
number of ſoules drownd ina potion, before they come to his Ferrie? And no lefſe 
of the reſt, which take vpon them to affirme., Now for the Poer, hee nothing affir- 
- meth, andcherefore neuer lyeth: foras I cake ic, tolie, is ro affirme thar ro beetruc, 
whichisfalſe.Soagtheother Artiſtes, and eſpecially the Hifforian, affirming many 15 
things, canin the clowdic knowledge of mankinde, hardly eſcape from many lyes. 
Bur the Poet asIfayd beſore,neueraffirmeth, the Poet neucr maketh any Circles 
abourtyourimagination, toconiure you to bclceue for true, what he writeth: heci- 
teth not auchorities of other hiſtories, but euen for his entrie, calleth the ſweere 
Msſestoinſpireinto him a good inuention. In troth nor laboring co tell you what 20 
is, or is not, bur what ſhould , orſhould not bee, And therefore though he recount 
thiogs nor true, yet becauſe he rellech chem norfor rrue, he lycth not: withoor we 
will ſay, chat Nathan lyedin his ſpeech befarealleaged to Danid,which asa wicked 
man durſt{carce ſay, ſo think I none ſo ſimple, would fay, tharB/ope lyed in cherales 
of his beaſts; for who thinkerh chat Eſope wrote it for aQtually true, wge well wor- 2 5 
thietohauc his name Chronicled among the beaſts he writeth of, What child is 
there, that comming to a play, and ſceing Thebes written in great letters vpon an 
old doore, doth belecue that it is Thebes? If chen-aman canarrivero thechildes 
age,to know thatthe Poets perſonsand doings, are bur pitures' what ſhould bee, 
and not ſtories what have been,they wil neuer give thelie cothings noraffirmatiue- 39 
ly, bucallegorically and figuratively written; and therefore as in hiſtorie looking 
= eruth,chey may g® away fullfraught with falſhood: Soin Poeſee, looking bur for 
fiction, they ſhall vſe thenarration bur asan imaginative groundplatofa proficable 
inuencion. Burhereto is replied , that the Poets give names romen they writeof, 
which arguerhaconceirof an aQuall cructh, and ſo not being truc, proouerha fall- 
hood. And doth the Lawierlyethen, when vader thenames of 1ohn of the Stile,& 
John of the Nokes, he purtech his Caſe? But that iscafily anſwered, theirnaming of 
| men,is; bur co make their. picture the more lively, and not to build any Hiſtoric. 
Painting men, they cannot leaue men nameleſle :; weſce we cannot play art Cheſle, 
burchacwe muſtgiuenamescoour Cheſſemen;zand yer me thinkes he werea verie 49 
rtiall Champion of truth, that would ſay we lyed, for giuing a peece of wood the 
reucrend clicle of, a Faſbop .\ The Poet nameth C375 and ZEnxcas, noogher way, 
then toſhew what men of their-famcs, fortunes, and eſtates , ſhould doe. Their 
thirdis, how. much ir abuſcth mens wics, eraininig it co wanton ſinfulneſſe, and 
luſtfullloue . For indede thar is the principall if nor onely abule, I can hearc al-45 
cd. T hey lay the Comedies rather teach then reprehend amorous conceits. 
T hey. faic the Zerike islarded with pasſionate Sownets , the Elegigke weepes the 
wantof his miſtreſſe, and thar cucn to the' Zerozcall , Cupid hath ambiciouſly 


climed 
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cimed. AlasLoue, I would:thou coutdeſt as welkdetend thy: (elfe ; agthouanlt> 
offend others: I would thoſe-or! whom thou' daett acrend; could eirterpurthiee 
away, or yeeld goodreafon why _— thee Burgraunc louent beauiet@beo:

For 1: ' 
will hor denie, bur that mans wit may make'P9/te,which ſhoald beenaswahich 
fomclearned haue defined figuring forth good chings,to be @xire5uy ; whichdoth 
corittariwiſe infec the fancie wich vaworthie obic&s, as the-Painter ſhould giue: 

15 rOthe cyecicher ſomecxcellen perſpeAive, or ſomefinePiQurelicforbuilding or 
fortificarion, ot concainingin ic ſome notable example, as 4brahem ſacrificing his 
ſonne /ſaack, lwdith killing Holofernes, Daxid fighring-with Gelias,rmay leagethole, 
& pleale an ill pleaſed eye wich wanton ſhewes of better hidden marrers. Bur whar, 
ſhall the abuſc ofa thing, make the right vic odious? Nay truly: rhough I yeeldthar

being righcly vſed (and vpon the right vic , each thing recetues his title) doth 

25 moſtgood. Do wee nor ſee skillof Phylicke the beſt rampier roour oftenaſſauk 
red bodies, being abuſed, tcach poyſon the moſt violent deſtroyer? Doth not 
knowledge of Law , whoſe cnd 1s to even and right all things, being abuled 
grow checrooked foſterer of horrible injuries ? Doch not (rogoe in thehigheſt) 
Gods word abuſed , breede hereſie, and his name abuſed, become blaſphe- 
30 Mie? Truelya Needle cannot doemuch hurt, andas truely (with leaueof Ladies 
bee it ſpoken ) it cannot doe much good . Witha ſword thou miaicſt kill thy Fa- 
ther, and with a ſword thou mayeſt defend thy Prince and, Countrie: (o that, as 

im thcir calling Poets, fathers of lyes, they faid' nothing, ſo-in this their argu- 
ment of abule, they proouethe commendation. T hey alledge herewith, thar be- 

35 fore Poets began to bee in price, our Nation kad let their hearts delight vpon 

action, and not imagination, rather doing things worthie tobe written, then wri- 
cing things firro be done. What that beforetime was, Ichinke ſcarcely Sphinx can 
rel: ſince no memorie is ſo auncient, that hath not the precedence of Poetrie. And 
cerraine it is, that in our plaincſt homelineſſe, yet neuer was the C4/bjow Nation 
40 without Peetrie Marry this Argament,though it be leuclled againſt Poetry, yer isit 
indeed achain-ſhor againſtall learning or bookiſhneſſe,as they commonly terme' ir. 
Of ſuch mind were certaine Gothes, of whom it iswritten,that hauing in theſpoile 
of a famous citie, taken a faire Librarie, onchangman belike fic roexecucethetruits 
of their wits,who had murthered a great numberof bodies, would haue ſer fireinir. 

5 No faidanother very grauely,take heed what you do, for while they arcbuſy about 

tholecoyes, we ſhall with more [cifure conquer theircountries. T his indeed is the 
ordinary dottrine of ignorance, and many wordes ſometimes] haue heardfpent in 
ir:but becaule this reaſon is generally againſt > lcarning,as well as Poetrie,or _—_

Onely Yhexanders ex- 
ampleinay ſerue, who by Piatareb is: accoumed-of fuch yertue, that forrune was, 
not his. guide, burhis! foorftovle, whole, Ads ſpeaks for him, though Plutarch 
did noc:iindeedethe Phevix of warlike Princes. This Alexander,lcft his Schole-.15 
maſter living |4riFoz/ebchind him, bucrooke dead Homer with him . Hepucthe. 
PhiloſopherCalſbiwes todeath;;'for his ſeeming Philoſophical, indeede muti- 
nous ftubbornnefſe; bur the chicfching he was ever heard ro wiſh for,was,that Ho- 
mer had bcenealiue: He well found be receiued more brauerie of minde by the pac- 
rerne of Achilles, then by hearing thedefinitionof fortitude. Andthereforeif Co- 20 
to miſliked Falsivs for carrying Exnivs wich him tothe held, ir may. be anſwered, 
thar if Caro miſlikedir, the Noble Ful#iss likedir, or elſe he had not done ir, foric 
was not the excellent Caro Yticenſis, whoſcauhoritie-I would much morehaue re- 
uerenced : bur ic was the former , in truth a birter puniſher of faultes, but elſc a: 
man that had neuer ſacrificed totheGraces. He miſliked and cryed outagainſt all 25 
Greeke learning. and yer beingfoureſcore yearesold , began to learneir, belike 
fearitig that Pluzovnderſtood nor Latinc: Indeed the Romane lawesallowed noper- 
ſon to becarried rothe warres, but hethatwasin the ſouldiers Role. And therefore 
though Cero miſliked his vamuſtred perſon, he miſliked not his worke. Andif he = 
had, Scipio Naſica (iudged by common conſcnt the beſt Romaye) loued him: both 3a 
the other Scipiobrothers, whohad by theirvertues no lefle ſurnames then of Aſi 
and CAfiricke, lo loucd him, that they cauſed his bodie to be buricd in their Se- 
pulcure. SoasCatves authoritie being but againſt his perſon, and that anſwered 
with ſofarre greater then himſelfe, is hereinof no validitie. But now indeede my 
burthen is grear, chat Plato hisnameis layd vpon me, whom I muſtconfeſſeofall z 5 
Philoſophers, I haue cuer eſteemed moſt worthy of reverence; and with good rea» 
ſon ,fince of all Philoſophers heis rhemoſt Poeticall : yerifhe will defile the foun- 
taineourof which his flowing ſtreames haue proceeded, let vs boldly examine 
with whatreafons hedidir, Firſttruely aman might maliciouſly obiet, that Plats 
being a Philoſopber , wasa naturall enemie of Poets. For indeede after the Phile- 
ſophers had picked our of che (weere my ſteries of Poerrie , the right diſcerningtrue 40 
pointsof knowledge,they forthwith putring irin merhode, and making a Schoole 
Arrof thar which the Poets did onely teach by a diuine delightfulneſſe, begin- 
ning to fpurneat cheir guides, like vngratefull Prentices, were nor content coſer 
vp ſhop for chemſclues, but ſought by all meanes ro diſcredit their maſters: which 
by theforce of delight being barred them, the leſſe they could overthrowe them, 45 
the more they hated them. For indeede they found, for Homer ſeuen Cities ſtraue 
who ſhould hauc him for cheir Citizen, where many Cities baniſhed Philsſophers, 
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a3'not firmembers toliuc among then, For onely.repeating certaine of Euripides 
Verſcs, many Athenianshadtheirlines {aucd of the.Syracu/avs, where the Atheni- 
ai chemſcluesthought manic Ph:loſophers vawerthie toliug.) Certaine Pogts, as 
Seevonides, and Pinderss;had ſopreyailed with Hero the firſt, that ofa Tyrant they 

5 - mddehimaiuſtKing: where Plarocauld do ſolictle wich Dioniſms,thathe himſclic 
af a Phileſopher, was madea flage. Byrwho ſhoyld dothus,. I confelle ſhould re- 
quite the obicftions: made againſt; Poets , 'with! like cauillarions againſt Philoſ0- 
pbers: as likewiſe one ſhobld do thar ſhould bjd qnereade Phedrgs or Sympoſiumin 
Pats, or the diſcourſe of loue in Plararch, andice wherher any Poet do authoriſe 

19 2bhominablafilthineſſeasthey.do. Againe, a man mighraske,. our of what com- 
mon-wealth 2/aro.dothbaniſh them, in ſooth, thence where he himſelte allowerh 
conjmunicieowomen. Soas belike this baniſhmegrgrew not for cffeminaze wan- 
tnnefle, ſince little ſhould Pocticall Somers behurtfull , when a man might have 
what woman he liſted. Bur I honour Philoſophicall inftrutions, and blefle the 

I 5 wittes which bred them:ſoas they benorabuſed, which islikewile ſtretched to Poe- 
trie, Saint. Paw/e himſelte (ers a warch-word: vpon Phitsſoppie; indeed vpon the 
abuſe. So doch.P1azovpontheabuſe,nor vpon: Foetrie. Plato found faulcthat the 
Poets of histime, filld the worldwighwrog opiniogof che Gods, making lighetales 
of that vnſpotted eſſence. z and therefore would nothaue the youth depraucd with. 

20 luchapinions ; herein may much beſayd; ler chis-ſuffice. The Poets did, not. in- 
duce ſuchopinions : butdid imicate thoſe opinions alreadie induced. For allthe | 
Gretke ſtories can well ceſtific, thar the verie religion of that time, ſtood vpon ma- 
ny, and many faſhioned: Gods: notraiight ſoby Poets, but followed according 
co their natureof imitation. VVholiſt may reade in Plutarch , the diſcouries of & 

25 ſis and Oftris, of the cauſewhy Oracles ceaſed, of che diujineprouidence, and ſee 
whetherthe Theologie of that nation, ſtoode not vpon ſuch dreames, which the 
Poets indecde ſuperſticiouſly obſerued 3 and truely ſince they had notthelightof 
Chriſt, did much betcer in ic then the Philoſophers, who ſhaking off ſuperſtition, 
brought in _drbeiſme. Plats cherefore,whoſe authoritic Thad mach rather iuſtly 

30 confiruethen vniuſtly reſiſt, meant norin general of Poets,in thoſe words of which 
Inlius Scaliger faith ; 2 44 authoritate barbari quidam atque inſipidi abuti velintad 
Poetas e Republica exigendos;But onely meant ro driue our thoſe wrong opinions 
of the Deitie : whereof now wichour further law, Chriftianitie hath rakenaway all 
the-hurtfull beliefe, perchaunce as he thought, nouriſhed by then eſteemed Pocrs, 

35 Anda manneede go no further then co Plato himſelfe ro know his meaning: who 
it his Dialogue calcd 1», giueth high , and rightly divine commendarions vnto 
Poetrie . So as Platobaniſhing the abuſe, nor the thing, nor baniſhing ir, burgi- 
uingduchonour toic,, ſhall be our Patron, and not our aduerlarie. Forindeede, 
I had much rather , ſince truely I may doit , ſhew their miſtaking of Plato, vnder 

40 whoſe Lyons skinnerthey would makean Aſſe-like braying againlt Poeſte,chen goa- 
bout co oucrthrow his authoritic; whom the wiſer a man is, the moreiuſtcauſe 
hee ſhall findeto haue in admiration: eſpecially ſince hee atrributerh vaco Poeſie 
more then my ſelfe doe ; namely , robea veric in{piringof a diuine force, farrea- 
bouc mans wit, as in the forenamed Dialogue is apparant . Of the orher ſide, 

45 who would ſhew the honours haue becne by the beſt ſorr of tudgementsgraunced 

them, a whole {eaof examples would preſent themſcluesz Alexanders,Ceſars, Sci 
pioes, all fauqurers of Poets : Lel;us, called che Romane Socrates himſelfea. Poet 3

But whac needes more ? dri#otle writesche Aneot 
Pecſit- and why, ifit ould norbee written? Plwrerch reacherh thevſerobegarhes 5 
redofthem:and how, if they ſhould ror bee read? And whoreades Plararchesei 
ther Hiſtoric or Philoſophie; ſhall-finde he'ttimmeth bork cheir garmentes wich 
gardes of Poeſie ; But 1 not iſt todefend Poeſee with the helpe of his vnderling #5 

ftoriographie. Ler it ſoffice 10 have ſhewed,iriva fit ſoyle for prayſerodwell vpon ; 

& what diſpraiſe may ſet vponie, iseicher eaſily overcome, or transfotmied intoiult x 5 
commendarions-. So tharfince the cxcelleticies of ir may beſo eaſily and ſo iuſtly 
confirmed, and the low creeping obieions lo ſoone troddeti downe, it nor bee- 
ing an Arte of lyes, but of rrue doArine; 'not of effeminareneſſe, bur of nocable 
ſtirring of courage; hot of abuſitig mans wir, but of ſtrengrhening tnans witz not 
banifhed; bur honored by Plats ;let vs rather plant more Laurels for toingarland 15 
the Poets heades ( which honour of being Laureare, as beſides them'onely crium- 
phant Capraines were, is a ſufficient authorttie to ſhew the price they ought ro'bee 
held in) then ſuffer the il] favoured breath of ſuch wrong ſpeakers once ro blow vp- 
on thecleare ſprings of Poefie. But ſince I have runne (o longa Carreir in this mat- 
ter, me thinkes before [giue my penneafull ſtoppe , ir ſhall be bura little moreloſt 29 
time, toinquire why England the morherof excellent mindes ſhould beegrowne 
ſd harda ſtepmother ro Poets, who certainly in wit oughtro paſſeall others, ſince 
all onely proceeds from cheir wit, being indeede makers of chemſelues, not takers 
of others . How can I bur exclaime, Muſa mihi canſas memora quo numine leſv. 
Sweete Poeſie that hath auncicntly had Kings, Empetours, Senacors, great Cap- 25 
caines,fach as beſides arhouſands others, David, Adrien,Sophocles,Germanicus not 
onely cofauour Poets, bur ro bee Poets: and of our nearertimes, cat preſent for her 
Parrons, a Reberr King of Stcill, the great King Frawnces of Frawnce, King lames of 
Scotland,ſuch Cardinalsas Bembas,& Bibiens; luch famous Preachers & Teachers, 
as Beza and Melanchrhon, ſo learned Philoſophers, as Fracaſtorius,and Sraliger ;, fo 30 
great Orators,as Piranus,& Maretus;lo picreing wits,asGeorge Bachanan;lo graue 
Counſclours, as beſides many,bur before all, that Hoſprrail of France;then whom I 
chink that Realmencuer brought forth a moreacc6pliſhed iudgemet, more firmly 
buildedvpo vertue:I ſay theſe with niabers of others,not only to reade others Poe- 

ſfres,batto Poeriſe for othersreading;thar Poeſierhus Ebraced inalother placesſhold 3 5 
onely findein our timea hard welcome in England, Ithinke the verieearth laments 
ir, &cherefore deckes our ſoyle with fewer LaurelsthEit was accuſtomed. For here- 
rofore, Peers hauc in England alſo flouriſhed: & which is to be noted, cucn inthoſe 
cimes wheErhe Trizperof Aarsdid ſound lowdeſt. And now thatan over faint quiet- 
nefſe ſhould ſcemero ſtrow the houſe for Poers, rhey arealmoſt in as good repurati- 
on,as the Menrebanckes ar Venice. Truly even that, as of rheone ſide ir giueth grear 40 
praiſero Poeſie, which likeFenus(burt ro berterpurpoſe)had rather be croubledin the 
net with Aers,thEenioy the homely quiet of Yulca: So ſerues ir fora pecce ofa rea- 
ſon,why they arcleflegrateful ro idle Ewglid, which now can fearce endurethe pain 
of a pen. Vpo this neceflarily followeth, that baſe men with ſeruile wics vndercakeir, 
who thinkeic endugh if they can be rewardedof the Printer:and to as Fpaminondas 45 
is ayd with che honour of his vercue to haue made an office, by his exerciſing ir, 
which before was contEpcible,co becom highly reſpeed:ſothele men no more bur 

ſctring 
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ſerting theirnamesto ir, by their owne diſgracefulneſſe; diſgrace the nioſt graces 
fullP oeſie.For now asifallthe A#/es were got with child, tobring forth baſtard 
Poers: without any comisfion they do poſt ouerthe banks of Hehicon,tillthey make 
the Readers more weariethen poſt-hotles; while in the meanc time, they ,Naeis 
5 mehioreluto finxit pracordiaTitan, arcbertterconcent coſuppreile the our-flowings 

ofthcir wir, then by publiſhing them, to beeaccounted Knights of the ſame order. 
Buc 1, thar before ever 1 durſt aſpire vnto the dignitie ,am admitted intothe coms 
panie of the Paper-blarrers,do findetheverierrue cauſe of our wanting&ftimation; 
is want of deſert, taking vpon vs to be Poets in deſpice of: Pallas. Now wherein we 
Io wanrdeſett, werea thank-worthie labour to expreſle. Butif I.knew,1 ſhould haue 
mended my lelfe: butas [never deſired theritle, ſo haue Inegleftedrhe theanes ro 
come by ir, oncly ouer-maſtered by ſome thoughts, yeelded an inkie cributevn- 
rothem : Mariethey chardelight in Poeſie ic ſelfe, ſhould feeke to know whatthey 
do: & how they docſpecially look theinſeluesin an vnflattering glaſe of xeaſon, if 
15 they be inclinablevaco it. For Poefie muſtnot bedrawn by rheears,ir muſt begerly 
led,or ratheric muſtleade, which was partly the cauſe thatmade theancientlearned 
affirme, it wasa divine giftand no humane kill, fince all other knowledges lic rea- 
die for any thathaue ſtrength of wir ; A. Poet no induſtrie can make, if hisowne 
Genizs be notcaried into it. And therefore isanoldprouctb; Gator fit; Preta naſ- 
20 citur. Yctconfeſle I alwaies, that as the fertileſt ground muſtbe manured, ſo muſt 
the higheſt flying wit hauc a Dedal#s ro guide him. Thar Dedalw« they fay. both in 
chisand in other, hath three wingsrobcarc irlelfevp into the aire of duecommen- 
dation: that is, Arte, Imication and Excrciſe. Buctheſencither Artificiall Rules, 
nor imitatiue patterties, we much comber our ſelues wichall.

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neitherof honeſt ciuilicic, nor skilfull Poetrie. Excepting Gorboduck (againe I fay of 
thoſerharl haue (eenc) which norwichſtanding, as ic is fullof ſtately ſpecches, and 
well ſounding phraſes, climing eorhehceight of Seneca his ſtile, and as full cf nora- 
ble moralicie, whichit doth moſt delightfully teach,and ſo obraine the veric end of 
Poeſie:Yerin ruth, it is veric defeftious inthe. circumſtances, which gricucs me, 
becauſeirmight not remaineasanexa@ modell of all Tragedies . For it is faultie 
borh in placeandrime, the two necefiarie companions ofall corporallaQions. For 
where cho Stage ſhouldalway repreſent bur one place; and the vetermoſt time pre- 
ſuppoſedin ir, ſhould be both by 4ri/ferles precepr, and common reaſon, but one 
day; there is both many daycsand many pong inartificially imagined.

of Songs and Soners;Which Lord, if he gave vs 1b good Hinds, how well it might 
be employed, and with how heavenly fruits; bothprivate Bpublike, inſingiog che 
praiſes oftlic immortl{beaurie,thenmmonaltGoodnefle ofthat God;whogiverh 

vs handsr&'write, andavirsco conceive: of which we might well wantvvores, bur 16 
never matter : of whichVve could turne our eyes ro nothing, bur vve ſhould cucr 
have newbadding occaſions. Brit'tivly miany'of ſuch writings as comeVnder the 
bannerof'vnreſi ſtable lone, if Ivvere amiflrefle; vvould never perſwade methcy 
were inloue: fo coldlythey apply fiery ſpeeches; as men'tharhad racher read louers 
vvritings, &ſo caughtvp tenainefwelling phraſes, which hang together, like a man 15 


tha oncetold me thewwind was at Northweſt and by Sourh;becaute he vvould bee 
ſureto name vvinds ewow , then thacin truth they fecletheſe pasſions, which cali- 

ly as I think; may be bewrayed by that ſame forcibleneſſeor Emergia (as the Greeks 
callit) ofthe wricer. Bur let this be aſufficienr, though ſhortnotre, tharwe miſſe the 
righe vic df che matertallpoint of Preſie. Now for the outſide of ir, whichis words, 20 
or(as I mayrearmeit) DidFion,it istien well worle: ſo is that hony-flowing matron 
Eloquence,1 led;or tacher diſgniled inaqurtifan-like painted affeation. One 
time withio farre-feiched words, that many ſecme monſters, bur muſt ſeem ftran- 
gerst0 any-poore Engliſhman : another time vvith covrfing of a letter; as if they 
were bound to follow the merhode ofa Diftionarie : anorher time wich figures & 2 5 
flowers; extreamely winter-ſtarued. But I would this fault were onely peculiar to 
Verlifiers; and had notas large poſſesſion among Proſe-Printers : and which isco 

be maruclledamong many Schollers, and which is ro be pirtied among ſome Prea- 
chers.Traly I could wiſh, ifat leaſt I mighc be ſobojd ro with, ina thing beyond the 
reach of my capacitie, the diligentimitators of Tully & DemeFhenes, moſt worthic 306 
to be imirated, did not fo much keep Nezelian paper-books of their figures & phra- 
ſes, as by.attenriue tranflacion,as it were,deuourrhcm whole,& make them wholly 
theirs. For now they calt ſugerand ſpice vpon every diſhthar is ſerucd attherable: 
like choſe 7wdians,notcontent ro wearecare-ringsat the fit and natural place ofche 
cares, burthey willthruſt iewels chrough their noſeand lips, becaulethey will bee z 5 
ſureto be fine. Ts/ly when he was co drive out Catilipe,as it were witha thunderbolt 

of eloquence, often vſcrh the figure of repetition, as vinit & wincit, imo in /enatum 
venit, tmo in ſenatum venit,&e. Indeed inflamed, withavvell grounded rage, hee 
would haue his words (as it were) double ontof his moath, &ſodothat artificiall 
which we ſte men incholer do naturally. And we having hoted the grace of chole 46 
words hale them in ſometimes toa familiar Epiſtle, when ic were roo much cho- 
lerto be cholerick. How wel ſtore of Simviliter Cadenſes doth ſound with the graui- 
rieefthe Polpic,I would nor inuoke Demoſthenes (oulc totell, who with a raredain- 
tineſſe vſcth cher; Truly they haue made me thinke of the Spphiſter, that with roo 
much ſubtiltie would proue rwo Egges three, & though he mighc be connteda So- 45 
phiſfter, had none for his labour. So theſe men bringing in ſuch akindof cloquence, 
well may they obtainean opinion of a ſeeming fincneſſe, but perſwade few, which 
hold becheend of their fineneſs. Now for fimilitudes in certain printed diſcourſes 
Ithinke 
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Irhinkal Herberiſts,all ftorics of beaſts, fowles &fithesare rifled vp, that they.thay. 
come in multitudes ro wait vpon any of our conceits,which certainly isasabfurd a 
tarfertothe cares as - Beoe/ the force of aſimilicude notbeing to proucany 
ching to a contrary difputer, but onely tocxplaine toa willing hearer, when thats 

5 done,thereft is a moſtredious pratling, rather ouer-fwaying the memory fromthe 
purpoſe wherto they wereapplyed;rhet any whitenforming thetadgementalteas 
diecither fatisfied,or by ſimilitudes norto beſaristice;For my pars, ] donor doubr, 
when Antoniwsand Craſſis,the great forefathers of Orcers in eloquence,theone(as 
Ciceroteſtificth of them) pretended not to know. Arte,the othernorro (ct by it(be- 

19 cauſe withaplaine ſcnſiblenefle rhey might win credit of poputareares, which cre- 
diteisthencereſt Repto perſwaſion, whichperſwaſion is the chiefe marke of 'Oxa- 
roric) 1 doe not doubt, I fay, but that they vied theſe knacks very ſparingly, which 
whodoth generally vic,any man may ſcee,doth daunce tohis owne mulicke,and io 
ro be noted by the audience, more carefbull to ſpeake curiouſly thentruly. Vadoub- 

I 5 cedly (at leaſt co my opinion vndoubredly ) I have found indivers (mall learned 
courticrsa more lound ſtile,then in ſome profeſſors of learning,of weÞI canghefſe 
noother caule, bur thatthe courtier following that,which by praftiſe he findeth fit- 
eſt conature,therin(though he knowitnor)dothaccording to Art,thoughnor by 
Art: wheretheothervſing Artto ſhew Arr, andnothide Arr (as in thele caſes he 

20 ſhould do)flycth from nature and indeedabuſcth Arte. Bur what? methinks/[ de. 
ſeructo be pounded for ſtraying from Poerrie roOratorie : but both have ſuchan 
affiniry in the wordiſh conſideration,chat I chinkthis digreſsion wilmake my mea- 
ning recciuec the fuller vnderſtanding: which is norto cake vpon meto teach Poets 
how chey ſhould do,bur only finding my (ſelfe ſickeamong thereſt; coſhewe ſomes 

25 onc orcwoſpots of the common infeion grown amongrthe moſt part of writers; 
thatacknowledging our ſelues ſomewharawry, wemay bend torhe right vie hoth 
of marterand manner. W hcretogur language giveth vs greatoccaſion , beingin- 
decd capable ofany excellent exerciſing of it. I know ſome will fay ic is a mingled 
language: and why not ſo much the berrerakingthe beſt of both the other? Ano- 

39 ther will fay,ic wantech Grammer; Nay cruelyicharh char praiſe;rhat ic wants nor 
Grammerzfor Grammer it might haue,butit needsic nor, being ocaſiein iclelf,and 
lo void of thoſe cumberſom differences of Coſes,Gebders, Moods & Tenſes, which I 
think was a piece of the tower of Bebylens curſe ,that a man ſhold be purroſchoole 
rolcarne his mother tongue. But for the — ſ{weerly and properly the conccic 

3 5 ofthe mind, which is the end of ſpcech,thar hath it equally with any other tongue 
inthe world :andis particularly happy in compoſitions of twoorthree words to- 
gether,neetethe Greek, farre beyond the Latine , which is one of the greateſt beau- 
tiescan beina language. Now of verſifying,there are two forts,theone ancienc,the
